LETTER  OF  TRANSMITTAL. 

Sax  Fraxcisco,  California,  October  1,  1917. 

To  his  Excellency  TTilliam  D.  Stephens, 
Governor  of  California. 

Dear  Sir  :  TTe  transmit  herewith,  as  required  by  law,  the  report  of 
the  Railroad  Commission  of  the  State  of  California  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1917. 

This  report  consists  of  two  volumes.  Volume  I  gives  in  eleven 
chapters  and  three  appendices  an  account  of  the  transactions  and 
proceedings  of  the  Eailroad  Commission  during  the  year  ending  June 
30.  1917.  Volume  II  is  an  analysis  of  the  financial  condition  and  other 
statistical  information  of  California  public  utilities  as  reported  by  them 
in  their  annual  reports  on  file  with  the  Railroad  Commission.  The 
information  in  Volume  II  is  given  as  to  common  carriers  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1916,  and  as  to  all  other  classes  of  public  utilities 
for  the  calendar  year  ending  December  31,  1916. 

The  Decisions  of  the  Railroad  Commission  are  published  in  a  series 
of  reports  entitled  "Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
of  California."  Eleven  volumes,  containing  the  Decisions  from 
January  1,  1911,  to  November  30,  1916.  have  been  published.  The 
twelfth  volume  is  now  in  the  press.  The  Decisions  are  also  printed  in 
])amphlet  form  a  fcAv  days  after  their  rendition  and  may  be  secured 
from  the  Railroad  Commission. 

From  January  1.  1911.  to  June  30,  1917,  the  Railroad  Commission 
issued  48  General  Orders,  printed  copies  of  which  are  available  for 
public  distribution.

1.     CREATION  OF  RAILROAD  COMMISSION. 

The  Railroad  Commission  of  California  was  created  by  section  22, 
Article  XII  of  the  Constitution  of  California  of  1879.  For  more  than 
30  years  the  commission  consisted  of  three  members,  elected  from  three 
districts  of  the  state,  with  their  jurisdiction  limited  to  the  rates  and 
accounts  of  railroads  and  other  transportation  companies. 

On  October  10,  1911,  the  state  constitution  was  amended  so  as  to 
enlarge  the  membership  of  the  Railroad  Commission  from  three  to  five 
members,  to  change  the  method  of  selection  from  election  by  the  people 
to  appointment  by  the  Governor,  and  to  empower  the  legislature,  with 
certain  limitations,  to  confer  on  the  Railroad  Commission  power  to 
supervise  and  regulate  all  classes  of  public  utilities. 

On  March  23,  1912,  the  Public  Utilities  Act  became  effective.  By  this 
act,  the  legislature  conferred  on  the  Railroad  Commission  broad  powers 
to  supervise  and  regulate  the  various  classes  of  public  utilities  specified 
in  the  act.  As  will  hereinafter  appear,  the  Railroad  Commission's 
powers  and  duties  were  thereafter  further  increased  by  amendments  to 
the  state  constitution  and  by  the  enactment  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act 
and  other  statutes. 

Organization  of  Railroad  Commission. 

The  Railroad  Commission  as  at  present  organized  consists  of  five 
commissioners  appointed  by  the  Governor  from  the  state  at  large.  The 
term  of  office  is  six  years. 

The  following  departments  have  been  created  by  the  Railroad 
Commission  for  the  systematic  and  efficient  conduct  of  its  business :

The  Gas  and  Electrical  Engineer,  Hj^draulic  Engineer  and  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Engineer  each  heads  an  important  division  and  reports 
to  the  Chief  Engineer.  The  Service  Expert,  in  charge  of  all  railroad 
accidents  and  service  matters  affecting  common  carriers,  reports  to  the 
Rate  Expert. 

Three  Examiners  take  and  report  to  the  Railroad  Commission  the 
evidence  in  the  less  important  formal  proceedings.

The  Railroad  Commission's  main  office  is  in  the  Commercial  Building, 
S33  Market  street,  San  Francisco.  A  branch  office  is  located  in  the 
Union  League  Building,  Second  and  Hill  streets,  Los  Angeles. 

2.     JURISDICTION   OF   RAILROAD   COMMISSION. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  jurisdiction  over  corporations,  associa- 
tions and  persons  engaged  in  the  following  classes  of  public  utility 
service : 

(1)  Steam  railroad. 

(2)  Electric  railroad. 

(3)  Express  and  car. 

(4)  Carrier  by  water. 

(5)  Stage  and  truck. 

(6)  Water. 

(7)  Gas  and  electric. 

(8)  Telephone  and  telegraph. 

(9)  Wharfinger. 

(10)  Warehouse. 

(11)  Pipe  line. 

Powers  of   Railroad  Commission. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  jurisdiction  over  the  rates,  service, 
facilities,  extensions,  safety  of  construction  and  operation,  accounts, 
transfers  and  encumbrances  of  property  and  the  issue  of  securities  of 
all  public  utilities,  with  certain  exceptions  in  certain  cities,  to  which 
exceptions  reference  will  hereinafter  be  made. 

No  electric  railroad,  street  railroad,  gas,  electrical,  telephone, 
telegraph  or  water  utility  may  enter  a  field  already  being  served  by  a 
utility  of  like  character  unless  the  Railroad  Commission's  consent  has 
first  been  secured.  No  transportation  company  (meaning  thereby 
automobiles,  jitney  busses,  auto  trucks,  stages  or  auto  stages  operated 
as  common  carriers  as  defined  by  chapter  213,  laws  of  1917)  may 
exercise  the  rights  and  privileges  granted  by  any  local  franchises  or 
permits  unless  the  Railroad  Commission  has  first  declared  that  public 
convenience  and  necessity  require  the  exercise  of  such  rights  and 
privileges. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  power,  on  petition  of  any  municipality 
or  other  public  authority,  to  make  its  finding  determining  the  just 
compensation  to  be  paid  by  such  municipality  or  other  public  authority 
for  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  property  of  any  public  utility.  Such 
finding  is  conclusive  in  eminent  domain  proceedings. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  general  power  to  supervise  and  regulate 
all  public  utilities  in  all  respects  necessary  for  the  protection  and 
welfare  of  the  consuming  and  investing  public  as  M^ell  as  the  public 
utility  itself. 
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Sources  of  Jurisdiction. 

The  Railroad  Commission 's  powers  are  derived  in  part  from  the  state 
constitution  and  in  part  from  statutes. 

The  constitutional  provisions  which  have  conferred  powers  upon  the 
Railroad  Commission  are  sections  20,  21,  22,  23  and  23  (a)  of  Article 
XII  of  the  state  constitution. 

The  principal  statute  conferring  powers  upon  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion is  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  which  was  originally  approved  on 
December  23,  1911,  efleective  March  23,  1912  (St.  1911,  Extra  Session, 
p.  18),  and  was  thereafter  revised  and  reenacted  on  April  23,  1915, 
effective  August  8,  1915  (St.  1915,  p.  115),  and  amended  bj^  the 
legislature  of  1917,  in  chapters  120,  137,  176,  209  and  707  of  the  laws 
of  1917. 

Prior  to  1917,  the  following  statutes  in  addition  to  the  Public  Utilities 
Act  charged  the  Railroad  Commission  with  further  responsibilities: 

1.  Chapter  80,  laws  of  1913 — regulation  of  water  companies. 

2.  Chapter  49,  laws  of  1911,  as  amended  by  chapter  168,  laws 

of  1913,  and  chapter  501,  laws  of  1915 — size  of  railroad 
train  crews. 

3.  Chapter  284,  laws  of  1913 — locomotive  headlights. 

4.  Chapters  285,  286  and  327,  laws  of  1913— oil  pipe  lines. 

5.  Chapter  557,  laws  of  1913 — construction  of  wharves,  chutes 

and  piers. 

6.  Chapter  494,  laws  of  1915 — train  dispatching  by  telephone. 

7.  Chapter  498,  laws  of  1915 — derailing  switches. 

8.  Chapter  499,  laws  of  1915 — water  glasses  on  steam  locomo- 

tives. 

9.  Chapter  600,  laws  of  1915 — construction  of  electric  transmis- 

.sion  and  distribution  systems  to  promote  safety. 
10.  Chapter    667,    laws    of    1915 — reports    by    public    utilities 
rendering  hospital  service  to  employees  for  compensation. 

Legislation   of  1917. 

The  legislature  of  1917  enacted  the  following  statutes  affecting  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  Railroad  Commission : 

1.  Chapter  120,  laws  of  1917 — amending  section  50  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Act  by  providing  that  electric  railroads  and  telegraph 
companies  shall  secure  certificates  of  public  convenience  and  necessity 
and  that  the  Railroad  Commission  shall  have  power  to  issue  orders 
directing  that  public  utilities  shall  hold  construction  work  in  statu  quo 
pending  investigation  as  to  the  necessity  for  securing  a  certificate  of 
public  convenience  and  necessity. 

2.  Chapter  176,  laws  of  1917 — amending  sections  47  and  70  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Act  by  providing  a  more  effective  procedure  for  the 
determination  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  the  just  compensation  to 
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be  paid  by  public  authorities  for  the  property  of  public  utilities  in 
eminent  domain  proceedings. 

3.  Chapter  191,  laws  of  1917 — permitting  mutual  water  companies 
and  the  owners  of  private  water  supplies  to  furnish  water  to  third 
parties  during  the  emergency  created  by  the  war,  without  thereby 
becoming  public  utilities,  reports  to  be  made  to  the  Railroad  Commission. 

4.  Chapter  201,  laws  of  1917 — defining  the  respective  jurisdictions  of 
the  Railroad  Commission  and  the  Industrial  Accident  Commission  with 
reference  to  the  safety  of  the  employees  of  public  utilities. 

5.  Chapter  209,  laws  of  1917 — amending  section  43  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Act  so  as  to  make  more  effective  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  over  railroad  crossings  and  giving  to  the  Railroad 
Commission  power  to  determine  and  apportion  the  expense  of  separating 
railroad  grade  crossings  and  the  damages  to  adjacent  property,  and  to 
determine  the  just  compensation  to  be  paid  for  property  taken  or 
damaged  in  connection  therewith. 

6.  Chapter  213,  laws  of  1917 — providing  for  the  regulation  by  the 
Railroad  Commission  of  the  owners  and  operators  of  all  automobiles, 
jitney  busses,  auto  trucks,  stages  and  auto  stages  operated  in  the  trans- 
portation of  persons  or  property  as  common  carriers  for  compensation 
over  any  public  highway  in  this  state  between  fixed  termini  or  over  a 
regular  route  and  not  operating  exclusively  within  the  limits  of  an 
incorporated  city  or  town, 

7.  Chapter  575,  laws  of  1917 — providing  that  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion shall  enforce  the  provisions  of  chapter  500,  laws  of  1911,  referring 
to  the  construction  of  subways,  manholes,  chambers  or  underground 
rooms,  encasing  electric  wires  or  cables. 

8.  Chapter  707,  laws  of  1917 — extending  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  to  so-called  irregular  water  carriers  operating 
vessels  of  specified  carrying  capacity  on  the  inland  waters  of  California. 

9.  Chapter  713,  laws  of  1917 — referring  to  the  issue  by  public  utility 
corporations  of  capital  stock  without  par  value  when  and  as  permitted 
by  the  Railroad  Commission. 

10.  Chapter  784,  laws  of  1917 — requiring  that  railroad  corporations 
operating  by  means  of  steam  locomotives  shall  install  automatic  bell 
ringing  apparatus  in  their  locomotives  within  one  year  or  within  such 
additional  time  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Railroad  Commission. 

Cities  and   Towns. 

Section  23,  Article  XII  of  the  state  constitution,  as  amended  on 
October  10,  1911,  provided  in  part  that  as  to  unincorporated  territory 
the  legislature  might  confer  upon  the  Railroad  Commission  such  powers 
of  supervision  and  regulation  over  public  utilities  as  the  legislature 
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might  consider  desirable  but  that  incorporated  cities  and  towns  should 
retain  the  powers  over  public  utilities  then  vested  in  them  until  they 
should  elect  to  vote  such  powers  into  the  Railroad  Commission. 

Fifty-nine  incorporated  cities  and  towns  have,  at  elections,  conferred 
upon  the  Railroad  Commission  their  powers  over  all  or  specified  classes 
of  public  utilities.  The  names  of  these  cities  and  towns  with  the 
respective  dates  of  election  and  the  class  or  classes  of  public  utilities  as 
to  which  powers  were  relinquished  to  the  Railroad  Commission  are  set 
forth  on  pages  7  and  8  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1916. 

By  amendment  of  November  3,  1914,  to  section  23,  Article  XII  of 
the  state  constitution,  the  Railroad  Commission  was  given  exclusive 
jurisdiction  over  the  rates  of  all  public  utilities  within  all  incorporated 
citias  and  towns,  so  that  at  the  present  time  the  Railroad  Commission 
has  jurisdiction  over  all  rates  of  all  public  utilities  in  all  parts  of 
California. 

In  cities  which  have  special  freeholders'  charters,  the  Railroad 
(-ommission  has  complete  jurisdiction  over  public  utilities  (other  than 
as  to  the  u.sual  local  police  powers  and  the  initial  granting  of  public 
utility  franchises  in  certain  cities  or  to\\Tis)  except  to  the  extent  that 
such  cities  have  been  granted  in  their  charters  special  powers  over 
public  utilities,  which  powers  are  not  in  conflict  with  the  powers 
conferred  on  the  Railroad  Commission  and  have  not  been  relinquished 
to  the  commission.  However,  even  in  cities  having  freeholders' 
charters,  the  Railroad  Commission  now  has  complete  jurisdiction  over 
the  rates  of  all  public  utilities. 

Railroads — Construction    and   Operation. 

In  Civic  Center  Association  of  Los  Angeles  vs.  Railroad  Commission, 
decided  on  July  11,  1917,  53  Cal.  Dec.  845,  the  Supreme  Court  of 
California  decided  that  the  Railroad  Commission  has  exclusive  jurisdic- 
tion over  the  construction  and  operation  of  all  state  railroads  in  the 
city  of  Los  Angeles.  The  effect  of  this  decision  is  to  add  to  the  Railroad 
Commission's  unquestioned  jurisdiction  over  the  construction  and 
operation  of  all  railroads  in  unincorporated  territory,  the  further 
exclusive  jurisdiction  over  the  construction  and  operation  of  all  state 
railroads  in  all  incorporated  cities  and  towns  of  California.  The 
Supreme  Court  also  decided  in  this  case  that  the  Railroad  Commission 
has  exclusive  jurisdiction  to  direct  the  construction  and  operation  of 
union  passenger  depots  and  of  railroad  freight  terminals  in  Los 
Angeles. 

In  City  of  San  Jose  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  decided  on  June  4,  1917, 
53  Cal.  Dec.  727,  the  Supreme  Court  of  California  decided  that  the 
Railroad   Commission   has   jurisdiction   to   apportion   the   expense   of 
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eliminating  railroad  grade  crossings,  between  the  railroads  or  street 
railroads  affected  and  the  public  authorities  in  interest,  as  provided  by- 
section  43  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act. 

Auto  Stages  and  Trucks. 

In  Western  Association  of  Short  Line  Bailroads  vs.  Railroad 
Commission,  decided  on  December  14,  1916,  52  Cal.  Dec.  642,  as 
explained  by  the  decision  of  January  11,  1917,  53  Cal.  Dec.  62,  the 
Supreme  Court  of  California  decided  that  the  Public  Utilities  Act  does 
not  confer  on  the  Railroad  Commission  jurisdiction  over  automobiles, 
jitney  busses,  auto  trucks,  stages  or  auto  stages  operated  as  common 
carriers,  but  that  under  the  provisions  of  section  22  of  Article  XII  of 
the  state  constitution,  such  carriers  when  operating  over  regular  routes 
and  not  operating  exclusively  within  the  limits  of  an  incorporated  city 
or  town,  are  "transportation  companies"  and  are  subject  to  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Railroad  Commission  with  reference  to  their  rates  and 
accounts,  but  not  in  other  respects. 

Thereafter,  the  legislature  enacted  chapter  213,  laws  of  1917,  effective 
July  27,  1917,  and  providing  that  the  Railroad  Commission  shall  have 
jurisdiction  as  to  rates,  service,  safety,  securities,  certificates  of  public 
convenience  and  necessity  and  in  certain  other  respects  over  all  so-called 
"transportation  companies,"  including  all  owners  and  operators  of 
automobiles,  jitney  busses,  auto  trucks,  stages  and  auto  stages  used  in 
the  transportation  of  persons  or  property  as  common  carriers  for 
compensation  over  any  public  highway  in  this  state  between  fixed 
termini  or  over  a  regular  route  and  not  operating  exclusively  within 
the  limits  of  an  incorporated  city  or  town. 

Publicly  Owned  and  Operated  Utilities. 

The  Railroad  Commission  claims  and  exercises  jurisdiction  over 
publicly  owned  and  operated  "railroads  and  other  transportation 
companies"  as  these  words  are  defined  in  section  22  of  Article  XII  of 
the  state  constitution. 

With  reference  to  other  classes  of  publicly  owned  and  operated 
utilities,  the  Railroad  Commission  has  always  understood  that  it  does 
not  have  jurisdiction  in  so  far  as  the  service  is  rendered  within  the 
limits  of  the  municipality  or  other  public  authority  owning  and 
operating  the  utility.  With  reference  to  such  publicly  owned  and 
operated  utilities,  however,  the  Railroad  Commission  claims  and  exer- 
cises jurisdiction  in  so  far  as  service  is  rendered  outside  the  limits  of 
said  municipality  or  other  public  authority. 

Oil   Pipe   Lines. 

Chapters  285,  286  and  327,  laws  of  1913,  conferred  on  the  Railroad 
Commission  certain  jurisdiction  over  oil  pipe  lines. 

Acting  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  327,  laws  of  1913,  the  Railroad 
Commission  on  December  31,  1914,  after  public  hearings,  directed  th^ 
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iollowing   oil    pipe    line    companies   to    file    rate   schedules   with   the 
commission : 

Associated  Oil  Company. 
Associated  Pipe  Line  Compan3^ 
General  Pipe  Line  Company  of  California. 
Producers'  Transportation  Company. 

Standard  Oil  Company  of  California  wa.s  not  included  in  the  order 
for  the  reason  that  this  company  filed  with  the  Railroad  Commission  its 
schedules  of  rates,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  transportation  of  crude 
oil,  petroleum  and  the  products  thereof. 

Valley  Pipe  Line  Company,  a  subsidiary  of  the  Shell  Company  of 
California,  was  not  included  for  the  reason  that  this  company 's  oil  pipe 
line  was  constructed  subsequent  to  the  date  of  the  decision. 

The  constitutionality  of  chapter  327,  laws  of  1913,  is  now  pending 
before  the  Supreme  Court  of  California  on  review  of  the  Railroad 
Commission's  decision  of  December  31,  1914,  in  three  proceedings 
brought  respectively  by  Producers'  Transportation  Company  (L.  A. 
4230),  Associated  Pipe  Line  Company  (S.  F.  7376)  and  Associated  Oil 
Company  (S.  F.  7377).  In  the  meantime,  jurisdiction  over  oil  pipe 
lines  is  not  being  exercised  by  the  Railroad  Commission. 

3.     UTILITIES  SUBJECT  TO  JURISDICTION. 

During  the  j^ear  ending  December  31,  1916,  886  public  utilities  filed 
annual  reports  with  the  Railroad  Commission.  All  annual  reports  are 
checked  by  the  Railroad  Commission's  auditing  department. 

The  number  of  public  utilities  of  various  classes  filing  annual  reports 
is  shoAvn  in  Table  No.  1.

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  public  utilities,  887  owners  of  common 
carrier  automobiles,  jitney  busses,  auto  trucks,  stages  and  auto  stages 
have  filed  with  the  Railroad  Commission,  tariffs  showing  their  passenger 
and  freight  fares  and  rates. 

During  the  year  ending  December  31,  1916,  58  public  utilities  filed 
their  first  annual  reports  as  shown  in  Table  No.  2.

The  larger-number  of  public  utilities  which  ceased  filing  their  annual 
reports  in  1916  have  sold  their  property,  under  authorization  from  the 
Railroad  Commission,  to  other  public  utilities  or  to  the  public.  In  a 
few  instances,  the  utility  affected  has  withdrawn  its  property  from 
public  service  with  the  consent  of  the  Railroad  Commission. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  reports,  public  utilities  have  filed  annual 
reports  with  reference  to  their  hospital  service  to  their  employees,  as 
provided  by  chapter  667,  laws  of  1915,  as  appears  from  Table  No.  4.

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4.     FORMAL   PROCEEDINGS. 

The  proceedings  before  the  Railroad  Commission  are  divided  into 
formal  and  informal  proceedings. 

Formal  proceedings  are  those  in  which  a  public  hearing  is  normally 
held.  They  are  divided  into  formal  complaints,  which  are  tried  on 
complaint  and  answer,  and  formal  applications,  in  which  a  public 
utility  files  a  petition  for  authority  to  do  some  formal  act  to  the 
performance  of  which  the  commission's  consent  is  necessary. 

Informal  proceedings  consist  of  those  proceedings  in  which  a  public 
hearing  is  not  held  and  which  are  handled  by  correspondence  or  in 
person. 

The  Railroad  Commission  can  not  enforce  an  order  except  after 
hearing  and  decision  in  a  formal  proceeding. 

Procedure. 

The  Railroad  Commission  is  not  bound  by  the  technical  rules  of 
evidence  and  seeks  to  administer  justice  by  driving  directly  at  the  facts 
and  rendering  prompt  decisions. 

The  Rules  of  Procedure  which  have  been  adopted  by  the  Railroad 
Commission  give  instructions  with  reference  to  the  filing  of  formal 
proceedings.  It  is  not  necessary  for  the  parties  to  be  represented  by 
counsel. 

Formal  proceedings  are  assigned  to  a  commissioner  or  commissioners 
or  to  an  examiner  for  hearing  and  are  generally  heard  in  the  locality 
affected,  so  that  the  parties  may  be  put  to  as  little  expense  a.s  possible 
and  so  that  the  public  in  interest  may  know  what  is  being  done.  After 
submission  of  a  formal  proceeding,  an  opinion  and  order  are  prepared 
and  submitted  to  all  the  commissioners.  When  approved  and  ordered 
filed  by  at  least  three  commissioners  at  a  formal  meeting,  such  opinion 
and  order  become  the  opinion  and  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission. 
They  are  then  served  on  the  parties  and  printed  in  the  "Opinions  and 
Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California"  as  well  as  in 
preliminary  pamphlet  form. 

Authorizations  of  Railroad  Commission. 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1917,  556  public  hearings  were  held 
by  the  Railroad  Commission  in  various  parts  of  California. 

During  the  same  period,  the  Railroad  Commission  met  280  times  in 
formal  sessions  in  its  office  in  San  Francisco  for  the  purpose  of 
rendering  decisions,  deciding  questions  of  policy  and  supervising  the 
work  of  the  various  departments. 
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Formal   Complaints. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-six  formal  complaints  were  filed  <luring  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1917.  These  complaints  affected  all  the  principal 
classes  of  public  utilities  subject  to  the  Railroad  Commission's  jurisdic- 
tion and  presented  issues  concerning  rates,  fares,  service  and  facilities, 
safety  of  railroad  tracks,  crossings  and  bridges,  extensions  of  service, 
reparation,  certificates  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  and  rules 
and  regulations. 

The  total  number  of  formal  complaints  filed  during  the  fiscail  years 
ending  June  30, 1912,  to  June  30, 1917,  inclusive,  appears  in  Table  No.  5.

Six  hundred  and  thirty-two  formal  applications  were  filed  during  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1916. 

These  applications  were  filed  by  all  classes  of  public  utilities  over 
which  the  Railroad  Commission  has  jurisdiction  and  asked  authority  to 
do  a  large  variety  of  acts,  as  shown  in  Table  No.  8.

Appeals  to  Courts. 
Twelve  appeals  to  the  courts  were  taken  from  decisions  rendered  by 
the   Railroad    Commission    during   the   year   ending   June    30,    1917, 
Decisions  have  been  rendered  by  the  courts  in  eleven  of  these  appeals 
and  the  Railroad  Commission  has  been  sustained  in  each  instance. 
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The  number  of  appeals  taken  during  this  period  was  only  1.3  per 
cent  of  the  952  decisions  rendered;  98.7  per  cent  of  the  Railroad 
Commission's  decisions  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1917,  became 
effective  without  litigation. 

Decisions  of  All   State  Commissions. 

Fortj'-seven  states  of  the  Union  now  have  state  railroad  or  public 
service  commissions.  The  most  recently  created  commission  is  the 
Public  Utility  Commission  of  Utah,  organized  on  March  8,  1917,  under  a 
statute  which  is  .largely  modeled  after  the  California  Public  Utilities 
Act.     Delaware  alone  has  no  such  commission. 

The  number  of  decisions  annually  rendered  by  the  various  state 
railroad  and  public  service  commissions  is  illuminating.  In  order  to 
.secure  accurate  information,  request  for  the  number  of  decisions 
rendered  in  both  formal  and  informal  proceedings  was  made  of  each 
state  commission.  Table  No.  12  shows  the  number  of  decisions  rendered 
by  each  state  commission  during  the  most  recent  year  for  which 
information  is  available.

Table  No.  12  shows  that  in  the  total  number  of  decisions  rendered  in 
both  formal  and  informal  proceedings,  the  Railroad  Commission  of 
California  ranks  first.  The  table  is  particularly  gratifying  as  showing 
the  relatively  large  number  of  instances  in  which  the  people  of  Cali- 
fornia avail  themselves  of  the  services  of  the  Railroad  Commission  in 
informal  or  correspondence  complaints. 
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5.     INFORMAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

A  large  part  of  the  time  of  the  members  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
and  their  employees  is  devoted  to  the  adjustment  of  informal  or 
correspondence  complaints. 

Each  year  the  Railroad  Commission  answers  thousands  of  requests 
for  information  or  advice  which  are  not  listed  as  informal  or 
correspondence  complaints. 

A  large  number  of  informal  conferences  are  also  held  each  year. 

Procedure. 

With  reference  to  the  procedure  adopted  in  the  adjustment  of 
informal  or  correspondence  complaints,  we  quote  from  our  report  for 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1916,  as  follows : 

"Whenever  an  informal  or  correspondence  complaint  is  filed, 
the  matter  is  at  once  referred  to  the  appropriate  department, 
which  takes  up  the  matter  with  the  utility  affected  either  by 
letter  or  in  person,  to  see  whether  an  adjustment  can  not  be 
made  voluntarily,  without  the  necessity  of  formal  proceedings. 
If  necessary,  a  representative  of  the  Railroad  Commission  travels 
to  the  locality  affected  to  secure  first-hand  information  and  an 
adjustment,  if  possible.  The  commissioners  hardly  ever  travel 
to  any  section  of  the  state  without  having  a  number  of  informal 
complaints  presented  to  them.  While  the  Railroad  Commission 
can  not,  without  a  formal  hearing  at  which  the  public  utility  has 
its  day  in  court,  compel  a  public  utility  to  take  action  on  any 
complaint,  the  Railroad  Commission  has  been  successful  in  a 
large  majority  of  informal  complaints  in  securing  an  adjustment 
without  the  necessity  of  formal  proceedings.  In  most  cases,  the 
Railroad  Commission  finds  that  the  public  utilities  are  ready  and 
willing  to  cooperate  in  the  adjustment  of  informal  complaints." 

Number  of   Informal   Complaints. 
The   number   of    informal   complaints   which   were   filed   with   the 
Railroad  Commission  during  each  of  the  fiscal  years  ending  June  30, 
1912,  to  June  30,  1917,  inclusive,  is  shown  in  Table  No.  13.

The  informal  complaints  filed  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1917,  are  segregated  in  Tabla  No.  14  into  the  various  classes  of  public 
utilities  affected  and  the  subject  matter  of  the  complaints. 
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The  total  number  of  informal  complaints  shown  in  Table  No.  14  is 
in  excess  of  the  total  number  filed  during  the  year,  for  the  reason  that 
in  a  number  of  instances  an  informal  complaint  refers  to  matters 
affecting  different  classes  of  utilities  or  different  matters  affecting  the 
same  utility. 

Instances  of  Informal  Complaints. 

It  is  obviously  impossible  to  refer  in  a  letter  of  transmittal  to  each 
of  the  3,232  informal  complaints  which  were  adjusted  during  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1917. 

These  complaints  cover  the  entire  field  of  public  utility  regulation. 
As  illustrating  the  work  done  by  the  Railroad  Commission  in  the 
adjustment  of  informal  complaints,  reference  is  here  made  to  typical 
classes  of  cases  in  which  relief  was  accorded  in  informal  proceedings : 

Reasonableness  or  correctness  of  rates  of  all  classes  of  public 
utilities. 

Refunds  for  excessive  charges. 

Quality  of  service. 

Extensions  of  service,  by  water,  gas,  electric  and  telephone 
utilities,  either  at  cost  of  utility  or  on  basis  of  sharing  of 
expense  between  utility  and  intending  customer. 

Resumption  of  service  of  public  utilities  after  discontinuance 
without  consent  of  Railroad  Commission. 

Safety  in  the  construction  and  operation  of  public  utility 
properties. 

Disposition  of  deposits  made  by  customers  of  water,  gas,  electric 
or  telephone  utilities  in  cases  of  disputed  bills. 

Compensation  to  be  paid  by  certain  electric  utilities  for  trans- 
formers purchased  from  their  customers. 

Maximum  demand  readings  in  connection  with  electric  service. 
While  not  listed  as  informal  complaints,  recommendations  to  the 
railroads  for  greater  safety  at  railroad  grade  crossings  were  made  by 
the  Railroad  Commission  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1917,  in 
approximately  3,000  instances.  In  over  half  of  these  cases,  the  Railroad 
Commission's  recommendations  have  already  been  carried  into  effect  by 
the  carriers. 

Deposits  in  Case  of  Disputed  Bills. 

In  a  large  number  of  instances  of  disputed  bills  of  water,  gas,  electric 
and  telephone  utilities,  the  customer  deposits  with  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion the  amount  claimed  by  the  public  utility  to  be  due,  as  provided  by 
the  Railroad  Commission's  decision  in  Case  No.  683,  whereupon  the 
public  utility  must  continue  service  pending  an  informal  decision  by 
the  Railroad  Commission.  When  the  Railroad  Commission  has  informed 
itself  concerning  the  merits  of  the  controversy,  it  distributes  the  money 
on  deposit  to  the  party  or  parties  entitled  thereto. 
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During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1917,  353  deposits  of  this  character 
were  made  with  the  Railroad  Commission.  During  the  same  period, 
deposits  in  the  sum  of  $14,557.54  were  paid  out  by  the  Railroad 
Commission,  of  which  amount  $9,862.70  was  paid  to  the  public  utilities 
and  $4,694.84  to  the  consumers.

6.     THE  YEAR'S  WORK. 

As  hereinbefore  pointed  out,  the  Railroad  Commission  during  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1917,  rendered  952  decisions  in  formal  proceedings 
and  3,232  decisions  in  informal  proceedings. 

We  shall  make  reference  here  only  to  a  number  of  the  most  important 
matters  handled  by  the  Railroad  Commission  during  this  period,  not 
including  any  informal  complaints. 

Steam  Railroads. 

Hearings  held  on  applications  of  steam  railroads  for  authority  to 
increase  all  state  class  and  commodity  freight  rates  15  per  cent. 

Railroad  Commission's  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  construction  and 
operation  of  state  railroads  in  Los  Angeles  and  other  cities  of  state 
announced  by  Railroad  Commission  and  upheld  by  Supreme  Court  of 
California. 
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All  class  freight  rates  on  lines  of  Southern  Pacific  Company  between 
all  points  San  Jose,  San  Francisco  and  Oakland  and  the  California- 
Oregon  boundary  line  established,  resulting  in  annual  reduction  in 
rates  amounting  to  approximately  $200,000.00.  Decision  of  Railroad 
Commission  upheld  by  Federal  Court. 

State-wide  survey  of  all  railroad  grade  crossings  continued :  5,300 
crossings  inspected  to  June  30,  1917 ;  4,785  reports  rendered  and  3,000 
recommendations  for  greater  safety  made.  Over  one-half  of  recom- 
mendations already  carried  into  effect. 

Issue  of  securities  by  steam  railroads  amounting  to  $5,097,233.35 
authorized. 

"Western  Pacific  Railroad  Company  authorized  to  acquire  property 
of  Nevada-California-Oregon  Railway  south  of  Hackstaff,  Lassen 
County;  also  controlling  interest  in  Tidewater  Southern  Railway 
Company ;  also  property  of  Boca  and  Loyalton  Railroad  Company. 

Indian  Valley  Railroad  Company,  Panoche  Valley  Railroad  Company, 
Patterson  and  Western  Railroad  Company  and  Araargosa  Valley 
Railroad  Company  authorized  to  issue  securities  for  new  railroads.

8.     FINANCIAL  CONDITION  OF  CALIFORNIA  PUBLIC  UTILITIES. 

The  year  1916  was  the  most  prosperous  year  in  the  history  of 
California  public  utilities.  In  prosperity  to  the  public  utilities,  1916 
exceeded  even  the  year  1915,  which  year  in  turn  exceeded  the  banner 
year  of  1913. 

The  total  operating  revenues  of  California  public  utilities  in  1916 
were  $436,215,161.66,  as  contrasted  with  $376,874,418.57  in  1913  and 
$384,617,734.51  in  1915.  The  returns  for  steam  railroads  include  the 
interstate  business  of  interstate  railroads,  which  business  has  not  been 
segregated  by  them. 

The  total  operating  expenses  of  California  public  utilities,  including 
the  entire  business  of  interstate  railroads,  in  1916,  were  $275,161,231.85, 
as  contrasted  with  $244,440,324.16  in  1913  and  $249,303,932.09  in  1915. 

The  net  operating  revenue  of  California  public  utilities  in  1916  was 
$161,053,929.81  as  contrasted  with  $132,434,094.41  in  1913  and 
$135,313,802.42  in  1915.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  net  operating 
revenue  of  California  public  utilities  in  1916  was  approximately 
$25,000,000  greater  than  in  1915. 

The  foregoing  reports  are  for  the  calendar  year  ending  December  31, 
1916,  as  to  all  public  utilities  except  railroads  and  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1916,  in  so  far  as  steam  and  electric  railroads  are 
concerned. 

Table  No.  16  shows  the  operating  revenues,  the  operating  expenses 
and  the  net  operating  revenues  of  water  companies,  electric  companies, 
gas  companies,  telephone  companies,  steam  railroads  and  electric  rail- 
roads for  the  years  1913,  1914,  1915,  and  1916.

It  will  be  observed  that  with  the  exception  of  electric  railroads,  the 
net  operating  revenue  of  each  class  of  public  utility  was  greater  in  1916 
than  even  in  the  good  year  of  1913.  A  very  marked  increase  in  net 
operating  revenue  was  enjoyed  by  electric  companies,  gas  companies, 
telephone  companies  and  steam  railroads.  The  net  revenue  of  the  steam 
railroads  rose  from  approximately  $83,000,000.00  in  1913  to  approxi- 
mately $99,000,000.00  in  1916,  being  an  increase  of  $16,000,000.00, 
or  almost  20  per  cent.  The  poor  showing  of  electric  railroads  is 
undoubtedly  due  to  a  considerable  extent  to  the  operation  of  jitney 
busses  and  auto  trucks  and  also  of  privately  owned  and  operated 
automobiles. 

Tables  Nos.  16  and  17  shoM^  a  progressively  larger  net  operating 
revenue  each  year  from  1913  to  1916,  inclusive,  for  electric,  gas  and 
telephone  companies  and  a  net  operating  revenue  in  1916  greater  than  in 
1915  for  each  class  of  public  utility  except  water  companies  and  electric 
railroads.  The  situation  of  the  electric  railroads  has  already  been 
explained.  The  increasingly  large  number  of  instances  in  which  public 
utility  water  companies  are  selling  their  systems  to  municipalities  and 
other  public  authorities  is  no  doubt  to  a  considerable  extent  responsible 
for  the  practically  stationary  character  of  the  remaining  water  utilities. 

Tables  Nos.  16  and  17  show  that  under  regulation  by  the  Railroad 
Commission,  the  net  operating  revenues  of  California  public  utilities 
were  approximately  $3,000,000.00  greater  in  1915  than  in  1913,  and 
approximately  $25,000,000.00  greater  in  1916  than  in  1915. 

The  increased  prices  of  wages,  fuel  oil  and  materials  and  supplies 
which  have  made  themselves  manifest  since  the  outbreak  of  the  war  in 
Europe  and  which  have  become  particularly  noticeable  in  the  United

States  subsequent  to  the  declaration  of  war  with  Germany,  will  invari- 
ably have  a  material  bearing  on  the  financial  showing  of  California 
public  utilities  for  1917.  Some  public  utilities,  such  as  certain  of  the 
larger  steam  railroads,  may  handle  such  an  increased  volume  of  business 
that  notwithstanding  the  increases  in  gross  operating  expenses,  they 
may  be  able  nevertheless  to  show  increases  in  net  operating  revenues. 
Other  public  utilities  will  undoubtedly  report  diminished  net  operating 
revenues  for  1917. 

An  increasingly  large  number  of  applications  by  public  utilities  for 
authority  to  increase  rates  is  based  on  increases  in  the  prices  of  labor, 
fuel  oil,  materials  and  supplies. 

9.     NEW  CONSTRUCTION. 

During  the  years  1913  to  1916,  inclusive,  the  principal  classes  of 
California  public  utilities  expended  in  excess  of  $230,000,000.00  in 
additions,  betterments  and  extensions  in  California. 

The  amounts  expended  for  these  purposes  by  the  principal  classes  of 
public  utilities  during  this  period  appear  in  Table  No.  18.

10.     LEGAL. 

Since  January  1,  1911,  the  Railroad  Commission  has  been  a  party  to 
56  cases  in  court,  ranging  from  the  Superior  Court  of  California  to  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States. 

Of  these  cases,  49  have  been  decided  and  seven  are  now  pending. 

Of  the  49  decided  cases,  the  Railroad  Commission  has  won  43  and 
lost  six.  As  modified  on  petitions  of  the  Railroad  Commission  for 
rehearing,  none  of  these  adverse  decisions,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Temecula  decision,  substantially  interfere  with  the  exercise  by  the 
Railroad  Commission  of  regulatory  authority  over  California  public 
utilities.  In  the  Temecula  case,  in  which  the  Railroad  Commission 
directed  The  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company  to 
connect  its  line  of  railroad  between  Fallbrook,  San  Diego  County,  and 
Temecula,  Riverside  County,  by  constructing  a  short  "missing  link," 
the  Railroad  Commission  has  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  from  the  adverse  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
California. 

No  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission  establishing  rates  has  been 
successfully  attacked  in  any  court. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1917,  the  Railroad  Commission 
became  a  party  to  the  following  court  cases :

3.  Southern  Pacific  Compa/ny  et  at.  vs.  Max  Thelen  et  al.,  Supreme 
Court  of  California,  filed  October  13,  1916,  rates  for  the  transportation 
of  paddy  rice,  by  rail,  in  Sacramento  Valley. 
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4.  Palo  Alto  Gas  Company  vs.  Railroad  Gommissimi,  Supreme  Court 
of  California,  filed  November  6,  1916,  reasonableness  of  finding  of  just 
compensation  to  be  paid  by  city  of  Palo  Alto  for  public  utility  gas 
property.

11.     AUTO  STAGES  AND  TRUCKS. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  always  held  that  under  the  Public 
Utilities  Act  it  had  no  jurisdiction  over  stage  or  auto  stage  lines  except 
in  the  determination  of  through  routes  and  joint  rates,  fares  and 
charges  over  the  lines  of  common  carriers  and  of  stage  or  auto  stage 
lines,  as  provided  by  section  33  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act. 

In  Western  Association  of  Short  Line  Railroads  vs.  Railroad  Com- 
mission, 173  Cal.  802,  the  Supreme  Court  of  California  sustained  the 
Railroad  Commission  in  this  position.  In  this  decision,  the  Supreme 
Court  held  that  auto  stages  and  auto  trucks  operating  over  regular 
routes  as  common  carriers,  other  than  such  auto  stages  and  auto  trucks 
as  operate  exclusively  within  the  limits  of  an  incorporated  city  or  town, 
cire  "transportation  companies,"  under  the  proAdsions  of  section  22, 
Article  XII  of  the  state  constitution,  and  that  under  these  constitutional 
provisions  the  Railroad  Commission  has  jurisdiction  over  the  rates  and 
the  accounts  of  such  transportation  companies.  The  Supreme  Court 
directed  the  Railroad  Commission  to  assume  and  exercise  such  jurisdic- 
tion over  such  transportation  companies. 
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The  Railroad  Commission,  by  General  Order  No.  47,  effective  January 
18,  1917,  thereupon  directed  all  such  transportation  companies  to  file 
their  rates  for  transportation  of  persons  and  property.  To  date,  520 
passenger  tariffs  have  been  received  from  827  transportation  companies 
and  50  freight  tariffs  from  50  transportation  companies. 

Under  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  it  will  be  observed  that 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commis.sion  over  such  transportation 
companies  Avas  limited  to  rates  and  accounts.  Such  jurisdiction  is 
obviously  fragmentary  and  unsatisfactory  for  the  reason  that  it  does 
not  cover  such  important  subjects  as  service,  including  routes  and  time 
schedules,  and  safety  of  operations. 

Before  the  legislature  of  1917,  efforts  were  made  to  have  the  Railroad 
Commission  vested  with  complete  jurisdiction  and  supervision  to  regu- 
late all  common  carriers  by  automobile,  auto  truck  or  stage  operating 
anywhere  in  the  state  of  California,  including  those  operating 
exclusively  within  the  limits  of  an  incorporated  city  or  town. 

After  careful  consideration,  the  legislature  of  1917  enacted  chapter 
213,  laws  of  1917,  giving  to  the  Railroad  Commission  jurisdiction  as  to 
rates,  service,  safety  of  operation,  accounts,  issue  of  securities,  certifi- 
cates of  public  convenience  and  necessity  and  ia  other  respects,  over 
all  owners  and  operators  of  automobiles,  jitney  busses,  auto  trucks, 
stages  and  auto  stages  operating  as  common  carriers  over  a  public 
highway  between  fixed  termini  or  over  regular  routes,  except  such  as 
operate  exclusively  within  the  limits  of  an  incorporated  city  or  town. 
The  regulation  and  supervision  of  such  transportation  companies  as 
operate  exclusively  within  the  limits  of  an  incorporated  city  or  town 
was  left  to  the  local  authorities.  Provision  was  also  made  that  all 
transportation  companies  starting  operations  subsequent  to  May  1, 
1917,  must  secure  from  the  local  authorities  franchises  or  permits,  as 
well  as  certificates  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  from  the  Railroad 
Commission. 

The  Railroad  Commission  is  now  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  just 
and  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  operations  of  the 
"transportation  companies"  subject  to  its  jurisdiction.  For  the  pur- 
pose of  securing  all  possible  information  to  be  used  in  formulating  such 
rules  and  regulations,  the  Railroad  Commission  has  held  largely-attended 
public  hearings  in  Los  Angeles  and  San  Francisco.  The  transportation 
companies  there  represented  have  shown  every  desire  to  cooperate  with 
the  Railroad  Commission  in  the  preparation  and  observance  of  such 
rules  and  regulations. 

The  new  jurisdiction  over  transportation  companies  conferred  on  the 
Railroad  Commission  by  the  legislature  of  1917  will  require  a  large 
amount  of  additional  labor  by  the  Railroad  Commission,  particularly  to 
secure  the  filing  and  observance  of  rates  and  fares,  efficient  and  reliable 
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service  for  the  public,  and  safety  of  operations,  and  in  passing  on 
requests  of  transportation  companies  for  certificates  of  public  conven- 
ience and  necessity. 

With  the  help  of  the  interested  parties,  the  Railroad  Commission 
hopes  to  exercise  this  jurisdiction  in  a  reasonable  and  effective  manner. 

12.     RAILROAD   COMMISSION   AND  THE  WAR. 

The  Railroad  Commission  is  deeply  conscious  of  the  obligation  of 
every  American  citizen,  whether  in  official  life  or  otherwise,  to  do 
everything  in  his  power  to  assist  the  federal  and  state  governments  in 
the  emergency''  which  has  been  created  by  the  war. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  offered  to  the  War  and  Navy  depart- 
ments of  the  federal  government  and  to  the  Governor  of  California,  the 
services  of  the  commissioners  and  of  the  commission's  organization  in 
every  way  in  which  the  commission  can  be  of  assistance.  The  commis- 
sion hopes  that  its  organization  of  trained  experts  may  be  of  further 
sendee  in  investigations  made  necessary  by  the  war  and  affecting  public 
utilities  and  otherwise. 

Approximately  twenty  employees  of  the  Railroad  Commission  have 
entered  or  are  about  to  enter  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States. 
The  Railroad  Commission  has  formally  adopted  the  policy  of  holding 
for  them  the  positions  which  these  men  have  heretofore  held. 

In  order  to  encourage  the  production  of  food  products,  the  Railroad 
Commission,  shortly  after  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  made  an  order 
nuthorizing  all  Avater  utilities  to  deliver  water  free  or  at  reduced  rates 
for  the  irrigation  of  additional  lands  during  the  emergency  created  by 
the  war,  without  prejudice  to  the  rights  of  the  utility. 

Tlie  State  Water  Commission  and  the  Railroad  Commission  cooperated 
in  preparing  and  presenting  to  the  legislature  of  1917  a  bill  which  was 
enacted  by  the  legislature  as  chapter  191,  laws  of  1917,  authorizing 
n)utual  water  companies  and  private  water  plants  to  deliver  water  for 
irrigation  to  third  parties,  during  the  emergency  created  by  the  war, 
without  thereby  establishing  the  status  of  a  public  utility,  each  such 
instance  to  be  reported  to  the  Railroad  Commission. 

Tlie  Railroad  Commission  has  cooperated  with  the  railroad  companies 
and  the  shippers  in  their  efforts  to  relieve  the  car  shortage  and  has 
fidopted  the  policy  of  making  no  requirements  of  the  railroads  which 
would  interfere  with  their  efficiency  in  the  transportation  of  men  and 
materials  for  the  National  Government  and  otherwise  to  meet  the 
situation  created  by  the  war. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  urged  all  public  utility  warehousemen 
to  use  every  precaution  to  keep  their  warehouses  weather-proof  and 
free  of  rats  and  vermin  and  to  so  store  and  handle  all  grain  and  other 
food  products  as  to  conserve  fully  the  food  supplies  entrusted  to  their 
care. 
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The  Railroad  Commissiou  tendered  its  offices  and  organization  to  the 
Committee  on  Petroleum  of  the  State  Council  of  Defense,  which  com- 
Diittee,  under  the  chairmanship  of  the  President  of  the  Railroad 
Commission,  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Governor  of  California  a 
report  of  the  facts  concerning  the  production,  distribution  and  utiliza- 
tion of  California  petroleum  and  its  products,  which  report  was 
approved  by  the  Governor  and  transmitted  by  him  to  the  President  of 
the  United  States  and  other  interested  federal  authorities  with  the 
earnest  request  that  the  recommendations  of  the  committee  be  carried 
out. 

The  Railroad  Commission  hopes  that  its  trained  organization  may  be 
fiirtlier  called  upon  to  render  service  to  the  nation  and  the  state  in 
the  present  emergency. 

13.     RAILROAD  COMMISSION'S  PARTICIPATION   IN   NATIONAL  UTILITY 

REGULATION. 

The    Railroad    Commission    of   California   believes   that   each   state 

railroad  and  public  service  commission  owes  to  the  nation  the  duty  of 

assisting  in  the  solution  of  national  public  utility  problems.     Whatever 

training  and  experience  the  state  commissions  have  secured  should  be 

freely  offered  to  the  nation  for  the  common  good. 

1.   National  Association   of  Railway  Commissioners. 

The  Railroad  Commission  of  California  is  a  member  of  the  National 
Association  of  Railway  Commissioners,  an  organization  consisting  of  the 
railroad  and  public  service  commissions  of  forty -seven  states  of  the 
Union.  The  purpose  of  this  organization  is  to  study  the  problems  of 
governmental  regulation  of  railroads  and  other  classes  of  public  utilities 
and  to  take  such  action  as  Avill  make  such  regulation,  in  so  far  as 
possible,  constructive,  effective  and  uniform. 

At  the  last  annual  convention  of  the  National  Association  of  Railway 
Commissioners,  held  in  Washington,  D.  C,  in  November,  1916,  the 
Railroad  Commission  of  California  was  represented  by  two  of  its 
members. 

The  members  of  the  California  Commission  were  active  in  urging  the 
national  association  to  advocate  the  ascertainment  by  the  federal 
government  of  all  the  facts  bearing  on  the  vali\e  of  the  railroad  proper- 
ties of  the  United  States  and  in  urging  the  national  association  to 
])rovide  through  its  Valuation  Committee  that  the  interests  of  the  public 
in  such  proceedings  be  safeguarded  by  appropriate  representation  in 
Washington. 

The  California  Commission  has  consistently  urged  the  National 
Association  of  Railway  Commissioners  to  favor  the  exclusive  regulation 
by  the  federal  government  of  the  issue  of  securities,  the  mergers  and 
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consolidatioDs  and  the  mortgages  and  other  encumbrances  of  all  rail- 
roads engaged  in  interstate  commerce  and  to  do  everything  in  its  power 
to  promote  cooperation  between  the  federal  and  state  regulatory 
authorities. 

2.   Federal  Valuation  of  Railroads. 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  is  now  actively  engaged  in 
ascertaining  the  facts  bearing  on  the  value  of  the  properties  of  all 
railroads  engaged  in  interstate  commerce.  This  is  probably  the  most 
.stupendous  task  in  the  supervision  of  public  utility  properties  ever 
undertaken  b}^  any  governmental  authority. 

The  National  Association  of  Eailway  Commissioners,  through  its 
Valuation  Committee,  has  secured  the  services  of  the  Hon.  Clyde  B. 
Aitchison,  formerly  member  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  of 
Oregon,  w^ho  is  permanently  stationed  in  Washington,  as  Solicitor  for 
the  Valuation  Committee,  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  the  various  state 
railroad  and  public  service  commissions  constantly  informed  with 
reference  to  the  proceedings  before  the  Division  of  Valuation  of  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  and  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission itself  in  connection  with  the  federal  valuation,  and  of  rendering 
such  assistance  as  lies  in  his  power  to  the  federal  authorities  engaged  in 
this  work. 

During  each  of  the  last  three  years,  the  California  commission  has 
been  represented  by  one  of  its  members  on  the  Valuation  Committee 
of  the  National  Association. 

The  California  commission  is.  closely  following  the  valuation  Avork 
which  is  being  done  hy  the  federal  authorities  in  connection  with  all 
California  railroad  properties  and  will  be  prepared,  if  necessary,  to 
present  testimony  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in  connection 
with  the  valuation  of  California  railroad  properties,  so  that  the  interests 
of  the  people  of  California  may  be  fully  protected. 

3.   Railroad   Problems. 

The  Kaih'oad  Commission  of  California  has  taken  an  active  interest 
in  national  railroad  problems. 

While  carefully  following  the  proceedings  before  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  in  the  recent  15  per  cent  freight  advance  pro- 
ceedings, the  California  commission  did  not  appear  before  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  for  the  reason  that  it  was  advised  that  similar 
proceedings  would  shortly  be  filed  before  the  California  commission, 
requiring  that  commission  to  sit  in  a  judicial  capacity  in  the  determina- 
tion of  most  of  the  issues  which  were  being  presented  to  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission.  We  may  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
interests  of  California  shippers  in  the  proceedings  before  the  Interstate 
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Commerce  Commission  Avere  protected  by  California  commercial  organ- 
izations Avhicli  regularly  appear  before  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  in  interstate  railroad  proceedings  affecting  California 
shippers. 

On  December  6  and  9,  1916,  the  president  of  the  California  commis- 
sion offered  to  the  Newlands  Joint  Subcommittee  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives,  having  under  consideration  national  railroad 
problems,  the  assistance  of  the  California  commission  and  its  organiza- 
tion and  presented  testimony  on  the  work  of  state  railroad  commissions, 
the  causes  of  impaired  railroad  credit  and  the  various  elements  entering 
into  the  problem  of  national  incorporation  of  railroads. 

Commissioner  Edwin  0.  Edgerton,  of  the  California  commission,  is 
chairman  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Public  Ownership  and  Operation 
of  the  National  Association  of  Railway  Commissioners,  and  as  such 
chairman  will  present  to  the  national  association,  at  its  next  convention, 
to  be  held  in  "Washington  in  October  of  this  year,  a  report  on  the  various 
elements  entering  into  the  problem  of  public  ownership  and  operation 
of  the  railroads  of  the  United  States. 

14.     APPRECIATION. 

We  offer  our  thanks  to  the  executive  and  legislative  departments  of 
the  state  government,  of  whose  sympathetic  assistance  we  have  always 
been  assured;  to  all  our  employees,  who  have  worked  with  rare  loyalty 
to  assist  the  Railroad  Commission  in  the  performance  of  its  duties; 
and  to  the  people  of  California,  who  from  the  beginning  have  treated 
the  reorganized  Railroad  Commission  Avith  great  consideration  and 
fairness. 

The  support  which  the  Railroad  Commission  has  almo.Ht  uniformly 
received,  both  from  the  public  utilities  and  the  general  public,  has  been 
very  encouraging  to  us  and  constantly  acts  as  a  powerful  incentive 
to  press  forward  in  our  work.

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CHAPTER  II. 


THE  COMMISSION  AND  THE  WAR. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  done  all  in  its  power  to  aid  the  nation 
at  war.  The  commission's  personnel,  from  its  president  to  its  office 
boys,  has  been  put  at  the  disposition  of  the  authorities.  More  than  a 
score  of  its  employees  are  today  in  the  mariialled  ranks  of  the  embattled 
republic.  The  Army  and  Navy  have  taken  from  the  offices  of  the  com- 
mission men  to  fill  varying  positions,  from  Colonel  of  Coast  Artillery  to 
Yeoman  in  the  Navy.  The  commission  has  furnished  men  and  ideas 
to  the  sum  of  the  nation's  forces  arraj^ed  against  a  foreign  foe,  that 
democracy  shall  not  perish  from  the  earth. 

Every  department  of  the  commission  has  given  of  its  best  in  this 
patriotic  labor.  Both  the  state  and  the  nation  have  drawn  upon  the 
records  of  the  commission,  and  upon  the  knowledge  and  time  of  its 
members  and  employees  for  information  and  assistance  upon  the  ques- 
tions and  needs  of  the  crisis.  The  exact  situation  in  this  state  as  to  rail- 
roads, water,  oil,  electric  and  gas  supplies  has  been  put  at  the  disposal 
of  national  and  state  officials,  and  the  exigencies  of  the  fuel  and  food 
demand  have  been  materially  met  by  the  preparedness  and  willingness 
of  the  commission's  staff. 

Eveiy  employee  of  the  commission  has  expressed  to  the  commis- 
sioners, and  through  them  to  the  state  and  federal  authorities,  his  desire 
to  put  himself  wholly  at  their  disposal.  With  more  than  a  score  of 
men  in  the  military  and  naval  services,  all  others  stand  ready  when 
called  to  rally  round  the  flag. 

The  Roll  of  Honor  of  the  Railroad  Commission  contains  the  follow- 
ing names,  with  the  position  in  the  commission's  ranks  and  the  branch 
of  service  and  rank  of  each  employee  who  has  temporarily  severed  his 
connection  with  the  commission  for  active  duty  with  the  colors: 
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To  honor  these  employees  of  the  commission  Avho  had  volunteered 
in  the  fighting  service  of  the  nation,  their  fellows,  members  of  the  com- 
mission and  its  employees,  gave  them  a  farewell  dinner  on  the  evening 
of  August  20.  1917,  at  the  Union  League  Club.  Colonel  Henry  G. 
IMathewsou,  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Eailroad  Conunission,  and  Lieu- 
tenant Philip  Bancroft,  Examiner  of  the  Commission,  replied  for  their 
comrades  in  arms  to  the  laudatory  words  of  the  commissioners. 

The  positions  of  all  employees  of  the  commission  who  enlist  in  the 
Army  or  Navy  are  being  held  for  them  during  their  absence,  and  it 
].s  tlie  earnest  wish  of  all  their  fellow  workers  that  they  shall  soon  return 
to  their  desks. 

DATA  TO  COUNCIL  OF  DEFENSE 

The  commission  has  given  assistance  to  the  State  Council  of  De- 
fense and  the  War  Department  of  the  United  States.  When  it  became 
apparent  that  war  would  be  declared  the  commission  listed  the  data  in 
its  files  which  might  be  of  aid  to  the  War  Department,  and  compiled  a 
complete  list  of  the  public  utilities  under  the  commission's  jurisdiction. 
This  memorandum  contained  a  chart  showing  the  organization  of  the 
engineering  department  of  the  commission  and  made  several  suggestions 
as  to  how  the  organization  could  be  used  by  the  War  Department.  It 
also  pointed  out  how  the  data  on  file  might  be  used.  Copies  of  this 
memorandum  were  sent  to  the  authorities  at  Washington  and  at  Sacra- 
mento, 

IRRIGATION   NEEDS  AIDED 

The  imperative  necessity  of  increasing  food  production  throughout 
California  to  meet  tlie  pressing  needs  of  the  allies  of  the  United  States 
in  the  war,  brought  to  the  Railroad  Commission  the  task  of  helping  in 
the  solution  of  the  problems  of  irrigation  and  of  making  available  the 
surplus  water  of  water  companies  so  that  idle  land  could  be  developed 
and  the  maximum  crops  raised. 

Conferences  were  held  between  the  State  Water  Commission,  the 
officers  of  the  water  companies  and  water  users,  with  the  experts  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  guiding  and  assisting  in  the  working  out  of  the 
l)est  plan  for  the  greatest  use  of  water. 

Many  utilities  had  contracted  in  advance  for  all  the  water  they 
had,  but  many  others  had  surplus  water.  These  companies  were  willing 
to  supply  it  to  land  not  yet  under  irrigation,  but  did  not  wish  by  so 
doing  to  obligate  themselves  to  these  particular  services  after  the 
(emergency  had  passed. 

The  California  legislature  on  April  27,  1917,  established  the  right 
(>f  mutual  companies  and  private  individuals  to  enter  into  agreements 
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Section  17  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  specifically  authorizes  the 
Railroad  Commission  to  permit  deviations  from  the  established  rates 
of  water  utilities.  Under  this  authority  the  Railroad  Commission  held 
a  public  hearing  in  San  Francisco  on  April  27,  1917. 

It  was  shown  that  a  number  of  water  utilities  had  an  overplus  of 
water,  that  they  were  willing  to  supply  this  to  lands  not  under  irriga- 
tion, at  reduced  rates  or  free,  if  their  permanent  rights  were  protected, 
and  also  that  there  was  need  for  prompt  cooperation  between  land 
owners  and  the  water  utilities. 

The  Railroad  Commission  issued  the  following  order: 

1.  All  water  utilities  are  hereby  authorized  to  deliver  their  surplus 
water,  free  or  at  reduced  rates,  for  additional  irrigation  during  the 
emergency  created  by  the  war. 

2.  Such  water  utilities,  if  deemed  by  them  necessary  to  protect 
their  legal  rights,  may  require  that  land  holders  and  irrigators  desiring 
to  receive  water  for  the  purposes  and  under  the  conditions  specified 
in  the  opinion  which  precedes  this  order,  shall  first  sign  a  stipulation 
agreeing  that  they,  their  successors  and  assigns,  will  never  claim  that 
such  delivery  of  water  has  amounted  to  or  is  evidence  of  a  dedication  or 
that  it  has  in  any  way  prejudiced  the  legal  rights  of  the  water  utility. 

3.  Within  thirty  days  after  the  delivery  of  water  has  been  initi- 
ated by  the  water  utility  to  any  irrigator  under  the  authority  hereby 
granted,  the  water  utility  shall  report  to  the  Railroad  Commission  the 
name  of  the  irrigator,  the  amount  of  water  applied  for,  the  land  on 
which  it  is  to  be  used,  the  crop  or  crops  to  be  planted  and  the  terms 
and  conditions,  including  the  rate,  if  any,  under  which  water  is  to  be 
delivered  by  the  water  utility. 

AID  TO  OIL  INVESTIGATION 
On  May  9,  1917,  Governor  Stephens  appointed  the  Committee  on 
Petroleum  of  the  California  State  Council  of  Defense,  consisting  of  the 
following  members: 

Max    Thelen,    President    Railroad    Commission    of    California, 

Chairman. 
Eliot  Blackwelder,  Professor  of  Geology,  University  of  Illinois. 
David  M.  Folsom,  Professor  of  Mining,  Stanford  University. 

Governor  Stephens  instructed  the  committee  to  obtain  and  report 
to  him  the  facts  relating  to  the  production,  distribution  and  utilization 
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of  petroleum  and  to  make  recommendations  with  reference  to  the  fol- 
lowing subjects: 

1.  ]\Ieasures  to  be  taken  to  meet  an}'  emergency  arising  from  the 
present  state  of  war. 

2.  The  increased  production  and  highest  utilization  of  the  petro- 
leum resources  of  California  as  an  integral  part  of  those  of  the 
United  States,  having  regard  both  to  industrial  development 
and  the  needs  of  the  National  Government. 

The  committee  promptly  proceeded  to  its  work. 

The  Railroad  Commission  offered  to  the  committee  the  use  of  its 
office  and  of  its  expert  and  clerical  force.  Particularly  valuable  services 
were  rendered  to  the  committee  by  Mr.  F.  Emerson  Hoar,  the  Railroad 
Commission's  gas  and  electrical  engineer,  who  directly  supervised  the 
employees  of  the  committee  and  rendered  valuable  service  in  the  collec- 
tion and  tabulation  of  data. 

After  conference  with  all  interested  parties,  including  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  federal  government  as  well  as  the  oil  companias,  rail- 
roads and  other  affected  industries  of  California,  and  a  personal  inspec- 
tion of  the  oil  fields,  the  committee,  on  July  7,  1917,  presented  to 
Governor  Stephens  its  conclusions  and  recommendations. 

Governor  Stephens  approved  the  committee's  conclusions  and 
recommendations  and  immediately  forwarded  them  to  President  Wilson 
and  other  interested  federal  authorities,  with  the  urgent  plea  that  the 
committee's  recommendations  be  made  effective  by  the  federal  govern- 
ment. 

The  complete  report  of  the  committee  consists  of  191  printed  pages, 
together  with  many  tables,  plats  and  maps,  has  been  bound  and  for- 
warded to  Governor  Stephens  and  by  him  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  to  interested  cabinet  officials,  the  National  Council  of 
Defense,  the  Committees  on  Public  Lands  of  the  United  States  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives,  other  interested  officials  and  to  the  oil 
companies,  railroad  companies,  gas  and  electric  companies  and  other 
affected  industries  of  California. 

The  committee  made  definite  recommendations  to  Governor 
Slephens  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  production  of  California  petroleum  be  promptly  in- 
creased and  its  consumption  decreased  wherever  this  can  reasonably  be 
done. 

2.  That  the  federal  government  be  asked  to  direct  the  Eastern 
manufacturers  of  oil  well  supplies  to  devote  sufficient  capacity  of  their 
plants  to  the  production  of  oil  well  supplies,  and  to  direct  the  railroads 
to  transport  the  same  promptly. 

5—31837 
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3.  That  the  attention  of  the  federal  government  be  drawn  to  the 
advisability  of  exempting  skilled  workmen  in  the  petrolenm  industry 
from  the  draft. 

■i.  That  the  federal  government  authorize  the  filing  of  stipulations 
in  the  suits  affecting  California  oil  lands,  permitting  the  claimants  to 
develop  these  lands  immediately,  under  an  equitable  arrangement  for 
the  disposition  of  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  petroleum. 

5.  That  the  federal  government  be  requested  to  re-examine  the 
facts  with  reference  to  Naval  Reserve  No.  2,  to  ascertain  whether  under 
existing  conditions  a  dependable  reserve  really  exists  and  whether  in 
view  of  the  present  emergency  in  the  nation's  petroleum  situation  in- 
tensive drilling  should  not  be  permitted  in  all  or  at  least  a  part  of  the 
reserve. 

6.  That  the  federal  government  be  urged  to  enact  promptly  a  Leas- 
ing Bill  providing  for  the  permanent  and  constructive  solution  of  the 
California  oil  land  situation. 

7.  That  as  soon  as  possible  the  further  burning  of  California 
])etroleum,  unless  it  has  first  been  refined,  be  prevented,  the  higher  use 
of  California  i)etroleum  and  its  products  insured,  substitute  forms  of 
fuel  or  power  developed,  and  the  supply  of  California  petroleum  by  the 
most  efficient  use  thereof  conserved. 

The  committee  made  its  findings  on  each  material  factor  affecting 
the  production,  distribution  and  utilization  of  California  petroleum  and 
its  products.    Among  these  findings  are  the  following: 

1.  California  produces  between  one-fourth  and  one-fifth  of  the 
world's  supply  of  petroleum  and  one-tliird  of  the  entire  supply  of  the 
Ignited  States. 

2.  The  consumption  of  California  petroleum  is  outrunning  produc- 
tion over  1,000,000  barrels  per  month. 

3.  At  the  present  ratio  of  production  to  consumption  the  entire 
available  storage  of  California  fuel  oil  will  be  exhausted  by  June  1, 
1919. 

4.  Unless  production  is  largely  increased,  the  war's  increasing  re- 
(luirements  for  petroleum  and  its  products  will  result  in  the  exhaustion 
of  California  storage  ccnsiderably  before  June  1,  1919. 

5.  Bearing  in  mind  the  increased  requirements  of  the  war,  the 
entire  petroleum  storage  of  the  United  States  will  be  exhausted  within 
two  years  unless  production  is  largely  augmented  or  consumption 
largely  decreased. 

6.  The  chief  obstacles  to  increased  production  of  California  petro- 
leum are  (a)  litigation  with  the  federal  government  which  has  tied  up 
three-fourths  of  the  best  undrilled  oil  land  in  the  state;  (&)  scarcity 
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;iiid  high  price  of  oil  well  easing,  drill  stem  and  other  oil  well  supplies; 
aud  (c)  scarcity  of  skilled  labor. 

7.  During  the  war.  not  materially  in  excess  of  5.000,000  additional 
l)arrels  of  California  fuel  oil  can  be  conserved  annually  by  the  substitu- 
tion of  ^Mexican  fuel  oil,  coal,  hydroelectric  energy  or  other  forms  of 
fuel  or  power. 

8.  Mexico  can  increase  her  production  of  petroleum  from  136,000 
barrels  to  1,000,000  barrels  daily,  but  the  present  dearth  of  ships  pre- 
vents the  transportation  to  the  United  States  of  any  largelj^  increased 
supply  of  petroleum  from  Mexico. 

The  report  points  out  that  if  the  United  States  carries  out  its 
program  of  constructing  aeroplanes  of  the  present  design,  it  may  be 
uecessar}'  to  curtail  largely  the  use  of  gasoline  in  the  United  States,  so 
that  the  aeroplanes  may  be  operated.  The  committee  finds  that  approxi- 
mately 1-1,000,000  barrels  of  gasoline  could  be  conserved  in  the  United 
States  each  year  during  the  war  if  the  federal  government  should  pro- 
hibit the  use  of  gasoline  except  for  necessar}^  commercial,  industrial  and 
military  purposes. 

The  committee  urged  Governor  Stephens  to  take  active  steps  so  that 
(•acli  reconnneudation  of  the  committee  be  made  effective. 

RIFLE  AND  PISTOL  CLUB 

More  than  a  year  ago  employees  of  the  Railroad  Commission  formed 
a  rifle  club  among  their  fellows  under  the  Rules  of  the  National  Board 
for  the  Promotion  of  Rifle  Practice,  as  authorized  by  congress  on  April 
27,  1914.  These  founders  were  members  of  the  California  Coast  Artil- 
lery, National  Guard  of  California,  but  others  joined  them  until  the 
membership  now  reaches  80. 

The  first  qualification  shoot  was  held  at  Port  Barry  on  April  1,  of 
this  year,  and  since  then  weekly  indoor  shoots  with  .22  caliber  rifles, 
arid  monthly  outdoor  shoots  with  .80  caliber  Krag  and  Springfield  mili- 
tary rifles,  have  been  participated  in,  as  also  National  Rifle  Association 
competitive  conte.sts. 

In  the  outdoor  work  27  men  have  made  85  out  of  100  points  on  the 
Official  National  Rifle  Association  50-foot  Junior  Marksman  Gallery 
Target.  This  target  is  7  by  9  inches,  with  an  inch  and  a  sixteenth 
biiH's-eye  and  a  three  and  a  quarter  inch  four-circle.

The  highest  score  was  97. 

In  the  outdoor  work  the  52-shot  modified  militia  course  was  ad- 
hered to  except  in  practice  shooting.  The  National  Rifle  Association 
offers  decorations  similar  to  those  issued  in  the  Army  which  entitle 
recipients  to  additional  pay.  Qualifications  are  expert  riflemen,  210 
points,  sharpshooter,  190  points  and  marksman,  160  points,  all  out  of  a 
possible  250.  The  work  is  done  at  600,  500  and  300  yards  slow  fire, 
prone,  and  at  300  and  200  yards  timed  fire.  The  fpllowing  men  have 
earned  official  decorations:

Seventeen  of  these  are  in  the  engineering  department,  two  are  not 
employees  and  the  other  six  come  from  tlie  auditing,  railroad  rate  and 
secretarial  divisions. 

The  club  entered  two  members  in  the  1917  individual  championship 
National  Rifle  Association  indoor  match.  Mr.  R.  M.  Vaughan  shot  his 
score  off,  totalling  481  out  of  a  possible  500. 

When  the  Adjutant  General's  office  issued  the  instructions  for  the 
building  of  a  new  state  range  at  Leona  Heights,  this  club  was  able  to 
be  of  considerable  service  to  Major  W.  H.  Mallett,  of  the  commission, 
to  whom  was  assigned  the  task  of  getting  the  range  built.  Members  of 
the  club  volunteered  to  make  a  survey  of  the  property  and  prepared  a 
map.  This  range  contains  fifty -six  targets  and  it  will  be  possible  to 
I>ut  200  men  per  day  through  a  course  of  sixty  rounds.

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CHAPTER  III. 


STAGES  AND  TRUCKS. 

A  new  and  important  extension  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  is  that  which  places  interurban  stages  and  trucks  under 
its  control.  A  law  enacted  hy  the  California  legislature  of  1917  added 
the  regulation  of  this  form  of  transportation  to  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion's jurisdiction  over  other  common  carriers. 

Chapter  213,  statutes  of  1917,  provides  a  complete  scheme  for  the 
regulation  of  automobile  and  stage  transportation  throughout  the  state. 
Acting  under  this  authority  the  Railroad  Commission  is  making  a  com- 
prehensive investigation  of  the  entire  public  stage  and  truck  traffic 
throughout  the  state  in  order  to  make  rules,  regulations,  schedules  and 
rates  fair  to  the  public,  to  the  owners  and  operators  and  to  their  com- 
petitors. 

The  sudden  appearance  of  the  jitney  in  the  transportation  business 
in  California  a  few  years  ago,  and  the  tremendous  development  of  this 
form  of  transportation  largely  in  competition  with  street  and  inter- 
urban railroads,  made  the  question  of  its  regulation  one  of  the  most  im- 
l)ortant  matters  presented  to  the  1917  legislature. 

Prior  to  January  18,  1917,  the  only  regulation  of  interurban  stages 
and  trucks  in  California  was  that  by  counties  and  cities.  County  regu- 
lation was  of  very  little  importance,  there  being  but  a  few  counties  in 
the  state  which  attempted  effective  regulation.  The  boards  of  super- 
vi.sors  of  otlier  counties  endeavored  to  enact  regulatory  ordinances,  but 
generally  the  ordinances  became  ineffective  as  a  result  of  referendum 
elections  or  other  causes. 

City  regulation  generally  extended  only  to  the  imposition  of  license 
fees.  In  some  cities  it  was  provided  that  the  auto  stage  owner  must 
deposit  bonds  or  an  insurance  policy  of  from  $2,000  to  $10,000  as  a 
guarantee  of  indemnity  to  persons  or  property  in  case  of  injury  result- 
ing from  an  accident  within  the  city  limits. 

On  December  14,  1916,  the  Supreme  Court  of  California  decided 
that  the  Railroad  Commission  has  jurisdiction  as  to  rates  and  accounts 
over  all  comnifm  carriers  which  do  not  operate  solely  within  the  limits 
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of  an  incorporated  city  or  town.  As  a  result  of  this  decision,  the  com- 
mission, on  January  18,  1917,  issued  its  General  Order  No.  47,  which 
reads,  in  part,  as  follows : 

"To  all  Automohile  Passenger  and  Freight  Carriers: 

All  automo1)ile  passenger  or  freight  carriers  operating  within 
this  state  under  the  following  conditions,  to  wit : 

1.  As  common  carriers  of  passengers  or  freight. 

2.  On  regular  schedules. 

3.  Over  regular  routes  on  public  highways  and  between  fixed 
termini  and  not  operating  solely  within  the  limits  of  one  munici- 
pality. 

Are  hereby  directed  to  file  with  the  Railroad  Commission  of 
the  state  of  Californit  on  or  before  March  1,  1917,  their  schedule 
of  rates,  fares,  charges  and  classifications  charged  and  collected  by 
them  in  their  service  as  common  carriers,  and  tlie  time  schedules 
and  the  routes  over  Avhich  they  operate  in  their  service  as  common 
carriers.     *     *     *     ." 

A  copy  of  the  order,  together  with  a  sample  tariff  and  a  circular 
letter,  were  mailed  to  all  parties  interested,  giving  instructions  as  to 
the  form  and  size  of  the  tariff  re([uired  and  the  rates,  rules  and  regula- 
tions which  must  be  shoM'n  therein. 

TARIFFS   FILED  WITH   THE   COMMISSION 

Through  such  agencies  as  automobile  associations,  city  clerks, 
count}'  boards  of  supervi.sors  and  electric  and  steam  transportation 
companies,  the  connnission  secured  the  names  and  addresses  of  some 
1.500  individuals,  firms  and  corporations,  owning,  controlling  or  oper- 
ating automobiles,  trucks  and  .stages  engaged  in  the  transportation  of 
persons  or  property  between  points  Avithin  the  state. 

Approximately  500  passenger  tariffs  and  50  freight  tariffs  from 
877  companies  and  individuals  have  been  received  and  placed  on  file. 

Tlie  discrepancy  between  the  total  number  of  tariffs  received  and 
the  total  number  of  persons  notified  to  file  tariffs  may  be  accounted  for, 
to  a  great  extent,  by  the  fact  that  where  the  activities  of  the  parties 
are  competitive  in  the  same  territory,  power  of  attornej'  has  been  given 
to  some  individual  to  act  as  agent  for  an  entire  district  and  file  one 
tariff  for  all  associated  members.  In  this  manner  a  single  tariff  may 
cover  any  number  of  automobiles. 

During  the  legislative  session  of  1917,  many  bills  Avere  introduced 
presenting  various  schemes  of  regulation.  During  the  second  half  of 
the  session,  after  a  careful  study  of  all  the  plans  of  regulation  presented 
and  after  repeated  conferences  with  the  interested  parties,  the  Railroad 
Commission  itself  prepared  and  presented  a  bill  which,  with  certain 
slight  changes,  was  finallj'  endor-sed  by  both  the  automobile  and  railroad 
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interests  as  being  the  fairest  and  most  reasonable  solution  to  be  adopted 
at  this  time.     This  bill  was  enacted  into  law  as  chapter  213. 

(a)  Local  Permit  Must  Be  Obtained. 

This  statute  in  the  first  place  provides  that  no  person  or  corpora- 
tion shall  operate  "anj^  automobile,  jitney  bus,  auto  truck,  stage  or  auto 
stage  for  the  transportation  of  persons  or  property  as  a  common  carrier 
for  compensation  on  any  public  highway  in  this  state  between  any  fixed 
termini  between  which  or  over  any  route  over  which"  such  transpor- 
tation is  not  actually  being  carried  on  "in  good  faith  on  May  1,  1917, 
unless  a  permit  has  first  heen  secured  as  herein  provided."  In  other 
words,  a  permit  must  be  obtained  from  the  local  authorities  before 
anj^one  can  engage  subsequent  to  May  1,  1917,  in  the  business  of 
operating  a  stage  or  truck,  as  a  common  carrier. 

The  statute  then  sets  out  in  detail  the  manner  in  which  an  applica- 
tion for  permit  shall  be  made  to  the  municipal  or  county  authorities. 
The  statute  states  specifically  what  must  be  set  forth  in  such  applica- 
tion. 

No  permit  can  be  granted  without  a  hearing  after  published 
notice.  The  power  to  grant  the  permit  and  a  description  of  the 
manner  in  which  the  same  shall  be  granted  and  the  facts  which  must 
be  set  forth  therein  are  provided  in  the  statute.  Furthermore,  an 
affirmative  grant  is  made  to  municipalities  and  counties  of  general 
powers  to  supervise  and  regulate  stage  and  truck  transportation  con- 
ducted Avithin  their  limits. 

(b)  Regulation    by    Railroad    Commission    of   Automobile    Transportation    Con- 
ducted  Otherwise  Than  Wholly  Within  the   Limits  of  a   Municipality. 

The  regulation  of  stage  and  truck  transportation  otherwise  than 
ill  the  matter  of  procuring  local  permits  is  vested  in  the  municipalities 
of  the  state  or  in  the  Railroad  Commission  according  as  to  the  par- 
ticular transportation  is  conducted  exclusively  within  the  .limits  of  a 
municipality  or  conducted  in  whole  or  in  part  outside  of  the  limits 
of  a  municipality. 

This  division  of  jurisdiction  is  made  in  accordance  with  the  de- 
cision of  the  Supreme  Court  of  California  in  Western  Association  of 
Short  Line  Railroads  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  173  Cal.  802.  In  that 
case  the  Supreme  Court  decided  that  under  Article  XII,  section  22  of 
the  constitution,  the  Railroad  Commission  is  directly  vested  with  juris- 
diction over  the  rates  and  systems  of  account  of  automobile  transpor- 
tation companies  operating  otherwise  than  exclusively  within  the  limits 
of  a  municipality.  Chapter  213  was  enacted  in  strict  compliance  with 
the  principle  announced  in  this  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court. 
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JURISDICTION   IS  SPECIFIC 

The  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commission  over  interurban 
stage  and  truck  transportation  is  specifically  defined  in  the  statute. 
Transportation  conducted  for  compensation  "over  any  public  high- 
way in  this  state  between  fixed  termini  or  over  a  regular  route  and 
not  operating  exclusively  within  the  limits  of  an  incorporated  city  or 
town  or  of  a  city  and  county"  and  except  transportation  conducted  by 
taxicabs,  hotel  busses  or  sightseeing  busses,  is  subject  to  the  following 
regulation  by  the  Railroad  Commission : 

"1.  In  addition  to  the  permit  which  must  be  obtained  from 
the  local  authorities,  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  neces- 
sity must  be  obtained  from  the  Railroad  Commission. 

"2.  The  consent  of  the  Railroad  Commission  must  be  ob- 
tained to  the  issue  of  any  stock  or  stock  certificate,  or  any  bond 
or  any  note  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  payable  at  a  period 
of  more  than  twelve  months  after  the  date  thereof  in  such  an 
amount  that  the  aggregate  amount  of  notes  or  other  evidences 
of  indebtedness  at  anv  one  time  outstanding  shall  exceed  the 
amount  of  $2,500.00. 

"3.  The  Railroad  Commission  is  directly  vested  with  com- 
plete jurisdiction  to  supervise  and  regulate  such  transportation ; 
to  fix  the  rates,  fares,  charges,  classifications,  rules  and  regulations 
governing  such  transportation ;  to  regulate  the  accounts,  service 
and  safety  of  such  transportation ;  to  require  the  filing  of  annual 
and  other  reports,  and  to  supervise  and  regulate  transportation 
companies  'in  all  other  matters  affecting  the  relationship  between 
such  companies  and  the  traveling  and  shipping  public'  " 

The  act  further  provides  that  all  orders,  rules  and  regulations 
made  in  the  exercise  of  the  Railroad  Commission's  jurisdiction  shall 
supersede  and  prevail  over  every  conflicting  order,  rule  or  regulation 
made  by  any  local  authority. 

In  conclusion,  the  statute  adopts  the  procedure  provided  in  the 
Public  Utilities  act  for  the  filing  of  applications  and  complaints  with 
reference  to  the  subject  matter  of  the  statute,  the  issuing  of  process, 
the  holding  of  hearings,  the  rendering  of  decisions,  the  filing  of 
petitions  for  rehtearing  and  the  revicAv  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
decisions  of  the  Railroad  Commission  made  in  the  exercise  of  the  juris- 
diction conferred  in  the  statute. 

HISTORY  OF  THE  JITNEY 
Operating  an  automobile  as  a  means  of  public  transportation  was 
first  practiced  on  March  1,  1914,  by  a  resident  of  the  city  of  Long 
Beach,  Los  Angeles  County,  California,  upon  the  streets  of  that  city, 
Avith  an  ordinary  five-passenger  touring  car  bearing  a  placard  an- 
nouncing that  passengers  would  be  carried  between   certain  points 
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Avithin  the  city  for  a  fare  of  five  cents.  The  enterprise  was  exceedingly 
novel  and  attracted  much  attention.  The  newspapers  throughout  the 
.'tate  gave  it  a  great  deal  of  flippant  notoriety-,  and  a  reporter  on  a 
Los  Angeles  newspaper  called  the  vehicle  a  "jitney  bus."  The  word 
jitney  is  a  common  expression  for  five  cents  used  by  southern  Negroes. 
From  what  source  it  is  derived  has  not  been  definitely  settled,  despite 
the  efforts  of  linguists,  but  the  word  is  apparently  fixed  in  the 
American  tongue. 

The  idea  of  the  jitney  bus  took  firm  root  and  within  a  very  short 
time  spread  practically  to  every  city  in  southern  California.  The  first 
auto  bus  was  operated  in  the  city  of  Los  Angeles  June  12,  1914.  Until 
tliat  date  the  only  automobiles  for  hire  there  were  taxicabs  and  sight- 
seeing cars.  A  dollar  was  about  the  lowest  fare  even  for  a  short  dis- 
tance. By  the  end  of  the  same  month  thirty-five  jitney  bus  permits 
had  been  issued,  and  from  that  time  until  December  15  of  the  same 
year  permits  Avere  issued  at  the  rate  of  about  300  a  month.  On  the 
latter  date  the  city  records  show  there  were  about  1,800  permits  in 
effect  and  some  1,600  jitney  busses  in  operation,  collecting  probably 
150,000  five-cent  fares  daily. 

Interurban    Jitneys    Appear 

Soon  after  the  appearance  of  the  jitney  bus  in  urban  communities 
running  in  competition  with  street  cars,  the  plan  of  busses  between  one 
city  or  town  and  another  in  competition  with  railroads,  was  suggested. 
The  good  roads  built  by  the  state  and  counties  as  the  result  of  a  de- 
mand by  pleasure  automobilists  and  motor  truck  men  undoubtedly 
brought  about  this  new  development.  It  has  been  aptly  said  that 
[he  interurban  auto  stage  is  the  progeny  of  the  state  highway. 

From  southern  California  the  plan  spread  northward.  Jitney 
bus.ses  soon  appeared  upon  the  streets  of  Santa  Barbara,  Bakersfield, 
Fresno,  Stockton,  San  Jose,  Sacramento,  and  b}^  December  1,  1914, 
of  San  Francisco,  Oakland  and  Alameda. 

In  San  Francisco  operating  plermits  were  granted  to  jitners 
at  a  rate  of  from  25  to  35  a  day,  until  January  1,  1915,  Avhen  there 
wore  603  permits  in  effect  and  over  500  jitney  busses  in  operation  on 
the  streets  of  San  Francisco.  At  the  same  time  there  were  about  500 
permits  in  effect  in  Oakland  and  Alameda,  with  some  50  jitney  busses 
actually  running. 

Jitneys  Throughout  Country 

Jitney  busses  later  appeared  in  practically  every  city  in  California 
of  sufficient  size  to  permit  of  successful  operation,  with  the  exception 
of  Berkeley,  where  laws  forbade  them.  In  many  cities  they 
were  sooner  or  later  prohibited  from  operating  by  ordinance,  which 
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made  them  impracticable,  either  by  the  imposition  of  heavy  license 
fees,  or  by  restricted  use  of  the  streets.  These  ordinances  mostly 
affected  city  jitney  busses  onl3^  The  jitners  who  were  driven  out  of 
cities  turned  to  the  interurban  field. 

From  California  the  .jitney  bus  idea  spread  to  the  North  Pacific 
states  and  British  Columbia,  and  from  there  to  the  Middle  Western 
and  Eastern  states.  Jitney  busses  appeared  in  Seattle  on  January  1, 
in  Kansas  City  and  New  Orleans  on  January  30,  in  Providence,  Rhode 
Island,  on  February  8,  and  in  Duluth,  Minnesota,  on  March  1,  1915. 

The  high-water  mark  of  the  urban  jitney  bus  was  reached  in  the 
spring  and  early  summer  of  1915.  Various  estimates  have  been  made 
as  to  the  number  operating  in  the  United  States  at  that  time,  ranging 
from  6,000  to  17,000  busses.  No  complete  check  was  made,  but  from 
information  obtained  from  newspapers  and  magazines  published 
tliroughout  the  countrj^  the  actual  number  could  not  have  been  less 
than  12,000. 

There  were  approximately  2,500  operating  in  California  on  March 
1,  1915,  of  which  2,000  were  engaged  in  the  urban  jitney  bus  business. 
Since  that  date  the  total  number  has  remained  practically  the  same, 
but  there  has  been  a  decided  decrease  in  the  number  of  those  engaged 
in  the  urban  traffic'  and  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  number  of 
those  engaged  in  the  interurban.  On  January  1,  1917,  there  were 
some  1,700  interurban  auto  stages  and  800  urban  jitney  busses  in 
operation  in  this  state.  IMost  of  the  urban  busses  were  operated  in  the 
cities  of  San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles. 

Causes   of   Growth    of   Jitney 

The  rapid  growth  and  spread  of  the  jitney  bus  was  the  result  of 
two  conditions  existing  in  the  latter  part  of  1913  and  the  early  part 
of  1914.  One  of  these  was  the  business  depression  throughout  the 
United  States  and  especially  in  the  Pacific  coast  states.  The  other 
was  the  oversupply  of  second-hand  automobiles  Avhich  had  been  accumu- 
lating rapidly  during  the  preceding  years. 

Because  of  the  first  of  these  conditions,  many  men  were  out  of 
employment,  and  when  the  jitney  bus  was  conceived,  it  afforded  them 
an  opportunity  to  provide  themselves  at  least  with  some  form  of 
livelihood,  and  to  occupy  themselves  until  better  times  arrived. 

]\Iany  of  those  who  operated  the  first  jitney  busses  were  skilled 
mechanics  or  laborers  who  either  owned  some  sort  of  a  family  car  or 
had  sufficient  savings  to  purchase  one  suitable  for  the  business,  which 
was  a  very  simple  matter  at  that  time  because  of  the  oversupplied 
market.  Most  of  the  operators  of  this  class  left  the  jitney  bus  business 
to  return  to  their  regular  occupations  as  business  conditions  became 
better,  and  their  places  were  filled  by  another  class  of  men,  of  which 
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the    present    operators    are    composed,    and   who    are    perhaps   better 
adapted  to  this  class  of  work. 

oManj^  of  these  have  been  street  car  operators  or  conductors  at 
one  time  or  another.  By  far  the  largest  part  of  them  possessed  neither 
a  family  automobile  nor  the  means  of  purchasing  one,  with  which  to 
start  business,  but  the  second-hand  automobile  dealers  were  generally 
Avilliug  to  furnish  an  automobile  upon  the  receipt  of  a  small  cash 
payment  and  a  promise  to  make  further  payments  out  of  earnings. 
]\rany  of  these  operators  were  not  able  to  make  more  than  the  first 
payment  and  have  returned  their  cars  to  the  dealers,  while  many 
(;thers  have  completed  the  purchase  agreement. 

Novelty    a    Factor 

The  early  patronage  of  the  .jitney  busses  was  exceedingly  heavy. 
This  was  due  to  several  factors,  of  which  one  of  the  most  important  was 
novelty.  Because  of  this  novelty  the  jitney  bus  received  much  adver- 
tising and  consequently  a  great  deal  of  patronage.  Some  who  patron- 
ized them  were  satisfied  after  the  fi.rst  few  rides,  but  there  Avere  many 
ethers  who  continued  using  them  because  of  certain  conveniences 
they  offer.  In  the  cities,  the  urban  jitney  bus  develops  more  speed 
tlian  the  street  cars,  due  to  its  size  and  nature.  It  passes  any  obstacle, 
starts  and  stops  more  quickly  than  the  street  car  and  does  not  have  to 
stop  very  often  for  taking  on  or  discharging  passengers,  because  of  its 
limited  seating  capacity.  Intcrurban  busses  afford  conveniences,  in 
that  having  limited  seating  capacities  and  consequently  being  very 
numerous,  they  make  travel  between  communities  possible  at  almost 
;iny  hour  of  the  day. 

In  addition,  jitney  l)usses  tend  to  relieve  traffic  congestion  during 
the  peak  hours,  M'hen,  because  of  our  modern  business  methods,  the 
vast  majority  of  those  who  make  use  of  means  of  public  transportation 
mn.st  be  transported  within  a  short  period  of  time.  The  jitney 
busses  relieve  some  of  the  overcrowding  of  street  and  intenirban  cars. 

Another  factor  which  aids  the  jitney  bus  in  securing  patronage 
is  that  some  people  find  it  pleasanter  riding  in  an  open  automobile 
llian  in  a  street  car,  and  the  jitney  affords  an  automobile  ride  to  many 
who  would  not  be  able  to  enjoy  one  otherwise.  To  this  latter  fact 
alone  the  jitney  bus  drivers  attribute  considerable  of  their  patronage. 

The  largest  number  of  jitney  passengers  were  taken  from  other 
means  of  transportation,  but  some  were  not.  This  new  business  was 
the  patronage  of  people  who  live  within  a  short  medium  distance  from 
their  places  of  business  or  di^stinations.  They  ride  if  a  street  car  is  in 
sight,  but  wnlk'  ratlier  than  wait  for  one.  The  jitney  busses  being 
very  numerous,  were  able  to  procure  practically  all  of  the  patronage 
of  such  persons. 
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Nature  of  Business 

In  its  earl}^  days  the  jitney  was  usually  driven  by  its  owner. 
This  is  still  true  of  the  urban  jitney  bus  and  is  partly  because  the 
life  of  the  business  is  dependent  entirely  upon  the  permit  of  the 
governing  body  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  it  is  carried  on,  and  is 
generally  subject  to  revocation  with  as  much  ease  as  issuance.  It  is 
also  due  partly  to  the  fact  that  there  is  a  great  deal  of  doubt  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  urban  jitney  bus  is  a  profitable  enterprise. 

Under  present  conditions  in  the  cities  of  San  Francisco  and  Los 
Angeles,  it  is  known  that  with  a  charge  of  5  cents  a  passenger  and 
with  the  average  number  of  passengers  carried  the  range  of  service  of 
the  jitney  bus  is  small  as  compared  with  the  range  of  service  of  the 
street  car  with  which  it  competes.  Under  such  conditions,  it  is 
difficult  to  ascertain  what  the  future  has  in  store  for  the  urban  jitney 
bus  and  just  so  long  as  its  status  in  the  field  of  transportation  remains 
unsettled,  the  business  will,  it  seems,  remain  as  an  individual  enter- 
prise. It  is  probable  that  no  individual  or  rompany  will  invest  capital 
in  a  great  number  of  automobiles  to  carry  on  a  business  Avhich  has 
not  as  yet  proved  its  future. 

Interurban    Stages   Successful 

But  the  same  is  not  true  of  the  interurban  auto  stage.  Because  it 
operates  between  different  communities,  and  in  many  cases,  through 
different  counties,  its  position  is  more  secure  than  that  of  the  urban 
jitney  bus.  It  is  not  wholly  subject  to  the  actions  of  any  one  local  gov- 
erning body,  and  experience  has  shown  that  the  local  governments  have 
hesitated  in  taking  any  action  which  may  serve  to  prevent  their  opera- 
tion. The  interurban  bus  has  proved  itself  in  many  places  a  public 
necessity  as  well  as  convenience,  and  is  practically  assured  of  a  con- 
tinued right  to  do  business.  It  has  also  proved  profitable  in  so  far  as 
its  owner  is  concerned.  As  a  result,  the  business  is  gradually  passing 
from  the  condition  of  the  individual  enterprise  to  that  of  combination. 
In  many  places  this  is  being  carried  out  through  associations  which 
were  started  originally  as  loose  organizations  of  owners  for  protection 
against  adverse  legislation  or  the  purchase  of  blanket  indemnity  insur- 
ance policies  and  for  other  similar  purposes,  but  which  are  gradually 
evolving  into  close  corporations  with  a  single  management  and  a  single 
policy. 

In  other  places,  organized  companies  have  entered  the  business, 
operating  from  half  a  dozen  to  fifty  busses.  The  largest  of  these 
companies  in  California  at  the  present  time  is  the  Western  Auto  Stage 
Company  of  Bakersfield,  which  operates  a  line  of  stages  from  San 
Francisco  to  Los  Angeles  and  from  Bakersfield  to  the  "West  Side  oil 
fields. 
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Status  of  the  Jitney   Bus 

As  indicated  above,  the  problems  of  the  urban  jitney  bus  and  the 
interurban  stage  are  as  different  as  the  business  in  which  each  is  en- 
gaged. The  Railroad  Commission  has  not  been  given  jurisdiction 
over  the  urban  jitney  busses  which  operate  entirely  within  the  limits 
of  incorporated  cities  and  towns.  Their  problems  are  not  considered 
herein,  except  where  a  comparison  may  be  necessary  to  bring  out 
certain  points. 

This  commission  is  primarily  interested  in  the  status  of  the  auto- 
mobile in  the  field  of  interurban  transportation.  To  judge  this 
properly,  it  is  necessary  to  study  it  from  the  standpoint  of  both  the 
stage  and  truck  owner  and  the  community  which  it  serves. 

From  the  standpoint  of  the  owner,  the  auto  stage  or  truck  to  be 
economically  successful  must  provide  him  with  at  least  a  fair  return 
upon  the  value  of  the  property  he  is  using  in  the  service,  and  an 
amount  sufficient  to  provide  fcr  depreciation.  From  the  standpoint 
of  the  community  served,  the  auto  stage  or  truck,  like  any  other  new 
method  of  transportation,  to  survive,  must  do  at  least  one  of  two 
things :  Either  furnish  the  community  with  the  same  transportation 
facilities  that  exist,  at  a  lower  cost,  or  offer  better  transportation 
facilities  than  exist  at  substantially  the  same  cost. 

In  the  investigation  of  the  question  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
owner  it  is  necessary  to  make  a  detailed  study  of  the  cost  of  operating 
llie  various  types  of  automobiles  engaged  in  the  interurban  jitney 
business.  Space  is  not  available  herein  to  permit  a  presentation  of  the 
data  collected.  Only  the  conclusions  arrived  at  can  be  presented, 
without  the  facts  upon  which  they  are  based. 

The  automobiles  used  in  the  interurban  business  are  of  higher 
price  models  and  makes  than  those  engaged  in  the  urban  business.  A 
survey  made  in  San  Francisco,  June  8,  1916,  showed  that  of  565  jitney 
Inisses,  364,  or  64.4  per  cent,  were  of  makes  and  models  which  sell  new 
for  $700.00  or  less,  while  in  a  check  of  94  automobiles  engaged  in  the 
interurban  business  in  various  communities  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley, 
it  was  found  that  but  21,  or  22.3  per  cent  were  of  this  class. 

This  is  obviously  because  the  business  in  which  the  interurban 
bus  is  engaged  requires  a  more  substantial  automobile  than  the  urban 
business,  and  in  addition,  because  the  interurban  business  has  proved 
profitable,  and  permits  the  purchase  and  use  of  such  automobiles. 

Interurban   Stage   Earnings 

Tlie  interurban  business  was  originally  carried  on  almost  entirely 
hy  the  ordinary  automobile  of  the  touring  car  type,  but  in  many 
])laces  throughout  the  state  these  arc  being  replaced  by  motor  busses 
especially  built  for  the  purpose.    These  motor  busses  are  of  two  classes,

one  composed  of  busses  with  bodies  holding  from  10  to  15  passengers 
upon  the  chassis  of  ordinary  touring  automobiles,  and  the  other  being 
of  those  having  large  bus  bodies  liolding  from  20  to  50  passengers  upon 
chassis  of  1,500  pounds  and  over  trucks.  These  of  the  latter  class  are 
generally  used  only  in  thickly  populated  communities.  They  are  gen- 
erally comfortable,  well  equipped,  and  very  often  are  upholstered  and 
fitted  up  as  elaborately  as  a  Pullman  ear. 

The  interurban  busses  do  a  large  passenger  business.  It  has  been 
estimated  that  those  of  the  touring  car  type  carry  an  average  of  three 
passengers  for  each  mile  operated,  and  that  the  motor  busses  of  both 
clas.ses  carry  between  60  per  cent  and  75  per  cent  of  their  seating 
capacity  for  each  mile  operated. 

Their  earnings  vary  according  to  the  territory  served.  Those 
which  operate  in  parts  of  the  state  not  reached  by  other  means  of  trans- 
portation charge  fares  of  from  5  to  15  cents  a  mile.  Those  which 
operate  in  territory  also  served  by  steam  railroads  charge  from  2^ 
cents  to  4  cents  per  mile.  Tliose  in  territories  served  by  electric  inter- 
urban railways  charge  from  1  cent  to  2^  cents  per  mile. 

The  automobile  carriers  have  copied  the  practices  of  the  railroads 
and  not  only  sell  one  way  tickets,  but  issue  round  trip  and  monthly 
commutation  tickets.  ]\Iany  lines  also  sell  family  books,  carrying  10, 
15,  or  30  coupons  at  reduced  charges. 

The  daily  mileage  covered  by  the  interui'ban  stage  can  not  be  fixed 
fit  an  average  figure  as  in  the  case  of  the  urban  jitney  bus,  in  which 
investigation  shows  that  each  operator  covers  about  the  same  number 
of  miles  each  day,  varying  from  110  to  120  miles.  But  in  the  case  of 
the  interurban  busses,  the  conditions  of  operation  are  entirely  different 
and  it  is  found  that  in  some  communities  the  individual  owner  and 
operator  averages  from  90  to  100  miles  per  day,  while  in  others  he 
makes  as  high  as  1-40  miles  in  one  day.  The  busses  owned  by  com- 
panies are  in  a  great  many  cases  operated  for  as  many  as  20  hours 
a  day  by  two  shifts  of  drivers,  and  conseciuently  cover  a  large  number 
of  miles  in  one  day.  One  large  concern  operating  out  of  San  Fran- 
cisco maintains  a  schedule  from  G.25  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  1.25 
o'clock  the  following  morning. 

A  large  majority  of  those  who  pioneered  in  the  interurban 
business  are  still  engaged  in  it,  unlike  conditions  in  the  urban  jitney 
bus  business  wherein  there  has  been  a  continuous  change  of  owners 
and  operators,  averaging  20  per  cent  per  month  in  the  city  of  Los 
Angeles  in  the  spring  and  summer  of  1916,  and  showing  a  net  change 
of  1,466  owners  in  the  city  of  San  Francisco  during  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1916. 
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Three  Classes  of  Territory 

From  tlie  standpoint  of  the  community,  the  economics  of  tlie 
internrban  stages  and  trucks  can  be  discussed  best  by  classifying  them 
according  to  the  nature  of  the  territory  served,  and  discussing  each 
class  separately. 

The  first  class  of  auto  stages  and  trucks  is  composed  of  those 
which  operate  in  territory  not  served  by  other  means,  and  they  are 
frecjnently  of  great   convenience. 

The  second  class  of  stages  and  trucks  is  composed  of  tliose  wliicli 
operate  in  territories  served  by  steam  railroads.  Thase  have  largely 
liecome  a  public  necessity  in  the  communities  they  serve.  From  the 
ver}^  nature  of  the  steam  train  it  is  obvious  that  its  interurban  service 
can  not  be  very  satisfactory.  Steam  train  passenger  coaches  are  very 
expensive  and  the  cost  of  operating  steam  trains  is  high.  Consequently 
the  number  of  trains  operated  between  communities  is  kept  at  a 
minimum,  and  the  time  between  them  could  often  be  measured  in 
hours.  With  the  advent  of  the  auto  stage  conditions  were  changed, 
and  means  of  traveling  from  one  community  to  another  at  almost  any 
liour  of  the  day  are  provided. 

As  business  increased  the  policy  of  operating  according  to  sclieduk^ 
Avas  adopted,  and  it  was  not  long  until  a  large  part  of  the  interurban 
business  was  taken  from  the  steam  trains  by  the  auto  stages  and  trucks. 
In  most  eases  this  service  has  proved  very  convenient  to  the  traveling 
and  shopping  public.  In  many  eases  owners'  associations  have  been 
organized,  have  established  waiting  rooms  and  ticket  offices  for  patrons, 
and  in  addition  have  done  everything  possible  to  keep  the  public 
favorably  disposed  toward  them.  As  a  result,  they  have  so  established 
tliemselves  in  the  communities  they  serve  that  they  have  largelj^  become 
a  necessity  as  well  as  a  convenience. 

The  third  class  of  stages  and  trucks  is  composed  of  those  whicli 
operate  in  the  territories  served  by  electric  interurban  railways.  From 
information  available  it  has  been  impossible  so  far  to  form  a  just  con- 
clusion as  to  their  economic  status  at  the  present  time.  The  situation 
in  each  community  is  a  problem  in  itself.  In  some  communities  they 
have  proved  that  they  are  a  necessity  as  well  as  the  other  means  of 
transportation.  In  others  they  have  proved  to  be  of  no  special  advantage^ 
because  of  the  good  service  offered  by  the  electric  railways,  and  hence 
appear  to  be  an  unnecessary  duplication  of  facilities.  The  commission 
is  not  in  a  position  to  make  any  conclusions  as  to  the  economic  status  of 
this  class  as  a  whole  until  such  a  time  as  its  jurisdiction  shall  re(|uii'i'  a 
detailed  investigation  of  the  problem  of  each  comnumity. 

In  conclusion,  it  appears  that  on  the  whole  the  int(^rui'bau  auto 
stage  and  truck  in  California  are  rapidly  l)(!Coining  vital  factors  in  the 
field  of  interurban  transportation. 
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CHAPTER  IV. 


COMMON  CARRIERS. 

The  Railroad  Cumniissioii  lias  jurisdiction  under  the  Public  Utilitie-i 
Act  over  the  following  common  carriers:  Steam,  interurban  and  street* 
railways,  car  corporations,  express  corporations  and  corporations 
regularly  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  persons  or  property  by 
vessels  over  regular  routes  between  points  within  the  state. 

A  law  enacted  by  the  California  legislature  of  1917  added  the  regula- 
tion of  interurban  stages  and  trucks  to  the  Railroad  Commission's 
jurisdiction.  Chapter  III  of  this  report  deals  exclusively  with  stages 
and  trucks.  All  common  carriers  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  are  required  to  keep  on  file  with  the  Railroad 
Commission  schedules  of  their  rates.  Since  January  1,  1911,  43,91-1 
tariff  schedules  of  common  carriers  have  been  filed  with  the  Railroad 
Commission,  and  of  this  number  9,311  were  filed  during  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1917. 

Since  the  Railroad  Commission's  annual  report,  35  formal  eases 
have  been  decided,  the  most  important  and  far-reaching  being  that 
commonly  known  as  the  Northern  California  Class  Rate  Case  brought 
against  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  by  complaint  and  by  the  com- 
mission's own  motion.  In  this  proceeding  a  revised  scale  of  class  rates 
was  ordered  to  apply  between  San  Francisco,  Oakland,  San  Jose, 
Stockton,  Sacramento,  Marysville  and  points  north,  to  and  including 
the  California-Oregon  state  line;  likewise,  between  local  points  in  this 
territory,  which  will  result  in  an  annual  saving  to  the  people  of  the 
state  of  approximately  $200,000.00. 

An  appeal  was  taken  to  the  United  States  District  Court  from  the 
decision  and  a  temporary  injunction  issued.  The  court,  sitting  en 
banc,  dissolved  the  injunction  June  26,  1917,  sustained  the  position  of 
the  commission  and  ordered  the  rates  put  into  operation.  Tariffs  are 
now  being  prepared  and  will  be  made  effective  about  July  10.  It  was 
stipulated  during  the  court  proceedings  that  should  the  commission's 
decision  be  upheld  the  rates  would  be  applied  as  of  May  1,  1917,  and 
i-efunds  made  of  all  overcollections.  These  overcharges  aggregate 
many  thousands  of  dollars  and  will  be  returned  to  the  shippers  by  the 
Southern  Pacific  Company  under  the  check  and  supervision  of  the  rate 
department. 
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The  following  instances  are  also  worthy  of  special  mention : 
In  the  case  of  Swanston  &  Son  vs.  Southern,  Pacific  Company  carrier 
was  ordered  to  refrain  from  collecting  a  refrigeration  charge  in  addi- 
tion to  the  freight  rate  on  carload  shipments  of  fresh  meat  and  packing- 
house products  moving  from  Swanston  to  San  Francisco,  Oakland  and 
Stockton  in  refrigerator  cars  iced  by  shippers,  and  to  refund  amounts 
previously  collected.  The  estimated  annual  saving  based  on  past 
movement  amounts  to  approximately  $1,600.00. 

Application  was  made  by  The  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe 
Railway  Company  to  increase  carload  rates  on  grain  between  Los 
Angeles  and  points  on  its  Fallbrook  and  Escondido  branches  con- 
templating increased  charges  of  about  $870.00  annually,  which  was 
denied  on  account  of  carrier  failing  to  satisfactorily  demonstrate  the 
insufficiency  of  existing  rates  and  reasonableness  of  those  proposed. 

Of  the  more  important  formal  matters  now  before  us  may  be 
mentioned  the  lumber  rate  case,  affecting  all  lumber  rates  between 
points  in  northern  and  central  California,  involving  consideration  of 
some  100,000  rates.  This  is  now  being  held  in  abeyance  owing  to  the 
increased  rate  cases  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission, 
requiring  the  attendance  of  the  attorneys  interested,  but  it  is  expected 
to  resume  the  lumber  hearings  some  time  in  July. 

The  commission  has  called  into  question  the  class  rates  of  the 
Southern  Pacific  Company  between  all  points  on  its  coast  line  extend- 
ing from  San  Francisco  to  Los  Angeles.  At  this  time  the  matter  is 
in  a  preliminary  state,  the  date  of  hearing  to  be  announced  later. 

Testimony  in  relation  to  reparation  of  switching  charges  on  traffic 
moving  prior  to  August  12,  1914,  has  been  submitted  and  the  case  now 
awaits  decision. 

A  complaint  against  lumber  rates  from  points  on  the  Albion  branch 
of  the  Northwestern  Pacific  Railroad  has  been  filed  by  the  Navarro 
Lumber  Company  and  is  now  in  course  of  hearing. 

Representing  that  it  is  now  operating  at  a  loss,  the  San  Francisco- 
Oakland  Terminal  Railways  has  filed  application  seeking  authority  to 
increase  transbay  passenger  fares,  which  will  be  set  for  hearing  in  due 
course. 

Wells  Fargo  &  Company  is  seeking  authority  to  increase  all  its 
intrastate  express  rates,  it  l)eing  alleged  that  the  existing  rates  are 
unremunerative.  The  matter  was  heard  and  submitted,  but  before 
decision  had  been  rendered  petitioner  asked  that  the  subject  be 
reopened  in  order  that  additional  testimony  might  be  presented.  Such 
request  was  granted  and  the  case  has  been  assigned  for  further  liearing 
September  24,  1917. 

Application  similar  to  that  now  being  considered  l)y  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  has  been  made  by  most  of  the  railroad  and 
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steamship  lines  operating  within  this  state  for  authority  to  make  an 
increase  of  approximately  15  per  cent  in  their  freight  rates. 

It  is  represented,  among  other  things,  that,  owing  to  large  advance 
in  wages  and  greatly  increased  cost  of  materials  and  supplies  entering 
into  their  operations,  carriers  can  not  continue  to  effectively  discharge 
their  obligations  to  the  public  and  to  the  government  and  make 
necessary  improvements  to  their  properties  without  a  commensurate 
increase  in  revenue. 

This  is  a  matter  of  vital  interest  to  the  people  of  the  state,  affecting 
(.very  shipper  or  receiver  of  freight,  large  or  small.  It  is,  therefore, 
needless  to  say  the  situation  will  be  gone  into  minutely  and  public 
hearings  held,  at  w^hieh  all  interested  may  express  themselves  and  the 
commission  be  fully  apprised. 

INFORMAL  PROCEEDINGS 

Under  this  head  is  handled  complaints  presented  to  the  commission 
informally.  Upon  receipt  of  complaint  of  this  kind,  if  such  action  is 
warranted,  the  matter  is  taken  up  with  carrier  and  wherever  possible 
amicable  adjustment  is  made.  Where  carrier  is  unwilling  to  make 
satisfactory  adjustment  complainant  may  institute  formal  proceedings 
for  a  definite  conclusion. 

This  is  a  highly  important  branch  of  the  commission's  work,  the 
scope  of  its  activities  comprehending  practically  every  variety  of 
transportation  problem,  and  the  results  achieved  have  been  very 
gratifying.  By  this  method,  disposition  is  obtained  in  the  shortest 
possible  time,  and  obviates  the  inconvenience  and  expense  of  a  public 
hearing. 

For  the  period  covered  by  this  report  370  informal  complaints  were 
handled.  This  does  not  include  reparation  claims,  which,  though 
liandled  on  the  informal  docket,  are  not,  strictly  speaking,  informal 
complaints,  for  the  reason  that  claimant  and  carrier  in  such  cases 
have  agreed  upon  a  statement  of  facts  and  the  amount  of  reparation, 
which  is  submitted  for  the  commission's  approval.  Claims  of  this 
character  to  the  number  of  205  were  authorized  for  the  period 
mentioned. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Under  this  caption  may  be  placed  requests  for  information,  such  as 
quotation  of  rates,  verification  of  charges,  interpretation  of  tariff  rules 
and  regulations,  etc.  No  record  is  kept  of  the  number  of  such  inquiries, 
])ut  suffice  it  to  say  a  considerable  portion  of  the  commission's  time  is 
occupied  in  this  manner. 
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Questions  pertaining  to  interstate  traffic,  also,  loss  and  damage,  are 
frequently  submitted  and  Avliile  lacking  jurisdiction  in  such  matters, 
information  is  furnished,  if  possible,  or  applicant  is  referred  to  the 
proper  authority. 

In  periods  of  car  shortage  the  commission  cooperates  with  carriers 
and  the  shipping  public,  to  the  end  that  equipment  may  be  promptly 
released  and  the  miximum  of  car  efficiency  obtained. 

An  important  duty  of  this  department  is  the  receiving,  checking  and 
filing  of  tariffs.  Publications  of  the  transportation  companies  subject 
to  the  commission's  jurisdiction  are  examined  to  see  that  they  fulfill 
the  lawful  requirements  and  are  then  so  arranged  as  to  be  readily 
available  to  the  public  and  the  conunission.  In  this  department  are 
also  handled  the  various  applications  incidental  to  tariff  publication, 
such  as  short  notice,  advance  in  rates  and  deviations  from  the  long 
and  short  haul  provision  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act.  A  conception  of 
the  extent  of  this  work  may  be  gained  from  the  knowledge  that  during 
the  last  fiscal  year  8,550  tariff  issues  were  filed  with  the  commission. 

COMMON   CARRIERS  VIA  WATER 

The  number  of  common  carriers  operating  via  water  routes  in 
California  in  such  manner  as  to  bring  the  service  within  the  Railroad 
Commission's  jurisdiction,  as  evidenced  by  rate  schedules,  has 
gradually  increased  since  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  in  the  so-called  Wilmington  case,  which  definitely 
determined  the  jurisdiction  over  vessels  engaged  in  the  transportation 
of  persons  or  property  upon  the  high  seas  between  points  within  the 
state  of  California.  At  the  present  time,  forty-three  (43)  such  water 
craft  have  met  the  requirements  of  law. 

These  carriers  may  be  classified  as  follows: 

Passenger   service    only    9 

Freight  service  only 17 

Both  freight  and  passenger   17 

Eight  (8)  of  the  above  utilities  are  engaged  along  the  coast  upon  the 
liigh  seas,  the  remaining  thirty-five  (35)  do  service  on  the  state's 
inland  waters,  chiefly  San  Francisco  Bay  and  tributary  tide  waters, 
and  along  the  course  of  its  two  principal  rivers,  the  Sacramento  and 
San  Joaquin. 

The  Railroad  Commission  Act  in  California,  prior  to  the  effective 
date  of  the  present  law,  March  23,  1912,  was  wider  in  its  scope  than 
the  Public  Utilities  Act  and  gave  the  commission  an  extensive  range 
in  the  matter  of  jurisdiction  over  "transportation  companies"  other 
than  railroads,  but  did  not  reduce  such  jurisdiction  to  a  basis  of 
concrete  control.     The  Public  Utilities  Act,  on  the  other  hand,  with 
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^'i-eater  attention  to  the  details  of  control,  defined  the  term  "common 
carrier"  as  applied  to  craft  regularly  operated  over  regular  routes 
within  the  state  or  on  its  contiguous  waters.  This  limitation  of  juris- 
diction has  in  one  way  or  another  entered  into  a  large  number  of 
informal  inquiries  before  the  commission ;  has  been  the  source  of 
numerous  complaints  and  was  directly  responsible  for  the  filing  of  a 
formal  proceeding,  in  which  the  whole  list  of  so-called  "tramp"  or 
irregularly  operated  lines  were  alleged  to  be  subject  to  the  provision 
of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  and,  therefore,  under  the  commission's 
control.  This  case,  however,  was  dropped  from  the  calendar  for  lack  of 
prosecution  on  the  part  of  complainants. 

By  the  passage  of  an  amendment  to  the  Public  Utilities  Act, 
approved  May  29,  1917,  the  legislature  has  declared  every  class  of 
vessel  propelled  by  steam,  gas,  electricity,  or  other  motive  power,  over 
the  burden  of  five  tons  net  register,  and  every  other  class  of  vessel 
of  more  than  twenty  tons  dead  weight  carrying  capacity,  when  operated 
upon  the  inland  waters  of  this  state,  a  public  utility  subject  to  regula- 
tion by  the  Railroad  Commission.  Irregularly  operated  vessels  in  the 
coastwise  trade  remain  a  sort  of  free  lance  in  transportation  between 
outside  ports. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  European  war,  and  jmrticularly  during 
the  past  year,  there  has  been  a  great  tendency  for  California  carriers 
via  water  to  merge  into  fewer  organizations.  This  appears  to  be  due, 
in  a  measure,  to  immediate  savings  in  overhead  expense  on  the  one 
hand,  to  meet  the  ever  recurring  demands  for  higher  wages  on  the 
other,  both  of  which  moves  seem  logical.  The  business  judgment  of 
the  parties  responsible  for  these  economies  will  probal)ly  not  be  fully 
apparent  until  the  end  of  the  war,  when  the  great  shipping  business 
developed  on  the  Pacific  coast  will  naturally  fall  to  the  organization 
Avhicli  has  preserved  and  even  augmented  its  local  service,  and  has 
dared  to  forego  unusual  profits  in  order  to  preserve  intact  its  fleet  for 
the  trade  which  must  come. 

During  the  next  few  years  the  waterways  of  California  will  doubtless 
be  taxed  as  never  before ;  the  present  and  prospective  car  shortage  will 
inevitably  build  up  new  routes  and  compel  capacity  use  of  those 
available.  The  Sau  Joaquin  has  already  been  dredged  and  snagged  by 
government  engineers  to  points  long  fallen  into  disuse ;  new  companies 
are  being  organized  to  operate  boats  on  the  upper  Sacramento.  The 
commission  is  taking  such  steps  as  will  encourage  the  use  of  inland 
waters  of  the  state,  and,  clothed  as  it  now  is  with  jurisdiction  to 
regulate  the  rates  and  service  of  all  commercial  craft  operating  on 
the  baj^s  and  rivers  of  California,  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the 
strain  on  rail  carriers,  because  of  the  car  shortage,  may  prove  a  bless- 
ing in  disguise. 
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So-called  water-compelled  rates  of  rail  carriers  and  the  differential 
in  rates  between  railroads  and  steamship  lines  which  normal  trafific 
and  the  resultant  competition  has  brought  about  at  points  adjacent 
to  ocean,  bay  and  river  routes,  has  been  the  subject  of  many  complaints 
and  investigations  before  the  commission.  Doubtless  unjust  discrimi- 
nation have  at  times  resulted  in  the  application  of  this  principle  to 
i:)oints  not  really  affected  by  water  competition,  but  on  the  Avhole  it 
appears  to  be  justified  by  the  lower  cost  of  water  transportation.  So 
long  as  the  competitive  idea  predominates  in  the  transportation  world 
a.s  it  does  in  other  commercial  pursuits,  just  so  long  will  artificial 
factors  enter  into  establishment  of  rates  for  this  class  of  business. 

The  immediate  future  is  full  of  promise  to  shippers  who  are  willing 
to  accept  a  somewhat  slower  service  by  water,  albeit  at  more  attractive 
rates  and  leave  to  rapid  transit  the  movement  of  those  commodities 
under  governmental  or  other  pressing  demand. 

This  commission  has  endeavored,  and  will  continue  to  work  for  the 
establishment  of  a  sj^stem  of  rates  commensurate  with  the  service 
]>erformed,  regardless  of  artificial  differentials  between  the  two  classes 
of  carriers,  or  disparities  in  rates  not  based  upon  natural  differences  in 
service. 

INSPECTION  OF  SERVICE 

The  Eailroad  Commission  is  constantly  engaged  in  the  inspection 
of  the  service  of  common  carriers.  This  inspection  covers  such  matters 
as  (1)  sufficiency  of  railroad  equipment,  number  of  trains,  number  of 
cars  and  proper  seating  facilities  in  cars;  (2)  sufficiency  and  adequacy 
of  depot  facilities;  (3)  location  of  new  or  abondonment  of  existing 
stations,  and  requests  for  stopping  trains;  (4)  adequate  number  of 
trains. 

Examination  is  also  made  by  the  Railroad  Commission  into  the 
compliance  by  carriers  with  the  provisions  of  the  "Full  Crew  Law," 
the  "Headlight  Law,"  the  "Train  Dispatching  Law,"  and  other  safety 
regulations,  imposed  by  statute  or  by  the  Railroad  Commission.  These 
questions,  involving  the  safety  of  operation  of  common  carriers,  are 
considered  separately  in  Chapter  IX. 

Deficiencies  in  railroad  service  are  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  either  by  its  own  inspectors  or  by  complaint. 
After  investigation,  the  Railroad  Commission  directs  such  improve- 
ments or  extensions  in  service  as  to  it  seems  proper.  Much  is  con- 
stantly being  done  in  this  way  informally  to  maintain  adequa:;e 
service  by  common  carriers. 

Investigation  was  made  by  the  Railroad  C-oinniission  sliowing  that 
the  present  lavatory  space  in  Pullman  cars  operated  over  the  Santa 
Fe  Railway  between  Los  Angeles  and  San  Diego  is  inadequate  and 
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uncomfortable,  and  the  company  was  directed  to  operate  over  that 
line  standard  Pullman  cars  having  a  lavatory  for  men  not  less  than 
G  feet  8  inches  by  9  feet  9  inches. 

The  Northwestern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  was  directed  to  establish 
additional  ferry  service  and  connecting  suburban  trains  leaving  San 
iFrancisco  Saturdays  onW  at  10.45  p.  m.  for  Sansalito  and  suburban 
points  in  Marin  County. 

The  Los  Angeles  and  Salt  Lake  Railroad  Company  was  authorized 
to  discontinue  two  trains  operated  between  Los  Angeles  and  San 
Bernardino  because  patronage  did  not  warrant  their  operation. 
Electric  railways  and  automobiles  have  taken  over  much  of  this 
passenger  business. 

TIME-TABLES 

Under  General  Order  No.  31  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  all  changes 
in  steam  and  interurban  electric  railroad  time-tables  are  required  to 
be  filed  with  the  Railroad  Commission  and  to  be  posted  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  public  five  days  in  advance  of  the  effective  date  of  the 
proposed  changes.  A  supplement  to  this  general  order  requires  that 
in  all  instances  where  a  reduction  in  passenger  train  service  is  con- 
templated, or  where  the  abandonment  of  any  stop  is  desired  by  the 
railroad,  an  outline  of  the  proposed  time-table  must  be  submitted  to 
the  Railroad  Commission  thirty  days  prior  to  the  proposed  effective 
(late  of  the  change  and  that  the  permission  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
must  be  obtained  prior  to  making  any  reduction  in  service  or  abandon- 
ing any  stop. 

All  requests  for  the  reduction  of  passenger  service  or  the  abandon- 
ment of  stops  are  carefully  investigated  by  the  Railroad  Commission. 
In  many  instances,  due  to  an  increase  in  trains  during  certain  seasons 
to  care  for  tourist  travel  or  vacation  travel,  it  is  customary  to  reduce 
passenger  train  service  when  the  particular  travel  for  which  the 
service  was  inaugurated  no  longer  exists.  In  other  cases,  however, 
permission  to  withdraw  passenger  trains  from  service  has  been  denied 
railroads,  the  Railroad  Commission's  investigation  having  shown  that 
public  convenience  requires  the  retention  of  the  service.  In  still  other 
instances  an  arrangement  of  the  schedule  has  been  made,  satisfactorily 
adjusting  the  extra  service  of  which  the  railroad  desired  to  be  relieved. 

The  Bay  Shore  Railroad  Company  was  allowed  temporarily  to 
suspend  service  during  the  months  of  January  to  April,  1917,  inclusive, 
because  of  no  patronage. 

The  Mount  Tamalpais  and  Muir  Woods  Railway  was  permitted  to 
suspend  operation  on  its  Muir  Woods  branch  from  November,  1916, 
to   February,   1917,  inclusive. 
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DEPOTS 

Many  improvements  and  additions  to  station  facilities  of  common 
carriers  have  been  installed  through  the  informal  direction  of  the 
Railroad  Commission ;  in  other  instances  formal  action  was  necessary. 

Objection  was  made  to  the  type  of  joint  passenger  and  freight  station 
proposed  by  The  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway  to  replace 
the  station  at  JMerced  on  the  Valley  Division  which  was  destroyed  by 
fire,  and  the  commission  was  asked  to  order  the  erection  of  separate 
facilities  for  the  handling  of  freight  and  passenger  business.  The 
commission  ordered  the  erection  of  a  joint  freight  and  passenger 
station  in  accordance  with  a  design  and  plans  approved  by  it. 

The  Southern  Pacific  railroad  station  at  Harold  was  authorized  to 
be  moved  to  a  new  location  on  account  of  a  line  change  to  accommodate 
an  irrigation  project. 

The  Railroad  Commission  refused  to  order  the  physical  connection 
of  the  tracks  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  and  the  Modesto  and 
Empire  Traction  Company  at  Modesto,  Stanislaus  County,  because  of 
lack  of  evidence  that  public  convenience  and  necessity  required  the 
establishment  of  the  desired  connection. 

ABANDONMENT  OF  STATIONS,  TRACKS  AND  FACILITIES 

Under  General  Order  No.  36  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  no  station, 
side  track,  spur,  stop,  facility  for  handling  freight,  platforms  and  other 
like  facilities  of  common  carriers  can  be  abandoned  without  the  consent 
of  the  Railroad  Commission.  The  applications  of  the  carriers  for 
such  abandonment  are  carefully  investigated  before  the  permission  to 
discontinue  the  use  of  any  facilities  is  granted.  In  many  instances 
investigation  shows  that  the  retention  of  the  facilities  is  desirable  and 
necessary  properly  to  accommodate  the  shippers  and  receivers  of 
freight,  in  which  cases  the  applications  are  denied. 

The  San  Francisco-Oakland  Terminal  Railways  was  granted  per- 
mission to  abandon  for  five  years  portions  of  its  street  railway  system 
in  Contra  Costa  County,  because  its  patrons  are  being  adequately 
served  by  other  lines. 
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CHAPTER  V. 


GAS  AND  ELECTRIC  COMPANIES. 

The  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commission  over  gas  and  electric 
utilities  has  during  the  past  year  been  changed  only  slightly.  Two 
legislative  enactments  were  passed  by  the  1917  legislature,  one  extend- 
ing the  duties  of  the  commission  and  the  other  transferring  certain 
duties  from  it  to  the  Industrial  Accident  Commission. 

Chapter  575,  laws  of  1917,  transferred  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  the  enforcement  of  chapter  500  of  the  laws  of 
April,  1911,  regulating,  as  regards  safety,  the  construction  of  electric 
telephone  and  signal  underground  conduit  systems.  This  act  is  com- 
parable for  underground  construction  with  chapter  409  of  the  laws  of 
1911  as  amended  by  chapter  600  of  the  laws  of  1915  regarding  over- 
head construction,  which  latter  act  has  been  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  commission  since  1915.  Under  the  1917  act  the  commission  is 
vested  with  the  authority  and  power  to  inspect  all  electric,  telephone 
and  signal  underground  structures  and  to  make  any  change  in  rules 
necessary  for  the  safety  of  employees  and  the  general  public,  and  the 
commission  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  seeing  that  all  provisions  of 
the  act  are  properly  enforced.  This  wall  entail  careful  investigation 
into  the  existing  structures  and  new  construction  throughout  the  state. 

By  Senate  Bill  No.  817,  chapter  201  of  the  statutes  of  1917, 
approved  May  9,  1917,  the  jurisdiction  over  the  safety  of  employees 
of  electric  and  gas  utilities  as  provided  in  the  Workmen's  Compensa- 
tion, Insurance  and  Safety  Act  of  1917,  subject  to  certain  limitations, 
was  vested  in  the  Industrial  Accident  Commission.  This  act  transfers 
to  the  Industrial  Accident  Commission  jurisdiction  over  construction 
and  operation  of  electric  and  gas  utilities  affecting  exclusively  the 
safety  of  employees.  The  Railroad  Commission  still  retains  jurisdic- 
tion over  construction,  operation  and  maintenance  of  utility  systems 
in  all  instances  where  the  enforcement  of  chapter  600  of  the  laws  of 
1915  is  involved  and  also  retains  jurisdiction  over  construction,  main- 
tenance and  operation  which  in  any  way  affects  the  safety  of  the 
public  as  well  as  construction  and  operation  covering  matters  of 
economy. 

The  increased  jurisdiction  given  the  commission  in  1915  by  the 
extension  of  its  regulatory  powers  to  the  rates  in  incorporated  terri- 
tory and  to  the  enforcement  of  chapter  499  of  the  laws  of  1911  as 
amended  by  chapter  600  of  the  laws  of  1915,  has  resulted  in  a  notice- 
able increase  in  the  business  transacted  bv  the  commission  in  gas  and 
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electric  matters,  especially  as  to  rates,  during  the  past  year,  so  that 
the  cases  pending  now  before  the  commission  are  as  extensive  as  at 
any  time  in  the  history  of  the  commission. 

GAS  AND   ELECTRIC   RATES 

During  the  past  year  the  commission  has  rendered  several  important 
decisions  affecting  gas  and  electric  rates  throughout  the  state  and 
there  are  at  present  submitted,  but  not  decided,  three  separate  rate 
matters  affecting  practically  half  the  gas  consumers  in  the  state  and 
considerable  number  of  the  electric  consumers. 

On  September  1,  1916,  the  commission  issued  its  decision  fixing  the 
electric  rates  for  all  classes  of  service  on  the  Northern  California 
Power  Company's  system.  This  was  the  culmination  of  a  very  exten- 
sive investigation  into  the  valuation  and  operation  of  the  company's 
system  and  involved  the  fixing  of  industrial,  agricultural,  mining 
and  other  electric  power  rates  and  the  fixing  of  commercial  and 
municipal  street  lighting  rates,  affecting  approximately  8,500  con- 
sumers of  electric  service  and  1,500  gas  consumers,  and  the  fixing  of 
the  valuation  of  approximately  $10,000,000.00  worth  of  property. 
The  new  rates  fixed  in  this  case  followed  in  general  the  schedule  of 
rates  fixed  by  the  commission  in  the  early  part  of  1916  on  the  Mount 
Whitney  Power  and  Electric  Company's  and  the  San  Joaquin  Light 
and  Power  Corporation's  systems. 

During  the  past  year  the  commission  carried  on  an  exhaustive 
investigation  into  the  investment  and  rates  of  the  San  Diego  Consol- 
idated Gas  and  Electric  Company,  serving  San  Diego  and  vicinity. 
The  valuation  made  by  the  company  covering  the  total  property  of 
$6,000,000.00  was  carefully  analyzed  and  checked  and  the  operating 
statistics  and  expenses  were  investigated  and  a  complete  audit  of  the 
company's  books  was  made.  The  investigation  affected  the  rates  for 
service  to  over  21,000  gas  consumers  and  19,000  electric  consumers, 
and  an  annual  gross  revenue  of  approximately  $1,400,000.00.  Due  to 
the  increasing  price  of  oil  and  other  conditions  existing,  it  was  not 
deemed  advisable  to  read.just  the  entire  rate  schedule.  However,  a 
reduction  in  minimum  bill  for  electric  service  was  made,  resulting  in 
an  annual  reduction  in  rates  to  the  community  of  approximately 
$20,000.00. 

During  the  past  year  the  commission  has  also  investigated  the 
valuation  and  rates  of  the  "Western  States  Gas  and  Electric  Company 
in  Eureka  and  other  parts  of  Huml)oldt  County.  This  investigation 
affected  the  rates  for  gas  and  electric  service  to  approximately  4,000 
electric  consumers  and  1,000  gas  consumers  and  covered  the  valuation 
of  approximately  $1,400,000.00  woi'th  of  pi'()[)('rty  and  an  annual  gross 
revenue  of  over  $200,000.00. 
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The  gas  rates  of  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  in  Petaluma, 
Santa  Rosa  and  surrounding  territory  affecting  approximately  3,600 
consumers  and  a  capital  of  $450,000.00  were  determined. 

Several  investigations  of  a  limited  extent  covering  small  utilities  or 
service  have  been  made  during  the  year  and  decisions  issued. 
Decisions  covering  the  gas  rates  in  Newport  Beach  and  Huntington 
Beach,  Porterville,  Hanford,  Pomona  and  Fowler  have  been  rendered. 
As  to  electric  utilities,  decisions  have  been  issued  fixing  the  rates  of 
the  Novato  Light  and  Power  Company  at  Novato,  the  Grizzly  Electric 
Company  at  Portola  and  the  local  company  operating  in  Point  Arena 
and  Surprise  Valley. 

In  addition  to  the  matters  noted  above,  the  commission  has  been 
occupied  with  the  analysis  of  evidence  and  the  computation  of  rates 
for  the  systems  of  the  Los  Angeles  Gas  and  Electric  Corporation  and 
the  Southern  California  Gas  Company  as  operated  in  Los  Angeles  and 
vicinity.  This  analysis  has  required  more  exhaustive  studies  than 
usual  for  this  class  of  cases.  The  investigations  in  this  matter  have 
been  practically  completed  and  the  commission  will  issue  its  decision 
shortly.  The  rates  fixed  will  directly  affect  160,000  gas  consumers 
and  the  principles  and  form  of  rates  to  be  established  will  probably 
indirectly  affect  the  rate  situation  in  the  surrounding  territory  in 
which  are  20,000  to  30,000  additional  consumers. 

On  April  13,  1917,  the  San  Francisco  gas  case,  involving  the  gas 
rates  in  the  entire  city  of  San  Francisco  and  indirectly  affecting  the 
gas  rates  to  the  city  of  Palo  Alto  and  Daly  City  was  submitted.  Hear- 
ings covered  nearly  a  j^ear.  Preliminary  investigations  into  important 
phases  of  the  question  were  made  by  members  of  the  commission's 
engineering  staff  and  introduced  in  evidence.  The  decision  affects 
approximately  130,000  gas  consumers. 

SERVICE    EXTENSIONS   AND    BETTERMENTS 

Twenty-three  applications  have  been  received  during  the  past  year 
for  certificates  of  public  convenience  and  necessity ;  that  is,  permission 
to  operate  in  specific  territory.  The  majority  of  these  have  been  for 
the  exercise  of  franchises  secured  to  cover  the  same  territory  which 
applicants  were  already  serving  and  where  their  former  rights  had 
expired.  Most  of  them  have,  therefore,  not  involved  any  extensive 
investigation  or  hearing.  Several  applications  for  certificates,  how- 
ever, have  been  made  by  companies  desiring  to  enter  into  territory 
served  by  other  utilities  of  like  character,  or  into  new  territory  not 
previously  served. 

The  Sierra  Electric  Company  applied  to  tlie  commission  for  author- 
ity to  construct  an  electric  production  plant  in  Tehama  County  and 
the  right  to  extend  its  lines  through  several  of  the  Sacramento  Valley 
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counties  to  serve  extensive  areas  of  rice  lands  with  power  for  pump- 
ing. This  application  was  opposed  by  the  Northern  California  Power 
Company  and  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  both  of  which 
were  already  serving  the  same  general  territory.  After  an  exhaustive 
investigation  in  the  matter  it  was  found  that  the  project  was  not  justi- 
fied in  view  of  the  existence  of  utilities  in  the  field,  capable  and  sup- 
plying all  demands  adequately  and  at  reasonable  rates,  and  the  appli- 
cation was  dismissed. 

The  Great  Western  Power  Company  has  been  active  in  extending 
its  system  and  in  several  instances  proposed  to  enter  territory  claimed 
by  other  companies.  Three  such  matters  came  before  the  commission 
during  the  past  year:  One  involved  the  right  to  extend  into  Contra 
Costa  County  to  serve  a  consumer  already  being  supplied  by  the  Pacific 
Gas  and  Electric  Company.  Another  was  for  service  to  a  mining 
consumer  at  Crescent  Mills,  Plumas  County,  located  adjacent  to  the 
Plumas  Light  and  Power  Company's  lines.  This  application  was 
granted  after  an  investigation  showing  that  the  local  company  was  not 
at  the  time  able  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  additional  load.  The 
third,  involving  the  right  to  serve  all  of  Plumas  County  except  the 
territory  already  being  served,  is  pending  before  the  commission, 
having  been  filed  subsequent  to  the  Crescent  Mills  case,  which  involved 
only  the  right  to  serve  an  individual  within  the  county.  An  applica- 
tion w^as  also  received  from  Great  Western  Power  Company  for  the 
right  to  distribute  electric  energy  in  Yuba  County.  The  company, 
which  had  previously  only  transmitted  power  through  Yuba  County, 
desired  to  serve  a  relatively  large  reclamation  consumer  in  that  dis- 
trict from  its  substation.  This  application  was  protested  by  the  Pacific 
Gas  and  Electric  Company,  already  in  that  general  territory.  This 
application  was  granted  as  it  appeared  that  the  plants  to  be  served 
were  not  immediately  adjacent  to  the  territory  occupied  by  the  Pacific 
Gas  and  Electric  Company.  The  Great  Western  Power  Company  was, 
however,  required  to  own  and  operate  the  distribution  lines  from  its 
substation  to  the  consumers'  pumping  plants. 

Two  certificates  were  granted  for  the  extension  of  service  by  utilities 
into  territory  where  service  had  not  previously  been  rendered.  The 
Midland  Counties  Public  Service  Corporation  was  granted  a  certificate 
to  serve  natural  gas  in  Pismo  and  Avila,  San  Luis  Obispo  County,  and 
along  a  portion  of  its  transmission  main. 

The  Southern  Sierras  Power  Company  was  granted  a  certificate  to 
serve  the  town  of  Blythe,  Riverside  County.  This  project  involved 
the  installation  of  a  gas  engine  electric  generating  plant  and  the  service 
of  approximately  150  consumers. 
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The  Midway  Gas  C6mpany  was  ordered  to  discontinue  service  to 
a  consumer  in  a  territory  in  which  an.other  utility  was  already  dis- 
tributino:,  through  which  territory  it  had  a  certiticate  to  transmit 
natural  gas  but  no  certificate  permitting  distribution  to  consumers. 

The  most  important  decision  relative  to  granting  of  a  certificate  of 
public  convenience  and  necessity  to  serve  in  a  territory  already  being 
served,  was  that  of  the  commission  in  regard  to  the  application  of  the 
Sierra  and  San  Francisco  Power  Company  to  serve  the  San  Juan- 
Portland  Cement  Company  in  San  Benito  County.  San  Benito  County 
had  theretofore  been  supplied  by  the  Coast  Counties  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  with  all  service  requested  up  to  the  time  of  the  hearing.  It 
appeared  from  the  investigation  in  this  matter  that  the  interests  of 
the  public  and  the  existing  utility  would  be  best  served  by  the  pur- 
chase of  energy  by  the  latter  from  the  Sierra  and  San  Francisco  Power 
Company,  to  be  delivered  near  the  point  where  service  was  to  be 
furnished  to  the  San  Juan-Portland  Cement  Company.  The  local  com- 
pany was  in  need  of  additional  power  and  would  not  be  able  to  supply 
the  cement  plant  load  without  the  reconstruction  and  enlargement  of 
its  transmission  line  which  practically  paralleled  that  of  the  Sierra 
company.  The  latter  company,  however,  had  sufficient  transmission 
capacity  for  this  purpose  and  the  connection  of  the  two  systems  would 
therefore  be  beneficial  to  th(*  Coast  Counties  company  and  the  public 
by  preventing  unnecessary  duplication  of  facilities. 

The  two  utilities  were  therefore  ordered  to  submit  for  the  commis- 
sion's approval,  a  proposed  agreement  for  carrying  out  such  plans. 
As  a  result  of  the  final  settlement  of  this  matter  in  accordance  with 
this  suggestion,  the  Sierra  and  San  Francisco  Power  Company  will 
supply  the  Coast  Counties  company  with  all  electric  energy  required 
to  be  i)urcliased  for  the  latter 's  distributing  system  for  electric  service 
in  San  Benito  County,  and  temporarily  will  supply  the  cement  com- 
pany's load.  This  load  may  be  taken  over  by  the  Coast  Counties  com- 
pany at  the  end  of  a  three-year  period,  the  energy  still  to  be  purchased, 
however,  from  the  Sierra  and  San  Francisco  Power  Company. 

IMPORTANT   CONSTRUCTION    WORK    DURING   THE   YEAR 

General  extensions  of  gas  and  electric  facilities  have,  during  the  past 
year,  been  less  than  average,  due  partly  at  least  to  the  continual  ad- 
vance in  prices  of  material  such  as  copper,  pipe,  and  practically  all 
other  equipment  used  for  this  purpose,  as  well  as  to  delays  in  their 
delivery  caused  by  the  war  crisis.  Electric  utilities  have,  however, 
experienced  a  growth  in  business,  in  many  cases  above  normal,  due 
partly  to  the  effect  of  war  conditions  which  have  stimulated  many 
manufacturing  enterprises. 
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111  addition  to  the  normal  or  general  expansion  of  faeilities  dne  to 
the  growth  of  territory,  several  important  extensions  of  utility  plants 
have  been  made  during  the  past  year  to  increase  the  available  capacity 
and  to  interconnect  existing  systems. 

The  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  has  been  engaged  in  the  com- 
pletion of  two  additional  hydroelectric  plants  in  its  South  Yuba  devel- 
opment as  well  as  increasing  the  height  of  its  Spaulding  Dam  from  225 
feet  to  260  feet.  The  two  plants  installed  are  known  as  the  Halsey 
and  the  Wise  Power  Plants  and  have  a  normal  rated  capacity  of  10,000 
and  12,500  kilowatts  respectively.  These  plants  were  put  in  operation 
in  the  spring  of  1917. 

The  same  company  is  at  i)resent  engaged  in  installing  a  3,750  kilo- 
watt hydroelectric  plant  at  Spaulding  which  will  operate  under  a 
variable  head  utilizing  the  pressure  behind  the  dam. 

In  addition  to  the  hydroelectric  developments  noted  above,  the 
Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  has  also  extended  its  transmission 
lines  by  the  construction  of  a  steel  tower  line  from  Auburn  to  Stock- 
ton to  better  its  service  in  that  district.  This  is  designed  to  operate 
eventually  at  100,000  volts  -although  at  present  it  is  utilized  at  60,000. 

The  Great  Western  Power  Company  has  completed  the  installation 
of  an  additional  submarine  cable  under  the  San  Francisco  Bay  to  aug- 
ment its  facilities  for  supplying  its  subsidiary,  the  City  Electric  Com- 
pany, in  San  Francisco.  It  is  also  extending  its  transmission  line 
from  its  Big  Bend  hydroelectric  plant  at  Las  Plumas  in  Butte  County 
to  Crescent  Mills  in  Plumas  County,  a  distance  of  approximately  fifty 
miles,  to  meet  the  power  requirements  of  the  mining  industries  in  that 
county. 

The  Southern  California  Edison  Company  has  experienced  a  general 
increase  in  its  business  and  has  had  to  extend  its  facilities  accordingly. 
Transmission  lines  are  being  extended  to  tie  this  system,  together  with 
Mount  Whitney  Power  and  Electric  Company's  system  and  also  a  line 
from  the  Ventura  Power  Company's  system,  to  connect  with  Santa 
Barbara  and  supplement  the  steam  plant  located  at  that  point.  The 
principal  energies  of  the  Southern  California  Edison  Company  have 
been  directed  to  consolidation  and  the  tying  together  of  the  various 
electric  systems  in  southern  California,  thereby  increasing  the  use  of 
hydroelectric  energy  and  the  conservation  of  fuel  oil.  With  the  con- 
solidation of  the  Pacific  Light  and  Power  Corporation  and  the  P^dison 
Company,  which  is  discussed  in  another  part  of  this  report,  the  two 
largest  electric  systems  in  the  southern  part  of  the  state  have  been 
combined.  Through  this  combination  the  Edison  company  has  also 
obtained  control  of  the  Mount  Whitney  Power  and  Electric  Company 
serving  in  the  San  Joacjuin  Valley,  the  H.  G.  Lacey  Company  supply- 
ing the  city  of  Hanford  in  Kings  County,  and  the  Ventura  County 
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Power  Company  supplying  the  county  of  that  name.  The  Southern 
California  Edison  Company  and  tlie  Southern  Sierras  Power  Company 
have  installed  a  connection  of  approximately  5,000  kilowatts  capacity 
at  Riverside  for  the  interchange  of  electric  power,  and  with  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year  1918  service  connections  will  be  completed  with  the 
San  Diego  Consolidated  Gas  and  Electric  Company  for  the  supply  of 
power  to  that  company.  The  increased  requirements  of  the  Edison 
company  resulting  from  the  service  to  the  San  Diego  and  the  Santa 
Barbara  companies,  together  with  normal  growth  of  business  in  its 
territory,  will  be  met  largely  by  the  purchase  of  all  power  generated 
by  the  city  of  Los  Angeles  in  its  28,000  kilowatt  plant  at  San  Fran- 
cisquito  Canyon.  The  Southern  California  Edison  Company  is,  how- 
ever, in  addition,  increasing  the  storage  capacity  of  its  Huntington 
Lake  Reservoir  which  supplies  the  Big  Creek  power  plant  with  its 
water  and  is  enlarging  its  hydroelectric  installations  on  the  Kern 
River. 

The  Southern  Sierras  Power  Company  has,  through  its  subsidiary 
companies,  extended  its  lines  to  Yuma,  Arizona.  As  a  result  this 
company's  transmission  line  is  now  the  longest  single  line  in  the  state, 
extending  from  the  hydroelectric  plants  at  Bishop  to  the  most  distant 
consumer  at  Yuma,  350  miles  away. 

The  San  Diego  Consolidated  Gas  and  Electric  Company  has,  during 
the  past  year,  acquired  the  Oceanside  Electric  Company  and  the 
Escondido  Utilities  Company.  Transmission  lines  have  been  extended 
from  Del  Mar  northward  to  Oceanside,  thence  to  Escondido  and  Fall- 
brook,  and  this  company  is  now  engaged  in  the  construction  of  a 
60,000-volt  line  from  Oceanside  north  to  San  Juan  Capistrano  where 
connection  will  be  made  with  the  Southern  California  Edison  Company 
for  the  purchase  of  power. 

The  San  Joaquin  Light  and  Power  Corporation  has  constructed  a 
2,000-kilowatt  steam  plant  at  Betteravia,  Santa  Barbara  County, 
natural  gas  being  used  for  fuel,  and  the  power  being  supplied  to  the 
Midland  Counties  Public  Service  Corporation.  It  has  also  under  con- 
struction and  practically  completed  its  San  Joaquin  Hydroelectric 
Plant  No.  2  of  3,000  kilowatts  capacity. 

The  Sierra  and  San  Francisco  Power  Company  is  engaged  in  enlarg- 
ing its  steam  plant  at  San  Francisco  by  the  addition  of  9,000  kilowatts 
capacity. 

The  California  Oregon  Power  Company  has  under  way  a  20,000- 
kilowatt  hydroelectric  plant  on  the  Klamath  River,  the  total  cost  of 
which  is  to  be  over  $1,500,000.00.  The  plant  will  ultimately  consist 
of  two  10,000-kilowatt  units,  one  of  which  is  at  present  in  operation. 
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The  Fontana  Power  Company,  organized  during  1916,  is  construct- 
ing a  1,500-kilowatt  hydroelectric  plant  near  Fontana,  San  Bernardino 
County,  utilizing  a  drop  of  approximately  660  feet  in  the  existing 
irrigating  system  of  the  Fontana  Land  Companies.  The  plant  is 
leased  to  the  Southern  California  Edison  Company,  which  has  con- 
tracted to  operate  it  and  to  purchase  all  of  its  available  output. 

Important  developments  are  at  present  proposed  by  the  Pacific  Gas 
and  Electric  Company,  the  Great  AVestern  Power  Company  and  the 
Northern  California  Power  Company.  The  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  has  given  notice  of  commencing  work  on  a  hydroelectric 
development  to  be  located  at  Big  Bend,  on  the  Pit  River.  The  ulti- 
mate  capacity  of  this  development  is  estimated  at  from  110,000  to 
190,000  horsepower  and  it  will  cost  about  $17,500,000.00.  It  will 
require  several  years  to  complete  it.  The  Northern  California  Power 
Company,  Consolidated,  is  engaged  in  preliminary  work  on  a  large 
power  development  on  the  Pit  River  at  approximately  the  same  loca- 
tion, to  utilize  the  power  of  that  stream.  The  Great  Western  Power 
Company  is  proposing  the  development  of  a  40,000-horsepower  hydro- 
electric plant  on  the  north  fork  of  the  Feather  River,  near  Oroville. 

CONSOLIDATIONS  AND  INTERCONNECTIONS 

The  past  year  has  witnessed  an  extensive  consolidation  of  electric 
companies  as  well  as  the  interconnection  of  several  systems  owned  by 
companies  not  financially  combined.  These  consolidations  have 
resulted  and  will  result  in  a  more  efficient  use  of  hydroelectric  devel- 
opments and  a  considerable  saving  in  the  cost  of  serving  the  public. 

The  most  important  single  consolidation  of  electric  utilities  in  this 
state  was  the  purchase  by  the  Southern  California  Edison  Company 
of  the  Pacific  Light  and  Power  Corporation  by  which  it  acciuired  also 
the  control  of  the  Ventura  County  Power  Company.  The  Southern 
California  Edison  Company  had,  previous  to  this  consolidation,  sold 
its  gas  properties  to  the  Southern  Counties  Gas  Company.  The  two 
electric  properties  represent  a  reported  actual  investment  of  over 
$60,000,000.00  and  a  total  capitalization  before  consolidation  of 
$85,357,000.00.  The  Edison  company  operates  six  hydroelectric  plants 
and  three  steam  plants  with  28,500  kilowatts  and  57,600  kilowatts 
rated  capacity  respectively,  while  the  Pacific  Light  and  Power  Cor- 
poration operated  six  hydroelectric  plants  of  77,600  kilowatts  capacity 
and  three  steam  plants  of  39,350  kilowatts  capacity.  The  combined 
output  of  the  two  companies'  plants  in  1916  amounted  to  589,211,540 
kilowatt  hours  while  the  maximum  simultaneous  demand  on  the  two 
systems  approximated  140,000  kilowatts.  These  two  companies  now 
represented  by  the  consolidated  company  serve  practically  the  entire 
electric  demands  in  Los  Angeles,  Orange  and  Ventura  counties  as  well 
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as  portions  of  San  Bernardino  and  Riverside  counties,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  territory  served  by  the  Los  Angeles  Gas  and  Electric  Cor- 
poration in  a  part  of  the  city  of  Los  Angeles. 

In  1916  the  Southern  California  Edison  Company  had  124,019  con- 
sumers and  the  Pacific  Light  and  Power  Corporation  36,097  consumers. 
The  consolidation  has  practically  eliminated  competition  in  electric 
service  in  the  southern  part  of  the  state  except  with  the  Los  Angeles 
Gas  and  Electric  Corporation,  in  Los  Angeles,  and  in  a  limited  terri- 
tory near  San  Bernardino  and  Riverside  with  the  Southern  Sierras 
Power  Company. 

The  Southern  California  Edison  Company  has  obtained  tlie  com- 
mission's approval  for  contracting  with  the  city  of  Los  Angeles  for 
the  purchase  of  all  energy  produced  by  the  city's  28,000-kilowatt 
hydroelectric  plant  and  for  the  sale  of  the  Edison  company's  distribu- 
tion system  in  Los  Angeles  to  the  city.  A  temporary  agreement,  how- 
ever, has  been  made  whereby  the  Edison  company  will  continue  to 
operate  its  electric  system  for  the  city  and  whereby  the  city  contracts 
to  purchase  from  the  company  such  excess  power  as  is  required  and 
agrees  not  to  compete  with  or  parallel  any  of  the  company's  system. 
Through  this  contract  it  should  be  possible  to  obtain  the  most  efficient 
use  of  the  hydroelectric  development  of  the  city  of  Los  Angeles  and 
to  prevent  unnecessary  duplication  of  facilities,  thus  gaining  for  the 
inhabitants  of  Los  Angeles  electric  service  at  reasonable  rates,  and  at 
the  same  time  conserving  fuel  oil  and  realizing  the  most  extensive  use 
of  all  available  production  facilities.  Further  steps  in  the  direction 
of  the  complete  interconnection  of  electric  systems  were  taken  by  the 
Edison  company  when  it  made  a  connection  with  the  Southern  Sierras 
Power  Company  for  the  interchange  of  power  and  contracted  with 
San  Diego  Consolidated  Gas  and  Electric  Company  for  the  delivery 
of  energy  to  that  company. 

"With  the  purchase  of  the  Pacific  Light  and  Power  Corporation, 
Southern  California  Edison  Company  obtained  control  of  the  Mount 
Whitney  Power  and  Electric  Company  and  the  H.  G.  Lacey  Company 
supplying  electric  power  for  general  commercial  and  agricultural  ser- 
vice in  Tulare,  Kern  and  Kings  counties,  and  the  Ventura  County 
Power  Company  supplying  Ventura  County.  Lines  connecting  with 
the  Mount  Whitney  company  are  now  being  constructed  to  augment 
the  source  of  power  supply  to  that  utility.  The  Edison  company  also 
controls  the  management  of  the  Santa  Barbara  Gas  and  Electric  Com- 
pany, and  at  the  present  time  a  transmission  line  is  being  constructed 
to  supply  that  utility  with  power  from  the  general  Edison  system. 
This  company  will,  when  all  of  these  plans  are  completed,  control  the 
service  facilities  of  approximately  180,000  electric  consumers  and  will 
indirectly  supply  at  least  20,000  others. 
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There  have  been  other  consolidations  or  purchases  which  have 
occurred  during  the  year  and  Avhich  are  also  of  considerable  import- 
ance. The  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  acquired  the  entire 
properties  of  the  Oro  Electric  Corporation  located  in  the  central  San 
Joaquin  and  Sacramento  valleys  and  with  these  properties  came  into 
possession  of  important  water  rights.  The  Great  Western  Power 
Company  has  purchased  the  electric  distribution  system  of  the  Half 
Moon  Bay  Light  and  Power  Company.  .  As  stated  previously  in  another 
section  of  this  report,  the  San  Diego  Consolidated  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  has  purchased  the  Oceanside  Electric  Company  and  the 
Escondido  Utilities  Company. 

The  general  tendency  of  electric  utilities  has  been  toward  consolida- 
tion and  interconnection  of  systems.  This  will,  when  controlled  by 
proper  regulation,  result  in  the  most  economic  operation  of  the  hydro- 
electric resources  of  the  state  and  in  minimizing  duplication  of  equip- 
ment. It  is  interesting  to  note  that  two  companies  in  the  state  produce 
one-half  the  total  electric  energy  generated  therein  and  that  the  six 
largest  utilities  produce  85  per  cent  of  the  total  generator  output  which 
amounted  in  1916  to  over  2,300,000,000  kilowatt  hours. 

RATE  FILING  AND  INFORMAL  MATTERS 

The  commission's  activities  in  connection  with  the  filing  of  rates  and 
the  informal  adjustment  of  consumers'  complaints  continued  to  be  a 
very  important  part  of  the  work  in  the  gas  and  electric  division. 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1917,  there  were  received  by  that 
department  843  informal  complaints  and  during  the  same  period  887 
were  disposed  of.  These  complaints  covered  matters  of  gas  or  electric 
rates,  extensions  of  gas  or  electric  service,  and  adjustments  and  advice 
relative  to  the  matter  of  gas  or  electric  service  conditions.  In  some 
instances  two  or  more  of  these  matters  were  covered  by  a  single  com- 
plaint. A  segregation  of  these  shows  that  193  referred  to  rates,  24] 
to  extensions  of  service  facilities  and  429  to  service  conditions. 
Besides  the  informal  complaints  and  investigations  filed  and  handled 
by  correspondence  there  were  743  complaints  not  recorded  which  were 
adjusted  through  personal  interviews  or  by  telephonic  advice  from  the 
utility  involved.  Negotiations  in  connection  with  informal  complaints 
are  sometimes  extremely  complicated  and  frequently  involve  extensive 
investigations. 

Practically  every  gas  and  electric  utility  in  the  state  cooperates  with 
the  commission  in  settling  such  matters  and  enables  the  commission  to 
dispose  of  them  satisfactorily,  and  thus  eliminate  expensive  formal 
proceedings.  , 
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Following  the  fixing  of  the  rates  on  the  San  Joaquin  Light  and 
Power  Corporation's  and  the  Mount  Whitney  Power  and  Electric  Com- 
pany's system,  which  involved  the  complete  readjustment  of  all  of  the 
rates  in  a  large  part  of  the  San  Joaquin  Valley,  a  large  number  of 
complaints  were  received  concerning  the  application  of  the  new 
schedules  and  the  manner  in  which  these  utilities  proposed  to  carry  out 
certain  of  the  rules  and  regulations  established  by  the  commission. 
Many  inquiries  were  received  Jfrom  consumers  requesting  the  proper 
interpretation  of  rules,  and  these  were  handled  informally  by  the  com- 
mission during  the  first  year  after  the  rates  became  effective.  Several 
important  causes  for  difference  of  opinion,  however,  were  persistent 
in  their  recurrence  as  a  source  of  complaint,  and  it  was  finally  found 
necessary  to  hold  formal  hearings  to  determine  the  effect  of  the  rates, 
rules  and  regulations  previously  established.  The  decision  in  these 
matters  successfully  disposed  of  all  such  misunderstandings  and  it  may 
be  noted  with  satisfaction  that  the  former  comprehensive  decisions 
affecting  all  of  the  electric  service  conditions  in  the  large  and  pro- 
ductive areas  in  the  heart  of  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  are  now  appar- 
ently proving  in  practice  to  be  both  satisfactory  and  equitable  alike  to 
the  utilities  and  their  consumers. 

The  benefits  to  the  public  resulting  from  the  informal  activities  of 
the  commission  are  very  far-reaching,  as  in  many  instances  individuals 
and  often  entire  districts  are  assisted  in  obtaining  utility  service  or 
adjustments  of  rates  which  it  would  have  been  well  nigh  possible 
for  them  to  obtain  if  not  for  the  assistance  and  intercession  of  the 
commission  on  their  behalf. 

A  broad  policy  has  been  adopted  by  the  commission  in  regard  to  the 
question  of  electric  and  gas  extensions.  The  position  is  taken  that 
though  each  individual  service  in  itself  need  not  necessarily  return 
a  profit  to  the  utility  or  even  bear  its  own  proportion  of  the  total  of 
the  serving  company's  expenses,  such  extensions  should  be  granted 
at  the  expense  of  the  public  utility  so  long  as  their  addition  to  its  sys- 
tem does  not  involve  an  actual  loss  of  money.  Even  then  they  may 
be  justified  in  some  instances  where  the  utilities'  other  territory  is  of 
such  a  profitable  nature  as  to  be  able  to  bear  its  own  costs  and  a  por- 
tion of  those  of  territory  less  fortunately  situated.  It  is  recognized 
that  utility  rates  can  not  be  considered  from  the  standpoint  of  each 
individual  consumer  but  are  a  question  of  reasonable  averages. 

Over  3,500  verbal  inquiries  have  been  made  at  the  office  of  the  com- 
mission's gas  and  electric  department  relative  to  rates,  service  condi- 
tions, and  similar  matters  and  approximately  5,800  separate  letters 
were  wj^itten  during  the  past  year  in  connection  with  informal  requests 
for  such  information. 
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The  work  in  connection  with  the  filing  and  checking  of  rate 
schedules  during  the  past  year,  though  less  than  in  1916,  has  involved 
the  consideration  of  5,237  separate  rate  sheets.  It  has  been  the 
policy  of  the  rate  department  to  give  careful  consideration  to  the 
rate  schedules  offered  for  filing  in  order  that  they  may  be  arranged  in 
the  most  serviceable  form  for  the  use  of  the  public.  Where  rates 
have  been  fixed  by  formal  order  of  the  commission  special  attention 
has  been  given  to  the  filing  of  the  revised  schedules  in  order  that 
they  may  conform  in  all  respects  to  the  requirements  of  the  commis- 
sion's order.  The  utilities  are  heartily  cooperating  in  the  rearrange- 
ment and  revision  of  their  schedules  for  the  purpose  of  making  the 
same  more  readily  available  for  their  consumers'  use. 

GAS  SERVICE  STANDARDS 

There  has  been  increasing  need  of  standardization  of  rules  and 
regulations  of  gas  and  electric  utilities  as  to  records,  service  and 
uniform  practices  in  the  making  of  extensions,  etc.  To  meet  this 
need  the  commission  has,  during  the  past  year,  issued  an  order  set- 
ting forth  a  tentative  schedule  of  service  standards  for  gas  utilities. 
Hearings  will  be  held  on  these  tentative  standards  in  the  near  future 
in  order  that  the  utilities  affected  may  have  an  opportunity  to  set 
forth  any  objections  or  suggestions  which  they  may  have  relative  to 
a  change  or  modification  of  the  tentative  order.  The  order  covers 
in  general  the  duties  of  the  utilities  relative  to  their  operation, 
records  and  treatment  of  their  consumers.  There  are  included  in  the 
order  definitions  of  terms  used,  rules  covering  the  records  which  the 
company  shall  keep  as  to  station  operation,  continuity  of  service, 
quality  of  service,  complaints,  meter  tests  and  inspections.  Under 
the  proposed  rules  companies  are  also  required  under  certain  con- 
ditions to  maintain  testing  facilities  and  there  is  set  forth  certain 
schedules  of  tasts  which  shall  be  made.  Rules  are  set  forth  govern- 
ing the  payment  of  deposits  for  extensions,  the  duty  of  utilities  in 
the  extension  of  mains  and  services,  and  the  general  service  of  the  pub- 
lic, together  with  the  requirements  of  the  utilities  as  to  quality  of 
gas  service,  as  to  heat  content  and  uniformity  of  pressure,  accuracy  of 
meters  and  charges  for  special  testing  of  meters. 

With  the  final  issuance  of  this  order  the  commission  will  be  in  a 
much  better  position  to  assist  the  public  by  a  closer  control  over  the 
conditions  of  service,  and  rules  which  vary  in  different  localities  of 
the  state  will  be  standardized. 
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MUNICIPAL  GAS   AND   ELECTRIC   SYSTEMS 

The  city  of  Los  Angeles  has,  during  the  pnst  year,  completed  the 
transmission  line  connecting  its  hydroelectric  plant  with  its  distribu- 
tion system  in  Los  Angeles.  A  joint  contract  has  been  executed 
between  the  city,  the  Southern  California  Edison  Company  and  the 
Pacific  Light  and  Power  Corporation  for  the  sale  of  the  output  of  the 
city's  hydroelectric  plant  in  excess  of  that  required  by  it  for  its  own 
system. 

This  contract  also  provides  for  the  eventual  purchase  by  the  city  of 
the  distribution  systems  of  those  two  companies  inside  its  limits. 
Through  this  agreement  the  city  contracts  to  purchase  from  the  two 
companies  now  consolidated  under  the  name  of  the  Southern  California 
Edison  Company,  all  power  in  excess  of  its  own  production  capacity, 
required  for  the  supply  of  Los  Angeles  and  its  inhabitants,  which  will 
be  served  either  by  the  distribution  system  acquired  from  the  old  com- 
panies or  that  constructed  by  the  city.  It  is  agreed  that  the  city  shall 
not  parallel  the  company's  present  system.  In  this  instance  the  pro- 
posed purchase  of  the  electric  companies'  systems  and  the  other  terms 
of  the  contract  have  eliminated  unnecessary  duplication  of  facilities 
which  in  smaller  cities  has  often  followed  the  construction  of  a  munic- 
ipally-owned plant. 

The  few^  condemnation  proceedings  during  the  past  year  indicate 
that  the  Eailroad  Commission's  activities  in  the  regulation  of  the  util- 
ities of  the  state  of  California  have  been  effective  and  that  the  public 
is  confident  that  fair  and  just  treatment  can  be  expected  under  such 
regulation.  No  municipal  plant  has  been  started  in  any  city  where 
the  commission  has  refused  entrance  to  a  competing  utility  because 
the  local  company  was  rendering  adequate  service  at  reasonahle  rates. 
The  tendency  is  increasing  among  utilities  to  tell  the  public  the  facts 
where  questions  arise  as  to  the  justice  of  service  and  rates.  This 
gratifying  condition  has  apparently  resulted  to  a  considerable  extent 
from  the  commission  requiring  the  presentation  to  it  of  all  facts  in 
such  matters. 

EFFECT  OF  FUEL  OIL  PRICES  ON    UTILITY   RATES 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  price 
of  fuel  oil  in  California.  The  average  price  paid  by  large  gas  and 
electric  utilities  prior  to  June  30,  1916,  was  between  55  cents  and  70 
cents  a  barrel  delivered  at  the  company's  plants.  For  smaller  utilities 
the  cost  was  approximately  80  cents  a  barrel.  At  the  present  time 
oil  is  quoted  at  prices  approximately  $1.50  a  barrel,  and  it  is  impossible 
to  forecast  what  further  increases  may  be  expected.  No  reasonable 
expectation  exists  that  the  price  will  be  reduced  in  the  near  future. 
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Siicli  material  increases  in  the  price  of  fuel  oil  seriously  affect  the 
earnings  of  artificial  gas  utilities  and  electric  utilities  which  depend 
upon  steam  plants  for  the  generation  of  their  product.  In  the  larger 
gas  plants  each  10  cents  increase  a  barrel  in  the  cost  of  oil  will  result- 
in  an  increase  in  the  cost  of  production  of  approximately  2^  cents  a 
thousand  cubic  feet  of  gas  sold.  For  the  small  utilities  this  increased 
cost  will  approximate  3  cents  a  thousand  cubic  feet  for  each  such  10 
cents  increase.  The  total  effect  of  the  increase  noted  above  of  from 
70  cents  or  80  cents  to  $1.50  will  be  an  increase  in  the  operating- 
expenses  of  the  smaller  utilities  of  some  21  cents  a  thousand  cubic  feet, 
and  a  corresponding  increase  of  at  least  16  cents  or  18  cents  a  thousand 
cubic  feet  for  the  larger  utilities. 

Three  applications  have  already  been  received  for  an  increase  of 
rates  as  a  result  of  the  oil  situation.  Relief  may  be  necessary  for 
other  utilities  of  this  class  to  give  them  a  fair  revenue.  In  the  case 
of  some  of  the  smaller  utilities  where  existing  rates  already  approx- 
imate $1.50  a  thousand  cubic  feet  it  is  problematical  whether  they 
would  benefit  appreciably  by  any  further  increase  of  rates  because 
of  the  limitation  imposed  by  the  value  of  the  service. 

Fortunately  the  larger  utilities  serving  the  city  of  Los  Angeles  and 
the  territory  in  its  immediate  vicinity  including  most  of  Orange 
County,  together  with  the  company  serving  Bakersfield,  will  not  be 
seriously  affected  by  the  price  of  oil  so  long  as  the  present  natural  gas 
supply  continues  to  be  available. 

With  the  larger  artificial  gas  companies  where  the  existing  rates  are 
$1.00  a  thousand  cubic  feet  or  less,  an  increase  of  rates  may  be  found 
necessary  in  some  cases  to  offset  such  unusual  increases  in  operating 
costs.  It  behooves  all  gas  utilities  to  do  everything  within  their  power 
at  this  time  to  improve  their  operating  efficiency,  as  otherwise  it  will 
be  undoubtedly  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  for  them  to  forestall 
material  reductions  in  their  net  revenue. 

The  increased  price  of  oil  will  not  affect  electric  utilities  so  mucli 
as  gas  companies.  Only  about  15  per  cent  of  the  total  electric  energy 
consumed  in  the  state  is  generated  by  steam  power,  as  electric  systems 
in  California  do  not  depend  upon  steam  generating  plants  except  in 
a  few  instances.  The  larger  portion  of  electric  energy  sold  is  produced 
in  hydroelectric  plants. 

In  1916  the  24  larger  electric  utilities  in  the  state  were  operating 
60  hydroelectric  plants  and  45  steam  plants  with  an  installed  capacity 
of  434,225  kilowatts  and  322,402  kilowatts  respectively.  Although  the 
capacities  of  the  hydro  and  steam  plants  were  not  relatively  different, 
the  former  generated  1,986,018,050  kilowatt  hours  as  compared  to  the; 
steam  plant  output  of  only  352,277,150  kilowatt  hours.  The  annual 
oil  requirements  of  the  steam  plants  within  the  state  are  approximately 
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2,000,000  barrels.  The  low  efficiency  realized  in  terms  of  kilowatt 
hours  per  barrel  is  due  largely  to  the  fact  that  the  steam  plants  are 
held  as  reserves  and  operated  at  very  low  load  factors,  oil  being  burned 
to  keep  the  boilers  hot  even  when  no  energy  is  delivered.  Although 
the  fuel  oil  requirements  of  the  steam  plants  may  not  reasonably  be 
expected  to  be  materially  reduced  in  1917  as  compared  with  previous 
years,  serious  attention  is  being  given  by  the  utilities  to  the  possibility 
of  the  interconnection  of  the  great  electric  networks  of  the  state  for 
the  economical  use  of  all  surplus  power  to  offset  the  increasing  cost  of 
fuel  oil. 

It  Avill  be  surprising  if  the  immediately  ensuing  years  do  not  wit- 
ness a  very  marked  increase  in  hydroelectric  developments  in  this 
state.  Active  work  is  being  initiated  by  several  of  the  larger  utilities 
to  meet  the  normal  growth  of  business.  There  are  immediate  demands 
for  large  amounts  of  power  by  electrochemical  and  metallurgical  indus- 
tries as  well  as  other  enterprises  stimulated  by  the  unprecedented  con- 
ditions brought  about  through  war. 

A  notable  instance  is  the  application  pending  before  the  commission 
as  filed  by  the  Pacific  Electro  IMetals  Company  for  a  special  rate  for 
energy  supplied  to  electric  furnaces  in  large  amounts.  It  is  estimated 
that  this  one  manufactory  will  require  a  practically  continuous  supply 
of  10,000  horsepower  in  electric  energy,  and  there  are  rumors  of  the 
development  in  the  near  future  of  several  other  relatively  large 
demands. 

GAS  AND  ELECTRIC  MATTERS  PENDING 

The  commission  is  at  present  carrying  on  an  investigation  prelimi- 
nary to  the  establishment  of  electric  rates  in  the  city  of  Sacramento. 
This  case  involves  both  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  and  the 
Great  Western  Power  Company.  In  preparation  for  both  the  San 
Francisco  and  Sacramento  rate  cases  the  commission  is  making  a  val- 
uation of  the  Great  Western  Power  Company's  production  and  trans- 
mission system,  inasmuch  as  the  cost  of  energy  delivered  from  its 
transmission  lines  will  be  involved  in  both  cases. 

Another  important  investigation  which  the  commission  has  under 
way  is  that  which  concerns  the  rates  of  the  Sierra  and  San  Francisco 
Power  Company.  This  is  made  necessary  by  complaints  filed  by  the 
cities  of  Oakdale  and  Tracy  and  involves  the  general  cost  of  power  on 
that  company's  system. 

Complaints  are  on  file  against  rates  in  Grass  Valley  and  Santa 
Barbara  and  will  be  considered  as  expeditiously  as  possible. 

A  very  important  case  is  now  before  the  commission  which  will  make 
it  necessary  to  set  a  fair,  wholesale  power  rate  on  the  systems  of  the 
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Sierra  and  San  Francisco  Power  Company,  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Elec- 
tric Company  and  the  Great  Western  Power  Company.  This  matter 
was  brought  before  the  commission  by  the  Pacific  Electric  Metals 
Company  which  is  requesting  the  establishment  of  a  rate  for  power  to 
be  utilized  in  electrometallurgical  furnaces.  The  requirements  of  the 
proposed  plant  are  estimated  at  approximately  10,000  horsepower  at 
100  per  cent  load  factor.  If  California  utilities  are  able  to  furnish 
power  at  rates  which  will  make  it  possible  to  develop  such  industries, 
it  is  altogether  probable  that  the  future  will  see  a  very  large  develop- 
ment of  them  on  the  Pacific  coast.  There  is  a  favorable  proximity  of 
large  amounts  of  available  hydroelectric  power,  as  yet  undeveloped, 
and  a  wealth  of  mineral  deposits  in  the  Sierra  mountains. 

Gas  rate  investigations  are  being  prosecuted  to  fix  reasonable  rates 
in  Santa  Barbara,  Richmond,  San  Leandro,  San  Bernardino  and  River- 
side. An  application  filed  by  the  Citrus  Belt  Gas  Company  for  per- 
mission to  increase  its  gas  rates  to  offset  the  reduction  in  revenue  due 
to  increased  cost  of  oil  is  pending. 

In  addition  to  the  more  important  rate  cases  mentioned  above,  there 
are  some  20  other  formal  matters  before  the  commission  regarding 
rates,  service  conditions,  and  the  issuance  of  certificates  of  public  con- 
venience and  necessity  to  gas  and  electric  utilities,  all  of  which  will 
require  more  or  less  investigation  by  the  commission's  engineering  and 
rate  departments. 
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CHAPTER  VI. 


WATER  COMPANIES. 

A  large  and  increasing  part  of  the  activities  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission has  been  occasioned  by  the  public  water  utilities  of  the  state. 
The  work  of  the  commission  with  reference  to  this  class  of  utilities  is 
increasing,  even  though  the  transfer  of  privately-owned  plants  to 
municipalities  and  irrigation  districts  mentioned  in  previous  reports 
has  continued  during  this  year. 

As  an  indication  of  the  varied  demands  on  the  Railroad  Commission 
in  the  regulation  of  water  utilities,  attention  may  be  drawn  to  the 
fact  that  some  125  formal  decisions  were  made  during  the  year  in- 
volving water  utilities.  Of  informal  complaints  determined  by  corre- 
spondence and  investigation  without  hearing  or  formal  order  of  the 
commission,  over  900  affected  water  utilities. 

The  number  of  water  utilities  filing  reports  with  the  commission 
Avas  greater  at  the  end  of  the  year  than  at  the  beginning,  despite  the 
fact  that  all  or  part  of  the  systems  of  fifteen  water  companies  had 
been  transferred  to  the  public.  This  is  due  to  belated  reports  finally 
reaching  the  commission  from  utility  concerns  that  were  in  operation 
when  this  commission  gained  jurisdiction  or  have  since  undertaken 
service  without  certificates  of  public  convenience  and  necessity. 

Several  water  utilities  have  been  discovered  serving  as  many  as 
200  consumers,  and  disclaiming  knowledge  that  the  Public  Utilities 
Act  requires  the  filing  of  rate  schedules  and  reports  with  this  com- 
mission. A  general  survey  of  the  state  is  under  way  in  an  endeavor 
to  complete  the  list  of  water-selling  agencies  under  the  commission's 
jurisdiction. 

Some  of  the  more  important  phases  of  water  utility  regulation 
during  the  last  year  will  be  mentioned: 

I.     Supervision  of  Dams. 

The  Railroad  Commission  under  the  general  provisions  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Act  has  broad  powers  under  which  it  can  supervise  all  public 
utility  construction.  It  has  not  taken  active  part  in  the  supervision 
of  construction  generally,  but  has  undertaken  definite  obligations  in  the 
matter  of  construction  of  storage  dams  which  might  cause  destruction 
of  property  and  lives.  This  commission  now  requires  that  plans  and 
specifications  for  all  such  structures  be  filed  with  the  commission 
before  construction  is  commenced,  and  through  the  engineering  de- 
partment makes  inspection  of  the  prepared  foundations  before  the 
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utility  is  allowed  to  place  material.  Throughout  constructiou  the  com- 
mission keeps  itself  advised  of  the  progress  being  made  and  makes  suf- 
ficient inspections  to  be  assured  that  the  public  is  safeguarded  against 
disaster.  In  addition  to  supervision  of  construction  of  such  features, 
the  commission  requires  that  the  operation  of  gates  and  wasteways 
be  properly  conducted,  that  repairs  be  made  in  time  to  avoid  failure 
and  that  provision  be  made  for  detection  of  incipient  deterioration. 

During  the  j^ear  covered  by  this  report,  the  commission  caused 
inspection  to  be  made  of  a  number  of  reservoir  and  diversion  dams 
under  construction,  among  them  being  the  Copco  dam,  of  the  Oregon- 
California  Power  Company,  located  near  Thrall,  the  Murray  dam  of 
the  Cuyamaca  Water  Company,  near  East  San  Diego,  the  San  Pablo 
dam  of  the  East  Bay  Water  Company,  near  Richmond,  and  the 
Calaveras  dam  of  the  Spring  Valley  AVater  Company,  north  of  Mount 
Hamilton.  In  these  instances  the  commission  has  found  no  reason 
to  deny  authority  to  proceed  with  construction  on  the  grounds  of 
safety. 

In  the  preparation  of  foundations  for  ]\Iurray  dam,  certain  additional 
excavation  has  been  required.  The  company  has  been  authorized  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  construction  of  this  dam  which  is  of  the  Eastwood 
multiple  arch  type. 

The  San  Pablo  and  Calaveras  dams  are  designed  as  rock  and  earth 
structures,  a  considerable  part  of  the  material  to  be  placed  by  the 
hydraulic  method.  These  two  dams  are  notable  on  account  of  the 
extraordinary  height  planned.  The  San  Pablo  is  to  be  160  feet  in 
lieight  above  stream  bed,  and  the  Calaveras  240  feet.  The  commission 
has  had  opportunity  to  make  inspection  of  the  foundations  for  the  San 
Pablo  dam.  The  Calaveras  was  under  construction  before  this  com- 
mission undertook  supervision  over  such  structures. 

Formal  authority  was  granted  the  city  of  San  Diego  to  proceed  under 
the  plans  and  specifications  filed  with  the  commission  for  the  rebuild- 
ing of  Lower  Otay  dam,  destroyed  by  flood  on  January  27,  1916. 

Investigation  was  made  by  the  hydraulic  division  of  the  commission's 
engineering  force  and  report  made  to  the  commission  regarding  the 
following  completed  dams:  Big  Meadows  dam  of  the  Great  Western 
Power  Company,  in  Plumas  County;  Los  Verjeles  dam,  Los  Verjeles 
Land  and  Water  Company,  Butte  Comity;  Strawberry  Leaf  and  Lands 
dams  of  the  Sierra  and  San  Francisco  Power  Company,  in  Tuolumne 
County;  Crane  Valley  dam,  of  the  San  Joaquin  Light  and  Power 
Corporation,  in  Fresno  County;  Morena  and  Upper  Otay  dams  of  the 
city  of  San  Diego,  San  Diego  County;  and  the  Bowman  dam  of  the 
Northern  Water  and  Power  Company,  in  Nevada  County. 
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Inspections  in  a  number  of  instances  were  inade  pursuant  to  com- 
plaint, alleging  that  the  dams  were  not  in  safe  condition  due  to  neglect, 
careless  operation  or  faulty  construction.  In  a  number  of  instances 
the  owners  have  been  notified  that  wasteways  should  be  kept  in  proper 
condition  for  the  passing  of  possible  floods,  and  provision  has  been 
made  for  better  detection  of  the  source  of  seepage  streams  appear- 
ing below  the  dams.  In  some  cases  extensive  repairs  have  been 
required. 

II.     Rules   and    Regulations   Governing    Operating    Practices. 

The  commission  requires  that  all  public  utility  companies  file  rules 
and  regulations  governing  their  dealings  with  patrons.  In  1912  when 
the  commission  first  gained  jurisdiction  and  later,  as  various  utilities 
operating  within  municipalities  came  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
commission  in  one  particular  or  another,  schedules  of  rules  and  reg- 
ulations have  been  filed,  but  often  in  the  form  of  by-laws  of  the  utility 
concerns  or  ordinances  which  have  become  obsolete.  It  has  been  found 
difficult  to  change  to  practicable  working  rules.  In  many  formal 
proceedings,  particularly  those  involving  the  strictly  irrigation  com- 
panies of  the  interior  valleys,  the  commission  has  formulated  complete 
schedules  of  rules  and  regulations  and  ordered  that  they  be  put  into 
effect. 

The  more  imprtant  water  utilities  have  now  formulated  and  filed 
amended  schedules  found  sufficiently  in  conformity  with  the  general 
orders  of  the  commission  and  established  practice  to  be  accepted.  Such 
schedules  are  subject  to  review  at  any  time  and  to  change  should  need 
be  shown. 

It  is  expected  that  the  patrons  of  each  company  will  have  every 
opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with  the  rules  governing  the  com- 
pany's procedure,  once  a  comprehensive  schedule  has  been  established. 
Schedules  of  rates,  rules  and  regulations  have  been  filed  with  the 
commission  by  450  utility  water  concerns  now  operating. 

A  question  which  arose  in  establishing  and  interpreting  rules  was 
determined  by  two  decisions  of  the  commission,  in  Murray  vs.  Bedondo 
Water  Company,  and  Caidfield  vs.  Monterey  County  Water  Works. 
These  decisions  deny  the  utility  the  right  to  demand  more  than  one 
minimum  charge  where  water  passes  through  a  single  service  con- 
nection to  several  buildings,  and  the  company  collects  from  one  party. 

During  the  year  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  commenced 
placement  of  meters  on  residential  services  with  the  intention  of 
charging  at  meter  rates.  After  formal  investigation  on  the  Railroad 
Commi.ssion 's  own  motion,  the  commission  decided  that  the  provisions 
of  the  city  ordinance  against  outright  meter  charge  at  residences  must 
be    sustained   pending   such    change    of   rates   and   rules   as   may   be 
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established  by  order  of  the  commission  upon  completion  of  its  investi- 
gation. This  company  is  now  using  the  25,000  meters  installed,  as  a 
check  on  waste  or  extensive  use,  and  for  applying  the  penalties  pro- 
vided by  the  ordinance  when  use  of  meter  rate  is  greater  than  one 
and  one-half  times  the  flat  rate.  About  300  informal  complaints  were 
filed  against  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  in  connection  with  its 
use  of  meters  under  said  ordinance. 

The  rules  governing  service  on  irrigation  systems  have  in  a  number 
of  instances  been  modified  during  the  year  to  provide  for  measurement 
of  water  in  distribution  by  rotation,  rather  than  by  the  former  hap- 
hazard endeavor  to  satisfy  unregulated  demand. 

The  majority  of  the  informal  complaints  involving  water  utilities 
have  been  occasioned  by  controversies  that  should  be  covered  by  concise 
rules  and  regulations. 

Apart  from  the  specific  features  just  cited  the  work  of  the  commis- 
sion in  this  particular  has  resulted  in  increasing  the  number  of  filings 
by  minor  concerns  and  the  revision  to  better  conform  with  established 
•  practices  of  rules  previously  filed. 

III.  Transfers  and   Securities. 

During  the  year  the  commission  granted  authority  for  the  transfer 
of  seven  water  utility  properties  from  one  private  ownership  to  another, 
and  for  the  transfer  of  all  or  portions  of  fifteen  privately-owned  plants 
to  public  organizations,  involving  the  payment  of  approximately 
$1,500,000.00. 

Some  twenty  water  companies  were  granted  authority  to  issue  secur- 
ities, details  of  which  are  given  in  another  chapter  of  this  report. 

Applications  of  the  Cuj^amaca  Water  Company  and  the  East  Bay 
Water  Company  are  now  before  the  commission  for  authority  to  issue 
securities  to  cover  expenditure  in  the  construction  of  large  works. 
The  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  was  authorized  to  issue  a  large 
block  of  securities  used  almost  entirely  in  the  construction  of  Calaveras 
dam. 

IV.  Extension  and   Improvement  of  Service. 

A  number  of  important  formal  proceedings  were  brought  by  patrons 
of  water  companies  in  an  endeavor  to  enforce  steps  toward  the  improve- 
ment of  service  conditions  on  both  domestic  and  irrigation  systems. 
In  Case  No.  994,  the  owners  of  the  Diamond  Ridge  ditches  operating 
near  Placerville  were  required  to  make  extensions  for  the  service  of 
several  applicants.  In  case  No.  855,  the  East  Side  Canal  and  Irri- 
gation Company,  providing  irrigation  water  at  Stevenson  and  vicinity, 
was  ordered  to  clear  the  main  canal  of  sand  found  by  the  commission 
to  have  been  the  cause  of  shortage  of  water  supply.  In  Case  No.  1047, 
the    Cazadero    Water   Works,    owned   by    Geo.    S.    Montgomery,    was 
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ordered  to  rebuild  the  water  system  to  provide  greater  storage  and 
capacity  of  water  mains.     These  cases  are  typical. 

As  has  been  true  in  the  years  preceding,  informal  complaints  had 
largely  to  do  with  desire  for  extension  of  service,  increase  of  pressure 
in  pipe  mains,  and  better  distribution  of  water  for  irrigation  in  botli 
pipe  lines  and  ditches. 

There  has  been  a  greater  volume  of  work  undertaken  by  the  com- 
mission in  the  way  of  investigation  of  irrigation  service  under  informal 
complaints  this  year  than  in  the  past.  This  is  in  part  due  to  the  com- 
mission's encouragement  of  provision  of  increased  amounts  of  water 
for  irrigation  of  crops  under  removal  of  restrictions,  on  account  of 
the  war.  Only  an  approximate  estimate  can  be  made  of  the  extent  to 
which  irrigation  was  undertaken  this  ^''car  under  the  emergency  pro- 
visions. Our  hydraulic  division  estimates  that  the  increased  irrigation 
of  lands  this  year  by  public  utility  water  companies  is  as  much  a« 
10,000  acres,  and  that  probably  one-fourth  of  this  has  been  undertaken 
under  the  provisions  of  the  commission's  decision  in  its  Case  1075, 
arranging  for  increase  in  deliveries  of  water  during  the  war. 

V.     Rate  Fixing. 

During  the  year  rates  were  established  by  the  commission  for  some 
thirty  public  utility  water  concerns.  Important  among  these  are  the 
decisions  establishing  rates  to  be  charged  by  Murray  and  Fletcher,  do- 
ing business  under  the  name  of  Cuyamaca  Water  Company,  in  Appli- 
cation 1231 ;  Madera  Canal  and  Irrigation  Company  in  Application 
2381 ;  Lake  Hemet  "Water  Company  in  Application  1842 ;  and  Redondo 
Water  Company  in  Case  979. 

The  rates  established  for  the  Cuyamaca  Water  Company  provide 
that  the  initial  charge  up  to  $4.00  monthly  is  at  a  substantially  higher 
rate  for  the  2,000  cubic  feet  allowed,  than  the  rate  chargeable  for 
water  used  in  excess  of  2,000  cubic  feet.  Above  that  amount  of  water, 
the  rate  when  the  greater  use  is  occasioned  by  the  irrigation  of  crops 
is  2^  cents  per  100  cubic  feet,  and  for  all  other  uses,  8  cents  per  100 
cubic  feet.  The  irrigation  rate  was  changed  from  the  former  rate  b}'' 
miner's  inch  year. 

The  rates  of  the  Madera  Canal  and  Irrigation  Company  have  been 
changed  from  a  charge  of  $1.00  per  acre  per  annum  with  additional 
charges  paid  by  users  not  under  contract  and  for  additional  irrigation 
use  by  contract  holders,  to  an  outright  rate  by  amount  of  water  used, 
varying  with  different  seasons  of  the  year,  in  an  endeavor  to  encourage 
greater  use  of  water  when  the  larger  supply  is  available. 

The  Lake  Hemet  Water  Company  was  granted  an  increase  of  rates 
for  water  sold  for  irrigation  and  domestic  uses  in  and  adjacent  to 
Hemet,  Riverside  County.     The  rates  previously  in  effect  were  found 
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insufficient  to  cover  maintenance  and  operation  expenses.  Certain 
consumers  urged  that  the  Railroad  Commission  is  without  jurisdiction 
and  that  the  consumers  have  in  eflPect  become  owners  of  the  utility  sys- 
tem as  well  as  of  the  water  rights.  The  consumers  protested  further 
that  the  establishment  of  rates  by  the  commission  would  nullify  con- 
tracts with  the  water  company,  in  violation  of  section  10,  article  1,  of 
the  federal  constitution.  The  commission  proceeded  as  it  has  in  other 
cases  where  similar  rates  in  effect  had  been  established  by  contract, 
held  that  it  had  jurisdiction  and  fixed  new  rates. 

In  establishing  rates  for  the  Redondo  Water  Companj^,  particular 
consideration  was  given  the  proper  charge  to  be  paid  by  the  municipal- 
ity for  fire  service.  The  commission  in  this  case  and  in  several  others 
recently,  has  established  a  larger  than  customary  portion  of  the  burden 
of  charges  payable  to  the  company,  to  be  paid  by  the  municipality. 
Otherwise,  the  burden  is  unjustly  distributed,  the  actual  consumer  of 
water  paying  more  than  his  fair  share  and  large  commercial  establish- 
ments benefiting  to  the  greatest  extent  from  fire  protection  rendered 
by  the  water  system  and  using  little  water,  thereby  paying  far  less 
than  the  benefit  obtained  warrants. 

VI.     Work  Under  Way. 

"Work  is  now"  under  way  in  the  matter  of  a  valuation  of  the 
hydraulic  properties  of  Sierra  and  San  Francisco  Power  Company  and 
of  Great  Western  Power  Company,  and  of  many  other  utilities  engaged 
exclusively  in  water  distribution. 

The  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  is  before  the  commission  for 
establishment  of  rates.  Preliminary  hearings  have  been  held,  and  it 
is  presumed  that  during  the  year  following  that  covered  by  this  report, 
rates  will  have  been  established  for  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Com- 
pany. 

Hearings  have  been  closed  in  Case  1008,  being  the  commission's 
investigation  into  rates,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  East  Bay  Water 
Company,  serving  the  cities  on  the  east  side  of  San  Francisco  Bay. 
This  case  has  been  the  most  extended  in  point  of  time  and  length  of 
transcript  that  has  come  before  the  commission.  Two  unusual  ques- 
tions were  involved  in  the  proceeding;  one,  the  advisability  of  owner- 
ship of  watershed  lands  as  against  filtration;  the  other,  the  propriety 
of  the  construction  of  the  San  Pablo  dam  as  projected  by  the  East  Bay 
Water  Company.  Sanitary  experts  of  national  reputation  testified 
before  the  commission  at  considerable  length  regarding  sanitation  of 
water  supplies  by  all  the  various  means  employed  at  the  present  day. 
The  discussion  of  the  San  Pablo  dam  brought  into  question  the  Hetchy 
project  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  construction  of  the  Calaveras  res- 
ervoir by  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  as  possible  sources  of 
water  supply  for  the  East  Bay  region. 
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Complaint  Avas  made  bj^  the  El  Dorado  County  Water  Users  Asso- 
ciation against  Western  States  Cas  and  Electric  Company,  recent 
purchasers  of  a  ditch  system  in  El  Dorado  County  near  Placerville. 
Preparation  is  under  waj'  for  hearing  in  this  matter,  which  involves 
the  determination  of  the  proper  conduct  of,  and  charges  to  be  assigned 
to,  a  system  of  ditches  primarily  constructed  for  mining  purposes,  used 
since  in  part  for  irrigation  and  domestic  service,  and  now  to  be  divided 
between  the  former  uses  and  the  development  of  the  electric  energy. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  there  are  a  greater  number  of  proceedings 
involving  water  utilities  pending  hearing,  than  at  any  other  time  in  the 
commission's  history.  Of  these  we  have  mentioned  only  a  few.  The 
future  work  of  the  commission  in  the  regulation  of  water  utility 
companies  appears,  from  the  commission's  calendar,  to  be  full  of  interest 
and  variety. 

VII.     General  Tendencies  in   Public  Utility  Water  Service. 

The  trend  toward  public  ovvnersliip  of  water  systems  has  been 
mentioned.  One  case  only  during  the  year  has  indicated  a  move  in 
the  opposite  direction.  This  is  the  application  of  Whittier  Water 
Company  for  permission  to  exercise  a  permit  to  lay  a  pipe  line  for 
the  purpose  of  taking  over  service  to  the  members  of  two  mutual 
water  companies. 

In  annual  reports  preceding  this,  the  commission  has  indicated  its 
belief  that  water  should  generally  be  sold  by  measurement,  and  the 
movement  in  this  direction  during  the  year  has  been  particularly 
marked.  Statistics  of  meter  companies  and  the  reports  of  the  water 
utilities  of  the  state,  make  it  appear  that  some  50,000  water  meters 
have  been  installed  during  the  last  year.  The  canal  companies  provid- 
ing irrigation  water  are  indicating  a  like  tendency,  one,  the  Yolo 
Water  and  Power  Company,  now  selling  all  water  by  measurement. 

The  many  complaints  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  commission 
concerning  water  service  have  paved  the  way  for  the  establishment 
hereafter  of  domestic  service  standards.  While  the  commission  has  not 
yet  found  it  advisable  to  fix  such  standards  by  general  order,  it  has 
generally  reached  an  equitable  solution.  There  is  no  doubt  that  service 
generally  has  improved  and  that  utility  owners  are  recognizing  their 
obligation  to  provide  adequate  pressure  and  continuous  flow  of  water 
for  domestic  use. 
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TELEPHONE  AND  TELEGRAPH  COMPANIES. 

The  Railroad  Commission  rendered  a  decision  during  the  past  year 
holding  that  a  complaint  alleging  discrimination  in  rates,  which  is  not 
substantiated  by  evidence  as  to  what  constitutes  a  reasonable  rate, 
limits  the  commission  to  the  issuance  of  an  order  merely  requiring  the 
public  utility  to  remove  the  discrimination  complained  of,  either  by 
increasing  the  lower  rate  or  decreasing  the  higher.  This  issue  was 
raised  in  a  complaint  filed  by  the  city  of  Burlingame  against  The  Pacific 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  charging  discrimination  in  rates, 
among  other  things. 

It  is  the  general  practice  of  telephone  companies  to  limit  their  local 
exchange  rates  to  a  certain  area  sometimes  bounded  by  a  circle,  with 
the  telephone  office  as  the  center,  or  by  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city. 
A  natural  boundary  such  as  a  river  or  a  mountain  range  is  sometimes 
used.  Subscribers  located  beyond  this  area  are  required  to  pay  mile- 
age charges  in  addition  to  local  rates. 

In  the  Burlingame  case,  the  reasonableness  of  the  primary  rate  area 
in  which  it  was  located  was 'made  an  issue.  The  community  of  Easton, 
part  of  the  city  of  Burlingame,  was  not  included  in  this  area.  Conse- 
quently the  subscribers  located  in  that  section  were  compelled  to  pay 
higher  rates.  The  Railroad  Commission  held  that  primary  rate  areas 
can  not  be  extended  indefinitely;  but  that  it  is  not  desirable  that  sub- 
scribers residing  in  the  same  city  or  town  should  be  required  to  pay 
different  rates  for  the  same  class  of  service. 

The  important  doctrine  of  extraterritorial  force,  which  has  been 
passed  upon  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  California,  in  City  of  South 
Pasadena  vs.  Los  Angeles  Terminal  Railway,  109  Cal.  315,  and  in  City 
of  Areata  vs.  Green,  156  Cal.  759,  was  discussed  at  length  by  the  com- 
mission in  reference  to  the  right  of  cities  of  the  sixth  class  to  establish 
telephone  rates.  The  elimination  of  mileage  charges  by  the  commis- 
sion's order  in  this  case  resulted  in  a  saving  to  subscribers  of  $2,814.60. 

The  city  of  Alhambra  raised  the  issue  that  it  was  being  discrim- 
inated against  by  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  in 
that  the  city  of  Glendale  was  enjoying  a  lower  rate  for  telephone  service 
to  Los  Angeles.  A  preliminary  motion  to  dismiss  the  complaint  was 
made  by  the  defendant  on  the  ground  that  under  the  Public  Utilities 
Act  a  municipality  can  not  file  a  complaint  against  an  alleged  discrim- 
ination in  public  utility  rates  having  the  character  of  that  at  issue.  The 
Railraad  Commission  dismissed  this  motion  by  reference  to  sections  19 
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and  26  of  the  Public  Utilities  Aot.  It  was  held  after  investigation  that, 
on  the  issue  presented  the  telephonic  conditions  as  between  Alhambra 
and  Glendale  were  not  comparable  and  that  complainant  had  not  estab- 
lished a  case  of  unreasonable  difference  as  to  rates  or  service.  The 
complaint  was  dismissed. 

Another  interesting  decision  by  the  commission  during  the  past 
twelve  months  arose  over  the  division  of  receipts  of  prepayment  devices 
in  mercantile  establishments.  Informal  complaints  were  made  to  the 
commission  by  leading  stores  in  Los  Angeles,  with  reference  to  their 
share  in  the  coin  deposited  in  telephone  instruments  installed  by  The 
Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  and  the  Home  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company.  A  particular  issue  was  in  regard  to  the  loss 
incurred  by  the  deposit  of  slugs  instead  of  money,  and  also  the  dis- 
position of  gold  pieces  which  are  sometimes  dropped  by  mistake  for 
nickels  in  the  coin  collecting  devices.  A  public  hearing  w^as  held  and 
investigation  made.  The  Railroad  Commission  decided  that  all  tele- 
phones installed  in  public  places  for  general  use  shall  be  connected  by 
individual  circuits  to  the  central  telephone  office,  and  equipped  with 
prepayment  devices.  Receipts  of  $5.50  a  month  must  be  guaranteed 
the  companies,  and  local  calls  charged  for  at  a  rate  of  five  cents.  The 
telephone  companies  must  deduct  the  $5.50  in  legal  currency  and 
destroy  all  counterfeit  currency  or  slugs.  .  The  balance  of  actual  cur- 
rency shall  be  divided,  two  cents  to  the  subscriber  and  three  cents  to 
the  companies.  Unclaimed  five  dollar  gold  pieces  shall  be  treated  as 
five  cents,  and  the  balance,  $4.95,  divided,  $1.98  to  the  subscriber  and 
$2.97  to  the  companies. 

DUPLICATION    OF  TELEPHONE   PROPERTY 

In  communities  where  consolidation  is  being  effected  to  eliminate 
wasteful  competition  by  two  or  more  companies,  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission has  undertaken  the  task  of  determining  the  value  of  teh^phone 
property  that  will  remain  uselessly  duplicated.  An  allowance  for 
reasonable  future  growth  must  be  provided  for  in  justice  to  all  con- 
cerned. The  so-called  excess  plant  has  been  classed  as  "needless 
duplication." 

Extensive  studies  have  been  made  by  the  Railroad  Commission  in 
each  of  the  consolidation  cases,  referred  to  elsewhere  in  this  report, 
showing  the  duplication  by  accounts  in  detail. 

NEW  TELEGRAPH  SERVICE 

A  change  in  the  routing  of  telegraph  business  on  the  lines  of  the 
Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  and  the  Nevada,  California  and 
Oregon  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  destined  to  points 
in  Plumas  County,  California,  was  brought  about  through  the  informal 
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efforts  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  resulting  in  a  saving  to  the  public 
and  a  more  efficient  service. 

At  the  time  the  complaint  was  filed,  and  several  years  prior  thereto, 
telegrams  originating  on  the  lines  of  the  Western  Union  Telegraph 
Company  and  destined  to  points  in  what  is  called  Indian  Valley, 
Plumas  County,  were  transferred  at  Susanville  and  thence  over  the 
lines  of  the  Nevada,  California  and  Oregon  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company.  An  investigation  by  the  Railroad  Commission  was  promptly 
made  which  resulted  in  the  establishment  by  the  Western  Union  Tele- 
graph Company  of  an  independent  office  at  Quincy,  Plumas  County, 
connected  by  direct  circuit  with  San  Francisco,  by  which  the  routing 
of  business  via  Susanville  will  be  discontinued. 

INFORMAL  PROCEEDINGS 

The  general  public  comes  in  direct  contact  with  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission's work  by  letters  or  personal  interviews.  The  number  of  such 
informal  complaints  adjusted  during  the  past  year  totaled  763. 

The  necessity  of  formal  proceedings  is  obviated  in  these  matters  and 

the  Railroad  Commission  gives  its  informal  authorization  for  proper 

remedies.    The  number  of  such  orders  made  during  the  past  year  is  as 

follows : 

Establishment  of  toll  stations 56 

Establishment  of  exchanges 15 

Revision  of  rate   schedules   1 

Changing  name  of  toil  station 5 

Putting  into  effect  new  rates 7 

DELAYED   INSTALLATIONS 

A  large  number  of  the  informal  complaints  pertain  to  the  inability  to 
obtain  telephone  service.  Invariably  the  complainants,  before  advising 
the  commission  of  the  delay,  have  waited  from  two  weeks  to  three 
or  four  months  for  action  by  the  telephone  company.  The  desired  ser- 
vice is  usually  furnished  upon  receipt  of  notice  from  the  commission 
that  a  complaint  has  been  filed. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

The  following  important  telephone  and  telegraph  matters  other 
than  those  specifically  mentioned  above  occupied  the  attention  of  the 
commission  during  the  past  year : 

The  continuation  of  the  state-wide  investigation  into  all  rates,  rules, 
regulations,  contracts  and  practices  of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  in  approximately  410  local  exchanges  iu  Cali- 
fornia. 

The  consolidation  of  three  telephone  companies  operating  in  Santa 
Barbara  county — The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  the 
Home  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  of  Santa  Barbara  and  the

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Home  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  of  Santa  Barbara  County — 
representing  properties  worth  approximately  $700,000,  into  the  Santa 
Barbara  Telephone  Company,  was  authorized. 

The  consolidation  of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company 
and  the  Home  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  in  the  city  of  Los 
Angeles,  involving  a  sum  of  $15,000,000.00,  was  authorized. 

The  acquisition  of  the  property  of  the  Riverside  Home  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company  in  the  city  of  Riverside  by  The  Pacific  Tele- 
phone and  Telegraph  Company,  was  authorized. 

The  acquisition  of  property  of  the  Imperial  Telephone  Company  in 
Imperial  County  by  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company, 
was  authorized. 

The  enforcement  of  safety  measures  as  provided  by  chapter  600,  of 
the  laws  of  1915. 

The  continuation  of  intensive  study  of  the  duplication  problem, 
affecting  telephone  service  and  rates  for  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco,  to  determine  the  amount  of  the  old  Home  Telephone  Com- 
pany's plant  reasonably  useful  to  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company  which  acquired  the  property  prior  to  the  effective 
date  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act. 

The  denial  of  the  Huntington  Beach  Company's  application  to 
increase  its  rates  through  discontinuing  its  practice  of  allowing  a  dis- 
count on  bills  paid  on  or  before  the  tenth  of  the  month.  Permission 
was  granted  to  charge  an  additional  25  cents  for  the  installation  of 
desk  instead  of  wall  telephones. 

The  Los  Gatos  Telephone  Company  was  authorized  to  establish  rates 
for  suburban  harmonic  selective  service. 

The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  was  granted  a 
certificate  declaring  that  public  convenience  and  necessity  require  the 
exercise  of  rights  obtained  under  a  franchise  authorizing  the  construc- 
tion and  operation  of  a  telephone  system  in  the  following  cities :  Santa 
Barbara,  Santa  Maria,  Vernon,  Watts,  Riverside,  Richmond,  South 
San  Francisco,  Alameda,  Woodland,  Vallejo,  Salinas,  Fresno,  Los 
Banos,  Dinuba,  Kingsburg,  Selma  and  Newman. 

The  Sunset  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  owning  the  "Bell" 
telephone  systems  in  the  state  of  California  with  the  exception  of  the 
system  in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  all  of  which  systems 
are  leased  to  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  was 
authorized  to  transfer  all  of  its  property  and  franchises  to  The  Pacific 
company. 

The  San  Diego  Home  Telephone  Company  was  required  to  adhere 
to  its  filed  schedules  and  to  discontinue  the  practice  of  waiving  any 
of  its  established  charges.

The  amount  of  securities  of  teleplioue  companies  authorized  to  be 
issued  by  the  Railroad  Commission  during  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1917,  was  $15,029,474.00. 

The  sale  and  transfer  of  six  telephone  utilities  not  elsewhere  men- 
tioned in  this  report,  involving  the  sum  of  $405,800.00,  was  authorized. 

DISPUTED   ACCOUNTS 

One  of  the  rules  made  by  the  Railroad  Commission  provides  that 
the  telephone  companies  must  not  discontinue  service  to  a  subscriber 
in  case  of  a  disputed  account.  "When  such  a  dispute  arises  the  sub- 
scriber deposits  with  the  Railroad  Commission  the  amount  claimed 
by  the  utility  to  be  due,  and  the  commission  investigates  the  facts 
and  communicates  its  findings  to  the  parties.  Twelve  of  such  com- 
plaints were  filed  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1917. 
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CHAPTER  VIII. 


WAREHOUSEMEN  AND  WHARFINGERS. 

Available  space  being  practically  unlimited,  storage  for  hire  is  not 
likely  to  become  a  monopoly  in  any  given  locality,  for  business  is 
attracted  by  competent  service  and  fair  rates.  The  patron  of  this 
class  of  utility  who  believes  he  is  being  overcharged  or  poorly  served 
looks  for  available  space  elsewhere — a  warehouse  of  his  own  or  an 
adjacent  loft  or  store.  As  a  result,  warehouse  rates  are  often  very 
low,  especially  in  the  country  districts,  and  too  frequently  beget  unsat- 
isfactory service.  This  fact,  in  a  way,  controls  the  rates,  and  places 
both  warehouses  and  wharves  on  a  somewhat  diffierent  basis  from  other 
public  utilities. 

In  the  case  of  ordinary  warehouses  neither  bond  nor  license  is 
required  by  the  county,  state  or  United  States  as  a  condition  precedent 
to  operation.  The  Public  Utilities  Act  itself  recognizes  these 
anomalous  features  of  the  warehouse  business  by  exempting  such  util- 
ities from  the  requirements  as  to  certificates  of  public  convenience  and 
necessity,  as  well  as  the  sale  or  transfer  of  property. 

CONDITIONS  IN  1912 

At  the  time  the  Railroad  Commission  assumed  jurisdiction  over 
warehouses,  March  23,  1912,  a  great  variety  of  rates  obtained  at  the 
300  or  more  of  these  public  utilities  then  in  operation  throughout  the 
state,  based  upon  an  equally  diversified  service.  Practices  had  grown 
up  and  customs  established  in  the  several  distinct  geographical  dis- 
tricts, designed  to  meet  the  particular  conditions  then  obtaining. 
Some  of  these  practices  the  commission  has  not  hesitated  to  condemn 
or  to  modify  and  reduce  to  a  more  equitable  basis.  Others  have  been 
confirmed  or  allowed  to  stand  as  reason  and  justice  would  dictate. 

STORAGE  CUSTOMS  IN   CERTAIN   LOCALITIES 

Thus  at  certain  points  it  had  long  been  the  practice  of  warehousemen 
storing  grain  to  weigh  out  upon  delivery  the  exact  number  of  pounds 
received  and  to  retain  whatever  balance  was  left.  In  some  cases  ware- 
housemen would  undertake  to  "make  good"  should  an  actual  shortage 
occur  as  a  result  of  such  outweighing  but,  as  a  general  rule,  the 
"gain"  in  weight  at  the  end  of  the  season  would  offset  the  losses. 
Again,  warehousemen  undertook  to  equalize  shrinkage  due  to  dry,  hot 
weather,  or  other  causes  following  the  harvest,  by  deducting  from  the 
gross  weight  of  grain  received  one  or  more  pounds  a  bag.  These  prac- 
tices the  commission  corrected  by  the  issuance  of  a  circular  letter 
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addressed  to  all  warehousemen  storing  grain  in  California,  directing 
that  the  principle  of  giving  correct  weights  and  the  delivery  of  the 
exact  commodity  stored,  be  observed. 

Where  warehonsemen  were  also  dealers  in  the  products  stored  in 
their  warehouses,  many  complaints  arose  that  such  warehousemen  Avere 
Avont  to  divert  to  their  oaati  use  or  to  the  use  of  others,  equipment 
placed  by  carriers  for  loading  grain  stored  by  individual  patrons  less 
favorably  situated.  This  practice  was  likewise  eliminated  and  all 
storers  placed  on  an  equal  footing.  Other  matters  pertaining  to  coun- 
try warehouses  which  early  claimed  the  commission's  attention  and 
which  were  dealt  with  as  the  circumstances  warranted,  were :  Resack- 
ing  charges,  sampling  privileges,  issuance  of  warehouse  receipts,  deliv- 
eries on  outstanding  receipts,  discontinuance  of  service  and  inadequate 
or  discriminatory  service. 

SAN    FRANCISCO   WAREHOUSES 

In  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  a  chaotic  condition  had  been  brought 
about  by  rate  wars,  Avhich,  prior  to  1912,  had  produced  a  demoralizing 
effect  equally  injurious  to  both  warehousemen  and  their  patrons.  Out 
of  the  general  situation  had  sprung  a  system  of  rates  based  upon 
nothing  in  particular  except  the  willingness  of  the  patron  to  pay. 
The  commission  ordered  an  investigation  and  a  series  of  conferences 
were  held  between  the  warehousemen  and  their  patrons  and  a  compro- 
mise schedule  of  rates  agreed  upon.  This  schedule,  as  amended  from 
time  to  time,  is  still  in  effect  and  almost  all  changes  now  authorized 
by  the  commission  in  warehouse  rates  in  San  Francisco  are  the  result 
of  conferences  betAveen  the  interested  parties. 

LIMIT  OF  COMMISSION'S  JURISDICTION 

The  term  warehouseman  as  used  in  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  confined 
as  it  is  to  corporations  or  persons  operating  or  managing  structures  in 
Avhich  property  is  "regularly  stored  for  compensation  *  *  *  in 
connection  with  or  to  facilitate  the  transportation  of  property  by  a 
common  carrier  or  vessel,"  has  brought  about  some  confusion  in  the 
public  mind  and  it  has  been  necessary  for  the  commission  to  draw 
the  line  between  warehousemen  obviously  subject  to  its  jurisdiction 
and  those  storage  concerns  not  so  easy  of  clnssification.  Thus,  so-called 
van  and  storage  companies  and  transfer  agencies  have  been  elimiiialcd 
from  the  list  so  long  as  their  activities  are  confined  to  the  main  busi- 
ness purpose  to  the  exclusion  of  strictly  commercial  storage.  A  like 
course  has  been  taken  with  rcfo-cnce  to  individuals  or  firms  nuiin- 
taining  their  OAvn  facilities  and  wlio  occasionally  lake  a  storage  account 
as  a  matter  of  accommodalion.  Cold  storage  i)lants  have  prescMitcd 
a  somewhat  more  difficult  business  to  classify,  Imt  up  to  the  present 
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time  the  commission  has  not  required  such  companies  to  file  rate 
schedules.  Bonded  warehouses,  though  largely  responsible  to  the  U.  S. 
Government  for  their  manner  of  operating,  have  not  hesitated  to  file 
tariffs  of  charges  with  the  commission. 

Although  section  31  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  gives  the  commission 
power  to  supervise  and  regulate  every  public  utility  and  to  do  all 
things  ''which  are  necessary  or  convenient  in  the  exercise  of  such 
power,"  the  commission  has,  as  far  as  possible,  confined  its  efforts  to 
the  regulation  of  warehouse  practices  obviously  of  general  public  inter- 
est. It  has  not  required  insignificant  storage  concerns  to  incur  unusual 
expenses  in  the  preparation  of  reports ;  and  rates  for  service  not  clearly 
and  intimately  connected  with  Avarehousing  have  been  left  to  the  discre- 
tion of  the  warehouseman  performing  the  service.  Thus  no  jurisdic- 
tion is  taken  over  such  matters  as  compressing  cotton  and  cleaning 
beans,  although  generally  done  by  the  warehouseman  and,  oftentimes, 
within  the  warehouse. 

ADVANTAGES  OF  REGULATION 

The  spectacle  of  public  utilities,  or  even  quasi-public  utilities,  seek- 
ing the  privilege  of  being  regulated,  is  not  a  new  one  to  the  commission, 
and  warehousemen  are  no  exception  to  the  rule.  This  is  not  due  to  the 
prospect  of  higher  rates  or  unwarranted  privileges,  although,  in  a 
number  of  instances,  country  warehousemen  have  been  authorized  to 
charge  higher  rates  when  coupled  with  improved  service,  but  to  a 
knowledge  that  stability  of  rates  and  uniformity  of  practice  has 
insured  certainty  and  freedom  from  annoyance  by  those  accustomed  to 
discriminatory  favors.  By  the  very  condition  which  makes  it  impos- 
sible for  a  few  to  receive  service  and  enjoy  privileges  and  rates  not 
open  to  the  general  public,  the  hitherto  less  fortunate  members  of  the 
public  are  brought  nearer  to  their  rights. 

WEIGHT   AND    MEASURES   OF    LEGISLATION 

The  passage,  in  1913,  of  the  so-called  Weights-Measures  Act,  supple- 
mented by  the  net  container  and  weighmaster  acts  of  1915,  improved 
the  warehouse  situation  materially,  both  by  the  elimination  of  dis- 
honest scales  and  weighing  methods  and  the  general  tendency  toward 
uniformity;  however,  the  net  container  law  and  weighmaster 's  cer- 
tificate plan,  as  applied  to  warehousemen,  have  not  had  the  full 
approval  of  all  concerned.  Time  will  doubtless  tend  to  smooth  out 
unsatisfactory  features. 

LICENSING  AND  BONDING  WAREHOUSES 

The  great  variety  of  existing  rates  and  business  methods  obtaining 
in  different  localities  of  the  state  is  further  accentuated  by  the  western 
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custom  of  storing  grain  in  bags,  due  to  the  absence  of  elevator  facil- 
ities. The  cost  of  sacks  in  these  days  of  high  prices  is  an  item  which 
might  well  point  the  way  to  an  extension  of  the  elevator  system  and 
the  adoption  by  the  state  of  some  equitable  method  of  licensing  and 
bonding  warehouses  which  would  have  the  effect  of  not  only  weeding 
out  an  undesirable  class  of  public  warehouses,  thereby  insuring  better 
control  and  better  service,  but  would  also  be  a  source  of  revenue  worth 
considering. 

WHARFINGERS 

Out  of  the  great  number  of  docks,  wharves  and  chutes  located  along 
the  outer  shores  and  inland  waters  of  the  state  only  47  have  been 
found  subject  to  the  commission's  jurisdiction  in  so  far  as  rates  and 
service  are  concerned.  Public  docks  and  wharves  at  the  important 
shipping  centers  of  San  Francisco,  San  Diego  and  Eureka  were  in  each 
case  prior  to  March  23,  1912',  subject  to  a  local  State  Harbor  Board. 
This  condition  still  prevails  in  so  far  as  is  concerned  such  control  as 
does  not  conflict  with  powers  conferred  upon  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion. Along  the  water  front  of  San  Francisco  the  great  bulk  of  this 
class  of  property  is  owned  and  operated  by  the  state;  but  wherever 
privately  operated  for  compensation,  any  docks,  wharves  or  structures 
used  by  vessels  in  connection  with  or  to  facilitate  the  receipt  or  dis- 
charge of  freight  or  passengers,  are  subject  to  regulation  by  the  com- 
mission. 

Although  section  2906  of  the  Political  Code  as  amended  in  1913, 
authorizes  county  boards  of  supervisors,  with  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion's approval,  to  permit  the  building  of  wharves  and  taking  tolls 
thereover,  provided  proper  application  accompanied  by  detailed  data 
is  made  for  such  authority,  available  information  indicates  that  many 
such  structures  have  been  erected  in  years  gone  by  and  are  now  being 
operated  over  the  state's  property  without  specific  authority  from  the 
county  in  which  located,  or  other  governmental  agency. 

Docks  and  wharves  located  on  the  waters  of  Los  Angeles  Harbor, 
under  the  amendment  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  effective  August  8, 
1915,  Avere  brought  within  the  commission's  control  and  have  since 
filed  rate  schedules  to  comply  with  the  law.  This  applies  largely  to 
lumber  comi)aj)ies  and  does  not  apply  to  those  terminal  facilities  oper- 
ated by  the  several  carriers  touching  at  this  and  other  harbors  and 
whose  tariffs  have  been  filed  under  a  previously-enacted  law. 

The  commission's  activities  in  connection  with  this  class  of  utility 
have  been  up  to  the  present  time  limited  to  the  approval  of  building 
permits  or  renewals  and  applications  relating  to  finances. 
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CHAPTER  IX. 


SAFETY. 

SAFETY  OF   RAILWAY  OPERATION 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  committee  of  congress  is  now  considering 
the  advisability  of  giving  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  such 
extensive  jurisdiction  over  railroads  that  the  powers  of  local  com- 
missions may  be  curtailed,  it  becomes  of  interest  to  review  briefly  the 
laws  which  give  the  Railroad  Commission  power  over  the  safety  of 
railroad  operation  in  California  and  the  work  the  commission  has 
done  under  those  laws. 

THE   LAWS 

Almost  all  the  laws  of  the  state  which  confer  power  upon  the 
Railroad  Commis.sion  to  regulate  the  safety  of  railroad  operation  are 
found  in  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  the  various  sections  of  which,  briefly 
digested,  follow: 

Section  35.  Provides  that  if  the  commission,  after  a  hearing  either 
upon  its  own  motion  or  upon  complaint,  shall  find  that  the  rules, 
regulations,  practices,  equipment,  appliances,  facilities  or  service  of 
any  public  utility  are  unsafe,  it  shall  determine  what  is  safe  practice, 
prescribe  the  necessary  rules  and  regulations  and  require  the  utilities 
to  observe  them. 

Section  42.  This  section  gives  the  commission  the  power,  after  a 
hearing  had  upon  its  own  motion  or  upon  complaint,  to  require  every 
public  utility  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  its  plant  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  promote  the  health  and  safety  of  its  employees,  pas- 
sengers, customers  and  the  public :  and  to  this  end  may  prescribe, 
among  other  things,  the  installation,  use,  maintenance  and  operation 
of  appropriate  safety  or  other  devices,  including  inter-locking  and 
other  protective  devices  at  grade  crossings  or  junctions,  and  block 
signals.  It  also  has  the  power  to  establish  uniform  or  other  standard 
protection  and  equipment  and  "to  require  the  performance  of  any 
other  act  which  the  health  or  safety  of  its  employees,  passengers, 
customers  or  the  public  may  demand." 

Section  43.  Provides  that  no  public  road,  highway  or  street  shall 
be  constructed  at  grade  across  the  tracks  of  any  railroad  corporation, 
nor  shall  the  track  of  any  railroad  corporation  be  constructed  across 
a  public  road,  highway  or  street  at  grade,  nor  shall  the  track  of  any 
railroad  be  constructed  across  the  track  of  any  other  street  railroad 
or  corporation,  or  vice  versa,  until  the  permission  of  the  commission 
has  been  secured. 
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The  commission  is  given  the  exehisive  po^ver  to  determine  and  pre- 
scribe the  manner,  including  the  particular  point  of  crossing,  as  well 
as  the  terms  of  installation,  operation,  maintenance,  use  and  protection 
of  each  crossing.  It  has  the  further  power  to  alter  or  abolish  anj^  such 
crossing  and  to  require  a  separation  of  grades  to  be  made,  and  to 
prescribe  the  terms  upon  which  a  separation  shall  be  made  and  the 
proportions  in  which  the  expense  of  the  alteration  or  abolition  of  such 
crossings  shall  be  divided  between  the  corporations  affected  and  the 
state,  county,  municipality  or  other  public  authority  in  interest. 

The  legislature,  in  the  session  of  1917,  amended  this  section  of  the 
act  to  make  it  the  duty  of  each  corporation  or  political  subdivision  to 
which  any  of  the  expense  of  a  crossing  separation  or  crossing  improve- 
ment is  apportioned  to  pay,  from  the  funds  available  therefor  in  its 
treasury,  the  amount  apportioned  to  it  by  the  commission's  order.  It 
further  provides  that,  if  the  money  is  not  paid  in  accordance  with  the 
order,  the  corporation  or  political  subdivision  entitled  to  receive  the 
money  under  the  commission's  order  shall  have  the  right  to  sue  and 
collect.  If  no  funds  are  available,  the  law  makes  it  the  duty  of  the 
appropriate  officers  to  do  all  acts  necessary  to  include  the  amount  in 
the  next  succeeding  tax  or  assessment  lev^^ 

The  law  was  further  amended  to  give  the  commission  the  power  to 
fix  the  just  compensation  for  property  taken  in  connection  with  grade 
separation  matters,  and  it  provides  the  procedure  under  which  the 
commission  shall  act. 

This  amendment  will  become  effective  on  July  27,  1917. 

Section  44.  This  section  provides  that  the  commission  shall  inves- 
tigate the  cause  of  all  accidents  occurring  within  the  state  upon  the 
property  of  any  public  utility,  directly  or  indirectly  arising  from 
or  connected  with  its  maintenance  or  operation,  resulting  in  loss  of 
life  or  injury  to  person  or  property.  It  gives  the  commission  the 
power  to  make  such  order  or  recommendation  with  respect  thereto 
as  in  its  judgment  may  seem  just  and  reasonable.  Every  public 
utility  is  required  to  file  with  the  commission,  under  rules  and  regu- 
lations prescribed  by  it,  a  report  of^each  accident  of  each  kind  and 
class  as  the  commission  may  from  time  to  time  designate. 

Section  72.  In  addition  to  the  specific  duties  of  the  commission 
under  the  Public  Utilities  law,  as  outlined  above  in  the  digest  of 
sections  35,  42,  43  and  44,  section  72  provides  that  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  commission  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  and 
the  statutes  of  the  state  affecting  pnl)lic  utilities,  the  enforcement  of 
which  is  not  specifically  vested  in  some  other  officer  or  tribunal,  are 
enforced   and   obeyed,   and  that   violations   are   promptly  prosecuted. 
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The  other  sections  of  the  act  confer  such  broad  powers  upon  the  com- 
mission, as  far  as  safety  of  operation  is  concerned,  that  it  could  take 
any  steps  necessary  for  safe  operation  without  this  section. 

In  addition  to  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  in  chapter 
498  of  the  laws  of  1915  the  legislature  made  it  the  duty  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  to  enforce  the  law  requiring  every  railroad  to  maintain, 
on  passing  track  sidings,  a  sign  board  in  connection  with  each  derail- 
ing, switch,  or  other  derailing  device,  and  although  not  mentioned  in 
the  act  the  commission  sees  that  the  provisions  of  chapter  168  of  the 
laws  of  1915  are  carried  out.  This  law  provides  for  the  use  of  full  crews 
upon  trains  in  the  state  and  specifies  the  experience  locomotive  engineers 
and  railway  conductors  shall  have  had  before  they  can  be  employed 
in  train  service  by  the  railroads. 

GENERAL  ORDERS   ISSUED 

Acting  under  the  authority  conferred  upon  it  the  commission  has 
issued  four  general  orders  on  the  subject  of  railroad  safety: 

1.  General  Order  22 ;  rules  governing  the  reports  of  accidents  to 
be  made  to  the  commission. 

2.  General  Order  26;  prescribing  standard  overhead  and  side  clear- 
ances. 

3.  General  Order  33 ;  requiring  certain  standards  of  construction  in 
interlocking  plants  and  providing  for  quarterly  reports  from  the  car- 
riers covering  the  operating  condition  of  these  plants. 

4.  General  Order  46;  providing  for  the  protection  and  guarding  of 
moving  machinery  and  other  mechanical  equipment,  ladders,  stair- 
ways, platforms,  doors,  etc.,  in  shops.  This  order  is  directed  to  all 
public  utilities,  including  railways. 

RESULTS  SECURED 

The  laws  which  grant  to  the  Railroad  Commisvsion  the  power  to 
supervise  the  safety  of  operation  of  railways  are,  as  will  be  observed, 
very  complete  and  far-reaching.  Under  them  the  commi.ssion  has  done 
a  great  deal  to  make  the  operation  and  construction  of  railways  safe 
for  the  employees,  the  passengers,  and  the  public.  As  the  commission 
has  fully  assumed  the  responsibility  with  which  it  has  been  invested, 
a  complete  and  detailed  statement  of  its  various  activities  in  this  field 
would  be  so  extended  and  would  cover  such  a  multitude  of  subjects 
that  it  would  be  impossible  properly  to  discuss  them  in  this  report. 
They  have  been  referred  to  in  previous  reports  and  at  this  time  only 
some  of  the  more  important  work  which  the  commission  continually 
follows  will  be  touched  upon. 

(a)  Block  Signals.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  law  which  gives  it 
the  power  to  order  the  installation  of  block  signals,  the  commission  has 
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investigated  the  block  signal  situation  on  the  larger  railroads  in  the 
state  and  has  especially  analyzed  the  reports  covering  railroad  oper- 
ating accidents  which  might  have  been  averted  had  block  signals  been 
installed.  As  a  result  of  this  it  came  to  the  conclusion  that  one  of  the 
larger  railroads  in  the  state  had  not  sufficiently  provided  block  signals 
for  the  protection  of  its  trains,  and  by  informal  handling  it  secured 
from  the  railroad  company  an  agreement  whereby,  within  a  few  years, 
the  main  lines  of  this  railroad  in  the  state  will  be  fully  protected  by 
block  signals. 

On  the  smaller  roads  several  installations  of  block  signals  at  points 
where  they  seem  to  be  specially  needed,  have  been  required. 

(&)  Interlocking  Plants.  General  Order  33  shows  in  outline  the 
action  the  commission  has  taken  in  securing  protection  for  the  crossing 
of  one  railroad  with  another.  Under  the  provisions  of  this  general 
order  the  railroad  companies  are  required  to  report  quarterly  to  the 
commission  the  operating  conditions  of  each  plant,  on  forms  prescribed 
by  the  commission.  These  forms  are  arranged  to  show  the  duties  of 
the  operator  of  the  plant;  the  hours  he  spends  in  service;  the  con- 
dition of  the  plant  as  to  failures  in  its  operation,  etc. ;  and  the  number 
of  derailments,  if  any,  which  have  taken  place  within  interlocking 
limits  since  the  last  report,  the  causes  of  the  derailment  being  given. 

These  reports  are  carefully  gone  over  by  the  commission's  engineer- 
ing department  and  the  failures  that  indicate  a  condition  that  possibly 
is  unsafe  are  promptly  investigated. 

Under  this  general  order  the  commission  has  in  its  files  complete 
plans  of  all  interlocking  plants  in  the  state.  Although  it  has  not 
undertaken  the  work  of  inspecting  each  of  these  plants,  the  commission 
requires  that,  in  the  construction  of  new  plants  or  in  the  recon- 
struction of  old  plants,  the  plans  must  receive  the  approval  of  the 
commission  before  the  work  is  undertaken ;  and  before  the  plant  can  be 
placed  in  operation  it  must  be  inspected  and  approved  by  the  commis- 
sion's representatives.  As  these  interlocking  plants  are  being  continu- 
ally reconstructed  to  keep  pace  with  the  growth  of  traffic,  in  the  course 
of  a  few  years  all  the  plants  in  the  state  will  have  been  constructed 
under  the  plans  approved  by  the  commission's  engineers  and  inspected 
by  them  on  the  ground. 

(c)  Clearances.  General  Order  26  was  made  effective  after  a  series 
of  conferences  between  the  railroads,  other  interested  parties  and  the 
commission.  Under  its  provisions  hundreds  of  clearances  which  were 
insufficient  to  permit  trainmen  to  pass  by  them,  either  on  the  side  or 
on  top  of  cars,  have  ])cen  cliangcd  to  standard,  and  all  future  clearances 
are  being  made  strictly  in  a(H3ord  with  them.  It  should  be  said,  how- 
ever, that  many  bridges  and  tunnels  which  had  been  constructed  prior 
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to  tlie  issuance  of  this  order  and  which  did  not  conform  to  standard 
clearances  have  been  permitted  to  remain  as  they  were  built,  provided 
it  was  clear  that  the  life  and  safet}'  of  trainmen  and  others  would  not 
be  endangered  thereby. 

(d)  Railroad  Operation.  The  Railroad  Commission  maintains  a 
service  department  whose  duty  it  is  to  investigate  and  report,  among 
other  things,  upon  the  safety  of  railroad  operation  and  the  accidents 
caused  bj^  operation ;  and  to  report  and  make  recommendations  for 
the  betterment  of  all  other  conditions  which  it  finds  to  be  unsafe  or 
deficient. 

Among  the  more  important  things  undertaken  by  the  service  depart- 
ment may  be  mentioned  the  inspection  of  dispatching  methods,  estab- 
lishing standard  and  uniform  methods  of  operation  and  requiring  the 
railroads  to  examine  properly  the  qualifications  and  physical  fitness 
of  employees  of  the  train  and  engine  service.  In  the  inspection  of 
dispatching  methods  many  unsafe  practices  have  been  found  and  rec- 
tified ;  and  by  establishing  standard  and  uniform  methods  or  operation 
the  smaller  roads  have  been  required  to  operate  their  lines  in  ac- 
cordance with  standard  rules  and  methods  which  have  been  found 
to  be  safe  by  other  companies.  The  work  of  this  department  in  re- 
quiring carriers  to  examine  their  employees  properly  was  brought 
about  in  the  first  instance  by  the  discovery  that  several  of  the  smaller 
carriers  in  the  state  were  in  the  habit  of  using,  in  their  train  and  engine 
service,  employees  who  were  without  experience  along  these  lines.  At 
the  present  time  all  the  smaller  roads  are  required  to  conduct  an  ex- 
amination of  their  employees.  The  work  of  the  department  along 
this  line  includes  the  observance  of  the  requirements  of  chapter  168, 
of  the  laws  of  1916,  which  has  been  previously  mentioned. 

(f)  State-wide  Railroad  Grade  Crossing  Investigation.  In  the  com- 
mission's report  of  last  year  mention  was  made  of  the  investigation, 
then  being  carried  on  by  the  commission's  engineering  department, 
of  all  the  railroad  grade  cro.ssings  within  the  state,  and  the  results 
accomplished  during  the  three  months  the  work  had  at  that  time  been 
in  progress  were  reviewed.  This  crossing  investigation  has  been  con- 
tinued during  the  year  just  finished  and  approximately  60  per  cent 
of  the  crossings  in  the  state  have  been  examined.  Sonoma,  Marin, 
Merced,  Ventura  and  Imperial  counties  have  been  completed ;  Los 
Angeles  County  has  been  completed  except  for  the  city  of  Los  Angeles, 
and  some  of  the  adjoining  cities  where  the  survey  was  omitted  on 
account  of  the  proposed  general  investigation  in  to  the  situation  in 
connection  with  formal  matters;  Riverside  County  is  practically  com- 
pleted and  some  work  has  been  done  in  Orange  and  San  Bernardino 
counties;  Napa  and  Alameda  counties  are  substantially  completed,  and 
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the  same  is  true  of  all  the  counties  having  railroad  mileage  north  of 
Sacramento.  The  two  Southern  Pacific  main  lines  and  the  Santa  Fe 
main  line  from  Oakland  to  Fresno  are  nearly  finished  as  well  as  the 
two  main  lines  of  the  Southern  Pacific  between  Fresno  and  Bakersfield. 
In  addition  to  this  many  of  the  smaller  roads  throughout  the  state 
have  had  their  crossings  completely  surveyed  and  a  large  number  of 
incorporated  towns  and  cities  in  various  parts  of  the  state  have  been 
reported  upon. 

The  plan  outlined  in  the  report  of  last  year  is  being  followed:  that 
is,  the  reports,  after  they  have  been  submitted  to  the  commission,  are 
sent  to  the  interested  parties  who  are  given  every  opportunity  to 
criticise  and  to  make  suggestions  concerning  them. 

The  summary  table  attached  hereto  (Table  A)  shows  the  number  of 
crossings  which  have  been  reported  upon ;  the  number  of  recommenda- 
tions made;  the  number  of  reports  sent  to  the  railroads,  counties  and 
cities;  the  number  of  reports  in  which  all  recommendations  have  been 
carried  out  and  other  information  regarding  the  investigation  and  the 
reports. 

The  recommendations  vary  as  to  the  expense  necessary  in  carrying 
them  out.  Some  of  them  can  be  complied  with  at  an  expense  of  a  few 
dollars  while  others,  such  as  grade  separations,  can  be  carried  out  only 
at  an  expenditure  of  several  thousands  of  dollars.  The  attached  table 
(Table  B)  shows  in  detail  the  recommendations  made. 

It  will  be  noted  that  a  large  number  of  recommendations  were  for 
advance  warning  signs.  The  legislature  of  1917  amended  the  Motor 
Vehicle  Act  to  require  the  installation  of  advance  warning  signs  at 
all  railroad  grade  crossings  throughout  the  state.  The  law  reads,  in 
part,  as  follows : 

''  *  *  *  J20  person  shall  operate  or  drive  a  motor  vehicle  or 
other  vehicle  on  any  public  highway  at  a  greater  rate  of  speed 
than  fifteen  miles  an  hour  in  traversing  any  steam,  electric  or 
other  railway  crossing  at  grade ;  provided,  further,  that  the  board 
of  supervisors  of  any  county  and  city  and  county  within  this 
state,  and  the  board  of  trustees,  city  council  or  other  governing 
})ody  of  every  municipality  within  this  state,  within  six  months 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  place  and  thereafter  maintain 
warning  signs  on  every  public  highway  approaching  a  crossing  at 
grade  of  such  highway  and  the  tracks  of  any  railway,  at  a  reason- 
able distance,  not  less  than  three  hundred  feet,  from  such  crossing, 
and  on  either  side  thereof.  Such  sign  shall  consist  of  a  metal  disc 
twenty-four  inches  in  diameter,  the  field  enameled  white,  with  an 
enameled  black  border  line  one  inch  wide,  and  with  an  enameled 
black  vertical  and  horizontal  cross-line  two  and  a  half  inches  wide: 
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the  reverse  side  of  such  disc  to  lie  cok)red  black.  In  each  of  the 
upper  quarters  shall  appear  iu  black  enamel  the  letter  "R, "  five 
inches  high,  three  and  three  quarters  inches  wide,  lines  one  inch 
stroke.  Anyone  defacing,  injuring,  knocking  down  or  removing 
any  such  sign  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor     *     *     *     ." 

As  the  engineering  department  had  previously  made  a  sketch  of  the 
advance  warning  sign  specified  in  the  law,  the  commission  thought 
considerable  assistance  would  be  rendered  the  cities  and  counties  if 
they  were  furnished  copies,  so  white  prints  of  the  plan  and  a  copy  of 
the  law  were  sent  to  the  supervisors  of  all  counties  and  the  officials 
of  all  cities  in  the  state. 

The  most  important  recommendations  are  those  for  the  elimination 
of  grade  crossings  by  closing  streets  or  by  changing  the  grades  to 
make  overhead  or  underneath  crossings.  These,  of  course,  are  the 
hardest  to  carry  out.  Of  the  156  crossings  recommended  to  be  closed, 
several  can  not  be  closed  until  after  the  construction  of  adjacent  roads, 
while  others  are  contingent  upon  the  relocation  of  a  main  artery  of 
travel.  Many  of  them,  however,  can  be  closed  immediately  by  the 
supervisors,  in  the  counties,  and  the  officials,  in  the  cities,  if  they  will 
take  the  necessary  steps.  While  the  commission  realizes  that  no  cross- 
ing can  be  closed  without  causing  some  inconvenience,  it  believes  that 
the  larger  good  of  the  communities  is  more  important  than  individual 
conveniences. 

No  action  has  been  taken  in  separating  grades  in  the  34  instances 
recommended  except  for  two  crossings  in  Ventura  County.  In  a  few 
the  county  or  city  has  plans  looking  to  the  elimination  of  these  grade 
crossings,  but  they  are  without  funds  to  do  the  work  at  the  present 
time. 

The  grade  crossing  investigation  was  preceded  by  a  bulletin  sent 
out  by  the  Railroad  Commission  which  outlined  the  program  it  pro- 
posed to  follow.  In  April  of  this  year  a  second  bulletin  was  issued 
which  reviewed  the  whole  matter  and  discussed  the  work  that  was  being 
done.  This  bulletin,  like  the  first  one,  was  sent  to  the  officials  of  the 
railroads,  counties  and  cities. 

The  whole  purpose  of  the  grade  crossing  investigation  is,  of  course, 
to  reduce  the  number  of  crossing  accidents;  but  so  many  factors  con- 
tribute to  increase  or  decrease  the  number  of  accidents  that  statistics 
will  never  show  with  accuracy  what  the  investigation  has  accomplished. 
Among  the  most  important  of  these  modifying  factors  is  the  mileage 
made  by  trains  and  vehicles  during  the  period  considered.  The  former 
varies  with  the  amount  of  business  and  the  latter  with  the  general 
prosperity  of  the  country  and,  as  far  as  pleasure  vehicles  are  concerned, 
with  the  weather  conditions. 
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During  the  past  six  moutlis  the  mileage  made  by  rail  and  by  road 
has  been  nuusually  large  and  the  following  table,  which  shows  a  reduc- 
tion of  nearly  30  per  cent  in  crossing  accidents  over  the  same  period 
a  year  ago,  indicates  that  some  real  progress  is  being  made.

During  the  past  six  months  there  have  been  several  shocking  grade 
crossing  accidents,  many  of  them  due  to  the  carelessness  of  automobile 
drivers  and  accidents  of  this  kind  can  never  be  eliminated  as  long  as 
grade  crossings  exist. 

The  commission  works  on  the  theory  that  every  crossing  should  be 
made  as  open  to  the  view  and  as  free  from  obstruction  as  possible,  so 
those  drivers  of  vehicles  Avho  exercise  reasonable  care  shall  have  ample 
opportunity  to  know  they  are  approaching  a  railroad  crossing  and  to 
see  approaching  trains.  Most  of  its  recommendations  have  been  made 
with  this  in  view,  as  the  table  previously  given  indicates.  But  it  has 
not  lost  sight  of  the  fact  that  grade  separations  must  eventually  take 
place  at  most  crossings.  Whenever  it  is  possible  for  a  separation  to  be 
made,  it  is  so  stated  in  the  reports  of  the  commission's  engineers,  even 
though  there  be  no  hope  of  securing  it  then,  and  no  recommendation 
is  made  to  cover  it. 

If  crossings  open  and  free  from  obstruction  make  for  safety — as  they 
do — results  of  this  inspection  will  be  felt  for  many  years  in  the  future — 
long  after  its  immediate  results  have  been  forgotten.  The  investigation 
showed  that  two  of  the  oil  companies  in  the  state  with  large  plants  in 
many  localities,  almost  all  of  them  on  railroad  tracks,  had  adopted  a 
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standard  type  of  picket  or  board  fence  which  formed  an  absolute  ob- 
struction to  the  view.  The  attention  of  the  companies  was  called  to  this 
and  both  expressed  their  willingness  to  remove  these  fences  wherever  it 
Avas  possible.  One  of  them  changed  its  type  of  fence  from  solid  boards  to 
one  of  open  wire.  Many  of  the  letters  the  Railroad  Commission  has 
received  from  cities,  towns  and  counties  have  stated  that  obstructions 
have  been  removed  in  accordance  with  the  commission's  recommenda- 
tions, and  that  their  officials  have  been  instructed  to  erect  no  obstruc- 
tions in  the  future.  Since  the  work  was  begun,  roadmasters  and  section 
foremen  on  the  railroads  have  been  ordered  by  their  general  officers 
to  cut  brush,  trees  and  other  obstructions,  and  to  prevent  these  growths 
in  the  future.  Sections  on  some  of  the  railroads  show  this  work  has 
been  done  in  advance  of  the  commission's  surveys. 

It  was  discovered  that  when  the  railroads  leased  portions  of  their 
right  of  way  for  agricultural  purposes,  corn  was  often  planted  in  close 
proximity  to  crossings.  The  attention  of  the  larger  railroads  was  called 
to  this  practice  and  a  recommendation  made  that  no  corn  or  other 
high-growing  crops  be  planted  within  300  feet  of  a  crossing.  All  the 
railroads  receiving  these  letters  immediately  wrote  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission their  approval  of  this,  and  said  they  would  incorporate  such 
provisions  in  future  leases.  The  Santa  Fe  company  said  that  this 
would  be  done  over  its  entire  coast  system.  Improvement  clubs,  city 
planning  commissions  and  civic  organizations  of  various  other  kinds 
are  watching  the  reports  of  the  commission's  engineers  with  great 
interest.  As  they  outline  crossing  improvements  which  should  be  made, 
there  is  no  question  that  these  will  be  given  very  serious  consideration 
when  the  time  comes  for  action. 

The  investigation  of  its  grade  crossings  has  put  California  in  the 
front  rank  of  those  states  taking  their  grade  crossing  problems  seri- 
ously. Requests  for  the  "Grade  Crossing  Program"  come  to  the  Cali- 
fornia Railroad  Commission  from  state  commissions  and  libraries  all 
over  the  United  States,  which  ask  for  specific  information  concerning 
its  method  of  handling  certain  features  of  the  work.  The  chairman  of 
the  Grade  Crossing  Committee  of  the  American  Railway  Association 
has  publicly  credited  California  as  a  pioneer  in  the  movement  for 
safeguarding  crossings.  Since  the  general  hearings  were  held  in  this 
state,  Colorado,  Washington  and  Oregon  have  all  had  similar  meetings. 
Washington  has  entered  upon  'a  program  substantially  the  same  as  that 
now  being  followed  by  California,  and  it  appears  probable  that  Oregon 
will  do  so  also  in  the  near  future.

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(/)  Accident  Investigation.  Every  train  accident,  resulting  in  the 
loss  of  life  or  of  serious  injury  to  passengers  or  employees,  is  investi- 
gated by  the  commission.  When  a  fatal  accident  occurs  companies' 
investigations  and  coroners'  inquests  are  generally  attended  and  in- 
spections are  made  upon  the  ground,  so  the  report  of  the  commission's 
inspectors  contains  all  information  which  is  available  regarding  the 
accident.  Upon  receipt  of  these  reports  such  orders  or  recommendations 
are  issued  by  the  commission  as  appear  to  be  necessar}-  under  the  cir- 
cumstances. The.se  inspections  cover  not  only  the  accidents  due  to 
conditions  which  may  indicate  unsafe  operation  but  they  include  also 
grade  crossing  accidents.  As  a  result  of  the  latter  investigations  the 
railroads  have  been  recpiired  to  alford  additional  protection  at  grade 
crossings  which  have  been  found  to  be  unsafe. 

{g)  Inspection  of  Track  and  Roadway.  The  employees  in  the  ser- 
vice department,  in  connection  with  their  other  duties,  report  to  the 
engineering  department  any  conditions  upon  track  and  roadway  which 
appear  to  be  unsafe.  The  engineering  department,  some  years  ago, 
started  an  inspection  of  track  and  roadway  of  the  smaller  carriers  in 
the  state,  but  as  this  work  is  done  in  the  interim  between  more  urgent 
duties  it  has  not  been  found  possible  to  cover  completely  the  railroad 
mileage  in  the  state.  Upon  receipt  of  advice  from  the  service  depart- 
ment, however,  that  unsafe  roadbed  conditions  exist  upon  any  carrier, 
tlie  department  makes  an  inspection,  followed  by  such  recommendations 
to  the  commission  as  conditions  appear  to  warrant.  These  inspections 
have  so  well  covered  this  field  that,  for  the  last  eighteen  months,  no 
complaints  have  been  received  to  the  effect  that  unsafe  conditions 
existed  on  the  track  or  roadway  of  any  carrier  in  this  state.  Prior  to 
this  time  the  inspections  made  following  complaints,  or  in  connec- 
tion with  the  examination  of  roadway,  disclosed  a  great  many  instances 
where  the  carrier's  tracks  were  unsafe  to  operate.  As  a  result  of  these 
investigations,  one  carrier  was  required  to  operate  its  trains  at  slow 
speed  for  a  period  of  six  months,  daring  which  time  it  placed  several 
thousand  new  ties,  widened  its  roadbed,  surfaced  and  aligned  its  track. 
Another  carrier  was  required  to  reconstruct  the  bridges  on  its  line; 
and  still  another  was  required  to  rehal)ilitate  its  entire  line  or  to  cease 
to  give  service. 

The  instances  mentioned  are  those  in  which  the  entire  roadbeds  of 
certain  railroads  were  inspected  and  do  not  include  numerous  instances 
where  specific  facilities,  such  as  ties,  bridges,  or  certain  pieces  of  track 
only  were  the  subject  of  complaint. 

In  this  brief  outline  of  the  work  of  the  connnission  to  increase  the 
safety  of  train  operation  much  has  been  omitted;  but  it  can  be  seen 
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from  the  scope  of  the  laws  which  empower  the  commission  to  take 
action  that  there  is  no  phase  of  the  subject  which  it  can  not  consider. 
As  the  commission  has  assumed  its  full  jurisdiction,  the  safety  of  em- 
ployees, passengers  and  the  public  is  covered.  The  crossing  investiga- 
tion, with  the  recommendations  and  orders  which  have  resulted  from 
it,  increases  the  safety  of  the  public;  the  clearance  regulations,  that  of 
the  employee;  orders  and  regulations  which  make  the  safety  of  train 
operation  greater,  that  is,  improvement  of  roadway  and  operation,  the 
installation  of  block  signals  and  interlocking  plants,  etc.,  protect  both 
passengers  and  employees. 

The  advantages  to  be  found  in  work  of  this  sort  are  not  confined 
entirely  to  the  specific  orders,  recommendations  and  suggestions  that 
have  been  made.  The  fact  that  there  is  a  body  within  the  state  which 
has  the  power  to  do  these  things,  Avhich  has  employees  constantly 
traveling  and  on  the  lookout  for  unsafe  practices  and  facilities,  has  a 
tendency  to  stiffen  discipline  and  to  encourage  higher  maintenance 
standards  on  all  railroads  throughout  the  state  and  especially  on  those 
roads  whose  financial  conditions  are  such  that  the  apparent  economy 
of  spending  little  money  in  training  employees  and  deferring,  as  long 
as  po.ssible,  roadbed  maintenance  expenditures,  has  led  them  to  place 
otlior  considerations  before  that  of  safety. 

TABLE  SHOWING  RAILROAD  ACCIDENTS 

Appended  to  this  chapter  are  six  tables,  showing  statistical  data 
accumulated  by  the  Railroad  Commission  from  accident  reports.  Table 
1  is  a  summary  of  accidents  occurring  in  connection  with  operation  of 
locomotives  or  cars  on  steam  railroads.  Table  2  is  a  recapitulation  of 
accidents  occurring  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  locomotives  and 
cars  on  steam  railroads.  Table  3  is  a  summary  of  accidents  occurring 
in  connection  with  operation  of  locomotives  and  cars  on  electric  rail- 
roads. Table  4  is  a  recapitulation  of  accidents  occurring  in  connection 
with  the  operation  of  locomotives  and  cars  on  electric  railroads.  Table 
5  is  a  recapitulation  of  industrial  accidents  on  steam  and  electric  rail- 
roads, same  arising  from  causes  other  than  the  operation  of  cars  or 
locomotives. 

Accidents  to  persons  resulting  in  immediate  death,  or  in  death  within 
twenty-four  hours  from  the  time  the  accident  occurred,  are  reported  in 
the  column  headed  "Killed."  All  other  accidents  to  persons,  including 
those  resulting  in  death  of  the  person  injured  after  an  interval  of 
more  than  tw^enty-four  hours  from  the  time  the  accident  occurred,  are, 
with  certain  exceptions  noted  below,  reported  in  the  column  headed 
''Injured." 
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Accidents  are  not  required  to  be  reported  if  they  do  not  cause  either 
death  or  injury  to  any  person  or  damage  to  property  in  excess  of 
$150.00,  including  cost  of  clearing  wrecks. 

All  kinds  of  accidents  to  passengers  are  reported. 

The  statistics  appearing  under  the  caption  "Passengers"  include  all 
ordinary  passengers;  passengers  traveling  on  freight  trains;  persons 
who  are  customarily  carried  on  trains  under  special  arrangements,  such 
as  postal  clerks  and  express  messengers,  employees  on  Pullman  ears, 
newsboj^s,  livestock  attendants,  and  men  in  charge  of  freight. 

Table  6  is  a  comparative  accident  record  for  the  past  five  fiscal  years, 
and  is  divided  into  the  various  classes  of  persons  involved,  and  covers 
accidents  due  to  the  operation  of  locomotives  and  cars.  The  number 
of  persons  killed  and  injured  in  grade  crossing  accidents  is  also  shown. 

SAFETY  OF  OPERATION   OF   ELECTRIC   UTILITIES 
Reconstruction  of  Overhead  Electric  Lines. 

Chapter  499,  statutes  of  1911,  as  amended  by  chapter  600,  statutes 
of  1915,  provided  for  the  reconstruction  of  pole  lines  in  conformity 
with  the  standards  therein  prescribed  within  a  period  of  five  years. 
This  time  elapsed  on  April  22,  1916.  Under  the  law  as  originally  en^ 
acted,  no  particular  governmental  authority  was  delegated  to  administer 
its  enforcement.  This  lack  of  supervision  was  removed  by  the  amend- 
ment whereby  the  Railroad  Commission  was  instructed  to  inspect  all 
lines  and  equipment  covered  by  the  provisions  of  the  act  and  to  see 
that  all  its  requirements  are  properly  enforced.  The  commission  is 
given  further  power  to  grant  at  its  discretion  such  additional  time  as 
appears  necessary  to  complete  the  changes  required  for  a  full  com- 
pliance with  the  act,  and  to  order  such  further  additions  or  changes 
as  it  deems  necessary  for  the  safety  of  employees  and  the  general  public. 

Prior  to  April  22,  1916,  the  various  electric  utilities,  electric  rail- 
ways, municipalities  and  private  concerns  affected  by  the  provisions  of 
this  statute,  known  as  the  "Safety  Act,"  were  fully  notified  by  the 
commission  in  regard  to  its  requirements  and  advised  that  unless  their 
lines  completely  conformed  therewith  it  would  be  necessary  for  them 
to  make  formal  application  for  permission  to  delay  completion  of  the 
necessary  changes  to  bring  their  equipment  into  full  conformity  with 
the  law,  during  such  extension  of  time  as  they  might  deem  necessary. 
As  a  consequence  fifty-three  formal  applications  were  received  from  the 
various  electric  utilities,  electric  railroads  and  municipalities  operating 
electric  distribution  systems.  Public  hearings  were  held  in  these  matters 
during  July  and  August  at  which  the  electrical  workers  labor  organiza- 
tions were  represented.    From  the  testimony  in  these  cases  it  appears 
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that  although  most  of  the  companies  have  observed  the  standards  pre- 
scribed where  new  work  or  reconstruction  for  other  purposes  was  con- 
cerned, it  was  found  in  some  cases  that  even  this  much  observation  of 
the  law  has  been  neglected.  But  very  little  reconstruction  was  found 
to  have  been  done  solely  for  the  purpose  of  complying  with  the  law. 

Estimates  were  submitted  by  each  applicant  shrowing  the  probable 
cost  of  the  necessary  work.  The  total  of  these  estimates  for  the 
fifty-three  parties  who  applied  for  extensions  of  time,  amounted  to 
$1,287,041.00.  In  a  great  many  cases,  principally  among  the  smaller 
utilities,  it  was  found  that  through  a  lack  of  understanding  of  the 
safety  law,  improper  interpretations  had  been  placed  upon  its  require- 
ments. In  all  such  cases,  the  Railroad  Commission  has  arranged  for 
personal  inspections  to  be  made  by  the  engineers  of  its  gas  and  electric 
division  to  determine  the  changes  that  would  actually  be  necessary. 

The  decisions  in  regard  to  these  formal  applications  granted  to  the 
several  applicants  e.xtensions  of  time  varying  from  one  to  three  years. 
If  the  extension  granted  exceeded  one  year  the  applicant  was  required 
to  perform  a  stipulated  part  of  the  entire  work  each  year.  For  ex- 
ample, if  a  utility  was  granted  an  extension  of  three  years  it  was 
required  to  complete  each  year  one-third  of  the  total  reconstruction 
work  necessary  to  be  done.  In  all  eases  the  applicant  was  instructed 
to  submit  a  semiannual  report  showing  the  progress  of  the  work  so  that 
the  commission  might  keep  in  touch  with  it  and  be  assured  of  its  com- 
pletion within  the  time  specified.  These  reports  are  made  on  standard 
forms  furnished  by  the  connnission. 

Sixty-six  informal  applications  were  received  from  the  smaller  electric 
utilities  and  forty-eight  from  private  concerns  and  municipalities  other 
than  public  utilities.  These  informal  applicants  so  reporting  were  re- 
(juired  to  submit  an  estimate  of  the  probable  cost  of  the  work  and  the 
length  of  time  they  would  reasonably  require  for  its  completion.  In 
nearly  every  one  of  these  cases  a  field  inspection  was  made  by  the 
commission's  engineers  before  granting  such  extensions  of  time. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  provisions  of  the  safety 
statutes,  inspections  have  been  carried  on  steadily  during  the  past  year 
by  engineers  of  the  Railroad  Commission's  gas  and  electric  department 
and  during  the  fiscal  year  1917,  over  ninety-six  utilities  operating 
nearly  3,700  miles  of  line  and  numerous  generating  stations  and  sub- 
stations have  been  so  inspected. 

Safety  Conditions  Other  Than  Those  Pertaining  to   Line  Construction. 

The  usual  practice  of  the  commission's  engineer  when  making  inspec- 
tions to  comply  with  the  state  law  referred  to  above,  which  deals  only 
with  line  construction,  is  also  to  carefully  look  over  all  generating 
plants  and  substations  and  include  in  his  report  recommendations  in 
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regard  to  such  plants  for  the  improvement  of  the  safety  of  employees 
and  the  public.  There  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  much  good  work  has 
been  done  in  this  connection,  and  with  the  continuation  of  this  work 
the  commission  feels  assured  that  a  decided  reduction  will  be  effected 
in  the  number  of  electrical  accidents  in  the  future. 

General  Orders  Nos.  26  and  46. 

As  the  utilities  are  reconstructing  their  lines  to  conform  with  the 
"Safety  Law,"  they  are  also  providing  proper  clearances  at  wire  line 
crossings,  power  line  crossings,  railways,  highways,  etc.,  as  provided 
by  the  commission's  General  Order  No.  26. 

General  Order  No.  46  providing  for  the  guarding  of  movable  parts 
of  machinery,  such  as  belts,  cogwheels,  etc.,  and  other  general  safety 
conditions  has  been  enforced  by  inspectors  of  the  commission's  gas 
and  electric  department  wherever  inspections  are  being  made  in  con- 
nection with  the  "Safety  Law." 

Construction  of  Underground  Chambers,  etc. 

Chapter  500  of  the  laws  of  1911,  providing  certain  standard  for  the 
construction  of  underground  chambers,  manholes,  etc.,  operated  by  light 
and  power  companies,  signal  companies,  etc.,  was  amended  in  the  1917 
session  of  the  legislature,  transferring  to  this  commission  the  duty  of  its 
enforcement.  The  object  of  this  law  is  the  safety  of  employees  and  the 
public,  and  in  accordance  with  its  terms  it  will  be  necessary  for  the 
commission's  gas  and  electric  department  to  inspect  all  new  construction 
and  work  constructed  since  1911  in  the  state.

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CHAPTER  X. 


ISSUE  OF  SECURITIES. 

1.     Jurisdiction. 

The  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commission  over  the  issue  of  stocks, 
bonds,  notes  and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness,  payable  at  periods 
of  more  than  twelve  months,  after  date,  is  defined  by  section  52  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Act,  effective  March  23,  1912.  This  section  was 
amended  by  an  act  approved  April  24,  1915,  effective  August  8,  1915, 
relating  to  the  issue  of  securities  to  reimburse  the  treasury  of  a  public 
utility  for  surplus  earnings  expended  for  capital  purposes.  The  reg- 
ulation by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  the  issue  of  securities  by  the 
owners  and  operators  of  automobiles,  jitney  busses,  auto  trucks,  stages 
and  auto  stages  is  provided  for  by  the  act  of  May  10,  1917. 

Section  1  of  the  act  of  May  10,  1917,  reads: 

"Section  1.  (a)  The  term  'corporation.'  when  used  in  this 
act,  means  a  corporation,  a  company,  an  association  or  a  joint  stock 
association. 

(h)  The  term  'person,'  when  used  in  this  act,  means  an 
individual,  a  firm  or  a  copartnership. 

(c)  The  term  'transportation  company,'  when  used  in  this 
act,  ineans  every  corporation  or  person,  their  lessees,  trustees,  re- 
ceivers or  trustees  appointed  by  any  court  whatsoever,  owning, 
controlling,  operating  or  managing  and  automobile,  jitney  bus, 
auto  truck,  stage  or  auto  stage  used  in  the  transportation  of  per- 
sons or  property  as  a  common  carrier  for  compensation  over  any 
public  highway  in  this  state  between  fixed  termini  or  over  a  regular 
route  and  not  operating  exclusively  within  the  limits  of  an  in- 
corporated city  or  town  or  of  a  city  and  county ;  provided,  that 
the  term  'transportation  company,'  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  not 
include  corporations  or  persons,  their  lessees,  receivers  or  trustees 
appointed  by  any  court  whatsoever,  in  so  far  as  they  own,  control, 
operate  or  manage  taxicabs,  hotel  busses  or  sightseeing  busses,  or 
any  other  carrier  which  does  not  come  within  the  term  'transporta- 
tion company'  as  herein  defined." 
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Section  6  of  the  act  of  May  10,  1917,  reads : 

''Sec.  6.  No  transportation  company  may  issue  any  stock  or 
stock  certificate,  or  any  bond,  or  any  note  or  other  evidence  of  in- 
debtedness payable  at  a  period  of  more  than  twelve  months  after 
the  date  thereof  in  such  an  amount  that  the  aggregate  amount  of 
notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  at  any  one  time  outstand- 
ing shall  exceed  the  amount  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars, 
unless  such  transportation  company,  in  addition  to  the  other  re- 
quirements of  law,  shall  first  have  secured  from  the  railroad  com- 
mission an  order  authorizing  such  issue  as  stating  the  amount 
thereof  and  the  purpose  or  purposes  to  which  the  issue  or  the  pro- 
ceeds thereof  are  to  be  applied  and  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  rail- 
road commission,  the  money,  property  or  labor  to  be  procured  or 
paid  for  by  such  issue  is  reasonably  required  for  the  purpose  or  pur- 
poses specified  in  the  order  and  that,  except  as  otherwise  permitted 
in  the  order  in  the  case  of  bonds,  notes  and  other  evidences  or  in- 
debtedness, such  purpose  or  purposes  are  not,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
reasonably  chargeable  to  operating  expenses  or  to  income.  Such 
order  may  be  made,  in  the  discretion  of  the  railroad  commission, 
either  with  or  without  a  public  hearing.  Except  as  in  this  section 
otnerwise  provided,  the  provisions  of  section  fifty-two  ot  the  public 
utilities  act  referring  to  the  purposes  for  which  stocks  and  stock 
certificates,  bonds,  notes  and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness,  may 
be  issued  and  the  application  of  and  the  accounting  for  the  proceeds 
thereof,  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  railroad  commission  and  the 
rights  and  duties  of  public  utilities  with  reference  thereto,  the 
legal  status  of  stocks  and  stock  certificates  and  of  bonds,  notes, 
and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness,  issued  without  an  order  of  the 
railroad  commission  then  in  effect,  and  the  relationship  of  the  State 
of  California  to  such  stocks  and  stock  certificates,  and  such  bonds, 
notes  and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness,  shall  apply  to  and  govern 
the  issue  of  stoclvs  and  stock  certificates,  and  of  bonds,  notes  and 
other  evidences  of  indebtedness,  of  transportation  companies  with 
the  same  force  and  effect  as  though  section  fifty-two  of  the  public 
utilities  act  were  restated  in  this  section  with  the  substitution  of 
the  words  'transportation  company'  for  the  words  'public  utility" 
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and  of  the  -words  'transportation  companies'  for  the  words  'pub- 
lic utilities.'  The  provisions  of  section  fifty-seven  of  the  public 
utilities  act  referring  to  fees  to  be  charged  and  collected  by  the 
railroad  commission  for  certificates  authorizing  the  issue  of  bonds, 
notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  of  public  utilities  shall 
apply  to  and  govern  authorizations  by  the  railroad  commission  of 
the  issue  by  transportation  companies  of  bonds,  notes  or  other 
evidences  of  indebtedness." 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  aimed  to  bring  about  a  system  of  public 
utility  finance  that  will  meet  the  growing  needs  of  the  state.  This 
not  only  means  the  obtaining  of  the  money,  but  carries  with  it  the 
safeguarding  of  the  investment. 

The  state  of  California,  through  its  Railroad  Commission  does  not 
gaarantee,  directly  or  indirectly,  anj^  investment  in  public  utilities,  nor 
the  success  of  any  public  utility.  The  Railroad  Commission  has  estab- 
lished, however,  the  doctrine  that  a  utility  so  long  as  it  gives  adequate 
service  at  reasonable  rates,  will  be  protected  against  competition.  Ex- 
isting utilities  will  be  protected  against  competition  in  their  present 
field  of  operations  so  long  as  they  give  the  public  a  complete,  adequate 
and  satisfactory  service  at  rates  as  low  as  could  reasonably  be  offered 
in  any  competitive  condition.  The  rates  and  service  must  be  voluntary, 
immediate  and  continuous  before  the  threat  of  competition,  as  a  pre- 
requisite to  this  protection  of  the  state.  In  this  way  protection  is 
afforded  to  all  fair  and  progressive  utilities.  They  are  given  a  free 
hand  to  develop  and  use  the  protection  thus  afforded  to  stabilize  their 
securities. 

SECURITIES  AUTHORIZED  TO   BE   ISSUED 

From  March  23,  1912,  to  June  30,  1917,  the  Railroad  Commission 
has  passed  on  applications  involving  the  sum  of  $873,808,061.78  of 
securities.  Of  this  amount,  $764,597,882.69  was  authorized,  $76,819,- 
546.73  denied  and  $32,360,635.36  dismissed. 
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During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1917,  the  Kailroad  Commission 
has  passed  on  $102,818,085.09  of  stocks,  bonds,  notes  and  certificates 
of  indebtedness  as  compared  with  $242,523,095.34  during  the  preced- 
ing year.     The  following  table  shows  the  amounts :

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The  amount  of  securities  authorized  to  be  issued  during  1916-1917,  as 
compared  wdth  1915-1916,  decreased,  $132,020,211.15  or  56.99  per  cent. 
Of  the  $132,020,211.15  decrease,  about  60  per  cent  is  due  to  a  decrease 
in  the  issue  of  securities  for  reorganization  purposes,  27.8  per  cent 
for  additions  and  betterments ;  7.5  per  cent  for  refunding,  4.5  per  cent 
for  collateral  and  .2  per  cent  for  miscellaneous.  During  the  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1916,  the  commission  authorized  The  Western  Pacific 
Eailroad  Company  to  issue  $75,000,000.00  of  stock  for  reorganization 
purposes  and  $20,000,000.00  of  bonds  for  additions  and  betterments. 
The  $95,000,000.00  represents  about  72  per  cent  of  the  decrease.

REFERENCE  TO    DECISIONS 

Eeference  will  now  be  made  to  a  few  significant  decisions  made  by 
the  Railroad  Commission  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1917,  on 
applications  for  authority  to  issue  securities. 

In  Application  No.  2651,  Southern  California  Edison  Company 
sought  permission  to  acquire  the  properties  and  certain  securities  of 
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Pacific  Light  and  Power  Corporation.     In  granting  the  application, 
the  commission  referring  to  overcapitalization,  says  : 

"I  believe  it  to  be  unnecessary  in  this  proceeding  to  come  to  a 
definite  conclusion  as  to  the  value  of  the  properties  involved.  It 
is  apparent  from  the  showing  made  that  the  capitalization  in  re- 
lation to  value  of  property  is  not  such  as  would  be  sanctioned  by 
this  commission  if  we  were  now  considering  the  creation  of  a  new 
public  utility  organization.  But  we  can  not  approach  the  matter 
from  this  standpoint  because  we  are  dealing  with  two  existing 
institutions,  and  we  are  informed  by  applicants  that  the  proposed 
capitalization  is  as  low  as  they  have  been  able  or  will  be  able  to 
bring  about.  In  other  words,  that  unless  permitted  to  consolidate 
on  the  terms  proposed,  no  consolidation  is  possible.  Therefore  we 
are  confronted  with  a  situation  where  by  consolidation  total  capi- 
talization is  considerably  cut  down  and  large  savings  are  made  in 
operating  expenses  and  greater  efficiencies  will  be  brought  about. 

"In  my  judgment  this  matter  should  be  considered  as  a  step  in 
the  riglit  direction  and  as  such  should  be  sanctioned.  It  by  no 
means  should  be  considered  a  finality  in  the  financial  set-up  of  these 
consolidated  organizations. 

"I  would  be  unwilling  to  recommend  that  this  application  be 
granted  as  submitted  with  the  understanding  that  the  relationship 
between  property  and  capitalization  were  to  remain  constant  or 
as  at  present.  I  can  recommend  that  this  consolidation  be  author- 
ized under  the  plan  of  capitalization  contemplated  only  upon  the 
condition  that  gradually  the  relationship  between  the  property 
value  and  capitalization  be  brought  to  a  more  conservative  basis. 
The  applicant  has  asserted  its  desire  and  willingness  to  adopt  such 
a  course  as  a  fixed  policy  to  harmonize  its  financial  framework 
with  the  general  policies  of  this  commission." 

In  Application  No.  2661,  San  Diego  Consolidated  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  sought  permission  to  issue  $25,000.00  of  bonds  and  $13,966.85 
of  stock  to  acquire  the  properties  of  Oceanside  Electric  and  Gas  Com- 
pany. In  a  prior  proceeding  the  commission  authorized  Oceanside 
Electric  and  Gas  Company  to  sell  its  properties  to  San  Diego  Con- 
solidated Gas  Company  for  $37,716.85.  The  reproduction  cost  of  the 
properties  was  estimated  at  $47,139.00;  the  reproduction  cost  less  de- 
preciation at  $28,467.00.  The  commission  was  of  the  opinion  that  the 
amount  paid  for  the  properties  was  in  excess  of  the  fair  value  thereof. 
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In  its  decision  authorizing  the  issue  of  $25,000.00  of  bonds  and 
$8,500.00  of  stock  to  purchase  the  properties  the  commission  says : 

*'  '^  *  *  That  securities  should  not  be  issued  against  sucn 
excess  is,  of  course,  elemental.  The  excess  should  be  chargea 
against  surplus,  so  that  it  is  paid  for  by  the  stockholders  of  »an 
Diego  Consolidated  Gas  and  Electric  Company  out  of  their  pockets 
in  the  form  of  diminished  dividends.  Under  such  an  ai'rangement 
there  would  be  no  prejudice  either  to  the  rate  payers  of  San  Diego 
Consolidated  Gas  and  Electric  Company  or  to  the  holders  of  its 
securities. ' ' 

By  Decision  No.  3987,  dated  January  8, 1917,  the  Railroad  Commission 
authorized  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  to  issue  at  not  less  than 
90  per  cent  of  their  face  value  and  accrued  interest  its  general  and 
refunding  mortgage  bonds  in  such  an  amount  as  may  be  necessary  to 
realize  $1,491,151.35,  expended  to  acquire  the  properties  of  Oro  Electric 
Corporation  and  affiliated  companies.  Referring  to  the  public  interest 
in  the  consolidation  of  the  properties,  the  commission  in  its  decision 
says: 

"That  a  very  substantial  benefit  and  advantage  Mill  accrue  to 
Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  if  the  consolidation  herein  ap- 
plied for  is  authorized,  is  clear  from  the  evidence  herein.  Such 
consolidation  can  not  be  consummated,  under  the  laws  of  this 
state,  unless  the  state,  acting  through  the  Railroad  Commission, 
grants  its  consent  thereto.  This  consent  should  not  be  granted 
unless  the  public  interest  will  be  advanced  thereby.  It  is  not  suf- 
ficient that  Pacific  Gas  .and  Electric  Company  is  to  derive  a  benefit 
from  the  bargain.  The  fundamental  test,  which  overrides  any 
benefit  to  any  single  party,  is  whether  or  not  the  public  interest 
will  be  served  by  the  consolidation. 

"In  this  connection,  we  must  remember  that  the  consolidation 
herein  proposed  will  result  in  the  elimination  of  any  possible  com- 
petition between  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  and  the  Oro 
corporations.  If  the  public  is  to  be  deprived  of  the  benefits  of 
possible  competition  bet\yeen  these  companies,  it  has  the  right  to 
expect,  in  lieu  thereof,  substantial  benefits  resulting  from  the  pro- 
posed consolidation.     Otherwise,  the  petition  should  be  denied." 

In  the  same  decision  the  commission  suggested  to  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  Company,  that  it  should  pursue  a  liberal  policy  of  extensions 
in  the  territory  in  which  the  Oro  companies  operated,  and  that  in  pass- 
ing on  requests  for  extensions  in  this  territory,  it  should  look  largely 
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to  the  development  of  the  future  as  well  as  to  the  immediate  business 
of  the  present.    To  quote  further  from  the  decision : 

''Unless  electric  companies  which,  during  good  behavior,  may- 
enjoy  a  practical  monopoly  in  the  thickly  populated  districts  of 
this  state,  are  willing  to  make  extensions  liberally  in  to  outlying 
undeveloped  sections  of  the  state,  there  is  very  serious  question 
as  to  whether  the  policy  of  regulated  monopoly  of  such  public 
utilities  as  may  be  referred  to  as  natural  monopolies,  which  policy 
is  now  the  settled  policy  of  the  state,  will  be  a  blessing  to  our  people 
in  the  long  run." 

By  Decision  No.  3845,  dated  November  4,  1916,  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission authorized  Southern  California  Telephone  Company  to  issue 
stock  and  bonds  in  the  aggregate  sum  of  $14,000,000.00,  the  bonds  not 
to  exceed  $9,330,000.00,  to  acquire  the  properties  of  Home  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company  of  Los  Angeles  and  that  part  of  the  property 
operated  by  the  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  except  its 
toll  lines,  which  is  located  in  a  designated  area,  including  most  of  the 
city  of  Los  Angeles  and  certain  municipalities  and  unincorporated  ter- 
ritory adjacent  thereto. 

The  commission  in  its  decision  rejects  the  request  of  the  applicants 
that  it  deterniine  the  amount  of  securities  to  be  issued  to  each  of  the 
vendor  companies.  To  quote  from  the  decision : 

"The  general  public,  however,  is  not  so  much  interested  in  the 
amount  of  securities  which  will  be  issued  to  the  Home  company 
and  the  Pacific  company,  respectively,  as  in  the  total  amount  of 
securities  issued  by  the  Southern  company,  on  which  it  will  here- 
after expect  to  earn  interest  and  dividends.  If  the  total  amount 
of  securities  to  be  issued  by  the  Southern  company  is  not  unfairly 
high,  the  general  public  is  not  so  much  interested  in  the  division 
of  these  securities  as  between  the  Home  company  and  the  Pacific 
company,  or  in  the  question  as  to  which  of  these  companies  has 
driven  the  better  bargain. 

' '  The  amount  of  securities  to  be  issued  by  the  Southern  company 
was  based  on  the  'structural  value'  of  the  properties  as  estimated 
by  the  engineers  of  petitioners  herein,  which  value  we  find  to  be  in 
excess  of  the  present  fair  value  of  the  properties.  For  this  reason 
and  the  other  reasons  hereinbefore  suggested  a  readjustment  of 
the  amount  of  securities  which  the  Southern  company  may  be 
allowed  to  issue  must  be  made. 

"After  careful  consideration  of  all  the  factors  bearing  on  the 
question,  including  the  earning  power  of  the  Southern  company 
at  reasonable  rates,  we  have  concluded  that  the  Soiithca-n  company 
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may  be  aiitliorized  to  issue,  in  exchange  for  the  properties  of  the 
Home  company  and  the  Pacific  company  as  of  December  31,  1915, 
capital  stock  and  bonds  not  exceeding  the  face  or  par  value  of 
$14,000,000.00  (as  compared  with  $16,098,500.00  herein  applied 
for),  of  which  amount  bonds  of  the  Southern  company  may  be 
issued  of  a  total  face  value  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  $9,330,000.00 
(as  compared  with  $9,927,000.00  herein  applied  for.)  " 

Before  permitting  the  consolidation  of  the  telephone  properties  in 
Santa  Barbara  the  Railroad  Commission  insisted  upon  a  downward 
revision  of  the  proposed  capitalization  of  the  Santa  Barbara  Telephone 
Company.  In  Decision  No.  3747,  dated  October  2,  1916,  relating  to 
the  consolidation  of  the  properties,  the  commission  says: 

"We  have  here  a  proceeding  in  which  the  telephone  companies 
which  have  been  competing  with  one  another,  as  well  as  the  public, 
in  the  territory  affected,  are  agreed  in  desiring  a  consolidation  of 
the  existing  telephone  properties.  That  the  service,  both  loca,l  and 
long  distance,  will  be  extended  is  clear.  The  rates  which  we  are 
authorizing  seem  to  be  just  and  reasonable,  on  the  facts  now  at  our 
command,  for  the  service  to  be  performed.  The  amount  and  char- 
acter of  securities  to  be  issued  by  Santa  Barbara  company  must  be 
made  reasonable  before  the  consolidation  can  become  effective,  so 
that  the  rate  payers  of  the  future  will  not  be  burdened  by  reason 
of  excessive  interest  and  dividend  payments  anticipated  by  the 
parties  from  an  excessive  amount  of  securities  now  authorized." 

The  suggestion  of  the  Railroad  Commission  was  carried  out  by  the 
companies  and  the  final  authority  to  consolidate  granted  by  Decision 
No.  3856,  dated  November  6,  1916. 

During  the  year  the  reorganization  of  Peoples  Water  Company  and 
the  transfer  of  its  properties  to  East  Bay  Water  Company  was  consum- 
mated. 

The  company  sought  an  order  from  the  commission  directing  it  to 
pay  $143,000.00  of  unpaid  reorganization  expenses.  In  its  Decision  No. 
4034,  dated  January  20,  1917,  the  commission  referring  to  this  matter 
says: 

"The  commission  is  not  in  a  position  at  this  time  intelligently 
to  pass  upon  the  question  of  whether  the  expenses  of  reorganization 
are  proper  or  excessive.  A  large  part  of  these  expenses  have 
already  been  paid  and  it  is  impossible  adequately  to  consider  the 
remainder  without  giving  consideration  to  those  already  disposed 
of.  Furthermore,  all  of  these  expenses,  in  effect,  have  been  agreed 
to  by  all  of  the  parties  owning  this  property  in  what  is  called  the 
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reorganization  agreement.  On  the  other  hand,  I  do  not  believe  that 
these  reorganization  expenses  should  be  charged  against  the  public. 
Obviously  the  public  was  not  at  fault  and  can  not  be  held  re- 
sponsible for  the  financial  difficulties  of  this  company;  in  fact,  it 
must  be  conceded  that  reorganization  became  necessary  because  of 
the  acts  of  the  owners  of  the  property. 

"I  recommend,  therefore,  that  instead  of  analyzing  the  reorgani- 
zation expenses  with  a  view  to  approving  or  disapproving  of  them 
in  whole  or  in  part,  we  place  the  responsibility  for  their  payment 
where  it  belongs,  to  wit,  with  the  owners  of  the  property,  but  at 
the  same  time  that  we  insist  that  these  expenses  shall  not  become 
a  charge  against  the  public." 
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CHAPTER  XI. 


VALUATIONS. 

Since  the  Public  Utilities  Act  became  effective,  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion has  been  actively  engaged  in  the  work  of  valuing  the  properties  of 
public  utilities. 

These  valuations  are  of  use  in  different  kinds  of  proceedings  before 
the  Railroad  Commission.  Such  valuations  are  obviously  material  in 
rate-fixing  inquiries.  Further,  if  a  utility  applies  to  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission for  authority  to  issue  stock,  bonds,  or  notes,  or  if  a  utility  is 
to  be  reorganized  financially,  the  relation  of  the  outstanding  and  pro- 
posed securities  to  the  value  of  the  utility's  property  is  extremely  im- 
portant. Again,  it  is  important  to  know  in  cases  where  public  utility 
property  is  being  transferred  either  to  another  utility  or  to  the  public, 
the  relation  which  the  consideration  given  for  the  property  bears  to  the 
value  thereof.  Also,  in  eminent  domain  proceedings  in  which  munici- 
palities or  other  bodies  seek  to  acquire  by  condemnation  the  property 
of  public  utilities,  the  Railroad  Commission  is  vested  with  jurisdiction 
to  determine  the  just  compensation  to  be  paid  for  such  property. 

On  the  following  pages  will  be  found  parallel  tables  which  show  the 
salient  features  of  the  valuations  made  by  the  commission  up  to  date. 

The  table  is  not  representative  of  the  valuation  work  actually  being 
done  because  most  of  the  larger  appraisals  undertaken  during  the  year 
have  not  as  yet  been  completed,  and  the  tables  show  nothing  but  the 
results  of  completed  work. 

Many  of  the  valuations  made  for  one  purpose  are  used  for  other 
purposes,  after  they  have  been  revised  or  rechecked.  Several  of  the 
appraisals  which  are  listed  in  last  year's  report  have  again  been  checked 
during  the  year,  so  the  increase  in  the  amount  of  property  represented 
by  the  valuation  figures  is  not  an  index  of  the  amount  of  work  which 
has  been  done, 

UNITED   RAILROADS  VALUATION 

Some  months  ago  the  United  Railroads  advised  the  commission  that 
it  intended  to  file  an  application  to  issue  securities  in  connection  with 
a  financial  reorganization  of  its  property.  As  the  books  of  the  United 
Railroads  and  its  subsidiary  companies  were  incomplete,  the  Railroad 
Commission  decided  to  make  a  valuation  of  its  property.  By  making 
the  valuation  in  advance  of  the  filing  of  the  application  the  figures  of 
the  engineering  department  would  be  available  when  they  were  needed 
and  a  long  delay  would  be  avoided.    An  inventory  of  a  property,  such 
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as  the  United  Railroads,  where  there  are  so  many  different  kinds  of  rail 
and  track,  including  cable  roads,  built  at  various  times  and  with  various 
construction  standards  during  the  past  forty  yeare,  is  an  extremely 
complex  undertaking.  It  is  expected  that  the  appraisal  will  be  com- 
pleted during  September  of  this  year. 

ELECTRIC  UTILITY  VALUATIONS 

Two  cases  involving  rate  charges  and  alleged  discrimination  in  con- 
nection with  the  business  of  the  Sierra  and  San  Francisco  Power  Com- 
pany, which  cases  became  acute  after  hearings  held  in  the  early  months 
of  this  year,  determined  the  commission  to  make  an  appraisal  of  the 
property  of  this  company.  The  commission  itself  had  practically  com- 
pleted a  field  inventory  and  in  March,  1917,  the  engineers  of  the  com- 
mission commenced  their  check.  During  that  month  and  in  May  checks 
were  made  in  the  field  and  since  that  time  studies  have  been  made  of 
the  company's  costs  of  material  and  labor.  The  territory  of  this  power 
company  covers  the  mining  communities  in  Tuolumne  and  Calaveras 
»:(;unties,  towns  in  the  San  Joaquin  and  Salinas  valleys  and  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

As  an  outgrowth  of  a  proceeding  filed  in  January,  1916,  by  the  city 
of  Sacramento  against  the  Great  "Western  Power  Company,  a  valuation 
of  that  company's  entire  physical  property  is  under  way  by  the  com- 
mission's engineering  department.  So  far  most  of  the  work  done  has 
been  done  on  the  general  aspects  of  the  case.  At  the  present  time  a 
complete  alxstract  of  construction,  supervision,  and  labor  contracts  has 
been  compiled;  purchase  of  material  has  been  tabulated  and  the  unit 
costs  have  ])een  studied  and  indexed.  The  transmission  line  work  is 
completed;  transmission  substation  buildings  have  been  inventoried  and 
llic  inventory  of  the  power  houses  is  being  carried  on  at  the  present 
time.  The  territory  served  by  this  company  includes  the  delta  country 
at  the  mouths  of  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  rivers,  as  well  as  the 
communities  of  San  Francisco,  Petaluma,  Santa  Rosa,  Mare  Island, 
Vallejo,  Martinez,  Bay  Point,  Pittsburg,  Richmond  and  Oakland.  It 
has  hydraulic  storage  on  the  north  fork  of  the  Feather  River  and  Big 
Meadows,  with  a  power  house  at  Big  Bend.  Altogether  the  appraisal 
of  the  property  of  this  company  is  quite  an  undertaking  but  it  is  ex- 
pected that  it  will  be  completed  about  the  end  of  this  calendar  year. 

PACIFIC  TELEPHONE  AND  TELEGRAPH  COMPANY  VALUATION 

Following  an  application  of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company  for  an  investigation  of  its  rates  throughout  the  state,  an  ap- 
praisal of  this  property  was  commenced  in  October,  1915.  This  ap- 
praisal covers  the  toll  and  local  property  of  over  400  exchanges  with 
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a  book  value  of  about  $55,000,000.00.  The  inventory  for  all  the  prop- 
erty, both  toll  and  local,  has  been  taken  in  the  field  by  bringing  run- 
ning record  maps  up  to  date ;  and  the  tabulation  of  the  quantities  from 
these  maps  is  finished  Avith  the  exception  of  San  Francisco,  which  will 
soon  be  completed.  The  development  of  unit  costs  has  been  in  progress 
for  over  two  years.  It  comprises  the  examination  of  all  vouchers  issued, 
for  a  period  of  three  and  a  half  normal  years,  for  all  towns  in  the  state. 
Where  there  has  been  sufficient  work  done  to  render  the  costs  representa- 
tive, individual  costs  have  been  developed  for  each  town.  Where  this 
has  not  been  the  case  similar  towrus  are  grouped  to  obtain  a  sufficiently 
representative  analysis  and  costs  are  developed  for  each  town  from  the 
group  analysis.  On  account  of  this  elaborate  scheme  of  obtaining  unit 
costs  it  is  expected  to  obtain  an  especially  accurate  estimate  of  repro- 
duction cost.  The  application  of  unit  costs  to  the  inventory  items  will 
be  started  in  the  near  future.  The  bay  cities — San  Francisco,  Oakland 
and  Berkeley — have  presented  some  difficult  problems;  estimated  unit 
costs  have  to  be  produced  for  certain  accounts  of  these  exchanges  be- 
cause the  absorption  of  the  Home  plants  in  these  cities  made  it  impos- 
sible to  obtain  cost  analyses  in  accordance  with  the  methods  followed 
in  other  localities.  The  state-wide  telephone  appraisal  is  one  of  the 
most  important  and  difficult  i)ieces  of  work  the  engineering  department 
has  under  way. 

PACIFIC   GAS   AND    ELECTRIC    COMPANY    VALUATIONS 

The  department  has  under  way,  and  has  practically  completed,  a 
valuation  of  the  electric  properties  of  the  Pacific  (jlas  and  Electric 
Company  used  in  connection  with  its  service  in  Sacramento.  The  prop- 
erty inventoried  has  a  reproduction  cost  in  excess  of  a  million  dollars, 
and  it  does  not  cover  the  production  or  transmission  properties,  as  they 
were  previously  investigated  in  connection  with  former  cases  before  the 
commission.  The  valuation  is  being  made  in  conjunction  with  the  val- 
uation of  the  electric  properties  of  the  Great  Western  Power  Company 
which  cover  not  only  the  distribution  property  in  Sacramento,  but  the 
entire  production  and  transmission  system  of  that  company. 

The  above  are  merely  the  most  important  valuations  of  the  year.

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CHAPTER  XII. 


LEGISLATION. 

The  1917  ses.sion  of  the  legislature  enacted  several  statutes  relating 
to  the  work  of  the  Railroad  Commission.  These  statutes,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  chapter  191  which  was  made  immediately  effective  as  an 
urgency  measure,  became  effective  on  August  27,  1917,  in  accordance 
with  Article  IV,  section  1  of  the  state  constitution,  which  provides  that 
statutes  shall  become  effective  "ninety  days  after  the  final  adjournment 
of  the  session  which  passed  such  act."  We  shall  in  this  chapter  sum- 
marize this  legislation  under  two  heads,  (1)  Amendments  to  the  Public 
Utilities  Act  and  (2)  Other  statutes  affecting  the  Railroad  Commission. 

Reference  to  the  regulation  of  stages  and  trucks  will  be  found  in  the 
chapter  on  stages  and  trucks. 

I. 

AMENDMENTS  TO   PUBLIC   UTILITIES  ACT 

Five  amendments  to  the  Public  Utilities  Act  were  enacted  at  the  last 
session  of  the  legislature.  These  will  be  referred  to  in  the  sequence  of 
the  sections  of  the  act  amended: 

1.     Chapter  707  amending  section  2  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act. 

Section  2  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  contains  the  definitions  of  the 
public  utilities  declared  to  be  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad 
Commission.  When  the  act  was  first  passed  the  commission  was  given 
jurisdiction  in  sections  2  (1)  and  2  (y)  over  the  operation  of  vessels 
"regularly  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  persons  or  property  for 
compen.sation  upon  the  waters  of  this  state  or  upon  the  high  seas,  over 
regular  routes  between  points  within  this  state."  The  jurisdiction  of 
the  Railroad  Commission  over  this  water  traffic  was  upheld  by  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  Wilmington  Transportation 
Company  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  236  U.  S.  151. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  water  traffic  over  which  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission is  given  jurisdiction  there  is  much  traffic  upon  the  rivers  of  this 
state  which  is  conducted  by  vessels  which  do  not  operate  between  regu- 
lar termini  or  over  regular  routes.  This  irregular  traffic  has  not  here- 
tofore been  subject  to  regulation  by  the  Railroad  Commission,  and  hence 
has  had  an  unjust  advantage  in  competition  with  the  regular  carriers. 
The  legislature  accordingly  enacted  chapter  707,  laws  of  1917,  which 
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extends  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commission  to  include  traffic 
on  the  inland  ivaters  of  the  state  conducted  by  any  species  of  water 
craft  "except  rowboats,  sailing  boats  and  barges  under  twenty  tons 
dead  weight  carrying  capacity  and  vessels  propelled  by  steam,  gas, 
fluid  naphtha,  electricity,  or  other  motive  power  under  the  burden  of 
five  tons  net  register." 

2.  Chapter  137  amending  section   17  of  the   Public   Utilities  Act. 

Section  17  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  defines  the  instances  in  which 
common  carriers  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
may  issue  free  or  reduced  rate  transportation. 

The  amendment  to  this  section  provides  in  effect  for  the  interchange 
of  free  or  reduced  rate  transportation  for  the  officers,  agents,  employees, 
attorneys,  physicians  and  surgeons,  and  members  of  their  families,  be- 
tween common  carriers  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission and  ocean-going  carriers  engaged  in  the  business  of  transport- 
ing passengers  or  freight  by  water  between  the  United  States  and  foreign 
countries  when  such  ocean-going  carriers  are  permitted  by  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  to  exchange  transportation  with  the  carrier  sub- 
ject to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 

3.  Chapter  209  amending  section  43  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act. 

Section  43  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  defines  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  over  the  crossings  of  railroad  tracks  and  public 
highways.  This  section  ^ves  to  the  Railroad  Commission  jurisdiction 
with  reference  to  the  construction,  alteration  and  separation  of  grades  at 
any  such  crossing,  and  further,  to  apportion  the  cost  thereof  between 
the  railroad  and  street  railroad  corporation  affected,  or  between  such 
corporations  and  the  state,  county,  municipality  or  other  public  author- 
ity in  interest.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commission  so  to  ap- 
portion the  cost  was  upheld  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  City  of  San  Jose 
vs.  Railroad  Commission,  53  Cal.  Dec.  727.  The  jurisdiction  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  under  this  section  over  crossings  within  munici- 
palities was  upheld  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  Civic  Center  Association 
of  Los  Angeles  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  53  Cal.  Dec.  845. 

The  work  of  the  Railroad  Commission  with  reference  to  the  protection 
of  railroad  crossings  and  in  certain  instances  the  elimination  of  grades 
at  such  crossings  revealed  difficulties  of  administration  which  required 
the  amendment  of  the  section.  Chapter  707  eliminates  these  difficulties 
in  the  following  manner :  As  amended,  the  section  now  contains  a  com- 
plete procedure  for  the  collection  from  the  municipalities,  counties  and 
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public  authorities  of  the  proportion  of  the  expense  of  eliminating  grade 
crossings  which  is  assessed  against  them  by  the  Railroad  Commission. 
The  section  as  amended  also  provides  that  in  the  event  the  proper  ex- 
ercise of  the  Railroad  Commission's  jurisdiction  with  reference  to  the 
safety  of  railroad  crossings  by  the  elimination  of  grades  will  result  in 
the  taking  of  or  damage  to  the  property  of  third  persons,  the  Railroad 
Commission  shall  have  complete  jurisdiction  to  assess  the  damages  to 
be  paid  and  to  enter  a  final  decree  in  condemnation  where  necessary. 
This  eminent  domain  jurisdiction  is  necessary  in  order  that  the  Railroad 
Commis.sion  have  complete  power  satisfactorily  to  determine  the  ques- 
tions of  safety  at  railroad  crossings,  and  is  in  accord  with  legislation 
which  has  been  enacted,  giving  such  jurisdiction  to  railroad  and  public 
service  commissions  in  several  eastern  states. 

4.     Chapter  176  amending  section  47  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act. 

In  1913  the  legislature,  in  chapter  3'37,  amended  section  47  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Act  so  as  to  empower  the  Railroad  Commission  to  fix 
the  just  compensation  to  be  paid  for  public  utility  property .  acquired 
in  eminent  domain  proceedings  by  municipalities  and  other  public 
authorities.  This  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commission  under  this 
section  has  become  of  increasing  importance  and  its  constitutionality 
has  already  been  upheld  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  Marin  Water  and 
Foiver  Company  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  171  Cal.  706.  However,  in 
administering  this  section  in  the  many  proceedings  which  have  been 
l)rought  before  the  Railroad  Commission  certain  respects  have  been 
revealed  in  which  the  procedure  could  be  simplified  and  strengthened. 
This  has  been  done  in  the  amendment  of  1917.  It  is  necessary  only  to 
mention  the  principal  instances  in  which  the  section  has  been  altered. 

(a)  The  petition  filed  by  the  public  authority  and  requesting  the 
Railroad  Commission  to  fix  the  just  compensation  for  public  utility 
property  to  be  acquired,  in  addition  to  the  matters  already  required  to 
be  stated,  must  also  state  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  owners  and 
claimants  of  the  property,  if  known,  or  a  statement  that  they  are  un- 
known, and  also  the  names  and  addresses  of  each  mortgagee  and  trustee 
under  each  mortgage  and  deed  of  trust. 

(b)  Formerly  the  section  provided  merely  for  a  notice  of  the  proceed- 
ing being  given  to  the  public  utility.  As  amended,  notice  must  also  be 
given  to  the  petitioner  and  to  parties  claiming  an  interest  in  the 
property. 

(c)  The  section  now  specifically  provides  for  the  introduction  of 
evidence  by  the  Railroad  Commission  as  well  as  by  other  interested

parties.  It  was  urged  in  the  Marin  Water  and  Power  Company  case 
that,  under  the  original  statute,  the  Railroad  Commission  had  no  right 
to  present  evidence  on  its  own  behalf. 

{d)  The  Railroad  Commission  is  now  given  jurisdiction  to  authorize 
the  amendment  of  the  petition  in  any  respect,  including  jurisdictional 
allegations,  at  any  time  subsequent  to  the  filing  of  the  petition  and  prior 
to  the  making  of  the  Railroad  Commission's  finding.  Heretofore  no 
such  amendment  could  be  made  without  the  agreement  of  all  parties. 

(e)  The  amendment  .specifically  provides  that  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion shall  make  its  finding  in  a  single  sum.  Under  the  statute  as  it 
originally  stood  the  contention  was  made  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  to  make  its  finding  as  to  the  value  of  every  part 
and  parcel  of  the  property  to  be  acquired. 

(/■)  The  section  now  provides  that  just  compensation  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  Railroad  Commission  as  of  the  day  on  which  the  petition  is  filed. 
The  section  originally  contained  no  provision  with  reference  to  the  time 
as  to  which  the  finding  should  be  made. 

(g)  As  originally  drawTi,  while  the  statute  provided  that  the  finding 
of  the  Railroad  Commission  should  be  final  and  not  subject  to  review, 
no  similar  provision  was  made  with  reference  to  the  decree  of  the 
Superior  Court  directing  that  the  title  to  the  property  be  transferred 
at  the  figure  fixed  by  the  Railroad  Commission.  As  amended  the  find- 
ing of  the  Railroad  Commission  as  inserted  in  the  judgment  of  con- 
demnation by  the  Superior  Court  is  made  final,  and  not  subject  to 
review. 

{h)  In  the  event  that  the  public  authority  which  institutes  the  pro- 
ceeding before  the  Railroad  Commission  does  not  take  the  property 
after  the  Railroad  Commission  has  fixed  the  just  compensation,  the 
Railroad  Commission  may  make  a  finding  as  to  the  reasonable  expenses 
necessarily  incurred  by  the  public  utility  in  presenting  its  case  to  the 
Railroad  Commission,  which  should  be  assessed  against  the  public 
authority  for  payment. 

5.     Chapter  120  amending  section  50  of  the   Public  Utilities  Act. 

Section  50  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  provides  that  certain  public 
utilities  must  obtain  from  the  Railroad  Commission  a  certificate  of  public 
convenience  and  necessity  before  they  begin  to  operate,  extend  into 
competitive  territory  or  exercise  franchise  rights.  In  issuing  such  cer- 
tificates the  Railroad  Commission  inquires  into  the  need  for  the  public 
utility  service  or  the  exercise  of  the  franchise  rights,  and  if  the  certifi- 
cate is  granted  imposes  such  conditions  as  seem  proper  in  the  perform- 
ance of  such  public  utility  service  and  the  exercise  of  such  franchise 
rights. 
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Chapter  120  amends  section  50  so  as  to  add  electric  railroads  and 
telegraph  companies  to  the  utilities  which  are  required  to  obtain  cer- 
tificates of  public  convenience  and  necessity. 

Another  important  amendment  is  also  made  giving  to  the  Railroad 
Commission  jurisdiction  in  a  case  in  which  a  public  utility  complains 
that  its  territory  is  being  encroached  upon  by  another  utility  of  like 
character  and  in  the  absence  of  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and 
necessity  having  been  issued  to  such  utility,  to  direct  the  invading 
utility  to  stop  work  and  hold  the  matter  in  statu  quo  until  the  merits  of 
the  case  have  been  determined  bv  the  Railroad  Commission. 


II. 

OTHER  STATUTES  AFFECTING  THE  RAILROAD  COMMISSION 

1.  Chapter  191  providing  emergency  water  service. 

This  statute  was  passed  to  enable  mutual  water  companies  to  supply 
water  to  others  than  stockholders,  and  also  to  enable  private  irrigation 
plants  to  supply  water  to  available  lands  during  the  period  of  the  war 
tvithout  hecoming  public  utilities.  The  statute  was  made  immediately 
effective  as  an  emergency  measure.  The  statute  contains  the  proviso 
"that  after  June  1,  1917,  no  such  temporary  service  of  water  shall  be 
made  unless  a  statement  is  first  filed  with  the  Railroad  Commission 
stating  the  private  irrigation  plant  or  mutual  water  company  rendering 
such  service,  the  party  receiving  such  service,  the  lands  irrigated  and 
the  rate,  if  any,  charged  for  such  service." 

2.  Chapter    201    defining    jurisdiction    of    Industrial    Accident    Commission    and 

Railroad  Commission  over  the  safety  of  employees  of  public  utilities. 

In  this  statute  the  Industrial  Accident  Commission  is  specifically 
vested  with  jurisdiction  "over  the  safety  of  employees  of  steam  rail- 
roads employed  in  shops  devoted  to  the  construction  or  repair  of  rail- 
road equipment;  the  safety  of  employees  of  electric  interurban  or 
street  railroads,  employed  in  the  generation,  transmission  or  distribu- 
tion of  electric  energy,  or  in  shops  devoted  to  the  repair  of  railroad 
cfiuipment,  or  in  any  nonpublic  utility  operation  of  such  railroads; 
and  the  safety  of  employees  of  all  other  public  utilities  as  such  utilities, 
are  defined  in  the  public  utilities  act." 

The  statute  further  provides,  however,  that  no  order  or  rule  of  the 
Industrial  Accident  Commission  made  in  the  exercise  of  its  jurisdiction 
shall,  in  any  way,  "impair,  diminish  or  in  any  way  affect  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  the  state  of  California  over  the 
construction,  reconstruction,  replacement,  maintenance,  or  operation  of 
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4.     Chapter  713  relating  to  issue  of  nonpar  stock  by  public  utilities. 

This  statute  provides  for  the  issue  and  regulation  by  public  utilitias 
of  stock  without  nominal  or  par  value.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad 
Commission,  under  section  52  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  over  the  issue 
of  .such  stock  by  public  utilities  is  expressly  extended  in  this  statute  to 
cover  the  issue  of  stock  without  nominal  or  par  value, 
the  properties  of  public  utilities  as  defined  in  the  public  utilities  act, 
or  over  any  matter  affecting  the  relationship  between  such  public  utili- 
ties and  their  customers  or  the  general  public," 

3.     Chapter  575   relating   to   underground   electrical   construction. 

Chapter  500  of  the  statutes  of  1911  prescribes  certain  regulations 
governing  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  subways,  manholes  and 
underground  rooms,  chambers  and  excavations,  used  to  contain,  encase, 
cover  or  conduct  wires,  cables  or  appliances  to  conduct,  carry,  or  handle 
electricity.  This  statute  has  been  amended  by  adding  a  new  section 
providing  that  the  duty  of  properly  enforcing  the  provisions  of  the 
statute  shall  be  vested  in  the  Railroad  Commission.

The  present  actions  petition  tlie  Commission  to  compel  various 
common  carriers  serving  the  city  of  Los  Angeles  and  adjacent 
territory  to  rearrange  their  present  track  layouts  and  ter- 
minal facilities,  eliminate  existing  grade  crossings,  consoli- 
date their  freight  and  passenger  depots  and  install  various 
other  improvements  tending  towards  the  convenience  and 
safety  of  the  traveling  public.  Owing  to  the  considerable 
time  and  money  necessary  to  such  an  investigation,  the  Com- 
mission and  different  complainants  deemed  it  advisable  that 
the  proceedings  be  dismissed  so  that  an  appeal  could  be  taken 
to  the  Supreme  Court  to  finally  determine  the  question  of 
jurisdiction  before  proceeding  with  the  actual  investigation. 
After  reviewing  its  jurisdiction  over  the  different  subject 
matters  of  the  complaint  the  proceedings  were  dismissed  in 
accordance  with  the  above  agreement. 

Reviewing  the  question  of  jurisdiction  the  Commission,  after 
an  exhausted  analysis  of  the  various  provisions  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Act  and  constitution  of  the  state  bearing  upon  the 
subject,    held    that    the    Commission    had    jurisdiction    to: 

(1)  Direct  necessary  changes  in  existing  facilities,  including 
the  erection  of  new  structures,  to  require  joint  action  by  two 
or  more  utilities,  fix  the  site  of  new  structures,  including  the 
erection  and  joint  use  of  union  freight  and  passenger  depots. 

(2)  Over  the  frequency  of  train  movements,  time  tables,  and 
places  of  stopping,  over  connections  between  tracks  of  car- 
riers, including  authority  to  compel  physical  connections 
between  two  common  carriers  entering  the  incorporate  limits 
of  a  municipality.  (3)  To  compel  one  utility  to  permit  the 
use  by  another  utility  of  its  facilities,  to  prescribe  terms 
therefor  and  direct  payment  and  compensation  for  damages 
if  any.  (4)  To  require  the  operation  of  a  utility  property  so 
as  best  to  promote  the  health  and  safety  of  its  employees 
and  the  public,  to  direct  the  installation  of  appropriate  safety 
devices,  including  the  protection  of  grade  crossings,  the  in- 
stallation of  block  and  other  signal  devices.  (5)  Over  the 
construction,  change,  operation  and  elimination  of  all  grade 
crossings.  That  as  the  Railroad  Commission  has  been  in- 
vested with  such  jurisdiction  the  city  of  Los  Angeles  has  no 
jurisdiction  over  the  subject  matters  thereof.

Though  a  crossing  may  be  dangerous,  when  it  is  only  used  by  a 
very  small  number  of  people,  the  Commission  can  not  compel  a 
railroad  company  to  incur  the  expense  incident  to  the  con- 
struction of  a  viaduct  or  the  removal  of  its  switching  tracks.

Present  schedule  of  gas  and  electric  rates  found  to  be  just  and 
reasonable,  with  the  exception  of  the  minimum  for  electricity, 
which  is  reduced  from  $1.00  to  75  cents.  Several  small  adjust- 
ments were  also  made  in  heating  and  street  lighting  schedules. 
The  Commission  did  not  fully  allow  payment  of  2J  per  cent  of 
gross  revenues  to  Byllesby  &  Co.  under  the  head  of  supervi- 
sion, holding  that  certain  of  the  items  contained  therein  were 
more  properly  chargeable  to  cost  of  money,  etc.,  leaving  an 
amount  chargeable  to  operating  expenses  of  not  more  than 
2  per  cent,  which  amount  was  allowed.  The  value  of  three 
certain  generators  not  necessary  in  the  production  of  energy 
sufficient  to  supply  all  demands,  was  not  allowed.  In  connec- 
tion with  its  electric  rates  schedules,  the  company's  attention 
was  called  to  the  fact  that  an  initial  block  of  500  k.w.  was 
entirely  too  large,  and  the  suggestion  was  made  that  much 
lower  primary  and  secondary  blocks  be  established.

Revised  schedule  of  class  rates  established  between  bay  cities 
and  points,  Sacramento  Valley  to  Oregon  line.  Revision  con- 
tains but  slight  alterations  between  points  south  of  Red 
Bluff,  though  reductions  of  from  6  per  cent  to  50  per  cent 
are  made  affecting  points  north  thereof.  Mileage  to  be 
computed  on  actual  short  line  distances  except  main  line 
mileage  north  of  Red  Bluff,  which  is  to  be  increased  50  per 
cent  account  mountain  haul,  as  is  also  branch  line  mileage, 
with  the  exception  of  branches  Brighton  to  Placerville  and 
Weed  to  Davis,  which  are  to  be  increased  60  per  cent.  Owing 
to  dissimilarity  of  conditions  in  various  parts  of  the  state, 
a  common  spread  of  class  rates  can  not  be  adhered  to,  for 
adjustment  satisfactory  in  one  district  will  be  found  entirely 
wrong  if  applied  to  other  district.  The  Commission  has  no 
jurisdiction  to  establish  rates  with  a  view  to  equalizing  com- 
mercial conditions;  when  a  reasonable  schedule  of  rates  has  a 
tendency  to  disturb  an  established  community,  the  Commis- 
sion has  no  alternative  than  to  approve  the  reasonable 
schedule.

With  reference  to  certificates,  the  Com- 
mission holds:  (1)  A  utility  rendering  financial  assistance  to 
an  industry,  thereby  helping  to  put  it  on  an  operating  basis, 
does  not  secure  as  to  service,  any  additional  rights  thereby 
other  than  those  otherwise  established.

rates  covering  such  service.  (3)  Distribution  of  energy  con- 
templates merely  the  division  or  apportionment  of  electric 
energy  by  a  producer  or  distributor,  irrespective  of  the 
method,  or  whether  the  energy  be  divided  between  two  or 
apportioned  among  many  consumers.  (4)  Competition  becomes 
objectionable  only  when  it  results  in  unnecessary  duplication 
of  facilities.  When  joint  occupation  of  specified  territory  re- 
sults in  an  improved  service  or  the  induction  of  new  and 
better  methods,  it  is  beneficial  to  the  public.  (5)  Existing 
facilities  of  utilities  must  be  utilized  to  their  highest  efficiency 
before  additional  investments  will  be  permitted  to  be  made 
in  similar  facilities  for  the  purpose  of  serving  the  same  ter- 
ritory. (6)  Utilities  which  desire  protection  from  competition 
must  show  not  only  an  ability  to  serve,  but  the  extent  to 
which  they  have  facilities  available  to  care  for  whatever  busi- 
ness may  be  offered.  When  unable  to  render  service  to  indus- 
tries requiring  an  extra  heavy  demand,  it  can  not  expect  to 
exclude  from  its  territory  a  utility  willing  and  able  to  render 
such  service.  (7)  Utilities  required  to  decide  upon  a  plan 
whereby  they  may  best  utilize  all  present  facilities  for  the 
purpose  of  serving  the  cement  plant,  complainant  to  continue 
the  sole  distribution  of  energy  to  consumers  in  territory  it  is 
now  serving.

Apr.  23,  1917  Complaint  alleging  that  the  rates  heretofore  established  by  the 
Commission  effect  an  unjust  increase  to  complainant  in  that 
under  the  maximum  demand  schedule  over  one  or  more  15- 
minute  periods  its  peak  is  abnormally  increased  and  that  such 
abnormal  short  peaks  result  in  a  considerably  increased  rate. 
(1)  A  diversity  may  exist  in  the  demands  of  a  particular  con- 
sumer with  respect  to  its  abnormal  demands  and  the  power 
system  peak.  When  evidence  shows  that  the  excessive  demands 
of  a  particular  consumer  occur  when  a  large  part  of  the  in- 
dustrial load  is  absent,  the  load  and  service  of  such  consumers 
is  distinguished  from  other  large  consumers  in  that  such  fea- 
tures have  a  tendency  to  reduce  cost  of  service  to  a  point 
below  the  average.  (2)  While  it  has  not  been  shown  that  the 
rate  heretofore  established  is  in  excess  of  the  value  or  worth 
thereof,  conditions  may  arise  which  warrant  the  continuance 
of  a  rate  less  profitable  than  the  average.  Such  a  condition 
becomes  objectionable  only  when  it  results  in  discrimination 
between  consumers  of  the  same  class.  (3)  Defendant  required 
to  reestablish  within  ten  days,  old  contract  rate  of  $0.0085  per 
k.w.h.,  provided,  however,  should  consumer's  load  conditions 
change  such  rate  shall  be  subject  to  reconsideration  upon  ap- 
plication of  either  party  or  upon  Commission's  own  motion.

May  2,  1917  An  investigation  looting  into  tlie  result  of  rates,  rules  and 
regulations  heretofore  established  by  the  Commission.  (1)  In 
purchasing  transformers  owned  by  consumers,  respondent  is 
not  warranted  in  deducting  cost  of  oil,  as  cost  was  heretofore 
charged  to  operating  expenses  and  paid  for  by  consumers 
through  the  medium  of  rates.  The  price  to  be  paid  shall  be 
based  on  cost  of  transformers  in  place  on  consumer's  pole  and 
not  cost  delivered  at  respondent's  storerooms.  Depreciation 
to  be  computed  at  5  per  cent  per  annum.  (2)  Respondent  re- 
quired to  pay  interest  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent  per  annum  on 
the  ascertained  value  of  all  transformers  which  it  has  failed 
to  purchase  beginning  with  the  effective  date  of  the  present 
decision  (May  20,  1917).

May  8,  1917  ;  An  investigation  looking  into  the  results  of  rates,  rules  and 
regulations  heretofore  established  by  the  Commission:  (1)  Re- 
spondent in  purchasing  transformers  should  specify  par- 
ticular property  which  it  purchases;  should  it  fail  to  purchase 
transformers  platforms  it  has  no  property  right  thereto  or 
right  to  remove  such  structures  should  service  be  discon- 
tinued.

Suggestion  made  that  all  privately  owned 
ditches  bo  placed  under  the  control  of  the  utility  either  by 
purchase  or  lease.  (3)  Consumers  owning  private  ditches 
should  keep  them  in  a  thoroughly  cleaned  condition,  other- 
wise utilities  are  justified  in  measuring  water  delivered  at  the 
point  of  intake  of  consumer's  lateral  instead  of  at  the  point  of 
delivery  to  acreage  to  be  irrigated.

In  connection  with  the  establishment  of  a  revised  schedule  of  rates  for  both  domestic 
and  irrigation  service,  the  Commission  made  a  complete  inventory  and  appraisal 
of  applicants'  reservoirs,  dams,  transmission  and  distributing  system.  A  brief 
summary  of  the  procedure  follows : 

1.  It  is  practically  impossible  to  fix,  with  scientific  accuracy,  the  price  to  be  paid 
for  a  surplus  product  such  as  the  surplus  waters  of  the  San  Diego  River  delivered 
by  applicant  to  the  city  of  San  Diego  for  its  municipal  distributing  system,  accord- 
ingly the  price  to  be  paid  therefor  is  left  to  negotiations  between  the  parties  in 
interest. 

2.  The  fact  that  a  transmission  system  was  constructed  for  the  purpose  of  serving 
one  large  consumer,  which  large  consumer  is  subsequently  lost  to  the  utility,  is  not 
sufficient  reason  to  burden  the  smaller  consumers  with  rates  sufficient  to  provide  a 
return  upon  a  system  considerably  larger  than  is  necessary  to  adequately  care  for 
their  requirements. 

3.  When  a  utility  has  surplus  water  to  dispose  of,  its  present  consumers  should 
have  preference  thereto,  afterwards  such  additional  consumers  may  be  taken  on  as 
the  facilities  of  the  utility  will  permit. 

4.  A  utility  is  required  to  have  uniform  nondiscriminatory  rules  governing  the 
distribution  of  water.  The  group  consumers  of  applicants  should  be  served  under 
one  of  two  rules :  ( 1 )  When  water  is  taken  direct  from  the  transmission  system  and 
distributed  by  the  consumers  themselves,  it  should  be  paid  for  as  a  whole  and 
individual  collections  made  and  the  distributing  system  maintained  by  the  consumers 
themselves;  (2)  when  distributed  by  applicant,  collections  should  be  made  by 
applicant  in  accordance  with  individual  consumption,  and  the  distributing  system 
maintained  by  applicant. 

Granted  a  certificate  permitting  construction  and  operation  of  water  distributing 
system  near  Martinez.  Schedule  of  rates  also  established,  such  schedule  not  to 
provide  a  return  upon  the  investment  as  the  system  was  constructed  primarily  for 
the  purpose  of  promoting  real  estate  sales.

Co.  to  issue  $100,000  face  value  of  bonds  to  be  sold  at  90,  disposition 
of  proceeds  to  be  hereafter  specified  under  supplemental  orders,  and  $296,500  face 
value  of  bonds  in  exchange  for  bonds  of  the  Home  Companies.  In  connection  with 
the  above  proceedings  the  Commission  held:  (1)  In  the  consolidation  of  competing 
utilities  the  Commission  can  give  little  consideration  to  structural  value  of  tlie 
properties  consolidated  owing  to  the  fact  that  considerable  duplications  exist  which 
expense  would  never  have  been  incurred  if  the  system  had  been  constructed  by  one 
utility  for  the  rendition  of  such  service  as  given  by  three.  (2)  Consolidated  utilities 
are  entitled  to  reasonable  rates  irrespective  of  the  fact  that  prior  to  consolidation 
competition  may  have  been  so  severe  that  it  is  necessary  to  increase  rates  to  allow 
the  utility  a  fair  and  reasonable  return.  However  patrons  should  not  be  burdened 
with  providing  a  return  upon  duplicated  property  not  used  or  useful  after  consolida- 
tion. (3)  Consolidated  utilities  should  not  be  permitted  to  issue  securities  out  oi* 
proportion  to  what  the  net  revenue  from  reasonable  rates  could  be  expected  to 
provide  a  reasonable  return  upon.  As  the  maximum  rates  which  the  Commission 
could  allow  applicant  would  not  provide  a  return  upon  tlie  amount  of  securities 
which  it  was  proposed  to  is.sue  the  amount  was  considerably  reduced. 

The  Commission  will  not  permit  a  telephone  company  to  discontinue  its  practice  of 
allowing  a  discount  on  bills  paid  on  or  before  a  certain  date  wlien  it  appears  tliat 
said  discount  would  effect  a  material  increase  in  rates  to  a  considerable  number  of 
its  subscribers.  Permission  granted  to  charge  an  additional  25^  for  installation  of 
desk  phones  in  place  of  wall  phones.

That  each  patron  may  have 
choice  of  automatic  or  manual  service  which  shall  have  connection  with  all  other 
phones  on  system  whether  automatic  or  manual.  Toll  line  service  to  be  given  over 
toll  lines  of  both  Pacific  Co.  and  U.  S.  Long  Distance  Tel.  Co.  That  principal  office 
shall  remain  in  the  citj^  of  Los  Angeles.  That  no  value  shall  ever  be  claimed  for 
any  right  or  franchise  transferred  in  excess  of  actual  cost  thereof.  A  monthly 
record  to  be  kept  of  all  station  renewals,  separate  records  being  kept  showing 
manual  and  automatic  service. 

As  to  consolidations  of  this  nature  the  Commission  holds:  (1)  That  the  cost  to 
reproduce  or  replace  the  property  of  a  utility,  less  accrued  depreciation,  based  on 
life  tables  as  modified  by  an  inspection  of  the  plant  is  the  most  accurate  way  of 
arriving  at  reproduction  cost,  less  depreciation,  and  will  take  preference  over 
figures  arrived  at  by  other  methods.  (2)  The  Commission  in  establishing  rates  will 
allow  under  the  head  of  fixed  capital  maintenance  and  operating  expenses  such 
amounts  as  are  deemed  just  and  reasonable,  irrespective  of  the  existence  of 
exclusive  or  other  contracts  between  the  utility  and  private  parties.  (3)  The 
Commission's  only  consideration  is  that  the  amount  of  securities  issued  bears  a 
reasonable  ratio  to  the  value  of  the  properties  acquired ;  it  has  no  interest  how 
.such  securities  are  apportioned  as  between  the  selling  companies.  (4)  The  consoli- 
dation of  two  telephone  plants  operating  independently  in  the  same  city  is  much  to 
be  desired  in  view  of  tlie  improvement  in  service,  elimination  of  duplications  and 
joint  use  of  facilities  made  possible  thereby.  (5)  Consolidation  of  two  competing 
companies  will  not  result  in  tlie  poor  service  heretofore  prevalent  when  a  single 
utility  had  a  monopoly  of  the  business,  for  at  present  competent  public  autliorities 
are  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  seeing  that  utilities  render  first  class  service 
irrespective  of  whether  they  are  monopolistic  or  competing.

It  appearing  that  the  proposed  crossing  would  be  far  less  dangerous  than  the  one 
at  present  used  by  residents  of  the  vicinity,  application  granted  provided  the  county 
install,  at  its  own  expense,  an  automatic  flagman. 

Though  a  crossing  in  the  vicinity  of  the  one  applied  for  is  necessary,  the  present 
application  was  denied  on  the  grounds  that  the  crossing  as  proposed  was  dangerous 
and  could  not  properly  serve  lesidents  of  the  district. 

Permission  granted  for  the  construction  of  an  overhead  crossing  near  Beaumont,  the 
cost  of  which  sliall  be  borne,  $5,025  b5'  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  and 
$7,485.45  by  the  county. 

The  present  proceeding  was  initiated  by  a  petition  from  the  city  of  Los  Angeles  that 
the  Railroad  Commission  proceed  to  establish  the  just  compensation  to  be  paid  for 
the  distributing  system  and  certain  other  properties  of  the  Southern  California 
Edison  Company  within  the  incorporate  limits  of  said  city  and  within  certain 
specified  unincorporated  territory.  It  was  one  of  the  principal  proceedings  of  Its 
nature  so  far  tried  by  the  Commission  and  in  connection  therewith  the  constitu- 
tional powers  of  the  Commission  to  fix  valuations  for  condemnation  purposes  and 
its  jurisdiction  to  award  severance  damages  were  reviewed  in  detail.  The  opinion 
and  findings  were  concurred  in  by  four  of  the  Commissioners  with  a  dissenting 
opinion  by  Commissioner  Edgerton  : 

The  compensation  to  be  paid  for  properties  and  rights  to  be  transferred  not 
including  severance  damages  taut  including  the  property  as  a  going  concern  and 
with  franchise  rights  was  fixed  at  $4,750,000.  Severance  damages  were  fixed  at 
$1,578,000,  making  a  total  of  $6,328,000,  as  just  compensation  for  properties 
proposed  to  be  acquired. 

In  connection  with  the  above  findings  the  Commission  held:  (1)  It  is  the  duty  of 
the  Commission  to  fix  and  determine  a  single  and  definite  suin  as  the  just  compensa- 
tion to  be  paid  for  property  and  rights  as  a  going  concern  with  business  attached, 
including  franchise  rights  which  the  city  intends  to  take  over.  (2)  Capitalization 
of  present  net  earnings  to  secure  a  value  as  a  going  concern  is  entirely  unjustified, 
net  earnings  are  not  stable  and  are  dependent  on  many  factors  which  give  no 
assurance  that  they  will  remain  as  they  are  at  present.  Though  the  Commission 
has  in  a  number  of  cases  allowed  a  return  of  8%  such  allowance  is  not  perinanent 
and  there  is  no  assurance  that  it  will  always  be  allowed  hereafter.  However,  in 
fixing  compensation  for  the  business  of  a  company  efficiently  managed  and  earning 
in  excess  of  8%,  proper  consideration  must  be  given  to  the  present  earning  capacity 
of  the  company.  (3)  The  fact  that  a  municipality  has  the  power  to  build  a 
competing  system  can  have  no  weight  in  determining  values,  as  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  Commission  to  fix  a  just  compensation  to  be  paid  to  the  utility  for  the  property 
taken.  (4)  In  establishing  an  allowance  for  .severance  damages  consideration  muse 
be  given  to  loss  in  intrinsic  value  due  to  les.s  profitable  use  of  that  percentage  of 
the  generating  and  transmission  system  chargeable  to  business  of  the  territory 
to  be  taken  over.  It  is  impossible  to  segregate  any  portion  of  the  generating 
and  transmission  system  as  directly  and  solely  affected  by  the  severance.  The 
entire  property  is  affected  and  all  property  must  be  so  considered  and  just 
compensation  awarded  accordingly.  (5)  The  property  here  under  consideration 
is  valuable  only  for  the  particular  business  for  which  it  is  being  used,  and 
its  value  is  entirely  dependent  upon  its  use  for  that  particular  purpose.  If  it  is 
rendered  less  profitable,  it  is  rendered  less  valuable,  and  the  owners  tliereof  are 
entitled  to  compensation  foi-  such  damages.  (6)  Severance  damages  must  be 
determined  not  from  a  capitalization  of  los.s  of  net  earnings,  but  must  be  the 
reduction,  caused  by  severance  in  the  value  of  the  property  not  to  be  taken. 
(7)  A  claim  for  an  allowance  imder  the  head  of  unamortized  bond  discount  and 
expense  was  not  allowed,  such  item  being  considered  in  allowance  for  property  and 
right.s. 

In  the  dissenting  opinion  of  Commissioner  Edgerton  the  sum  of  $4,000,000  is 
found  to  be  a,  fail-  value  for  property  and  rights  and  the  .sum  of  $905,521.54  for 
severance  damages  making  a  total  compensation  of  $4,905,521.54.  Certain  of  the 
conclusions  reached  by  Commissioner  Edgerton  follow:  (1)  Reproduction  cost  new 
less  accrued  depreciation  with  the  addition  of  whatever  appreciation  has  occurred, 
is  the  best  and  .safest  method  of  determining  the  present  value  of  property.  Such 
method  will  give  a  resTilt  nearer  the  actual  truth  and  more  in  conformity  with 
actual  fact  than  any  other  method.  The  use  of  life  tables  is  es.sential,  biit  such 
tables  should  be  compiled  foi-  each  individual  case  and  not  applied  generally  to  all 
cases  irrespective  of  special  circumstances  or  conditions  which  may  exist.  The 
value  of  a  utility's  lands  should  be  considered  as  eciual  to  the  present  market  value 
of  the  lands  as  determined  b.y  competent  real  estate  appraisers.  (2)  With  the  cost 
of  money  figured  at  6%  public  authorit.v  should  realize  that  a  return  of  8%  is  a 
necessary  incentive  for  efficient  service  and  future  development ;  however,  to  permit

allowed.  (3)  The  principle  that  franchise  and  the  right  or  ability  to  earn  a  profit 
over  and  above  the  actual  cost  of  money  can  not  be  capitalized  and  made  a  charge 
against  the  public  is  rapidly  becoming  an  established  fact  throughout  the  Union : 
"People  will  not  pay  a  return  upon  such  fictitious  values  ;  that  if  such  values  are 
held  to  exist  by  the  courts,  then  there  will  inevitably  be  such  an  economic  waste  as 
goes  with  needless  duplication  and  ruinous  competition  ;  not  only  will  fictitious  and 
arbitrary  values  be  wiped  out,  but  along  with  those,  there  will  be  destroyed  real 
and  tangible  values." 

A  petition  that  the  Commission  establish  a  value  for  condemnation  purposes  of  the 
property  and  rights  of  Palo  Alto  Gas  Co.  both  within  and  without  the  corporate 
limits  of  applicant.  The  sum  of  $65,500.  is  found  to  be  a  reasonable  price  for 
properties  in  question,  in  connection  with  which  the  Commission  criticizes  the 
practice  of  utilities  claiming  a  large  depreciation  annuity  in  rate  fixing  inquiries, 
and  contending  that  little,  if  any,  depreciation  has  accrued  in  connection  with 
condemnation  proceedings,  (1)  No  allowance  is  made  for  paving  over  mains  other 
than  actual  expenditures  incurred  by  the  utility  for  such  purposes;  (2)  the  actual 
amount  paid  by  the  company  for  its  franchise  is  allowed,  but  no  allowance  is 
made  for  interest  thereon;  (3)  when  a  utility  has  earned  profits  for  a  number  of 
years  sufficiently  large  to  not  only  provide  a  return  on  the  investment,  but  to  cover 
all  losses  incurred  in  the  early  operation  of  the  plant,  no  allowance  will  be  made  for 
development  cost.  However,  consideration  will  be  given  to  the  property  as  a 
going  concern. 

Permission  granted  for  the  construction  of  a  crossing  in  the  town  of  Hilt,  provided 
two  existing  crossings  in  the  vicinity  are  closed. 

Applicant  granted  permission  to  abolish  a  crossing  at  grade  near  the  town  of  Thrall. 

Upon  petition  of  the  city  of  Sonoma,  after  investigation,  the  Commission  fixed  the 
sum  of  $30,700  as  a  fair  and  reasonable  price  to  be  paid  for  the  property  and 
rights  of  the  City  Water  "Works  Company.  (1)  The  fact  that  the  city  intends  to 
purchase  several  tracts  of  land  owned  by  the  company  must  be  given  consideration 
under  the  head  of  severance  damages  ;  ( 2 )  when  a  utility  has  developed  a  supply 
of  water  superior  to  any  in  the  vicinity  and  has  a  reasonably  secure  right  thereto, 
it  is  entitled  to  compensation  therefor. 

Granted  an  extension  of  time  to  and  including  December  31,  1917,  in  which  to 
complete  reconstruction  necessary  under  the  provisions  of  chapters  499-600. 

Granted  an  extension  of  time  to  and  including  January  30,  1917,  in  which  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  chapters  499-600. 

Granted  an  extension  of  time  to  and  including  June  30,  1919,  in  which  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  chapters  499-600. 

Clearances  of  undergrade  crossing  having  been  found  inadequate,  Santa  Fe  Ry.  Co. 
directed  to  make  certain  necessary  improvements,  the  cost  thereof  to  be  shared 
equally  between  the  city  and  the  railroad  company. 

Permission  granted  for  construction  of  four  crossings,  and  one  dismissed,  provided, 
the  crossings  be  constructed  at  right  angles  with  the  tracks  and  two  existing 
crossings  be  closed  to  traffic. 


Granted  an  extension  of  time  to  and  including  June  30.  1918,  in  which  to  comply  with 
provisions  of  chapter  499-600.

Of  seven  of  the  crossings  applied  for  six  are  found  to  be  necessary  and  permission  for 
their  construction  granted,  provided  that  two  existing  crossings  be  closed  to  traffic. 
Crossing  applied  for  at  Orangehurst  denied,  traffic  being  conveniently  served  by 
existing  crossings. 


Petition  of  Palo  Alto  Ga.s  Co.  for  a  rehearing  denied. 


The  Commission  will  not  grant  permission  for  the  construction  of  a  grade  crossing 
when  it  appears  that  such  crossing  would  be  but  slightly  used  and  that  traffic  would 
not  be  inconvenienced  by  using  an  adjacent  crossing.     Application  denied. 

Petition  of  city  for  rehearing  denied.  Petitions  for  rehearing  should  contain  specific 
references  to  testimony  and  to  authorities  bearing  thereon  and  "not  consist  of  mere 
general  allegations. 

Permission  granted  permitting  construction  of  crossing  over  tracks  of  Southern  Pacific 
Co.  the  Commission  reserving  the  right  to  hereafter  require  the  installation  of  an 
automatic  flagman. 

Construction  of  road  over  tracks  of  three  railroad  companies  granted  under  the 
following  conditions  :  Trains  of  O.  A.  &  E.  Ry.  to  cross  at  a  speed  not  in  excess  of 
10  miles  per  hour,  Santa  Fe  Ry.  to  install  automatic  flagman  at  its  own  expense, 
and  Southern  Pacific  to  install  automatic  flagman  at  expense  of  county.  All 
switching  movements  to  be  protected  by  brakeman  acting  as  temporary  flagman. 

Permission  granted  for  construction  of  crossing  at  grade  near  Watsonville  provided 
another  adjacent  crossing  is  closed  to  traffic,  and  the  proposed  crossing  is  lighted 
and  a  human  flagman  stationed  there  24  hours  each  day. 

Application  having  been  amended  to  apply  for  a  crossing  in  a  less  dangerous  and 
more  convenient  location  than  was  first  proposed  permission  granted  for  its 
construction. 

No  necessity  appearing  as  just  reason  for  incurring  the  expense  necessary  to 
undergrade  crossing  proposed,  application  dismissed  without  prejudice. 

Permission  to  construct  crossing  at  Denair  granted  provided  automatic  flagman  is 
installed  and  trees  obstructing  view  are  removed. 

Section  47  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  provides  that  if  a  municipality  fails  to  start 
condemnation  proceedings  within  a  period  of  sixty  days  after  the  Commission  fixed 
a  valuation  of  public  utility  property  for  such  purposes  the  utility  may  move  that 
tile  findings  be  set  aside.  The  city  of  Los  Angeles  having  failed  to  take  such  action, 
on  iifctition  of  the  Southern  California  Edison  Co.  the  Commission  set  aside  and 
vacated  its  findings  of  value  of  the  properties  of  said  company  established  in 
connection  with  application  of  the  city  of  Los  Angeles. 

Granted  permission  to  construct  Chapman  St.  at  grade  across  tracks  of  Southern 
Pacific  Co.  provided  an  adjacent  crossing  is  closed. 

Permitted  to  construct  crossing  at  grade  across  tracks  of  Southern  Pacific  Co.  provided 
two  existing  crossings  in  the  vicinity  are  closed  to  traffic.

Granted  permission  to  construct  crossing  at  grade  across  tracks  of  N.  P.  Co.  provided 
a  connecting  road  is  constructed. 

Compensation  heretofore  fixed  is  increased  by  the  sum  of  $11,775.76  covering  improve- 
ments made  subseauent  to  date  of  valuation  and  the  sum  of  $6,654.47  for 
miscellaneous  equipment.  In  connection  with  valuations  for  condemnation  purposes, 
the   Commission   holds : 

1.  A  detailed  description  of  property  to  be  valued  for  condemnation  purposes 
"together  with  all  properties  built  and  building  or  to  be  built  subsequent  to  the 
making  of  the  list  *  *  *  is  sufficiently  adequate  to  include  a  few  scattered 
items  of  property  such  as  detached  pieces  of  pipe,  etc.  A  supplemental  finding  of 
value  to  include  such  property  is  not  necessary. 

2.  The  Railroad  Commission  has  no  jurisdiction  to  make  an  order,  at  a  subsequent 
date,  in  connection  with  expenditures  made  by  a  utility  prior  to  the  date  upon 
which  the  Commission's  findings  were  issued. 

3.  When  a  valuation  of  public  utility  property  is  established  by  the  Commission, 
upon  petition  of  a  municipal  water  district  or  other  public  authorities,  such  findings 
shall  be  deemed  final  and  conclusive.  However  the  Commission  may,  under  certain 
conditions,  subsequently  certify  to  the  Superior  Court,  such  amounts  as  it  may 
deem  proper,  to  be  either  added  or  substracted  from  the  original  findings. 

4.  Section  70  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  providing  that  the  Commission  shall  hold 
hearings  from  time  to  time  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  value  of  betterments 
and  improvements  made  subsequent  to  any  prior  hearings,  has  reference  only  to 
valuations  made  for  rate  making  purposes,  security  issues,  etc.,  and  not  to  valua- 
tions for  condemnation  purposes  in  which  there  is  a  finality  of  proceedings  resulting 
in  the  transfer  of  the  property  to  a  public  authority. 

5.  To  secure  additional  compensation  a  utility  must  show  a  loss  incurred  through 
its  being  obligated  to  preserve  its  property  between  the  time  judgment  in  condemna- 
tion become  final  and  the  time  of  payment  of  compensation.  Such  additional 
compensation  shall  not  include  additions  and  betterments  made  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  business. 

6.  The  Railroad  Commission  has  no  jurisdiction  over  agreements  into  which  a 
water  district  and  a  utility  may  desire  to  enter  with  reference  to  improvements 
made  by  the  utility  subsequent  to  the  valuation  of  its  properties,  for  which  the 
water  district  feels  inclined  to  give  additional  compensation. 

7.  A  utility  is  not  entitled  to  additional  compensation  covering  taxes  paid,  for, 
while  it  is  still  in  possession  of  its  property  it  is  in  receipt  of  rates  sufficient  to 
cover  operating  expenses,  including  taxes,  and  would,  in  effect,  be  twice  compensated 
for  the  same  item. 

8.  After  judgment  has  been  rendered  in  a  condemnation  action  the  Commission  has 
no  jurisdiction  to  entertain  a  proceeding  for  a  general  revaluation  of  the  properties 
to   be   transferred. 

9.  A  water  district  that  has  acquired  the  property  of  a  utility  through  condemnation 
proceedings,  is  not  entitled  to  damages  account  of  failure  on  the  part  of  the  utility 
to  deliver  to  the  water  district  certain  meter  books,  customers'  account  books,  etc., 
especially  when  the  district  is  unable  to  show  that  it  has  been  damaged  through  its 
failure  to  receive  such  books. 

Authorized  to  construct  crossing  at  grade  across  tracks  of  Southern  Pacific  Co.  near 
the  town  of  Herndon. 

Investigation.s  having  shown  that  improvements  to  existing  streets  would  in  a  large 
measure  obliterate  the  necessity  of  the  crossing  proposed  which  crossing  if 
constructed  would  run  througli  the  switching  yards  of  S.  P.  Co.  and  accordingly  be 
of  an  extremely  dangerous  nature ;  petition  to  construct  same  is  denied.

Applicant  having  decided  to  construct  a  municipal  plant,  petition  that  the  Commission 
fix  the  value  of  the  existing  water  utility  is  dismissed. 

In  connection  with  a  petition  of  applicant  that  the  North  Coast  Water  Co.  had 
permitted  its  properties  to  unreasonably  depreciate  through  its  failure  to  pay  taxes, 
the  Commission  holds:  (1)  A  water  district  to  obtain  a  modification  of  the  Commis- 
sion's findings  of  value  in  connection  with  condemnation  proceedings  under  the 
provisions  of  section  47  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  must  show  that  unreasonable 
depreciation  or  deterioration  in  the  utility's  property  has  taken  place  and  also  the 
amount  thereof.  (2)  The  question  of  whether  or  not  it  is  incumbent  upon  a  water 
district  to  pay  delinquent  taxes  on  property  to  which  it  has  not  as  yet  received  a 
final  decree  in  condemnation  is  a  question  at  law  which  can  only  be  determined  by 
the  courts.  When  the  courts  have  spoken  the  Commission  can  determine  whether 
or  not  unreasonable  depreciation  has  occurred.     Petition  dismissed  without  prejudice. 

L^pon  petition  of  applicant  the  following  sums  are  established  as  fair  and  reasonable 
values  for  the  properties  of  the  two  utilities  the  city  proposes  to  purchase : 
Consolidated  Securities  Co.  .fl2,500,  San  Fernando  Mission  Land  Co.  $16,500. 
Applicant  contended  that  the  Commission  should  establish  values  based  on  the  use 
to  which  the  purchaser  would  probably  put  them.  The  Commission  in  this  connec- 
tion held  that  values  must  be  based  solely  upon  the  worth  of  the  properties 
transferred  under  the  conditions  and  for  the  purposes  for  which  the  properties  are 
being  utilized  at  the  time  of  the  valuation. 

Permission  granted  applicant  to  construct  a  crossing  at  grade  across  the  tracks  of 
S.  P.  Co.  provided  an  existing  crossing  is  permanentlj^  closed  to  traffic. 

Investigation  failing  to  show  the  necessity  for  a  second  crossing,  recommendation 
made  that  applicant  attempt  to  solve  its  problems  in  some  other  manner  and  ask 
for  a  dismissal  of  the  present  proceeding. 

Upon  petition  of  the  city  of  Red  Bluff  that  the  Commission  revise  the  grade  crossings 
in  said  city  the  following  recommendations  are  made:  (1)  When  an  existing 
cTossing  within  the  limits  of  an  incorporated  municipality  is  legally  closed  to 
traffic  rrior  to  the  effective  date  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  it  cannot  be  reopened 
without  first  securing  permission  of  this  Commission.  (2)  The  Commission's 
announced  policy  as  regards  grade  crossings  is  to  concentrate  travel  at  as  few 
crossings  as  possible,  adequately  protecting  same  and  closing  all  unnecessary 
crossings.  (3)  Closing  of  several  crossings  and  better  protection  of  others  by 
installation  of  automatic  fiagmen  and  removal  of  obstacles  recommended,  which, 
it  is  suggested,  the  city  and  railroad  company  adopt. 


Petition  to  constrnct  three  certain  crossings  dismissed  account,  such  crossings  being 
in  existance  for  a  considerable  period  of  time,  permission  from  this  Commission 
for  their  continued  existence  is  unnecessary.  Permission  granted  to  open  Main  and 
Memphis  streets  across  tracks  of  S.  P.  Co.  provided  an  existing  crossing  is  closed 
to  traffic  and  an  automatic   flagman  is   installed   at  Acacia  St. 

Granted  permission  to  construct  Sunset  and  Golden  Gate  Avcs.,  at  grade  across 
tracks  of  S.  P.  C. 
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APPENDIX  C. 


COURT  PROCEEDINGS. 

In  the  last  Annual  Report  ''Appendix  C"  sets  forth  a  summary  of 
all  the  court  proceedings  since  January  1,  1911,  to  which  the  Railroad 
Commission  has  been  a  party.  Supplementing  that  summary,  the  fol- 
lowing is  a  list  of  all  court  proceedings  decided  during  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1917,  or  which  remain  undecided  on  that  date. 

COURT   DECISIONS   DECIDED   DURING   FISCAL  YEAR    ENDING 
JUNE  30,  1917 

1.  Coneland  Water  Company  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  Califor- 

nia Supreme  Court,  Sac.  No.  2438,  decided  July  10,  1916. 

This  proceeding  was  brought  to  review  the  decision  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  prescribing  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  water  delivered  l)y 
Coneland  Water  Company  under  contract  to  Los  Molinos  Citrus  Farms 
Company,  Lyon  Cattle  Company  and  the  Sunset  Syndicate  (Vol.  8, 
Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  24) . 
The  claim  was  made  to  the  Supreme  Court  that  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion did  not  have  jurisdiction  to  regulate  the  rates  for  this  service. 
The  proceeding  before  the  Supreme  Court  was,  however,  on  July  10, 
1916,  dismissed  on  the  motion  of  Coneland  Water  Company. 

2.  Dan  Clcmmons  et  al.  vs.  Railroad  Commissioji,  173  Cal.  254, 

decided  on  August  4,  1916. 

In  this  case  the  Supreme  Court  dismissed  a  petition  to  review  the 
order  of  the  Railroad  Commission  prescribing  the  rates  to  be  charged 
for  water  supplied  by  Tujunga  Water  and  Power  Company  (Vol.  7, 
Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  580). 

This  decision  holds  definitely  that  an  essential  prerequisite  to  the  fil- 
ing of  a  petition  with  the  Supreme  Court  to  review  an  order  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  is  the  filing  with  the  Railroad  Commission  of  an 
application  for  rehearing  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  the  order  which 
the  Supreme  Court  is  asked  to  review.  This  is  the  procedure  prescribed 
in  section  67  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act.  Dan  Clemmons  failed  to  file 
with  the  Railroad  Commission  within  the  proper  time  the  necessary 
application  for  rehearing,  and  this  was  one  of  the  grounds  upon  which 
the  application  for  rehearing  subsequently  filed  with  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission was  denied. 
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The  Supreme  Court  holds  that  Clemmons '  failure  to  comply  with  sec- 
tion 67  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  precluded  him  from  asking  the 
Supreme  Court  to  review  the  Eailroad  Commission's  order. 

3.  F.  Hammond  vs.   Tujunga  'Water  and  Power  Company  and 

Railroad  Commission,  No.  489  Civil,  United  States  District 
Court  for  the  Southern  District  of  California,  decided  on 
August  28,  1916. 
In  this  proceeding  the  United  States  District  Court  was  asked  to  issue 
a  writ  of  mandate  compelling  the  Railroad  Commission  to  make  an 
order  directing  Tujunga  Water  and  Power  Company  to  supply  water 
to  the  complainant.    Upon  the  hearing  on  the  order  to  show  cause  why 
the  Avrit  should  not  issue    it  was  pointed  out  that  the  complainant  had 
never  filed  with  the  Railroad  Commission,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  anj  proceeding  asking  the  Railroad 
Commission  to  require  service  to  be  rendered  to  him.    Upon  this  ground 
the  proceeding  before  the  United  States  District  Court  was  ordered 
dismissed. 

4.  City  of  Los  Angeles  vs.  Central  Trust  Company  el  al.,  173  Cal. 

323,  decided  on  September  11,  1916. 
The  question  involved  in  this  proceeding  was  whether  the  city  of  Los 
Angeles  could  condemn  a  strip  of  land  across  the  tracks  of  a  railroad 
within  the  limits  of  the  city  for  the  purpose  of  opening  a  street  without 
first  having  obtained  from  the  Railroad  Commission,  in  accordance 
with  section  43  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  a  decision  as  to  the  place 
and  manner  in  which  the  crossing  over  the  railroad  tracks  should  be 
made.  The  Railroad  Commission  filed  a  brief  amicus  curice  in  the  pro- 
ceeding. The  Supreme  Court  held  that  the  opening  of  a  city  street 
was  a  municipal  afPair,  and  that  the  cit}^  had  jurisdiction  to  proceed  to 
condemn  land  for  that  purpose  across  the  railroad  tracks.  The  de- 
cision of  the  Supreme  Court  Avas  somewhat  modified  in  Civic  Center 
Association  of  Los  Angeles  et  al.  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  later  referred 
to  in  this  summary  as  "No.  21." 

5.  Palermo  Land  and  Water  Company  vs.  Railroad  Commission, 

173  Cal.  380,  decided  on  September  21,  1916. 
In  this  decision  the  Supreme  Court  upholds  an  order  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  (Vol.  7.  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
of  California,  ISO),  holding  that  Palermo  Land  and  AVater  Company 
is  a  public  utility,  and  directing  the  company  to  supply  water  to  Se- 
curity Investment  Company,  The  company  contended  that  it  was  not  a 
public  utility  supplying  water  generally  to  the  public  because  it  was 
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supplying  water  only  under  contract  and  within  a  certain  defined  tract, 
and  further,  that  it  had  never  "dedicated"  its  water  to  the  use  of  the 
public  or  to  Security  Investment  Company.  The  Supreme  Court  never- 
theless held  the  company  to  be  a  public  utility. 

6.  The   Atchison,   Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway   Company  vs. 

Bailroad  Commission,  173  Cal.  577,  decided  on  October  23, 
1916. 

In  this  proceeding  the  Supreme  Court  annulled  an  order  of  the  Rail- 
road Commission  (Vol.  8,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission of  California,  74),  directing  The  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa 
Fe  Railway  Company  to  construct  and  maintain  in  operation  a  rail 
connection  between  Temeeula  in  Riverside  County  and  Fallbrook  in 
San  Diego  County.  The  Supreme  Court  held  that  the  railway  company 
had  not  undertaken  to  operate  a  line  of  railroad  along  the  route  and 
between  the  points  described  in  the  commission's  order,  and  that  the 
order  of  the  Railroad  Commission  was  consequently  void  as  requiring 
the  railway  company  to  do  something  outside  of  its  undertakings 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  sued  out  a  writ  of  error  to  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  to  review  this  decision  of  the  California 
Supreme  Court. 

7.  Palo  Alio  Gas  Coiftipany  vs.  Railroad  Co-mmission,  California 

Supreme  Court  S.  F.  No.  8089,  decided  on  November  20, 
1916. 
In  this  proceeding  the  Supreme  Court  denied  the  petition  of  the 
Palo  Alto  Gas  Company  to  review  the  findings  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission made  in  a  proceeding  instituted  by  the  city  of  Palo  Alto  under 
section  47  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  (Decision  No.  3631  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  made  on  September  6,  1916,  in  Application  No.  1760),  fixing 
the  just  compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  city  of  Palo  Alto  for  the 
acquisition  of  the  gas  distributing  system  of  Palo  Alto  Gas  Company. 

8.  Elvina  S.  Reals  et  al.  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  California  Su- 

preme Court  S.  F.  No.  8109,  decided  on  December  1,  1916. 
In  this  proceeding  the  Supreme  Court  denied  a  petition  to  review  the 
order  of  the  Railroad  Commission  (Decision  No.  3867  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  made  on  November  14,  1916,  in  Case  No.  985)  dismissing 
the  complaint  of  Elvina  S.  Beals  and  others,  in  which  the  Railroad 
Commission  was  asked  to  direct  San  Francisco-Oakland  Terminal  Rail- 
ways to  put  into  effect  a  reduced  rate  of  fare  for  school  children  upon 
its  street  railway  system  in  Oakland, 
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9.  /.  E.  Sexton  vs.  The  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Eailway 

Company  and  Railroad  Commission,  173  Cal.  760,  decided 
on  December  8,  1916. 

In  this  case  the  Supreme  Court  holds  that  under  section  67  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Act  the  Superior  Court  has  no  jurisdiction  to  enjoin 
the  members  of  the  Railroad  Commission  from  performing  any  of  the 
duties  imposed  upon  them  in  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  on  the  ground 
tliat  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  are  violative  of 
the  state  or  federal  constitution.  The  particular  case  arose  upon  the 
complaint  of  J.  E.  Sexton,  who  set  forth  that  he  was  a  stockholder  of 
The  Atchison.  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe,  and  asked  the  Superior  Court  to 
enjoin  the  Santa  Fe  from  issuing  free  transportation  to  the  members 
of  the  Railroad  Commission  and  their  employees  when  traveling  in  the 
performance  of  their  official  duties  as  required  by  sections  11  and  17 
of  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  which  makes  it  mandatory  that  the  railroads 
issue  free  transportation  in  such  cases.  Sexton  also  asked  that  the  Rail- 
road Commission  be  enjoined  from  taking  any  proceedings  against  the 
Santa  Fe  in  the  event  that  such  free  transportation  was  refused.  The 
Railroad  Commission  and  the  railway  company  demurred  to  the  com- 
plaint on  the  ground  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  including  the  pro- 
visions with  reference  to  free  transportation,  and  that  the  Superior 
Court  had  no  jurisdiction  to  restrain  the  commission  from  performing 
its  duties,  even  though  it  Avere  claimed  that  the  Railroad  Commission 
was  acting  unconstitutionally. 

The  ruling  of  Judge  J.  M.  Seawell  of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  city 
find  county  of  San  Francisco,  sustaining  the  demurrer,  was  upheld  by 
the  Supreme  Court. 

10.  Western  Association  of  Short:  Line  Railroads  vs.  Railroad  Com- 

mission. 

11.  United  Railroad  of  San  Francisco  vs.  Railroad  Commission, 

173  Cal.  802,  decided  on  December  14,  1916. 

These  are  two  separate  proceedings  in  mandate  brought  to  determine 
tlic  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commission  to  regulate  interurban 
automobile  tran.sportation.  The  Supreme  Court  holds  that  under  sec- 
lion  22  of  Article  XII  of  the  state  constitution  the  Railroad  Commission 
is  directly  vested  with  jurisdiction  over  the  rates  for  the  transportation 
of  pcTsons  or  property  by  automobiles  operating  otherwise  than  wholly 
within  the  limits  of  a  municipality. 
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12.  Limoneria  Company  et  at.  vs.  Bailroad  Commission,  Califor- 

nia Supreme  Court  L.  A.  No.  3886,  decided  on  January  23, 
1917,  and  reported  in  Vol.  53,  California  Decisions,  86. 

In  this  case  the  Supreme  Court  expressly  upholds  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Railroad  Commission  to  alter  the  rate  at  which  a  public  utility  has 
contracted  to  supply  public  utility  service  to  a  consumer.  Such  contract 
rates,  the  Supreme  Court  holds,  are  subservient  to  the  power  of  regula- 
tion vested  in  the  Railroad  Commission  under  the  Public  Utilities  Act. 

This  decision  was  made  in  a  proceeding  brought  to  review  the  order 
of  the  Railroad  Commission  (Vol.  4,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Rail- 
road Commission  of  California,  810) ,  prescribing  the  rates  to  be  charged 
for  water  supplied  by  Santa  Clara  Water  and  Irrigation  Company. 
The  company,  in  addition  to  supplying  water  to  many  consumers  at  reg- 
ular schedule  rates,  was  suppljdng  200  inches  of  water  under  contract 
to  Thermal  Belt  Water  Company  for  $800.00  per  annum,  and  was  also 
supplying  200  inches  of  water  free,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  a  certain  deed.  The  Railroad  Commission,  in  its  order,  provided 
that  in  each  of  these  instances  the  utility  should  charge  $2,000.00  per 
annum  for  the  water  furnished. 

The  claim  was  made  before  the  Supreme  Court  that  because  of  the 
existence  of  the  contract  and  because  of  certain  provisions  in  the  deed 
above  mentioned,  the  water  service  rendered  in  these  two  instances  was 
a  private  matter  and  not  subject  to  any  regulation.  In  sustaining  the 
order  of  the  Railroad  Commission  the  Supreme  Court  held  that  a  public 
utility  could  not  by  private  contract  circumvent  the  regulatory  power 
of  the  state  exercised  through  the  Railroad  Commission,  and  that  like- 
wise a  public  utility  could  not,  in  transferring  its  property,  insert  in 
the  deed  provisions  which  would  reserve  from  the  public  utility  prop- 
erty transferred,  a  private  right  to  receive  water  free  from  governmental 
regulation. 

13.  Southern  Pacific  Company  et  al.  vs.  Max  Thelen  et  al.,  Cali- 

fornia Supreme  Court  No.  S.  F.  8067  decided  on  February 
13,  1917. 

This  proceeding  was  brought  to  review  an  order  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission (Vol.  10,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of 
California,  324),  prescribing  the  rates  to  be  charged  by  Southern  Pacific 
Company  and  The  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company 
for  carload  shipments  of  paddy  rice  from  various  points  in  the  Sacra- 
mento and  San  Joaquin  valleys  to  San  Francisco,  Sacramento,  Biggs 
and  Gridley.  Thereafter,  the  parties  who  had  instituted  the  proceeding 
before  the  Railroad  Commission,  advised  that  they  contemplated  bring- 
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ing  a  further  proceeding  involving  the  same  matter,  in  which  they  de- 
sired to  present  new  and  additional  evidence  and  advising  the  commis- 
sion that  pending  said  further  proceeding,  the  proceedings  already 
instituted  before  the  Railroad  Commission  might  be  dismissed.  This 
was  done,  and  upon  stipulation  the  proceeding  before  the  California 
Supreme  Court  was  accordingly  also  dismissed. 

14.  United  Bailroads  of  San  Francisco  vs.  Railroad  Commission, 

California  Supreme  Court  No.  S.  F.  7640,  decided  on  Feb- 
ruary 13,  1917. 

This  was  a  proceeding  brought  before  the  Supreme  Court  to  deter- 
mine the  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commission  over  automobile  trans- 
portation. On  February  13,  1917,  the  proceeding  was  dismissed  by  the. 
Supreme  Court  upon  the  stipulation  of  the  parties,,  the  subject  matter 
of  the  proceeding  having  been  fully  determined  in  Western  Association 
of  Short  Line  Bailroads  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  173  Cal.  802,  reported 
above  in  this  summary  as  "No.  10." 

15.  0.  D.  Wilhite  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  California  Supreme 

Court  No.  L.  A.  5184,  decided  on  April  4,  1917. 

In  this  proceeding  the  Supreme  Court  denied  a  petition  to  review  the 
order  of  the  Railroad  Commission  (Vol.  2,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  of  California,  464),  prescribing  the  rates  to  be 
charged  for  water  supplied  from  the  Cuyamaca  water  system  in  San 
Diego  County. 

16.  California  Packing  Corporation  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  Cali- 

fornia Supreme  Court  No.  S.  F.  8243,  decided  April  21,  1917. 

In  this  proceeding  the  Supreme  Court  denied  a  petition  to  review  the 
order  of  the  Railroad  Commission  dismissing  the  complaint  of  Califor- 
nia Packing  Corporation  for  reparation  claimed  to  be  due  from  Southern 
Pacific  Company  for  alleged  charges  made  in  violation  of  the  long  and 
short  haul  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  California  and  the  Public 
I  utilities  Act  (Decision  No.  4003  of  the  Railroad  Commission  made  on 
January  11,  1917,  in  Case  No.  1025). 

17.  W.  F.  Fowler  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  In  Equity,  No.  234, 

United  States  District  Court  for  the  Northern  District  of 
California. 

This  proceeding  was  brought  to  restrain  the  enforcement  of  the  order 
of  the  Railroad  Commission  made  in  the  so-called  "Sacramento  Valley 
West  Side  Canal  Company  Cases"  (Vol.  7,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the 
Railroad  Coiijmission  of  California,  113),  prescribing  the  rates,  rules 
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and  regulations  for  the  service  of  water  from  the  public  utility  system 
of  said  company.  The  claim  was  made  to  the  federal  court  that  the 
rates  prescribed  were  confiscatory  and  did  not  pay  the  cost  of  operation. 
Judge  Van  Fleet  issued  an  order  to  show  cause  why  a  restraining  order 
should  not  be  issued,  and  this  question  was  argued  and  submitted  on 
briefs.  Shortly  thereafter  and  before  any  decision  had  been  rendered, 
the  public  utility  and  the  consumers  agreed,  in  view  of  the  approaching 
irrigation  season,  to  try  out,  for  the  irrigation  season  of  1916,  the  rates 
prescribed  by  the  Railroad  Commission.  Accordingly^,  upon  stipulation, 
the  order  of  the  court  to  show  cause  why  a  restraining  order  should  not 
issue  was  set  aside  with  the  understanding  that  the  proceeding  remain 
upon  the  calendar  in  statu  quo  for  the  irrigation  season  of  1916. 

On  April  30,  1917,  after  the  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission  had 
been  tried  out.  Judge  Wm.  C.  Van  Fleet,  upon  the  motion  of  William 
F.  Fowler,  dismissed  the  entire  proceeding  without  prejudice. 

IS.  San  Joaquin  Light  and  Power  Corporation  vs.  Max  Thelen 
ct  al.,  California  Supreme  Court  No.  S.  F.  7884,  decided  on 
May  8,  3917,  and  reported  in  Vol.  53  California  Decisions, 
572. 

In  this  case  the  Supreme  Court  upholds  the  order  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  (Vol.  9,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
of  California,  542),  prescribing  the  rates,  rules  and  regulations  to  be 
applied  to  the  service  of  electric  energy  by  the  San  Joaquin  Light  and 
Power  Corporation. 

The  company  contended  before  the  Supreme  Court  that  the  rates  pre- 
scribed by  the  Railroad  Commission  were  confiscatory  because,  in  de- 
termining the  value  of  the  public  utility  property  of  the  company  upon 
which  a  return  should  be  made  in  rates,  the  Railroad  Commission  did 
not  allow^  for  ' '  water  rights ' '  owned  by  the  company  any  sum  in  addi- 
tion to  the  cost  incurred  in  their  acquisition,  and  further,  that  an  item 
of  $1,651,021.00  claimed  by  the  company  to  represent  "going  concern 
value"  was  not  allowed  by  the  Railroad  Commission. 

The  Supreme  Court  holds  that  the  burden  of  proof  as  to  the  existence 
of  value  in  a  water  right  rests  upon  the  public  utility,  and  that  in  this 
case  the  company  had  failed  to  establish  that  it  was  entitled  to  any 
value  for  w^ater  rights  in  addition  to  the  cost  of  acquisition  allowed 
by  the  Railroad  Commission.  The  court  further  held  with  reference 
to  the  claim  for  "going  concern  value"  that  the  Railroad  Commission 
had  valued  the  property  of  the  company  as  the  property  of  a  public 
utility  in  operation,  and  further  that  the  deficit  in  revenue  to  the  utility 
during  the  development  period  had  been  more  than  paid  for  by  the  ex- 
cessive revenues  later  collected,  and  that  accordingly  there  was  no  jus- 
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tification  whatever  in  the  company's  claim  for  an  additional  going  con- 
cern allowance  of  $1,651,021.00. 

19.  /.  E.  Sexton  vs.  The  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railivay 

Company  and  Railroacl  Commission,  In  Equity,  No.  332, 
United  States  District  Court  for  the  Northern  District  of 
California,  decided  on  June  4,  1917. 

In  this  proceeding  J.  E.  Sexton,  a  stockholder  of  The  Atchison, 
Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company,  asked  the  federal  court  to 
enjoin  the  railway  company  from  issuing  free  transportation  for  the 
members  of  the  Railroad  Commission  and  their  employees  when  travel- 
ing in  the  performance  of  their  official  duties,  this  free  transportation 
being  required  of  the  railroads  under  sections  11  and  17  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Act.  The  complaint  also  asked  that  the  Railroad  Commission 
be  enjoined  from  taking  any  proceeding  against  the  railway  company 
in  the  event  such  transportation  was  refused. 

The  defendants  filed  a  motion  to  dismiss  the  complaint  on  the  ground 
that  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  requiring  the  railroads 
to  transport  free  the  members  of  the  Railroad  Commission  and  their 
employees  when  traveling  in  the  performance  of  their  official  duties, 
was  not  violative  of  the  federal  constitution.  On  June  4,  1917,  oral 
argument  was  had  before  Judge  Van  Fleet.  The  court  sustained  the 
motion  and  dismissed  the  bill  of  complaint. 

20.  City  of  San  Jose  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  California  Supreme 

Court  No.  S.  F.  7961,  decided  on  June  4,  1917,  and  reported 
in  Vol.  53,  California  Decisions,  727. 

In  this  ca.se  the  Supreme  Court  upholds  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Rail- 
road Commission  under  section  43  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  to  direct 
the  separation  of  grades  of  railroad  crossings  and  to  divide  the  ex- 
pense thereof  between  the  interested  parties,  including  the  railroads, 
the  county  and  the  municipality.  The  Supreme  Court  refused  to  uphold 
the  contention  of  the  city  of  San  Jose  that  the  state  of  California  had 
no  power  to  vest  in  the  Railroad  Commission  jurisdiction  to  make  an 
order  requiring  the  city  of  San  Jose  to  bear  a  portion  of  the  expense 
of  the  separation  of  grades  at  railroad  crossings.  The  order  of  the  Rail- 
road Commission  which  was  upheld  by  the  Supreme  Court  is  reported 
in  Vol.  10,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Cali- 
fornia, 159. 
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21.  Civic  Center  Association  of  Los  Angeles  et  al.  vs.  Railroad 
Commission,  California  Supreme  Court  No.  L.  A.  5028,  de- 
cided on  June  11,  1917,  and  reported  in  Vol.  53  California 
Decisions,  845. 

In  this  proceeding  the  Supreme  Court  holds  that  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission has  jurisdiction  to  regulate  railroad  crossings  within  the  city  of 
Los  Angeles. 

This  proceeding  arose  in  the  first  instance  upon  the  filing  with  the 
Railroad  Commission  of  seven  complaints,  by  the  Municipal  League, 
Central  Development  Association  of  Los  Angeles,  Civic  Center  Associa- 
tion of  Los  Angeles,  city  of  Pasadena,  city  of  Alhambra,  city  of  San 
Gabriel  and  city  of  South  Pasadena,  which  complaints  were  directed 
against  Southern  Pacific  Company,  The  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa 
Fe  Railway  Company,  San  Pedro,  Los  Angeles  and  Salt  Lake  Railroad 
Company,  Pacific  Electric  Railway  Company  and  the  city  of  Los 
Angeles.  The  complaints,  in  substance,  asked  the  Railroad  Commission 
to  make  a  comprehensive  investigation  into  the  railroad  situation  in  the 
city  of  Los  Angeles  and  to  make  such  orders  as  were  necessary  with 
reference  to  the  establishment  of  union  passenger  and  freight  terminals, 
the  construction  of  layouts  in  connection  therewith,  the  elimination  of 
grade  crossings  and  the  reorganization  of  the  trackage  situation  within 
the  city. 

The  city  attorney  of  Los  Angeles  contended  that  jurisdiction  over  the 
subject  matter  of  these  complaints  in  so  far  as  the  elimination  of  grade 
crossings  within  the  city  was  concerned  was  not  vested  in  the  Railroad 
Commission,  but  in  the  city  itself.  After  a  hearing  upon  this  question 
of  jurisdiction,  the  Railroad  Commission  held  (Decision  No.  3805  of 
the  Railroad  Commission  of  California  made  on  October  21,  1916  in 
Cases  970,  971,  972,  974,  980,  981  and  983)  that  under  the  Public  Utili- 
ties Act  the  Railroad  Commission  had  complete  jurisdiction  over  all  the 
matters  presented  in  the  complaints  filed  with  it.  However,  because  of 
the  tremendous  amount  of  labor  and  money  which  would  have  to  be 
expended  to  comply  with  any  order  which  the  Railroad  Commission 
might  make  in  the  premises,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  dismiss  the  com- 
l)laints  in  order  that  appropriate  proceedings  could  be  brought  before 
the  California  Supreme  Court  to  finally  determine  the  question  of 
jurisdiction. 

After  the  complaints  were  dismissed  the  complainants  before  the  Rail- 
road Commission  filed  proceedings  with  the  California  Supreme  Court 
a.sking  that  a  writ  of  mandate  be  issued  requiring  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission to  proceed  and  determine  the  matters  presented  in  the  com- 
plaints.    The  Railroad  Commission  appeared  and  in  accordance  with 
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the  decision  it  had  rendered,  contended  that  under  the  Public  Utilities 
Act  it  had  jurisdiction  over  all  the  matters  involved.  The  city  attorney 
of  Los  Angeles  contended  that  in  so  far  as  railroad  crossings  within 
the  city  were  involved  the  city  of  Los  Angeles  had  exclusive  jurisdiction. 
The  Supreme  Court  in  its  decision  holds  that  the  regulation  of  rail- 
roads in  the  state  of  California  is  a  "state  affair"  and  not  a  "municipal 
affair,"  and  being  a  state  affair  that  all  general  laws  affecting  the  sub- 
ject, such  as  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  supersede  the  provisions  of  mu- 
nicipal charters.  Accordingly,  the  Supreme  Court  held  that  the  Rail- 
road Commission  has  jurisdiction  over  all  the  matters  involved  in  the 
complaints  in  the  proceeding,  including  the  question  of  the  elimination 
of  railroad  crossings  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Los  Angeles  and  that 
the  orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  made  in  the  exercise  of  its 
jurisdiction  would  be  controlling. 

22.  City  of  Pasadena  et  al.  vs.  EaAlroad  Commission,  California 

Supreme  Court  No.  L.  A.  5029,  decided  on  June  11,  1917, 
and  reported  in  Vol.  53  California  Decisions,  855. 

The  subject  matter  of  this  proceeding  was  the  same  as  that  in  Civic 
Center  Association  of  Los  Angeles  et  al.  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  above 
mentioned.  The  latter  proceeding  having  entirely  disposed  of  the  mat- 
ter, the  present  proceeding  was  dismissed  by  the  Supreme  Court  on 
June  11,  1917. 

23.  City  of  Burlingame  et  al.  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  California 

Supreme  Court  No.  S.  F.  8382,  decided  on  June  11,1917. 

In  this  proceeding  the  Supreme  Court  denied  a  petition  to  review 
the  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission  (Decision  No.  4248  of  the  Rail- 
road Commission  made  on  April  16,  1917,  in  Case  No.  869),  dismissing 
the  complaint  of  the  city  of  Burlingame,  in  which  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion was  asked  to  require  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company 
to  establish  a  separate  telephone  exchange  in  the  city  of  Burlingame 
and  to  prescribe  a  uniform  rate  for  service  in  the  city,  the  inhabitants 
of  the  city  at  present  being  served  through  the  San  Mateo  exchange  at 
rates  based  upon  the  mileage  from  that  exchange.  The  Railroad  Com- 
mission found  that  there  was  insufficient  evidence  to  warrant  the  relief 
granted.  The  city,  in  appealing  to  the  Supreme  Court,  contended  that 
the  city  and  not  the  Railroad  Commission  had  jurisdiction  over  the 
subject  matter  of  the  proceeding. 

The  petition  of  the  city  to  the  Supreme  Court  was  denied  on  June 
11,  1917. 
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24.  Southern  Pacific  Company  vs.  Max  Thelen  et  al.,  In  Equity 

No.  342,  Southern  Division  of  the  United  States  District 
Court,  for  the  Northern  District  of  California,  decided  on 
June  26,  1917. 

In  this  proceeding  Southern  Pacific  Company  filed  a  complaint  with 
the  United  States  District  Court  asking  for  an  injunction  to  restrain 
the  enforcement,  as  invalid,  of  an  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission  in 
the  so-called  "Sacramento  Rate  Cases,"  prescribing  the  class  rates  to 
be  charged  on  intrastate  shipments  of  freight  over  the  main  and  branch 
lines  of  Southern  Pacific  Company  from  San  Jose  and  San  Francisco 
north  to  the  Oregon  State  line  (Decision  No.  3847  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission made  on  November  4,  1916,  in  Cases  485,  580  and  686). 

The  Railroad  Commission  filed  a  motion  to  dismiss  the  bill  of  com- 
plaint on  the  ground  that  insufficient  facts  were  stated  to  constitute  a 
cause  of  action.  After  argument  this  motion  was  sustained  with  leave 
to  the  company  to  amend  its  complaint. 

An  amended  complaint  was  filed,  to  which  the  Railroad  Commission 
filed  a  motion  to  dismiss  for  failure  to  state  facts  sufficient  to  constitute 
a  cause  of  action.  On  June  26,  1917,  this  motion  to  dismiss  was  argued 
before  Circuit  Judges  Morrow  and  Hunt  sitting  with  District  Judge 
Van  Fleet.  The  court  sustained  the  Railroad  Commission's  motion  to 
dismiss  without  leave  to  amend. 

25.  Napa  Valley  Electric  Company  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  Cali- 

fornia Supreme  Court  No.  S.  F.  8404,  decided  on  June  26, 
1917. 

In  this  case  the  Supreme  Court  denied  a  petition  to  review  the  order 
of  the  Railroad  Commission  (Vol.  4,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  of  California,  1061),  prescribing  the  rates  to  be 
charged  for  electric  energy  supplied  by  Napa  Valley  Electric  Company. 

COURT  CASES  PENDING  ON  JUNE  30,  1917. 

26.  East  Side  Canal  and  Irrigation  Company  vs.  Railroad  Com- 

mission, California  Supreme  Court  No.  S.  F.  7139. 
This  is  a  proceeding  filed  on  September  24,  1914,  to  review  a  decision 
of  the  Railroad  Commission  prescribing  the  rates  to  be  charged  for 
water  supplied  by  East  Side  Canal  and  Irrigation  Company  (Vol.  4, 
Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  597). 
The  canal  company  claims  that  it  is  not  a  public  utility  subject  to  regu- 
lation. The  company,  however,  in  compliance  with  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission's order  put  into  effect  upon  its  system  the  reduced  rates  pre- 
scribed by  the  Railroad  Commission,  and  has  not  pressed  the  proceeding 
before  the  Supreme  Court.

California  Supreme  Court  No.  L.  A.  4230. 

28.  Associated  Pipe  Line  Company  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  Cali- 

fornia Supreme  Court  No.  S.  F.  7376. 

29.  Associated  Oil  Company  vs.  Railroad  Com.mission,  California 

Supreme  Court  No.  S.  F.  7377. 

These  are  three  separate  proceedings  to  review  the  decision  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  finding  that  Associated  Pipe  Line  Company, 
Associated  Oil  Company  and  Producers  Transportation  Company  are 
common  carriers  and  public  utilities  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Eailroad  Commission,  and  directing  said  companies  to  file  with  the  Rail- 
road Commission  their  schedules  of  rates,  rules  and  regulations  govern- 
ing the  transportation  of  oil  (Vol.  5,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Rail- 
road Commission  of  California,  990;  Vol.  6,  Opinions  and  Orders  of 
the  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  391). 

The  proceeding  before  the  Railroad  Commission  was  instituted  to  de- 
termine what  oil  pipe  lines  came  within  the  provisions  of  chapter  327 
of  the  statutes  of  1913,  declaring  certain  oil  pipe  line  companies  to  be 
common  carriers  and  public  utilities  subject  to  regulation  by  the  Rail- 
road Commission.  The  companies  claim  that  chapter  327  of  the  statutes 
of  1913  is  in  violation  of  the  federal  and  state  constitutions,  and  that 
their  business  of  transporting  oil  is  entirely  free  from  regulation. 

30.  J.  C.  Allen  et  al.  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  California  Supreme 

Court  No.  L.  A.  5025. 

This  is  a  proceeding  brought  by  the  consumers  of  Lake  Hemet  "Water 
Company  to  review  an  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission  (Decision  No. 
3804  of  the  Railroad  Commission  made  on  October  21,  1916,  in  Applica- 
tion No.  1842),  prescribing  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  water  supplied 
by  Lake  Hemet  Water  Company. 

The  consumers  claim  that  the  company  is  not  a  public  utility,  but  is 
supplying  water  to  them  under  private  contracts,  which  are  not  subject 
to  any  regulation. 

31.  Railroad  Commission  of  California  vs.  The  Atchison,  Topeka 

and  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company,  No.  915,  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States,  October  Term,  1916. 

This  is  a  writ  of  error  sued  out  on  December  11,  1916,  by  the  Railroad 
Commission  of  California  for  a  review  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  of  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  California  in 
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The  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fc  Railway  Company  vs.  Bailroad 
Commission,  173  Cal.  577.  The  decision  of  the  California  Supreme 
Court  is  mentioned  above  in  this  summary  as  "No.  6." 

32.     E.  B.  Atwood  vs.  Richland  Realty  Company  et  al.,  No.  25,341 
in  the  Superior  Court  of  San  Diego  County. 

This  proceeding  was  brought  to  quiet  title  to  the  property  of  a  public 
utility  water  system  in  San  Diego  County.  On  January  3,  1917,  the 
Railroad  Commission  tiled  a  complaint  in  intervention.  The  complaint 
set  forth  that  Richland  Realty  Company  and  the  directors  of  the  En- 
canto  Heights  Mutual  Water  Company  had  theretofore,  in  Application 
No.  1396  before  the  Railroad  Commission,  asked  authority  under  sec- 
tion 51  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  to  transfer  this  public  utility  water 
system  to  H.  R.  Atwood,  and  that  the  Railroad  Commission,  on  May  12, 
1915,  had  rendered  its  decision  upon  said  application  authorizing  the 
transfer  upon  certain  conditions;  that  these  conditions  had  never  been 
complied  with,  and  that  imder  section  51  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  no 
transfer  of  public  utility  property  could  be  had  without  the  consent  of 
the  Railroad  Commission  having  been  first  obtained,  and  that  in  this 
quiet  title  proceeding  the  Superior  Court  of  San  Diego  County  was 
being  asked  to  find  that  H.  R.  Atwood  was  the  owner  of  this  public 
utility  property  even  though  no  conveyance  thereof  had  been  made 
under  the  authority  of  the  Railroad  Commission. 

The  plaintifi:  demurred  to  the  Railroad  Commission's  complaint  in 
intervention  on  the  ground  that  the  Railroad  Commission  had  no  in- 
terest in  the  proceeding  and  was  not  entitled  to  intervene. 

After  oral  argument  on  the  demurrer  the  court  held  that  the  Railroad 
Commission  did  have  a  right  to  intervene  under  section  4  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Act,  which  provides  that  "it  shall  be  the  right  and  duty  of  the 
attorney  (of  the  Railroad  Commission)  to  represent  and  appear  for  the 
people  of  the  state  of  California  and  the  commission  in  all  actions  and 
proceedings  involving  any  question  under  this  act  or  under  any  order 
or  act  of  the  commission,  and,  if  directed  to  do  so  by  the  commission,  to 
intervene,  if  possible,  in  any  action  or  proceeding  in  which  any  such 
question  is  involved." 

The  proceeding  was  noticed  for  trial  for  May  24,  1917,  but  was  there- 
after taken  off  the  calendar  at  the  request  of  the  plaintiff.

The  present  volume,  issued  supplementary  to  the  commission's 
annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1917,  is  comprised 
of  abstracts  of  statistics  compiled  from  the  annual  reports  of  the 
various  utilities  reporting  to  the  commission.

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LETTER  OF  TRANSMITTAL. 

San  Fraxcisco,  California. 
December  1.  1918. 

His  Excellency  Wm.  D.  Stephens, 
Governor  of  California, 
Sacramento,  California. 

Dear  Sir  :  We  transmit  herewith  report  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
of  the  State  of  California  for  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1918.  The 
report  is  in  one  volume,  divided  into  two  parts,  the  first  part  covering- 
business  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  second  part  comprising  analyses  and 
statistics. 

The  year  covered  by  this  report  was  one  of  intense  activity  and  interest 
due  to  war  conditions.  Civic,  industrial  and  economic  disturbances 
were  all  reflected  in  the  activities  of  utilities,  and  these  disturbances  were 
necessarih^  in  a  large  measure  passed  along  to  and  required  solution  by 
this  Commission. 

It  may  properly  be  said  that  the  severest  test  was  put  upon  public 
regulation  in  the  period  covered  by  this  report;  and  if,  as  we  believe, 
such  regulation  has  withstood  this  test  and  measured  up  to  the  respon- 
sibilities and  unprecedented  needs  created  by  the  emergency,  the  wisdom 
of  the  policy  of  public  regulation  has  been  demonstrated  and  justified. 

We  deem  it  proper  in  making  inquiry  as  to  whether  or  not  regulation 
has  been  responsive  to  the  demands  of  the  abnormal  war  conditions  that 
we  should  inquire  to  what  extent  the  public  welfare  has  been  conserved 
through  regulation  and  also  to  what  extent  the  utilities  have  been  safe- 
guarded and  their  proper  functioning  sustained. 

Rate  Increases. 

With  this  thought  in  mind  we  Avill  briefly  direct  attention  to  the 
increases  of  rates  given  to  various  utilities,  which,  while  numerous,  can 
by  no  means  be  said  to  have  been  general. 

Many  utilities  made  applications  for  increases  of  rates,  basing  such 
applications  mainly  upon  increased  cost  of  material  and  labor — which 
latter  costs  were  necessarily  moving  forward  by  great  strides  on  account 
of  the  increased  cost  of  living  and  acute  competitive  labor  demands — 
and  of  oil,  and  increased  demand  for  steam-generated  electricity  by 
reason  of  the  water  shortage. 

In  most  instances  applications  for  increases  were  found  to  be  well 
based,  and  the  commission  had  no  hesitation  whatsoever  in  allowing 
such  increases  as  it  deemed  proper  and  reasonable.  The  commission  in 
its  action  in  these  matters  fully  recognized  and  endeavored  to  discharge, 
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and  believes  it  did  fully  discharge,  its  duty  not  only  to  the  public  but 
to  the  utilities  and  to  the  national  government  in  allowing  such  increases 
in  rates  as  were  necessary  to  the  utilities  to  continue  their  functions  efi&- 
eiently  and  to  prevent  financial  disaster.  This  policy,  as  the  com- 
mission views  it,  is  not  only  just  and  equitable  and  consistent  with  the 
true  spirit  of  fair  public  regulation,  but  was  also  responsive  to  the  direct 
needs  of  the  federal  government  as  expressed  in  official  requests  and 
communications. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  many  increases  were  allowed  utilities 
under  conditions  and  for  reasons  as  stated,  it  might  be  interesting  to 
call  attention  to  the  contrast  in  the  increases  of  public  utility  com- 
modities and  service  supplied  in  this  state  as  compared  with  the  general 
increases  of  some  of  the  common  necessaries  of  life  and  generally  with 
the  increased  cost  of  non-regulated  prices.  The  purchasing  value  of 
the  dollar  has  declined  to  an  unprecedented  degree,  and  the  United 
States  Bureau  of  Labor  table  shows  the  following  figures :

In  this  connection  attention  should  be  called  to  the  fact  that  the  gov- 
ernment, after  taking  over  the  railroads  as  a  war  measure,  found  it 
necessary  to  order  sweeping  increases  in  all  freight  and  passenger  rates 
on  roads  under  Federal  control,  which  increases  were  much  greater  than 
those  made  by  this  commission  on  other  utilities. 

It  is  a  fact,  therefore,  that  the  consumer  of  public  utility  commodi- 
ties in  this  state  was  compelled  to  pay  but  a  very  small  increase  for  the 
commodity  and  service  furnished  by  the  different  kinds  of  public  utili- 
ties as  compared  with  what  he  was  required  to  pay  for  all  other  services 
and  commodities.  The  average  increase  of  prices  for  industrial,  com- 
mercial and  domestic  products  exceeded  50  per  cent  up  to  June,  1918, 
while  the  increase  of  utility  rates  did  not  exceed  15  per  cent,  on  the 
average. 

In  most  instances  where  increases  of  rates  were  authorized  to  gas 
and  electric  companies  during  the  past  year,  such  increases  were  allowed 
as  "surcharges"  imposed  on  the  already  existing  rates.     This  method 
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possessed  many  features  which  commended  themselves  to  the  commis- 
sion. The  increases  in  costs  above  referred  to  came  so  rapidly  that 
it  would  have  been  impossible  for  the  commission  to  give  the  necessary 
prompt  relief  if  attempt  had  been  made  to  have  detailed  valuations 
under  normal  conditions.  If  the  investigations  had  been  approached 
with  such  methods,  it  would  have  required  in  each  instance  the  complete 
readjustment  of  rate  bases  throughout  the  territory  served  by  the  apply- 
ing utility.  The  factor  of  time  forbade  the  remedy  which  a  less  com- 
prehensive study  would  show  was  needed.  Flexibility  and  elasticity 
were  also  provided,  enabling  the  commission  to  make  further  adjust- 
ments, whether  upward  or  downward,  as  future  conditions  might 
make  necessary.  The  uncertainty  of  the  duration  of  the  war  left 
the  question  of  the  period  of  surcharge  increases  uncertain.  Like- 
wise it  left  uncertain  whether  decreases  or  further  increases  would  be" 
necessary  by  change  of  conditions  either  during  the  war  or  after  its 
termination.  The  armistice  having  been  signed  since  most  of  the 
increases  were  allowed,  such  readjustment  of  the  surcharges  may  easily 
and  readily  keep  pace  with  a  return  to  normal  conditions. 

Water  Shortage. 

The  problems  that  confronted  utilities,  and  therefore  immediately  and 
directly  this  commission,  by  reason  of  the  war  conditions,  were  greatly 
intensified  by  reason  of  the  abnormally  low  rainfall  during  the  season 
of  1917-1918  immediately  preceded  by  two  unusually  dry  winters.  Not 
for  a  period  of  many  years  had  California  faced  such  a  general  water 
shortage  as  during  the  past  year.  One  effect  of  this  condition  was  that 
the  quantity  of  impounded  water  available  for  hydroelectric  power 
became  reduced  to  an  alarming  degree.  When  the  close  and  important 
relationship  of  water  to  most  public  utility  activities  is  borne  in  mind,  it 
will  be  readily  appreciated  that  the  difficulties  due  to  war  w^ere  greatly 
increased  by  the  water  conditions.  The  amount  of  stored  water  is 
immediately  related  to  the  amount  of  electric  power  than  can  be  gen- 
erated ;  a  reduction  of  water  available  for  hydroelectric  power  immedi- 
ately demands  additional  production  of  steam-generated  electricity  in 
order  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  various  industries  dependent  upon  electric 
energy;  an  increase  in  the  steam-generated  power  connects  up  innnedi- 
ately  with  the  increase  in  the  price  of  oil — the  market  price  of  the  latter 
commodity  having  advanced  from  about  80  cents  [)er  barrel  in  1916  to 
$1.68  at  present ;  and  the  price  of  oil  to  a  large  degree  determines  the 
cost  of  gas.  The  water  shortage  necessarily  affected  irrigation,  requir- 
ing curtailment  of  use  of  water  to  the  minimum  of  absolute  necessity. 
With  a  reduction  of  delivery  of  water  came  a  corresponding  reduction  of 
income  to  water  utilities  engaged  in  irrigation  and  domestic  .supply, 
necessitating,  in  some  instances,  such  increases  in  rates  as  would  enable 
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the  water  utility  to  continue  its  functions.  The  increased  cost  of  pro- 
duction of  electric  energy  by  reason  of  the  water  shortage  was  in  time 
visited  upon  the  electric  street  and  interurban  railroads  operating  in 
the  state  with  greatly  increasing  operating  costs  in  the  item  of  power. 
Here  is  a  clear  instance,  therefore,  of  how  the  disturbance  of  one 
important  operating  utility  factor  immediately  affects  all  other  factors, 
with  a  result  that  might  well  be  disastrous  to  consumers  in  the  absence 
of  effective  regulation. 

That  the  effect  of  public  regulation  was  of  the  greatest  possible  benefit 
to  the  utilities  themselves  during  this  period  (a  period  that  might  well 
be  considered  the  acid  test  of  the  efficacy  of  regulation)  is  evidenced  by 
the  fact  that  during  that  period  not  a  public  utility  in  the  state  of  Cali- 
fornia went  into  bankruptcy  or  receivership.  Not  only  that,  but  in  the 
main  the  various  utilities  were  able  to  make  necessary  extensions, 
improvements  and  betterments,  except  such  as  were  limited  by  restric- 
tions imposed  by  the  various  federal  government  agencies,  and  the 
securities  of  the  California  utilities  were  as  well  able  to  withstand  the 
strain  of  war  conditions  as  were  those  of  any  utilities  in  the  nation,  and 
better  than  many  similar  utilities  and  other  industries  in  sister  states. 

We  repeat,  therefore,  that  in  our  opinion  public  regulation  under  the 
conditions  that  have  existed  in  this  state  during  the  past  year  has  stood 
splendidly  the  test  and  justified  the  policy  definitely  adopted  by  the 
people  of  California. 

In  Part  I  of  the  report,  we  have  reported  on  the  commission's  work 
during  the  fiscal  year.  In  this  letter  of  transmittal  only  the  most 
important  activities  will  be  mentioned. 

Increase  in  Food  Production  and  Saving  of  Crops. 
Early  in  the  year  1917,  the  commission  undertook  as  one  of  its  war 
functions  the  acceleration  of  food  production  in  conjunction  with  the 
United  States  Food  Administration  and  the  State  Water  Board,  and 
proposed  the  legislation  that  furni.shed  water  to  many  thousands  of 
acres.  The  commission,  in  its  jurisdiction,  was  able  to  authorize  irri- 
gation service  at  reduced  rates,  or  free,  and  the  water  utilities  cooper- 
ated patriotically  in  this  all-essential  war  service  of  increasing  the 
nation's  food  supplies. 

Power  Administration. 

One  of  the  most  important  activities  of  the  commission,  during  the 
past  year,  was  the  putting  into  effect  of  a  plan  under  which  the  output 
of  electric  energy  of  all  companies  operating  in  the  northern  and  central 
portions  of  the  state  was  pooled  and  directed  from  one  administrative 
control. 
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Early  in  the  year  1918  it  was  apparent  that  an  extremely  serious 
power  situation  existed,  one  that  even  threatened  a  breakdown  of  hydro- 
electric activities  in  the  northern  and  central  portions  of  the  state. 
The  commission  called  a  conference  of  representatives  of  various  power 
companies  operating  in  this  territory.  The  situation  was  frankly  dis- 
cussed and  the  representatives  of  the  companies  manifested  a  fine  spirit 
and  willingness  to  cooperate  with  the  commission.  As  a  result,  and 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  utilities,  H.  G.  Butler,  assistant  chief  engi- 
neer of  the  Railroad  Commission,  was  appointed  Power  Administrator, 
to  work  in  conjunction  with  a  committee  appointed  by  the  various  elec- 
tric utilities.  It  was  agreed  that  the  following  things  must  be  done, 
under  the  commission 's  control : 

(1)  the  companies  to  pool  their  power  and  place  in  the  hands  of 

the  commission  authority  over  the  operation  of  their  several 
plants,  to  direct  the  distribution  of  power  in  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  war  emergency; 

(2)  this   authority   to   be   exercised   by    a   Power   Administrator, 

appointed  by  the  commission ;  and 

(3)  a  priority  list  to  be  established  after  conference  with  all  fed- 

eral administrations. 

The  Power  Administrator  found  that  his  duties  affected  the  compa- 
nies of  northern  and  central  California,  which  were  not  interconnected, 
more  than  those  of  southern  California,  which  already  possessed  inter- 
connection. He  took  over  the  power  of  thirty  California  companies. 
A  survey  showed  a  total  load  averaging  5,000,000  kilowatt  hours  a  day. 
The  resources  available  to  meet  this  load  were  but  4,000,000  kilowatt 
hours,  if  the  waters  in  storage  reservoirs  were  properly  conserved.  This 
20  per  cent  shortage  was  met  first  by  steps  to  stimulate  production.  All 
steam  plants  were  required  to  operate  twenty-four  hours  a  day,  irri- 
gation was  lessened  Avherever  possible,  and  faulty  interconnections 
corrected.  The  interconnection  between  the  Northern  California  Power 
Company  and  the  California  Oregon  Power  Company,  by  which  elec- 
tricity generated  by  the  latter  company'  would  be  made  available  for 
the  thirty  companies  in  the  power  pool,  was  speeded  up  to  be  service- 
able in  October,  rather  than  in  January  of  next  year.  In  addition, 
large  consumers  with  power  plants  were  required  to  take  care  of  their 
own  loads.  Wherever  possible,  plants  were  shifted  from  day  to  night 
load.  As  these  measures,  though  large,  did  not  meet  the  requirements, 
orders  reducing  the  power  consumption  of  breweries  50  per  cent  and 
prohibiting  all  exterior  lighting,  for  signs,  etc.,  and  internal  illumin- 
ating in  non-business  hours,  were  put  into  effect.  In  all  these  measures 
the  power  companies  and  consumers  were  cheerfully  diligent  and  duti- 
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fill  ill  aiding  the  conservation  process.  During  all  this  period  of  con- 
servation, the  real  crisis  of  a  power  situation  was  merely  being 
postponed,  and  the  administrator  expected  serious  difficulties  in  the 
fall  or,  at  latest,  early  in  the  winter. 

The  abnormally  low  rainfall  and  the  reduced  storage  capacity,  during 
the  period  under  discussion,  has  already  been  mentioned.  In  Septem- 
ber, however,  abundant  rains  began  to  fall,  both  in  the  valleys  and  in 
the  mountains,  which  had  the  double  effect  of  replenishing  the  reser- 
voirs and,  at  the  same  time,  reducing  tremendously  the  load  of  water 
required  for  irrigation.  As  these  rains  were  repeated,  particularly  in 
the  mountains,  the  Power  Administrator  has  now  been  able  to  remove 
all  restrictions  from  the  use  of  electric  power.  By  the  prompt  and 
efficient  measures  taken  by  the  Power  Administrator,  the  war  indus- 
tries were  assured  abundant  power  and  the  agrarian  producers  abund- 
ant water. 

The  willingness  of  the  utilities  to  engage  in  the  plan  was,  we  think, 
an  evidence  of  the  confidence  of  the  utilities  in  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion and  its  staff,  because  these  companies  had  been  business  rivals  for 
many  years  and  were,  naturally,  jealous  of  their  load  capacities,  con- 
nections and  strategic  positions. 

Federal  Control. 

Contrary  to  widespread  belief,  federal  control  of  interstate  railroads 
has  not  appreciably  diminished  the  work  of  the  commission.  Because 
its  name  is  that  of  a  "Railroad  Commission,"  the  limit  of  its  work  is 
by  no  means  expressed  in  that  title.  The  entire  public  utility  field  is 
its  present  true  domain.  Unless  federal  railroad  control  continues  per- 
manently, there  will  be  very  little  release  from  related  duties.  Thus 
far,  while  the  character  of  the  work  has  differed  somewhat  owing  to 
federal  operation,  there  has  been  little  or  no  diminution  in  quantity. 
The  Director  General  of  Railroads  has  asked  us  repeatedly  to  perform 
services  and  to  make  recommendations  on  vital  California  problems 
such  as  new  construction  projects  in  California,  the  extension  of  the 
Western  Pacific  into  San  Jose,  the  renewal  of  the  Oakland  mole  fran- 
chises, the  transbay  ferry  cases,  construction  of  physical  connections 
and  similar  matters  with  which  the  commission  was  familiar.  The 
unification  of  terminals  in  Los  Angeles,  on  which  problem  the  commis- 
sion and  the  city  of  Los  Angeles  are  working  together  with  the  United 
States  Railroad  Administration,  is  the  most  important  and  largest  of 
this  kind  of  special  work.  There  has  been  a  constant  duty,  not  perhaps 
of  the  usual  sort,  by  the  commission  to  the  Federal  Railroad  Adminis- 
tration as  the  result  of  a  personal  conference  between  Director  General 
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jIcAdoo  and  the  commission,  at  which  Mr.  McAdoo  requested  full 
cooperation,  a  request  publicly  stated  by  him  later. 

When  federal  control  raised  rates,  all  carriers — water,  electric  and 
steam — sought  readjustments.  Scores  of  such  applications  required 
study  and  action  by  the  commission.  The  work  thrown  on  the  engi- 
neering and  rate  departments  increased  rather  than  decreased  during 
that  period. 

The  future  of  the  railroads  is  uncertain.  The  President  has  declared 
before  Congress  that  he  is  unable  to  propose  a  definite  solution.  The 
retiring  Director  General  is  equally  uncertain  as  to  the  country's  sound 
future  railroad  policy  and  recommends  either  a  five-years  continuance 
of  the  present  system  of  control  or  an  immediate  return  of  the  roads 
to  their  owners.  In  such  circumstances  this  commission  would  be  dere- 
lict in  duty  if  it  did  uot  keep  in  the  closest  possible  touch  with  the 
rapidly  changing  developments  and  if  it  did  not  to  the  best  of  its  abil- 
ity safeguard  the  interests  of  this  state.  It  must  be  remembered  that 
irrespective  of  whether  or  not  complete  control  will  finally  lodge  in 
the  federal  government,  the  state  will  be  vitally  interested  iu  a  great 
many  steam  railroad  transportation  and  rate  problems,  and  the  only 
body  through  which  representation  can  properly  be  had  is  this  com- 
mission. The  commission  is  still  charged  by  the  state  Constitution 
and  by  the  Public  Utilities  Act  with  jurisdiction  over  rates,  securities, 
service  and  practices,  grade  crossings,  interlockers,  safety  of  roadbed 
and  structures,  safety  of  train  operation  and  operating  methods,  clear- 
ances, spur  track  and  interyard  connections,  valuations  and  informal 
complaints.  The  question  of  the  jurisdiction  of  this  commission  in 
most  of  these  matters  has  been  formally  challenged  in  proceedings  now 
pending  before  this,  as  well  as  other  state  commissions.  No  decision 
was  rendered  on  this  question  during  the  progress  of  the  war,  but  now 
that  the  armistice  has  been  signed,  the  question  in  so  far  as  it  affects 
this  commission  in  oommon  with  other  state  commissions  will  of  neces- 
sity be  determined. 

There  is  such  a  close  relationship  in  this  state  between  water  trans- 
portation and  motor  transportation  on  the  one  side  (and  both  of  these 
forms  of  transportation  remain  under  the  complete  control  of  the  com- 
mission) and  railroad  transportation  on  the  other,  that  one  phase  of 
the  problem  can  not  properly  be  understood  without  consideration  of 
the  other. 

If,  in  the  absence  of  positive  legishition  by  Congress,  the  Director 
General's  second  alternative  (early  return  of  the  roads  to  their  owners) 
should  come  about,  then  the  commission  would  within  a  short  time 
again  have  to  assume  complete  and  unquestioned  jurisdiction  over 
state  and  interstate  roads  in  California.     If  this  happens,  not  only  will 
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there  come  back  again  all  of  the  old  problems  but  there  will  also  arise 
a  number  of  new  ones,  born  during  the  war,  which  will  be  more  import- 
ant and  larger  than  any  the  commission  has  had  to  deal  with  in  this 
field  in  the  past.  Important  rate  cases  are  bound  to  come  before  the 
commission  and  such  matters  as  consolidation  of  lines,  unification  and 
common  use  of  terminals,  electrification  of  the  main  lines  in  California, 
the  relationship  between  the  steam,  electric,  motor  and  water  trans- 
portation and  other  problems,  will  be  pressing  for  rapid  solution.  The 
commission  is  positive,  therefore,  that  the  question  today  is  not  to  what 
extent  the  commission's  railroad  activities  should  be  further  curtailed, 
but  rather  how  far  it  should  go  at  this  time  to  prepare  and  get  ready 
for  these  new  issues  which  are  bound  to  come  before  us  in  one  form  or 
another. 

Telephones  and  Telegraphs. 

Analagous  to  the  railroad  situation  is  the  situation  with  reference 
to  the  telephone  and  telegraph  utilities.  The  Postmaster  General  is 
now  operating  these  communication  agencies  throughout  the  United 
States  for  the  federal  government.  When  the  question  of  the  continued 
jurisdiction  of  the  commission  under  the  new  regime  came  up,  the  com- 
mission entered  into  direct  communication  with  the  Postmaster  General 
and  inquired  whether  it  was  his  understanding  and  desire  that  the  com- 
mission should  continue  with  its  normal  functions  in  relation  to  these 
utilities.  The  Postmaster  General  answered  that  this  was  his  wish  and 
gave  it  as  his  interpretation  of  the  federal  control  law  that  the  com- 
mission should  exercise  all  of  its  functions  as  heretofore,  but  that  in 
cases  where  the  commission  might  see  fit  to  order  rate  changes,  they 
.should  not  be  put  into  effect  without  his  approval.  Under  the  circum- 
stances the  commission  has  not  felt  at  liberty  to  discontinue  its  regula- 
tory work  with  this  class  of  utilities,  and  the  numerous  telegraph  cases 
now  before  the  commission,  including  the  cases  involving  all  of  the  rates 
of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  in  this  state,  are  being 
prosecuted  as  heretofore. 

As  in  the  case  of  the  railroads,  even  if  the  Postmaster  General's  rec- 
ommendations to  Congress  for  complete  federal  ownership  and  opera- 
tion of  wire  utilities  .should  be  made  into  law,  it  would  probably  still  be 
necessary  and  desirable  for  this  state  to  be  represented  at  least  during 
the  period  of  reorganization  and  adjustment  that  would  as  a  matter  of 
course  precede  complete  federal  ownership.  It  would  be  logical  that  to 
this  commission  should  fall  the  task  of  representing  the  state's  interest 
in  that  event. 

Valuations. 

While  it  is  true  that  the  commission  did  not  feel  justified  in  going  to 
the  length  of  making  complete  and  detailed  valuations  in  a  number  of 
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rate  cases  coming  before  it,  as  war  emergency  matters,  important  valua- 
tion work  nevertheless  was  continued  during  the  fiscal  year  in  connec- 
tion with  securities,  rate,  sale  and  purchase,  and  fixing  of  compensation 
proceedings.  Up  to  June  30,  1918,  the  commission  has  made  valuations 
of  various  utilities  for  various  purposes  with  findings  of  the  following 
totals : 
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AVe  have  pointed  out  in  former  reports  that  without  such  valuations 
effective  regulation  can  not  be  had.  With  the  passing  of  the  war  time 
emergency  and  with  the  coming  of  the  time  when  deliberate  and  thorough 
investigations  can  again  be  made  without  defeating  the  essential  pur- 
poses of  regulation,  the  valuation  work  will  again  assume  greater 
importance. 

A  special  paragraph  should  be  given  to  the  subject  of  the  federal  rail- 
icaij  valuations  that  have  been  carried  on  for  the  past  four  years  by  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission.  Under  the  federal  valuation  law 
and  under  special  instructions  from  the  Governor  of  this  state,  this 
commission  is  charged  with  representing  the  state  of  California  in  these 
valuation  proceedings.  These  appraisals  affect  every  steam  carrier, 
irrespective  of  whether  it  is  under  Federal  control  or  not,  as  also  the 
telephone  and  telegraph  systems  in  this  state,  and  the  aggregate  amount 
of  money  involved  runs  into  many  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars. 
Thus  far  our  engineering  department  has  checked  valuations  of  inter- 
.state  roads  made  by  the  federal  government  in  this  state  aggregating 
over  $66,000,000 ;  and  wherever  the  commission  has  found  it  necessary 
to  differ  with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  valuation  methods  or 
practices,  we  have  found  that  commission  and  the  division  of  valuation 
more  than  anxious  to  give  consideration  to  our  views,  and,  in  a  great 
majority  of  instances,  to  act  upon  our  recommendations.  It  seems  to  us 
that  there  is  no  question  that  the  commission  should  continue  with  the 
checking  of  these  federal  valuations. 

Automobile  Transportation. 
The  commission  in  August,  1917,  assumed  jurisdiction  over  automo- 
l)ile  transportation,  except  within  the  limits  of  corporate  municipalities, 
and  conducted  investigations  and  hearings  at  San  Francisco  and  Los 
Angeles  to  determine  general  rules  and  practices  for  this  class  of  trans- 
portation utilities.  The  importance  of  this  new  form  of  common  car- 
ri(;i-  becomes  greater  with  every  year;  and  the  control  and  regulation  of 
these  utilities  affects  a  great  majority  of"  the  [)eople  of  this  state.  As 
indicative  of  the  pJHce  in  tlie  work'  of  this  connnission  of  this  new  \voi'l\'. 
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we  shall  merely  state  that  during  the  fiscal  year  264:  applications  and 
complaints  affecting  automobile  transportation  were  heard,  and  761 
tariffs  representing  approximately  1,000  carriers  were  handled.  In  our 
opinion,  automobile  transportation  as  a  common  carrier  utility  is  yet 
in  its  early  stages.  Its  further  development  should  be  worked  out  with 
due  regard  to  the  other  forms  of  transportation,  such  as  steam  interurban 
and  street  railways,  inland  water  traffic,  and  vessels  in  coastwise  trade. 

Informal  Complaints. 
Since  the  beginning  of  the  activities  of  the  present  commission  in 
1912,  Ave  have  considered  of  greatest  importance  the  prompt  and  effec- 
tive handling  of  so-called  ' '  informal  complaints. ' '  The  principle  behind 
this  informal  method  of  accomplishing  results  quickly,  embodies  better 
than  any  other  thing,  perhaps,  the  purposes  and  aim  of  this  commission : 
it  is  to  represent  justly  and  fairly  the  people  of  this  state  in  all  matters, 
small  as  Avell  as  great,  in  their  dealing  with  the  state's  utility  corpora- 
tions. These  informal  complaints  in  the  last  year,  as  in  former  years, 
touch  on  every  conceivable  phase  of  public  utility  activity.  The}^  deal 
with  such  matters  as  the  reasonableness  and  correctness  of  rates ;  refunds 
for  excessive  charges;  quality  of  service;  safety  of  construction  and 
operation ;  disputed  bills,  etc.  They  are  adjusted  informally  and  with- 
out cost  to  the  complainants  or  utilities,  by  the  commission's  employees 
on  the  ground,  by  letter  or  hy  telephone.  The  magnitude  of  this  work 
will  best  be  shown  by  the  statement  that  during  the  last  fiscal  year 
5,428  informal  complaints  were  disposed  of  in  this  manner  by  the 
commission. 

Men  in  the  War. 

Nearly  two  score  of  employees  of  the  commission  entered  the  war 
service  of  the  country.  The  roster  (see  Part  I,  Chapter  IV)  gives  the 
names  and  service  of  our  soldiers  and  sailors  and  speaks  for  the  loyalty 
of  the  force.  In  addition,  the  force  was  100  per  cent  loyal  in  pledges 
for  Liberty  Bonds,  War  Savings  Stamps,  Red  Cross  and  auxiliary  financ- 
ing, and  it  was  the  policy  of  the  commission  to  encourage  all  its  employees 
to  do  a  "full  bit"  in  every  phase  of  war  work.  In  addition  to  the 
direct  and  active  war  work,  the  commission  has  been  furnishing  to  the 
War  and  Navy  departments  a  large  mass  of  data  concerning  the  utilities 
and  has  compiled  information  for  the  getting  out  of  military  maps  of 
this  .state.  In  the  course  of  our  work  a  number  of  surveys  of  a  number 
of  important  hydroelectric  districts  were  turned  over  to  the  government 
and  the  commission  was  informed  of  their  special  value  in  the  govern- 
ment work. 

Each  employee,  we  are  sure,  has  filled  the  measure  of  duty  and  the 
commission  feels  justified  in  expressing  its  pride.     Heretofore  we  have 
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expressed  our  appreciation  of  the  loyalty  of  our  employees  to  public 
service,  and  we  can  only  aniplify  that  appreciation  by  adding  now  our 
(certificate  to  their  zealous  patriotism  and  splendid  war  work. 

In  conclusion,  permit  us  to  thank  the  executive  and  legislative 
branches  of  the  state  government :  the  public  and  the  utilities ;  our 
employees,  as  a  whole — to  each  for  courtesy  and  assistance,  for  under- 
standing and  fair  play,  and  for  sincere  endeavor  to  serve.  The  work  of 
the  commission  has  been  made  happier  by  such  sympathy  and  coordina- 
tion. ,  ^

THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  YEAR. 


CHAPTER  I. 

THE  WORK  OF  THE  YEAR. 

The  exercise  of  its  functions  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Cali- 
fornia reaches  into  ever}'  channel  of  life,  and  indirectly  every  individual 
in  the  state.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  commission  extends  over  all  public 
utilities  except  those  publicly  owned  and  those  exclusively  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  municipalities  which  have  not  transferred  jurisdiction 
to  the  commission.  On  one  hand  the  commission  has  an  individual  duty 
to  every  person  in  the  state  by  reason  of  its  supervision  of  rates  and  its 
valuation  of  property  for  rate  fixing,  and  for  the  capitalization  and 
stock  and  bond  issue  of  all  utilities,  and  in  pursuance  to  its  duty  along 
these  lines,  is  responsible  for  the  fairness  of  the  rate  to  the  person,  and 
the  security  of  the  stock  or  bond  to  the  purchaser.  On  the  other  hand, 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  commission  to  preserve  the  efficient  operation  and 
the  financial  stability  of  the  utilities  themselves  by  just  appraisements 
of  property  value  and  fair  returns  upon  capital  invested. 

This  simple  definition  places  upon  the  commission  the  labor  of  in- 
specting every  detail  of  more  than  1,800  utilities,  large  and  small,  in 
the  state  of  California.  This  duty  is  committed  by  the  Constitution  and 
the  law  to  the  commission  not  as  a  perfunctory  one ;  neither  is  it  a  duty 
to  be  performed  only  at  the  request  of  the  individual  or  the  corporation. 
The  law  imposes  upon  the  commission  the  duty  of  initiative,  of  vigi- 
lance, of  prompt  and  efficient  remedy.  The  commission  is  expected  to 
be  always  prepared  to  auswer  the  questions  of  fact,  policy  or  law,  and 
to  mould  the  answers  into  an  immediate  and  wholesome  remedy.  The 
law  makes  it  disinterested  in  the  proceedings,  and  expects  all  that  is 
humanly  possible  in  the  way  of  a  fair  adjustment  of  relations  of  each 
utility  to  all  its  consumers. 

This  means  a  tremendous  quantity  of  detail  work,  all  expert  in  its 
nature,  and  all  depending  upon  the  absolute  rectitude  of  standard 
tests  as  applied  to  the  different  situations  presented.  It  means — and 
the  meaning  has  been  recognized  fully  since  the  passage  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Act  in  1911 — that  the  commission  properly  to  exercise  its 
duties  must  acquire  complete  and  reliable  information  about  each  class 
of  utility,  about  each  utility,  about  the  area  in  which  it  operates,  about 
the  sources  of  its  production  and  the  new  sources  available  for  it,  and 
the  constantly  fluctuating  cost  data  necessary  to  establish  reliable  valua- 
tions. It  must  keep  ahead  of  the  utility  by  keeping  itself  informed  as 
to  every  step  of  progress  made  for  the  more  economical,  efficient,  safe 
and  sanitary  operation  of  utilities.  It  must  also  i-ccognizc  impi'ove- 
ments  in  service  of  usefulness  and  benefit  to  the  consumers,  in  ordiM' 
that  the  consumer  may  always  have  the  bast  value  for  his  money. 
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In  this  report  the  facts  and  figui'es  presented  form  but  an  index  of 
the  immense  detail  necessary  each  year  to  keep  the  stroke  of  the  com- 
mission abreast  of  the  stream  of  progress,  and  to  respond  to  the  duty 
implied  at  least  by  the  law,  of  being  always  prepared.  For  the  com- 
mission has  always  stood  ready  to  answer  the  humblest  request  or 
complaint,  even  if  scribbled  on  a  postal  card,  with  the  same  zealous 
interest  that  the  most  formal  and  ably  presented  case  would  receive. 

At  the  beginning,  the  commission,  as  reconstituted  by  the  constitu- 
tional amendment  of  1911,  ha.s  opened  the  door  to  every  citizen  of 
California  to  lay  his  complaint  before  it,  and  assured  him  immediate 
and  respectful  hearing  and  prompt  and  just  action.  The  commission 
makes  no  requirement  that  counsel  be  employed,  and  there  is  no  cost 
to  a  proceeding.  The  rules  of  evidence  as  followed  in  courts  of  record 
are  recognized  only  in  their  spirit,  and  not  in  their  strict  letter,  the 
purpose  of  the  commission  being  at  all  times  to  hear  all  testimony  in 
an  informal,  broad  manner,  and  in  the  interest  of  justice  and  fair 
dealing  only. 

CREATION  OF  THE  COMMISSION. 

The  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  created  by  the  Constitution 
in  1879,  was  composed  of  three  members  until  the  Constitution  was 
revised  in  1911,  when  the  number  was  increased  to  five,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Governor,  instead  of  being  elected  as  before.  The  beneficial 
history  of  the  commission  dates  from  1911,  when  the  Public  Utilities 
Act  framed  by  the  late  John  "SI.  Eshleman,  former  president  of  the 
Railroad  Commission,  and  Lieutenant  Governor,  was  passed  by  the 
legislature.  Under  the  wide  scope  of  power  granted  by  this  act,  the 
commission  took  charge  of  railroad  rate  making,  service  and  valuations, 
and  promptly  subordinated  them  to  all  its  duties  under  the  law.  In 
1913,  the  legislature  added  to  the  commission's  powers  the  control  of 
all  other  public  utilities,  and  since  then  amendments  to  the  act  have 
still  further  enlarged  the  scope  and  character  of  the  commission's  work. 

The  title  of  "Railroad  Commission"  has  been  continued,  although  the 
added  duties  soon  Ijecame  more  than  three-fifths  of  the  work  of  the 
commission,  and  since  war  conditions  led  the  federal  government  into 
taking  over  the  rail  carriers,  the  other  two-fifths — railroads — have 
become  only  a  relative  duty.  The  Public  Utilities  Act.  when  passed, 
reflected  the  best  thought  on  this  subject,  and  represented  the  judgment 
and  experience  of  the  leading  states  in  the  Union  on  the  proper  rela- 
tionship between  a  state  and  its  utilities. 

Since  1911,  the  act  has  been  further  amended  and  the  powers  of  the 
commission  have  been  enlarged  and  strengthened.  Under  the  laws  as 
they  now  stand,  the  conunission  has  jurisdiction  over  the  rates,  service, 
finances,  facilities,  extensions,  safety  of  construction   and  operation. 
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accounts,  transfers  and  incumbrances  of  property  and  the  issue  of 
securities  of  all  public  utilities  throughout  the  state  Avith  certain  excep- 
tions in  certain  cities.  No  electric  railroad,  street  railway,  gas,  electric, 
telephone  or  telegraph  company  or  water  utility  may  enter  a  field 
already  being  served  by  a  utility  of  like  character  unless  the  conmiis- 
sion's  consent  has  first  been  secured.  No  transportation  company 
(meaning  thereby  automobiles,  jitney  busses,  auto  trucks,  stages  or  auto 
stages  operated  as  common  carriers)  may  exercise  rights  and  provi- 
sions granted  by  local  franchises  and  permits  (except  within  municipal 
boundaries)  unless  the  commission  has  first  determined  that  the  public 
convenience  and  necessity  require  the  exercising  of  such  rights  and 
provisions. 

The  commission  has  power,  on  petition  of  any  municipality  or  other 
public  authority,  to  make  its  finding  determining  the  just  compensation 
to  be  paid  by  such  municipality  or  other  public  authority  for  the  whole 
or  any  part  of  the  property  of  any  public  utility  or  for  separation  of 
grades.     Such  finding  is  conclusive  in  eminent  domain  proceedings. 

The  commission  has  general  power  to  supervise  and  regulate  all 
public  utilities  in  all  respects  necessary  for  the  protection  and  welfare 
of  the  consimiing  and  investing  public,  as  well  as  the  public  utility 
itself. 

SCOPE  OF  WORK. 

The  commission's  work  can  best  be  classified  by  utilities  and  by  the 
activities  of  the  various  departments  of  the  commission's  organization. 
Taking  the  classification  by  utilities,  we  have: 

1.  Common  Carriers   (steam,  electric,  interurban  and  street  rail- 

ways,  vessels,   stages,    auto   stages,    auto   trucks   and   jitney 
busses) . 

2.  Gas  and  Electric  Utilities. 

3.  Water  Utilities. 

4.  Telephone  Utilities. 

5.  Telegraph  Utilities. 

6.  Warehouses. 

7.  Wharfingers. 

8.  Pipe  Lines. 

Taking  the  classes  by  departments  of  the  commission  and  their  sub- 
divisions (heads  of  departments  in  parentheses),  we  have: 

1.  Office  and  General  (Secretary). 

2.  Legal  Department  (Attorney). 

3.  Rate  Department  (Rate  Expert). 

3-a.  Service  Division  (Service  Inspector). 
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4.  Engineering  Department  (Chief  Engineer). 

4-a.  Transportation  and  Valuation  Division  (Assi.stant  Chief 
Engineer). 

4-b.  Hydraulic  Division   (Hydraulic  Engineer). 

4-c.  Gas  and  Electric  Division  (Gas  and  Electric  Engineer). 

4-d.  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Division  (Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Engineer). 

4-e.  Division  of  general  and  special  work   (Cliief  Engineer  i. 

5.  Department  of  Statistics  and  Accounts  (Auditor). 

6.  Stock  and  Bond  Department  (Stock  and  Bond  Expert). 

7.  Department  of  Information  (Recorder). 

8.  Reporting  Department  (Reporter). 

VALUATION   WORK. 

Among  the  most  important  of  the  commission's  functions  is  its 
valuation  work.  Since  the  Public  I'tilities  Act  went  into  effect  the 
commission  has  l)een  actively  engaged  in  the  work  of  valuing  tlie  prop- 
erties of  all  classes  of  public  utilities  to  the  amount  of  over  two  hundred 
forty -four  million  dollars  (reproduction  cost).  These  vaUuvtion.s  are  of 
use  in  diff'erent  kinds  of  proceedings  before  the  counnissiou.  They  are 
of  first  importance  in  rate-fixing  cases.  Furthei".  if  a  utility  applies  to 
the  conunission  for  authority  to  issue  stocks,  bonds  oi-  notes,  or  if 
approval  of  financial  reorganization  is  sought,  the  relation  of  out- 
standing securities  to  the  cost  and  value  of  utilities'  property  is  evi- 
dently of  extreme  importance.  Again,  it  is  important  iji  cases  where 
public  utility  property  is  being  transferred  either  to  anothei-  utility  or 
to  the  public,  or  in  determining  the  relation  existing  between  the  com- 
l)ensation  to  be  fixed  for  the  propert\'  and  the  value  of  sucli  property. 

In  eminent  domain  proceedings,  also,  in  whicli  nuu)icipalities  or 
other  public  bodies  Avish  to  acquire  by  condemnation  the  property  of 
public  utilities,  the  commission  is  vested  with  jurisdiction  to  determine 
the  just  compensation  to  be  paid  for  .such  property  and  ojjviously  such 
just  compensation  can  not  be  fixed  without  valuation.  These  instances 
illustrate  the  purpose  and  importance  of  the  valuation  work  being  done 
by  the  conunission. 

It  is  impossible,  within  the  scope  of  this  repoi-t,  to  deal  with  the 
procedure  of  the  commission  and  the  engineering  department  in  making 
valuations  for  various  properties;  nor  is  it  possible  to  refer  to  the  under- 
lying principles  upon  which  all  valuation  work  rests.  It  is  necessary  to 
say,  however,  that  not  all  of  these  principles  are  as  yet  clearly  defined 
by  final  authorities.  As  a  rule,  in  matters  of  vital  importance  and 
magnitude,  where  large  amounts  of  money  are  involved,  no  principle 
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is  fixed  until  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  has  given  its 
dictum.  This  condition  contributes  to  the  cost  and  difficulty  of 
valuation. 

HOW    VALUATIONS    ARE    MADE. 

A  considerable  force  of  engineers  is  employed  by  the  commission  who 
assist  in  determining  the  valuation  of  public  utility  property.  These 
engineers  check  all  valuations  sulmiitted  by  interested  parties  and.  in 
many  cases,  they  also  make  an  entirely  independent  valuation  of  the 
property  involved.  When  this  is  done  the  commission's  engineers 
present  their  valuation  reports  at  the  hearings  and  the  interested  parties 
are  permitted  to  cross-examine  the  commission's  engineers  to  the  same 
extent  that  the  engineers  of  public  utilities  or  any  other  party  to  tlie 
proceedings  are  examined. 

There  is  attached  to  this  report  as  an  exhibit,  statements  of  valua- 
tions made  by  the  connnissiou  and  Ijy  the  engineering  department  since 
i\rarch  23,  1912.  In  these  statements  the  valuations  are  listed  first, 
according  to  the  various  classes  of  utilities,  and  second,  according  to  the 
purposes  for  which  they  were  made.  The  figures  given  are  as  of  June 
30.  1918,  and  include  oidy  such  valuations  as  were  formally  introduced 
in  evidence  and  accepted  by  the  commission.  In  addition  to  the  valua- 
tions shown  in  the  statements  of  Exhibit  No.  "S.  partial  and  tentative 
valuations  were  made  comprising  property  of  a  total  reproduction  cost 
of  approximately  $100,000,000.00.  the  details  of  wliich  it  is  not  con- 
sidered necessary  to  set  forth  in  this  report,  'l^he  following  table 
summarizes  the  details  given  in  this  exhibit:

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PRESENT  WORK. 

At  the  present  time  the  commission  is  engaged  in  more  than  twenty 
valuation  proceedings,  the  most  important  of  which  are  the  valuations 
of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  (check  of  federal  valuation)  ;  the 
Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Raihvay  Company  (check  of  federal 
valuation)  ;  the  Western  Pacific  Railroad  Company  (check  of  federal 
valuation)  ;  the  IJos  Angeles  and  Salt  Lake  Railway  Company  (check 
of  federal  valuation)  ;  the  San  Diego  and  Arizona  Railway  Company 
(check  of  federal  valuation)  ;  the  Pacific  Electric  Railway  Company 
(rate  case)  ;  tlie  United  Railroads  of  San  Francisco  (reorganization  and 
possible  sale  to  city  of  San  Francisco)  ;  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Com- 
pany (rate  case)  ;  the  Great  Western  PoAver  Company  (rate  case)  ;  the 
Sierra  and  San  Francisco  Power  Company  (rate  case)  ;  the  Pacific 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  (rate  case)  ;  the  Transbay  Sub- 
urban System — Southern  Pacific  and  Key  Route  (rate  cases)  ;  Northern 
Electric  Railway  Company — revision  of  former  valuation — (reorganiza- 
tion) ;  and  a  number  of  less  important  valuations  for  rate,  security 
issue,  eminent  domain  and  sale  and  purchase  proceedings. 

FEDERAL  RAILROAD  VALUATION. 

The  matter  of  federal  valuations  has  already  been  referred  to  in 
connection  Avith  the  discussion  of  valuations  made  by  the  commission. 
Aside  from  the  checks  on  tlie  federal  valuation  reports  on  certain  rail- 
road properties  in  this  state  made  by  the  engineering  department,  a 
considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  done  by  the  commission  during 
the  last  three  years  on  the  many  and  large  general  and  special  problems 
connected  Avith  that  undertaking.  The  engineering  department  has 
made  an  extensive  study  of  the  cost  of  hauling  freight  and  passengers 
by  steam  and  electric  railroads  under  different  conditions  in  different 
parts  of  the  country  (valley,  mountain  and  desert),  and  this  report 
was  made  available  to  the  Division  of  Valuation  of  the  Inter.state 
Commerce  Commission. 

An  equally  careful  study  A\-as  made  of  the  so-called  overhead  expenses 
of  railroads  (cost  of  engineering,  organization,  administration,  interest 
during  construction,  bond  discount,  laAv  expenses,  taxes,  insurance  and 
eontingeneies).  The  study  covered  many  pieces  of  railroad  construc- 
tion in  this  and  other  states  and  extended  over  a  year's  time.  The 
results  obtained  and .  the  conclusions  reached  were  likewise  made 
available  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 

The  tremendously  important  question  of  principles  and  methods  of 
railroad  right  of  way  and  land  valuation  Avere  gone  into  thoroughly  by 
the  commission  and  its  conclusions  were  submitted  to  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission. 
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The  significance  of  these  things  may  not  be  readily  apparent  to  the 
average  citizen,  but  their  importance  becomes  clear  when  it  is  understood 
that  railroad  and  other  public  utility  rates  are  based  on  such -matters, 
to  a  large  extent,  and  that  in  the  state  of  California  alone  they  represent 
literalh'  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars.  On  these  sums,  according  to 
the  United  States  Supreme  Court  decisions,  the  utilities  are  entitled  to 
a  "fair  return."  "When  a  difference  in  methods  and  principles  may 
amount  to  millions  of  dollars  per  annum  in  the  charges  to  public  i^tility 
consumers,  it  behooves  the  commi&sion  to  get  all  the  light  it  can  on  such 
problems. 

LOS  ANGELES  TERMINAL  INVESTIGATION. 

In  the  early  part  of  1916,  the  commission,  upon  complaint,  began 
an  exhaustive  investigation  into  the  entire  railroad  situation  in  Los 
Angeles  and  adjacent  territory.  The  county  of  Los  Angeles,  the  city 
of  Los  Angeles  and  thirteen  other  smaller  cities  are  involved  in  this 
proceeding,  as  are  also  all  of  the  steam,  electric  and  street  railroads 
operating  in  Los  Angeles  and  vicinity  (Southern  Pacific,  Santa  Fe, 
Salt  Lake,  Pacific  Electric  and  Los  Angeles  Railways).  The  question 
of  jurisdiction  arose  in  these  proceedings,  but  after  a  decision  by  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  state  the  commission  was  placed  under  mandate 
to  proceed,  and  since  that  time  the  engineering  department  has  been 
engaged  on  a  report  that  Avill  deal  with  the  various  aspects  of  the 
problem. 

The  investigation  deals  with  the  following  matters : 

(a)   Union  Passenger  Station. 

(&)  Rearrangement  of  Freight  Facilities. 

(c)  Joint  Main  Line  and  Lidustry  Trackage. 

(d)  Grade  Crossing  Elimination. 

(e)  Electric  Interurbau  Transit. 
(/)   Street  Railway  Traffic. 

(o)   City  Streets,  Viaducts  and  Bridges. 
The  engineering  work  is  distinguishing  between: 

(a)   Work  to  be  done  within  the  city  limits  of  Los  Angeles. 
(h)   Work  to  be  done  outside  the  city  limits  of  Los  Angeles. 

And,  again,  the  report  to  be  made  will  recognize  that  a  woi-king 
l)rogram  raiLst  be  laid  down  for: 

(a)   Work  to  be  commenced  and  carried  oul   inimtMliatcly  after  a 

plan  is  adopted. 
(6)   Work  to  be  carried  out  later, 
(c)   Program  for  the  more  distant  future. 
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During  the  course  of  this  investigation  the  federal  government  took 
over  the  interstate  railroads  and  this  matter  is  now  more  acute  than 
ever.  The  commission  has  taken  up  with  the  Director  General  of  Rail- 
roads the  possibility  of  immediate  unification  of  the  Los  Angeles  ter- 
minal facilities  and  of  the  immediate  elimination,  to  a  great  extent, 
of  the  dangerous  grade  crossing's. 

Recently  the  commission  M^as  requested  by  wire  from  the  Director 
General  to  lay  before  him  detailed  plans  for  what  can  be  accomplished 
immediately  and  Avithout  the  expenditure  of  any  large  amount  of 
capital. 

The  commission  considers  this  particular  investigation  one  of  the  most 
important  and  constructive  pieces  of  work  that  it  has  undertaken  since 
its  organization,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  this  view  is  shared  by  all 
of  the  communities  affected  and  especially  by  the  city  of  Los  Angeles, 
which  has  contributed  the  sum  of  $20,000.00  as  its  share  of  the  cost  of 
this  investigation. 

NATIONAL    ASSOCIATION    OF    RAILWAY    COMMISSIONERS. 

The  California  Railroad  Commission  believes  that  each  state  railroad 
and  public  service  conniiission  owes  to  the  nation  the  duty  of  assisting 
in  the  solution  of  public  utility  problems. 

The  national  association  has  a  representative  in  Washington,  whose 
principal  function  is  to  keep  in  touch,  for  the  state  commissions,  with 
the  federal  valuation  of  railroads.  His  office,  however,  during  the 
recent  great  changes  in  the  statas  of  the  now  federally  controlled  car- 
riers, has  also  become  a  clearing  house  for  many  of  the  state  and  inter- 
state railroad  activities  affecting  the  various  state  commissions. 

This  commission  is  in  constant  correspondence  with  this  Washington 
bureau  of  the  national  association  and  is  contributing  towards  the 
payment  of  its  expense. 

GENERAL  ORDERS. 

On  matters  of  general  importance  affecting  all  of  the  utilities  or 
certain  classes  of  utilities  in  this  state,  the  commission  has  found  it 
necessary,  from  time  to  time,  to  issue  "general  orders."  The  first  one, 
on  the  subject  of  demurrage  rules  (General  Order  No.  1),  was  issued 
February  15,  1911,  and  the  last  one  (General  Order  No.  52),  on  the  sub- 
ject of  inductive  interference,  was  issued  July  3,  1918.  The  most 
important  of  these  orders  deal  with  rules  for  uniform  accounting  of  the 
various  utilities,  with  proper  standards  of  construction  and  operation, 
with  the  issuance  of  securities,  with  the  filing  of  rates  and  service  rules 
and  regulations  of  California  utilities,  and  with  service  and  safety  rules 
and  regulations. 
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COST   DATA. 

One  of  the  functions  of  the  eommissiou,  and  especially  of  the 
engineering  department,  is  to  keep  itself  informed  on  unit  costs  of 
construction  and  operation  for  all  classes  of  utilities  under  its  jurisdic- 
tion. There  is  nothing  spectacular  about  this  kind  of  activity.  The 
vital  importance  of  reliable  information  of  this  nature  must  be  immedi- 
ately apparent,  however,  if  regulation  is  to  be  based  on  proper  con- 
sideration of  the  relevant  facts  and  not  solely  on  general  principles  and 
opinion. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  commission's  general  cost  data  files  are  the 
most  reliable  and  complete  in  this  state,  and  it  is  the  intent  to  keep  them 
in  that  condition.  Thej'  are  of  value,  moreover,  not  only  to  the  com- 
mission, but  also  to  other  departments  of  the  state,  county  and  municipal 
government.  Their  reliability  is  further  attested  to  by  the  fact  that  the 
federal  government,  through  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  and 
the  Navy  Department,  through  the  Emergency  Fleet  Corporation,  are 
making  effective  and  permanent  use  of  these  data. 

INVESTIGATION    OF    INDUCTIVE    INTERFERENCE. 

Probably  one  of  the  most  important  special  pieces  of  work  done  by 
the  commission  is  the  investigation  carried  on  during  the  past  five  years 
by  the  Joint  Committee  on  Inductive  Interference  into  problems  of 
inductive  disturbances  between  electric  power  and  communication  lines. 
This  investigation  was  the  result  of  a  number  of  complaints  against 
certain  power  companies  filed  with  the  commission  in  1912  by  telephone 
and  telegraph  companies.  The  commission  found  that  it  could  not 
make  any  intelligent  decisions  on  these  complaints  for  the  reason  that 
there  was  not  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  underlying  facts  to  permit  of 
any  remedy.  A  technical  committee,  consisting  of  engineers  from  all 
of  the  interested  power  and  communication  lines  in  this  state,  with 
representatives  of  certain  larger  companies  operating  throughout  the 
United  States,  was  appointed  by  the  commission ;  and  this  committee, 
under  the  name  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Inductive  Interference, 
immediately  went  to  work  to  find  remedies  for  these  little  understood 
disturbances.     This  work  was  recently  completed. 

As  the  work  went  on  the  very  great  importance  of  this  investigation 
became  apparent,  and  it  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  every  country 
throughout  the  world  where  the  transmission  of  electric  power  and  of 
telephonic  and  telegraphic  messages  is  of  importance  is  vitally  interested 
in  the  work  of  the  committee. 

In  1914  the  Railroad  Commission  issued  its  General  Order  No.  39, 
laying  down  provisional  rules  for  the  mitigation  of  inductive  interfer- 
ence, and  at  the  present  time  it  is  about  to  issue  a  revised  General  Order 
No.  39,  which  will  embody  the  final  conclusions  of  the  Joint  Committee. 
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In  order  to  show  the  importance  of  this  investigation  and  the  wide 
scope  of  the  problem  we  may  be  permitted  to  quote  from  an  editorial 
which  recently  appeared  in  the  "Journal  of  Electricity"  and  to  state 
at  the  same  time  that  practically  every  technical  magazine  in  this 
country  and  abroad  has  given  similar  praise  to  this  work: 

"A  beautiful  piece  of  scientific  worii  has  recently  been  completed  in  the  West 
that  will  at  once  attract  nation-wide  attention.  The  advent  of  the  harnessing 
of  water  powers  in  mountainous  districts  of  this  section  and  the  transmission 
of  these  energies  to  industrial  centers,  often  hundreds  of  miles  distant,  early 
developed  inductive  interference  with  telephone  circuits  to  such  an  extent  that 
the  solution  of  this  problem  became  one  of  the  first  magnitude. 

"In  1012,  under  the  auspices  of  the  California  Railroad  Commission,  a  joint 
committee  on  inductive  interference  was  appointed,  composed  of  engineers  from 
all  parties  to  the  issue.  Perhaps  no  other  problem  involving  such  severe  mathe- 
matical analysis  as  this  has  ever  arisen  for  solution  and  has  been  so  successfully 
handled. 

"For  five  years  the  investigation  has  been  under  way  and  is  now  brought 
to  a  successful  conclusion. 

"Some  idea  of  the  magnitude  of  this  work  may  be  gathered  from  the  fact 
that  the  technical  report  of  the  committee  comprises,  among  other  matters,  over 
two  hundred  curve  sheets,  setting  forth  some  three  thousand  curves. 

"Tlie  publication  of  all  these  data  is  contingent  upon  the  receipt  of  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  orders  substantially  to  defray  the  cost  of  printing  and  binding. 
All  persons  who  are  interested  in  procuring  a  copy  of  this  publication  should 
communicate  at  once  with  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  California  Railroad  Com- 
mission to  this  effect.  This  work  is  a  monument  that  should  be  preserved  for 
all  posterity  and  its  contents  should  be  widely  disseminated. 

"On  another  page  of  this  issue,  an  extensive  resume  of  the  work  is  set  forth. 
This  resume  has  been  drawn  for  the  columns  of  the  Journal  of  Electricity  by 
the  Joint  Committee  on  Inductive  Interference. 

"The  entire  work  constitutes  a  notable  example  of  the  efficiency  of  co-operative 
work  of  engineers  representing  conflicting  interests,  iu  lieu  of  methods  of  litiga- 
tion based  on  meager  information  concerning  the  underlying  principles  and  facts 
of  a  complex  problem. 

"Aside  from  the  highly  practical  value  of  the  work  contained  in  this  splendid 
treatise,  the  silent  message  it  carries  of  the  good  to  be  accomplished  under  the 
spirit  of  co-operative  helpfulness  is,  perhaps,  even  the  most  striking  of  all." 

The  publication  of  the  technical  reports  of  the  committee  referred 
to  in  the  question  above  is  now  in  active  preparation.  It  will  be  of 
interest  to  say  that  nearly  one  thousand  subscriptions  for  this  book  have 
been  received  from  about  twenty  countries  throughout  the  world.

CHAPTER  II. 
THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  YEAR. 

During  the  year  ending  December  31,  1917,  811  public  utilities  filed 
annual  reports  with  the  Railroad  Commission,  all  of  which  were  checked 
by  the  commission's  auditing  department.  The  segregation  of  utilities 
by  classes  and  numbers  is  found  in  Table  No.  1 :

This  total  shows  a  decrease  of  75  utilities  as  compared  with  the  total 
for  1916.  Of  this  loss,  57  were  small  warehouses  and  the  remainder 
was  smaller  companies  consolidated  with  larger  ones. 

In  addition  to  the  public  utilities  listed  in  Table  No.  1,  761  common 
carrier  automobile  trucks,  stages  and  jitney  busses  have,  filed  with  the 
commission  their  rates  of  fare  and  freight. 

During  1917,  26  new  public  utilities  filed  their  first  annual  reports 
with  the  commission,  as  shown  by  Table  No.  2 :

FORMAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

Proceedings  before  the  Railroad  Commission  are  formal  and  informal. 
Formal  proceedings  may  he  initiated  by  a  consumer  through  a  com- 
plaint, or  by  a  utility,  through  a  complaint  or  an  application,  or  by  the 
initiative  of  the  commission.  Fornutl  complaints  re(juire  a  formal 
answer,  but  a  refusal  to  answer  does  not  prevent  the  connnission  from 
proceeding  with  a  hearing.  An  application  is  a  ])etition  filed  by  a 
utility  seeking  authority  to  do  some  formal  act  for  which  the  consent 
of  the  commission  is  necessary.  If  the  commission  deems  a  hearing 
necessary,  one  is  held,  at  which  time  any  person  may  appear  and  present 
any  facts  relevant  to  the  application.  The  Railroad  Commission  can 
not  enforce  an  order,  except  after  a  hearing  and  a  decision  in  a  formal 
proceeding.  The  commission  has  established  rules  of  procedure  giving 
full  instructions  as  to  the  filing  of  formal  complaints  and  applications. 
It  is  not  re(|uired  that  complainants  or  petitioners  ])e  represented  by 
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counsel.  Formal  proceedings  are  assigned  for  hearing  by  a  commis- 
sioner or  more  thau  one  commissioner,  or  by  an  examiner,  and  are 
generally  heard  at  the  place  most  convenient  for  all  parties  affected, 
iLsually  in  the  locality  itself,  in  order  that  the  public  may  attend,  if 
interested.  After  the  hearing  an  opinion  and  formal  order  are  filed, 
and  become  the  opinion  and  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  when- 
ever three  members  approve  with  their  signatures.  The  opinions  and 
orders  are  then  served  upon  the  parties  to  the  action,  and  are  printed 
in  the  ' '  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California, ' ' 
of  which  advance  sheets  are  issued  every  week. 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1918,  717  public  hearings  were  held 
by  the  Railroad  Commission,  the  sittings  of  the  members  and  examiners 
covering  practically  every  section  of  the  state. 

During  the  same  period,  the  commission  met  268  times  at  its  San 
Francisco  office  for  the  transaction  of  business.  In  addition,  each  of 
the  commissioners  and  the  examiners  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  with 
the  departments  of  the  commission,  giving  aid  in  determining  the 
great  mass  of  informal  matters  in  the  detail  business  of  the  commission. 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1918,  150  formal  complaints  were 
filed.  Every  class  of  utilities  was  affected  by  these  complaints,  and 
many  of  them  called  for  new  interpretation  of  the  law  and  policy  as 
to  fares,  service  and  facilities,  safety,  extensions,  reparation  for  exces- 
sive charges,  certificates  of  public  convenience  and  revision  of  utility 
rules  and  regulations.  Table  No.  5  discloses  the  number  of  formal 
complaints  filed  each  year  since  the  reorganization  of  the  commission 
under  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  as  follows :

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Note.— Ten  cases  were  instituted  on  the  comraission's  own  motion. 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1918,  893  formal  applications  were 
filed,  this  being  more  than  250  increase  over  any  preceding  year.  The 
increase  was  made  abnormal  by  reason  of  the  war  conditions,  which 
forced  practically  every  large  utility  to  come  before  the  commission  and 
ask  aid  either  in  financing  or  in  increases  in  rates.

DECISIONS. 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1918,  the  Railroad  Commission 
rendered  1,092  decisions,  the  largest  number  in  its  history.  A  single 
decision  very  often  disposes  of  several  formal  matters.  Table  No.  9 
exhibits  the  number  of  decisions  in  formal  complaints  and  formal 
applications :

Every  state  in  the  union  has  a  state  railroad  or  public  service  com- 
mission, except  the  state  of  Delaware,  and  a  comparison  of  the  work  done 
by 'each  as  judged  by  the  number  of  decisions  rendered,  shows  that 
the  California  Commission,  during  its  last  fiscal  year,  exceeded  in  volume 
of  judicial  worls  any  other  commission  in  the  country,  as  it  had  the 
previous  year.  The  comparison  is  based  upon  the  decisions  in  both 
formal  and  informal  matters.  The  total  number  of  decisions  by  the 
California  Commission  in  formal  and  informal  matters  was  3,736, 
slightly  larger  than  Illinois,  New  York  and  Oklahoma,  its  nearest 
competitors. 

INFORMAL   PROCEEDINGS. 

Any  complaint  addressed  to  the  Railroad  Commission  receives  imme- 
diate attention.  Those  which  are  not  filed  as  formal  complaints,  but  are 
merely  brought  on  by  letter,  or  even  a  postal  card,  or  by  compla.int  by 
telephone,  are  informal  proceedings,  and  are  adjusted  by  the  commission 
through  its  departments.  During  the  past  year  2,644  informal  com- 
plaints received  attention.  The  process  as  to  an  informal  complaint 
has  been  stated  by  the  commission  to  l)e  as  follows : 

"Whenever  an  informal  or  correspondence  complaint  is  filed,  the 
matter  is  at  once  referred  to  the  appropriate  department,  which 
takes  up  the  matter  with  the  utility  affected  either  by  letter  or  in 
person,  to  see  whether  an  adjustment  can  not  be  made  voluntarily, 
without  the  necessity  of  formal  proceedings.  If  necessary,  a  rep- 
resentative  of  the   Railroad   Commission   travels  to  the   locality 
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affected  to  secure  first-hand  information  and  an  adjustment,  if 
possible.  The  commissioners  hardly  ever  travel  to  any  section 
of  the  state  without  having  a  number  of  informal  complaints 
presented  to  them.  While  the  Railroad  Commission  can  not,  without 
a  formal  hearing  at  which  the  public  utility  has  its  day  in  court, 
compel  a  public  utility  to  take  action  on  any  complaint,  the  Rail- 
road Commission  has  been  successful  in  a  large  majority  of  informal 
complaints  in  securing  an  adjustment  without  the  necessity  of 
formal  proceedings.  In  most  cases,  the  Railroad  Commission  finds 
that  the  public  utilities  are  ready  and  willing  to  co-operate  in  the 
adjustment  of  informal  complaints.''

The  policy  of  the  commission  i.-i  to  invite  and  encourage  the  use  of 
the  informal  complaint  process.     It  is  of  advantage  to  the  individual 
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consumer  and  others,  because  it  is  quick,  involves  none  of  the  delays 
and  hearings  with  their  incidental  cost,  and  gives  departments  of  the 
commission  opportunity  to  adjust  differences  quickly.  The  complaints 
filed  informally  with  the  commission  during  the  past  fiscal  year  are  the 
ordinary  differences  of  opinion  that  exist  between  consumer  and  utility 
everywhere.  They  question  the  reasonableness  or  correctness  of  charges 
for  service ;  they  demand  refunds  for  overcharges ;  they  demand  better 
quality  of  service,  or  extensions  of  service,  or  resumption  of  service; 
they  demand  safety  in  the  construction  of  utilities;  they  require 
accounting  of  deficits  in  disputed  bills,  and  scores  of  other  things  too 
numerous  to  be  mentioned  in  this  report.  As  the  commission  regards 
each  complaint  seriously,  it  wastes  no  time  with  those  which  are  friv- 
olous, but  in  every  case  a  fair  understanding  of  the  complaint  is 
gained,  and  before  any  action  is  taken. 

In  brief,  anyone  who  feels  aggrieved  as  to  any  act  of  a  public  utility, 
or  of  a  consumer  of  a  public  utility,  may  present  his  question  to  the 
commission  and  receive  a  straightforward  answer, 

DISPUTED  ACCOUNTS. 

In  Case  No.  683,  the  State  Railroad  Commission  decided  (in  Novem- 
ber, 1915)  that  whenever  a  bill  by  a  utility  to  a  consumer  was  disputed 
by  the  consumer,  the  utility  could  not  discontinue  service  if  the  con- 
sumer promptly  presented  his  side  of  the  question  to  the  commission, 
and  accompanied  his  complaint  with  a  deposit  of  the  amount  in  dis- 
pute. When  this  process  is  used,  the  commission  at  once  proceeds  to 
determine  the  correctness  of  the  account,  and  after  the  determination 
distributes  the  deposit  as  it  decides  it  should  be  distributed.  During 
the  past  fiscal  year,  158  complainants  made  deposits,  divided  as  shoAvn 
by  Table  No.  14 :

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CHAPTER  III. 

FINANCIAL  CONDITION   OF  CALIFORNIA  PUBLIC 
UTILITIES. 

Water,  gas,  electric,  telephone  and  telegraph  companies,  steam  and 
electric  railways  filing  annual  reports  with  the  Railroad  Commission 
have,  in  1917,  collected  in  the  form  of  rates  the  sum  of  $516,663,789.17 
as  compared  with  $•151,389,520.15  in  1916,  the  increase  amounting  to 
$65,274,269.02. 

The  operating  expenses  of  the  same  utilities  in  1917  are  reported  at 
$338,591,944.17  as  contrasted  with  $285,286,847.70  in  1916,  an  increase 
of  $53,305,096.47. 

The  net  operating  revenues  of  the  same  utilities  in  1917  were 
$178,071,844.40  as  against  $166,102,672.45  in  1916,  an  increase  of 
$11,969,171.95. 

The  revenues,  operating  expenses  and  net  operating  revenues  are 
shown  in  Table  No.  16.  Complete  detail  is  found  in  Part  2  of  this 
report. 

Table  No.  16  shows  that  telephone  companies  in  1917  collected 
$104,625,597.02  and  expended  for  operating  expenses  $75,082,362.95. 
These  figures  include  the  entire  earnings  of  the  Western  Union  Tele- 
graph Company  and  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company — 
the  operating  revenues  of  the  former  company  are  reported  at 
$76,995,511.06,  of  the  latter  at  $20,666,409.95.  Neither  of  th&se  com- 
panies in  their  annual  reports  filed  with  the  commission  segregate  the 
earnings  from  their  California  business  nor  their  operating  expenses 
assignable  to  California  operations.  The  telephone  and  telegraph  com- 
panies in  1917  reported  a  net  operating  revenue  of  $29,544,234.07,  in 
1916  $25,822,330.35',  an  increase  of  $3,721,903.72. 

Table  No.  16  shows  that  steam  railroads  reported  in  1917  operating 
revenues  amounting  to  $315,425,058.16  and  operating  expenses  of 
$200,207,956.90;  their  net  operating  revenues  being  $115,217,101.26  as 
contrasted  with  $105,182,947.56  in  1916.  The  steam  railroads  experi- 
enced an  increase  in  their  net  operating  revenues  in  1917  as  contrasted 
with  1916  of  $10,034,153.70.  The  revenues  and  expenses  and  net 
operating  revenues  of  the  steam  railroads  include  the  total  earnings  of 
The  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company;  Northwestern 
Pacific  Railroad  Company ;  Los  Angeles  and  Salt  Lake  Railroad  Com- 
pany; Western  Pacific  Railroad  Company  and  Southern  Pacific  Com- 
pany— Pacific  Systems.  Records  on  file  with  the  commission  show  that 
steam  railroads  collected  about  $125,250,000.00  from  California  ship- 
pers in  1917  as  compared  with  $109,800,000.00  in  1916.     In  1917  they 
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expended  for  operating  purposes  in  California  approximately 
$81,400,000.00  compared  with  $69,800,000.00  in  1916.  The  net  oper- 
ating  revenues  in  1917  from  California  business  is  reported  at 
$43,850,000.00  as  compared  with  $40,000,000.00  for  the  preceding  year. 

Electric  railways  in  1917  reported  net  operating  revenues  of 
$8,240,703.01,  in  1916  $9,667,652.91,  experiencing  a  decrease  in  net  of 
$1,426,949.90.  Excepting  the  United  Railroads  of  San  Francisco  none 
of  the  other  electric  railways  show  large  decreases  in  net  revenues. 
Most  of  them  show  an  increase.  The  net  operating  revenues  of  the 
United  Railroads  decreased  from  $2,486,226.23  in  1916  to  $743,675.14  in 
1917,  the  decrease  in  net  operating  amounting  to  $1,745,551.19.  The 
strike  of  its  platform  men,  the  extension  of  the  municipal  railway  lines 
in  San  Francisco,  jitneys,  increases  in  operating  expenses,  contributed 
to  the  decrease  in  the  net  operating  revenues  of  the  United  Railroads  of 
San  Francisco. 

Gas  companies  in  1917  reported  a  net  operating  revenue  of 
$4,846,210.84,  in  1916  $5,292,166.43,  the  decrease  amounting  to 
$445,955.59. 

Electric  light  companies  in  1917  reported  net  operating  revenues  of 
$16,123,663.47,  in  1916  $16,281,693.55,  the  decrease  amounting  to 
$158,030.08. 

Water  companies  in  1917  reported  net  operating  revenues  of 
$4,099,931.75,  in  1916  $3,855,881.65,  the  increase  amounting  to 
$244,050.10. 

The  summary  of  revenue  and  operating  expenses  of  the  utilities  by 
classes  is  shown  in  Table  No.  16 : 
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A  comparison  of  the  net  operating  revenues  of  various  classes  of 
public  utilities  in  the  years  1913,  1916  and  1917,  is  shown  by  Table

Unquestionably  the  revenues  of  all  public  utilities  have  been  affected 
by  the  increased  cost  of  labor  and  materials,  and  to  this  in  a  large 
measure  is  due  the  inerea.sed  cost  of  operation  in  every  branch,  with 
its  corresponding  demand  for  increased  rates. 

INCREASED  COSTS  OF  MATERIAL  AND  LABOR. 

The  demand  for  both  skilled  and  unskilled  labor,  caused  mainly 
by  the  war,  has  made  wages  increase  in  a  manner  never  before  exper- 
ienced in  this  country.  The  costs  of  unskilled  labor  has  advanced  75 
per  cent  in  the  last  three  years,  but  in  the  face  of  this  large  increase 
the  railroads  in  this  state  are  experiencing  a  shortage  of  over  40  per 
Cent  of  this  class  of  labor.  There  are  no  figures  available  to  show  the 
increased  cost  of  skilled  labor,  but  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  at  a 
recent  hearing  before  the  commission  submitted  exhibits  showing  that 
the  cost  of  transportation  had  increased  35  per  cent.  The  shortage  of 
labor  for  the  last  three  years  has  caused  the  Southern  Pacific  Company 
to  have  a  deferred  maintenance  charge  of  $5,000,000.00  annually. 

Comparing  the  costs  of  some  materials  for  the  year  of  1917  with 
those  prevailing  for  the  year  of  1915,  gives  the  following  increases :

The  finished  products  made  from  the  above  materials  are  in  many 
cases  quoted  as  high  as  800  per  cent  over  the  current  prices  of  1915. 
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In  foiTner  years,  fuel  oil  has  been  bought  by  the  public  utilities  on 
contracts  covering  a  number  of  years  at  very  favorable  prices,  but  at 
the  present  time,  the  utilities  are  forced  to  pay  the  current  market 
price  at  date  of  delivery. 

The  costs  of  both  labor  and  material  are  continuing  to  increase  during 
the  year  of  1918.  In  an  exhibit  submitted  by  a  utility  to  this  commission, 
the  cost  of  materials  as  of  May  31,  1918,  compared  with  January  1,  1918, 
showed  a  range  of  increases  from  6  per  cent  to  60  per  cent,  while  for 
labor  this  utility  showed  they  had  granted  increases  amounting  to 
approximately  10  per  cent. 

From  the  foregoing  it  would  appear  that  the  utilities  in  this  state 
had  suffered  more  from  the  increased  cost  of  labor  and  material  than 
the  individual  who  purchases  the  finished  product. 


EXTENSIONS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 

It  is  surprising  that  in  spite  of  the  war  conditions  prevailing  during 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1917,  the  expenditures  in  extensions 
and  improvements  by  California  utilities  exceeded  half  the  total  amount 
expended  by  the  same  utilities  in  the  four  years  1913  to  1916,  inclusive. 

The  amount  expended  by  the  California  utilities  in  1917  was  $142,- 
738,983.00.  The  amount  expended  during  the  four  years,  1913  to  1916 
inclusive,  was  $230,059,742.00.  In  the  year  1917,  the  steam  railroads 
alone  expended  within  $4,000,000.00  as  much  in  this  one  year  as  they 
had  in  the  preceding  four.  The  electrical  companies  spent  65  per 
cent  as  much  in  1917  as  they  did  in  the  preceding  four  years,  while 
the  telephone  companies  expended  about  40  per  cent  in  1917  as  they 
had  in  the  preceding  four  years.  The  comparison  of  the  two  periods 
is  shown  by  Table  No.  18 :

The  cost  of  this  construction  amounted  to  over  $65,000,000.00.  It 
should  be  remembered  that  in  connection  with  every  one  of  these  items 
the  commission  acted  in  various  capacities:  in  making  and  checking 
construction  estimates;  in  determining  and  authorizing  the  proper  kind 
of  securities  to  be  issued  and  sold;  in  supervising  the  expenditure  of 
the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  these  securities;  in  determining  proper 
rates,  and  in  settling  disputes  between  common  carriers  or  between  the 
carriers  and  the  public  on  some  of  the  new  lines.

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CHAPTER  IV. 

THE  COMMISSION  AND  THE  WAR. 

The  tremendous  burden  placed  upon  the  national  and  state  govern- 
ments by  the  war  needs  of  the  country  has  had  its  immediate  and  very 
material  effect  upon  the  work  of  the  commission. 

In  the  fir.st  place,  a  large  percentage  of  the  commission's  staff  have 
entered  the  Army  and  the  Navy  or  have  gone  into  other  branches  of 
the  federal  government  connected  with  war  activities.  The  total  number 
of  employees  to  leave  the  commission  is  26.  Eighteen  have  left  the 
commission's  engineering  department,  and  of  this  number  twelve  are 
now  officers  in  the  Army  or  the  Navy. 

Immediately  upon  the  entrance  of  the  United  States  into  the  war, 
the  commission  oft'ered  to  the  War  and  the  Navy  departments  and  to 
the  Governor  of  California  the  services  of  the  commission's  organization 
in  every  way  in  which  it  could  be  of  assistance.  The  commission  did  this 
in  the  belief  that  its  organization  could  be  of  special  use. 

In  order  to  encourage  the  production  of  food  products  the  commis- 
sion, shortly  after  the  outbreak  of  the  Avar,  made  its  order  authorizing 
all  utilities  to  deliver  water  free  or  at  reduced  rates  for  irrigation  of 
such  additional  lands  as  coidd  be  brought  under  cultivation  by  the 
emergency  created  by  the  war.  This  order  continues  in  effect  with  the 
result  that  a  great  deal  of  additional  acreage  has  been  placed  under 
cultivation. 

The  State  Water  Commission  and  the  Railroad  Commission  co- 
operated last  year  in  preparing  and  presenting  to  the  legislature  of 
1917  a  bill  authorizing  mutual  water  companies  and  private  water 
plants  to  deliver  water  to  third  parties  during  the  war  without  such 
service  establishing  for  such  agencies  the  status  of  public  utilities.  This 
bill  was  passed  by  the  legislature  and  is  now  the  law. 

Prior  to  the  taking  over  by  the  federal  government  of  interstate 
roads,  the  commission,  through  formal  and  informal  proceedings  did 
all  in  its  power  to  increase  the  capacity  and  efficiency  of  California 
state  and  interstate  railways.  It  also  adopted  the  policy  of  making  no 
requirements  for  railroads  within  the  state  which  would  interfere  with 
their  efficiency  in  the  transportation  of  men  and  material  for  the  national 
government  or  which  would  result  in  the  expenditure  of  capital  not 
absolutely  essential  for  the  betterment  of  transportation  facilities  or 
which  would  otherwise  interfere  with  the  carrying  capacity. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS  MADE. 
The  commission,  on  its  own  motion,  instituted  an  investigation  into 
the  ser\aee  and  maintenance  and  the  economies  of  operation  of  the 
California  railroads  under  its  jurisdiction  during  the  war  emergency, 
and  it  rendered  a  decision  making  definite  recommendations  for  the 
betterment  of  existing  conditions.  The  principal  recommendations 
were: 

1.  For  the  direct  routing  of  freight  over  the  most  efficient  line. 

2.  For  the  using  of  two  independent  single  track  systems  for  purposes  of  opera- 

tion as  a  double  track. 

3.  For  the  doing  away  with  all  unnecessary  cross-haul  of  commodities. 

4.  For  the  doing  away  with  all  unnecessary  and  merely  competitive  passenger 

and  freight  service,  with  its  consequent  saving  in  man  power,  motive 
power,  equipment,  fuel,  etc. 

5.  For  the  elimination  of  all  unnecessary  overhead  and  general  expenses  of  the 

individual  companies. 
G.  For   the   adoption   of   uniform   standards   of   construction,   maintenance   and 
operation. 

7.  For  the  consolidated  purchasing  of  equipment  and  materials. 

8.  For  the   appointment  of   a   committee   made   up   of  qualified   men   from   the 

technical,  operating,  and  traffic  departments  who  should  study  the  situa- 
tion in  the  state  as  a  whole  and  make  definite  recommendations  looking 
to  the  complete  unification  and  complete  elimination  of  all  merely  com- 
petitive activities. 

9.  For  the  relief  of  the  skilled  and  unskilled  labor  shortage  by  the  recommenda- 

tion that  the  restrictions  on  immigration  be  eliminated  or  suspended  as  far 
as  Mexican  labor  is  concerned,  but  that  the  bars  against  oriental  labor  be 
not  let  down. 

10.  For  the  removal  of  all   franchise   stii)ulaticus   which   necessitated   the   com- 

pletion of  unnecessary  new  construction,  such  as  street  paving. 

11.  For  the  commandeering  by  the  federal  government,   whenever  necessary,   of 

car  and  locomotive  works. 

12.  For   the  establishing  of  priority  by   the   federal   government   as   between   the 

requirements  of  the  United  States  and  the  orders  for  foreign  allied  govern- 
ments and  for  other  industries  in  this  and  other  countries. 

13.  For  definite  remedies  looking  to  greater  efficiency  of  existing  equipment. 

14.  For  the  suspension  or  reduction  of  reconsignment  privilege. 

15.  For  the  joint  use  of  team  tracks  : 

And  certain  other  minor  recommendations. 

While  this  decision  was  in  the  course  of  preparation  the  President 
took  over  the  carriers  and  appointed  the  Hon.  W.  G.  McAdoo  Director 
General  of  Railroads.  Since  assuming  his  office  the  Director  General 
has  been  in  constant  communication  with  the  commission  and  has 
referred  to  it  a  number  of  important  matters  for  formal  or  informal 
adjastment. 

Acting  upon  the  announced  polic.y  of  the  federal  government  to  stop 
all  nonessential  duplication  of  facilities,  the  ('oiniiii,s.sion  reecmimended 
against  the  extension  of  the  Western  Pacific  into  San  Jose  but  arranged, 
in  co-operation  with  the  Director  General,  for  the  extension  of  that 
company's  franchises  in  that  city. 
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ESSENTIAL  WORK. 

The  commission  also  made  a  careful  study  of  the  various  pieces  of  rail- 
road construction  and  construction  projects  throughout  the  state  and 
recommended  to  Mr.  McAdoo  what,  in  the  commission's  opinion,  was 
essential  work  from  the  point  of  view  of  war  necessity  and  should 
therefore  be  continued,  and  what  projects  should  be  stopped.  These 
recommendations,  in  so  far  as  the  con.struction  of  new  lines  is  con- 
cerned, covered  the  following  projects: 

1.  Western  Pacific  Raihray — New  line  from  Niles  to  San  Jose. 

2.  Los  Angeles  and  Salt  Lake  Railroad — New  line  from  Pico  to  Santa  Ana. 

3.  Los  Angeles  and  Salt  Lalce  Railroad — Los  Angeles  freight  terminal. 

4.  Industrial  Terminal  Railway — Freight  terminal  near  Plaza  site. 

5.  Southern  Pacific  and  Los  Angeles  and  Salt  Lale  Companies — Joint  Terminal 

facilities. 
0.  Los  Angeles  Terminal  and  Grade  Crossing  Investigation. 
7.  Pacific  Electric  Railnay — Ift-mile  extension  in  Los  Angeles  and  Orange 

counties. 
S.  San  Diego  and  Arizona  Railnay. 
9.  Tidewater  Southern  Railway  Company — Extensions  to  Stevinson  and  to 

Mautoca. 

10.  ,Toint  Application  hy  Sonthcrn  Pacific,  Santa  Fc,  Visalia  Electric  and  Minkler 

Southern  Railway — For  joint  extension,  sale  and  purchase  and  joint  opera- 
tion between  Porterville  and  Oil  Junction. 

11.  Transhay  Construction — Proposed  consolidation  of  Southern  Pacific  and  Key 

Route  suburban  lines. 

12.  The  Atchison,  Topeha  and  Santa  Fe  Raihcay — Fallbrook-Temecula  line. 
1.3.  Clear  Lake  Railroad  Company. 

The  commission  is  working  in  conjunction  with  the  United  States 
Railroad  Administration  in  the  making  effective  of  the  various  general 
orders  issued  by  the  Director  General,  especially  his  General  Order 
No.  28,  increasing  the  freight  and  passenger  rates  of  all  state  and 
interstate  railroads.  These  inerea.ses,  initiated  solely  by  reason  of  the 
war  emergency,  necessitate  the  recon-struction  of  the  entire  railroad 
rate  structure  of  state  and  interstate  railroads  as  also  of  interurban 
and  other  electric  railroads.  The  fact  that  the  Director  General  recently 
has  released  from  government  control  practically  all  of  the  so-called 
short-line  railroads  has  added  further  to  the  complications,  and  the 
commission  is  at  this  time  confronted  with  applications  for  rate  increases 
from  practically  every  little  carrier  in  this  state.  All  of  these  condi- 
tions are  a  direct  consequence  of  the  war  and  must  be  decided  by  the 
commission  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  national  emergency. 

A  similar  situation  is  presented  with  reference  to  the  state  railways. 
The  other  utilities,  especially  the  gas  and  electric  and  the  water  utilities, 
as  also  the  water  carriers  and  the  warehousemen,  are  confronted  by  the 
large  rise  in  the  cost  of  labor  and  materials,  and  rate  adjustments  to 
permit  these  utilities  to  continue  to  exist  and  properly  serve  the  public, 
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arc  among  the  most  pressing  problems  which  are  facing  the  commission 
today. 

In  other  respects  the  commission  is  performing  war  work  of  a  direct 
and  innuediate  kind.  Last  j'ear  the  commission  tendered  its  officers 
and  organization  to  the  State  Council  of  Defense  which,  from  time  to 
time,  has  been  asked  by  the  national  government  to  make  investigation 
into  the  oil  resources  of  the  state,  and  the  then  president,  JMr.  Max 
Thelen,  with  the  aid  of  the  commission's  staff,  prepared  and  submitted 
to  the  Governor  of  California  a  report  on  the  facts  concerning  the  pro- 
duction of  the  California  petroleum.  This  report  was  approved  by  the 
Governor  and  transmitted  to  the  President  of  the  United  States  and  to 
the  various  departments  of  the  federal  government. 

DATA   FOR  WAR   MAPS. 

Upon  the  request  of  the  War  Department,  the  engineering  depart- 
ment of  this  commission  is  at  this  time  supplying  to  the  Intelligence 
Division  of  the  War  Department  complete  public  utility  data  to  be  used 
in  the  preparation  of  standard  military  maps  and  standard  military 
reports  on  the  economic  and  military  resources  of  the  entire  countr5\ 
The  territory  assigned  to  the  commission,  as  far  as  the  public  utilities 
are  concerned,  covers  approximately  nine-tenths  of  the  state  of  Cali- 
fornia. This  work  will  necessitate  the  gathering  of  information  in  the 
office  and  in  the  field  for,  and  the  compilation  of,  approximately  four 
thousand  separate  reports,  and  these  reports  will  cover  between  seven 
and  eight  hundred  quadrangles  in  this  state.  It  has  been  noted  here- 
tofore in  this  report  that  the  commission  has  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
the  federal  authorities,  especially  of  the  Emergency  Fleet  Corporation, 
its  complete  files  of  cost  and  valuation  data  and  other  similar  infor- 
mation. 

POWER  ADMINISTRATION. 

Case  No.  117G  was  instituted  by  the  commission  for  the  purpose  of 
effecting  economies  in  the  operation  of  electric  utilities  in  the  state 
during  tlie  duration  of  the  war.  A¥hen  it  was  begun  the  conservation 
of  oil  appeared  to  l)e  the  principal  economy  possible,  as  the  oil  shortage 
was  acute  at  that  time.  As  the  winter  season  of  1017  advanced  and  the 
I'ainfall  receded  more  and  more  below  normal,  the  s('()])e  of  the  work 
and  tlic  aims  to  be  achieved  entirely  changed. 

Early  in  June  it  became  clear  that  within  the  northern  part  of  I  lie 
state  the  problem  would  not  be  that  of  conserving  oil  but  rather  the 
larger  problem  of  making  the  resources  of  the  power  companies  ample 
to  protect  shipbuilding  and  other  essential  war  industries,  even  at  the 
expense  of  a  greater  consumption  of  oil  than  had  ever  taken  place  in 
the  past. 
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As  a  first  .step,  the  power  companies  were  requested  to  confer  with  the 
commission.  The  outcome  of  the  conference  and  the  final  action  of  the 
commission  are  described  in  Decision  No.  5503 : 

"At  this  conference,  and  after  the  general  situation  was  explained  to  the 
particiijants,  all  the  utilities,  through  their  representatives,  agreed  in  substance 
to  the  plan  of  pooling  power,  the  postponement  of  consideration  of  financial 
adjustments  occasioned  by  such  pooling,  and  to  co-operate  with  the  commission 
in  the  adoption  and  enforcement  of  a  priority  list,  if  one  should  be  found  neces- 
sary. Before  the  adjournment  of  the  conference  a  committee  of  seven,  rep-re- 
senting the  larger  power  companies  serving  San  Francisco  and  vicinity,  the 
northern  portion  of  the  San  .Joaquin  Valley  and  the  Sacramento  Valley,  was 
selected  by  the  participating  companies  to  confer  further  with  this  commission 
and  to  aid  in  the  consummation  of  said  proposed  plan  to  relieve  the  situation. 
"The  discussions  at  the  different  conferences  between  that  committee  and  the 
commission  were  in  general  along  the  same  lines  as  at  the  general  conference 
on  June  11.  The  final  results  of  the  matter  were  that  the  power  companies 
agreed:  (1)  To  pool  their  power  and  to  place  in  the  hands  of  the  commission 
such  authority  over  the  operations  of  their  several  companies  as  would  permit 
it  to  direct  the  distribution  of  that  power  to  what  appears  to  the  commission 
to  be  to  the  best  interests  of  the  situation  during  the  present  war  emergency, 
or  imtil  the  commission  shall  by  appropriate  order  declare  that  there  is  no 
further  need  of  such  direction  ;  agreeing,  to  this  end,  that  the  commission  could 
from  time  to  time  make  such  orders,  either  formal  or  informal,  as  the  situation 
might  require.  (2)  That  this  authority  should  be  directly  exercised  by  a 
power  administrator  to  be  appointed  by  the  commission,  the  orders  of  whom 
should  be  subject  to  the  direction  and  review  of  the  commission.  (3)  That 
'^'•'^  commission  might,  after  conference  with  the  Federal  Food,  Fuel  and  Oil 
.administrations,  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank,  the  Emergency  Fleet  Corporation, 
and  such  other  federal  authorities  and  parties  as  the  commission  deemed  proper, 
adopt,  and  from  time  to  time  modify  and  revise  or  suspend,  a  priority  list  pro- 
viding for  the  priorities  in  use,  amount  and  time  of  service  of  the  electric  power. 
"On  June  20  the  commission  had  a  further  hearing  in  this  case,  after  notice 
given  to  those  who  had  participated  in  the  previous  conference  on  June  11. 
At  this  time  the  transcript  of  that  conference  was  by  stipulation  of  all  parties 
made  part  of  this  record,  and  Mr.  L.  S.  Ready,  the  head  of  the  commission's 
gas  and  electric  division,  testified  regarding  what  had  taken  place  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  said  committee  of  seven  with  the  commission  and  its  representatives, 
so  this  matter  might  also  become  part  of  this  record.  Announcement  was  made 
by  the  presiding  commissioner  of  the  desire  and  intention  of  the  commission  to 
reduce  to  formal  order  the  results  and  conclusions  of  the  several  conferences, 
stating  that  absence  of  expressed  objection  to  that  course  would  be  considered 
a  Stipulated  app-roval  thereof;  there  was  no  expressed  objection  to  the  substance 
of  the  pi'oposed  plan  by  any  of  the  parties.  Representatives  of  the  various 
departments  of  the  federal  government  whose  appearances  were  entered  at  this 
hearing  expressed  their  belief  that  the  commission  should  exercise  this  author- 
ity ;  stated  that  the  plan  met  with  their  approval;  and  that  such  action  as  was 
taken  by  the  commission  in  connection  with  the  authority  it  was  about  to  assume 
would  receive  the  fullest  co-operation  of  the  several  branches  of  the  fedei'al 
government  they  represented. 

"At  the  present  time  Ave  are  faced  by  an  emergency  sufficiently  grave  to 
require  unusual  measures.  A  power  shortage  is  a  very  serious  thing  under 
normal  conditions,  but  its  gravity  is  multiplied  under  war  conditions.  Without 
pooling  of  power  and  a  central  control  in  distributing  it  the  present  shortage 
threatens  to  seriously  affect  the  various  war  industries  and  food  production  so 
vitally   necessai'y    to   the   Nation.     I    believe    the    Railroad    Commission    or   its

authorized  representative  is  the  proi:«r  party  to  exercise  that  centralized  control. 
The  power  companies  affected  and  the  local  federal  authorities  participating 
agree  with  me  in  that  belief  and  have  actively  assisted  in  making  it  an  accom- 
plished fact ;  the  power  companies  by  pooling  their  power  and  agreeing  to  per- 
mit it  to  be  distributed  under  direction  of  the  commission ;  and  the  federal 
authorities  by  offerfng  to  co-operate.  I  have  no  hesitation,  under  these  circum- 
stances, in  recommending  that  the  commission  assume  this  responsibility. 

"As  the  matter  now  stands  the  commission  will  take  such  action  in  regard 
to  the  power  solution  as  appears  necessary,  relying  on  the  legal  rights  vested 
in  it  by  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  the  stipulations  made  by  the  companies  agree- 
ing to  the  general  procedure  which  is  set  forth  in  the  record  in  this  matter,  and 
the  support  of  the  various  federal  authorities." 

The  appointment  of  H.  G.  Butler,  Assistant  Chief  Engineer,  as  Power 
Administrator,  which  had  previously  been  made,  was  formally  sanc- 
tioned and  on  June  22,  1918,  the  date  of  the  decision,  the  responsibility 
for  the  transfer  of  power  from  one  company  to  another,  and  for  pro- 
tecting the  essential  war  industries  was  taken  hy  the  commission  through 
the  Power  Administrator. 

California  is  divided  into  two  distinct  fields  as  far  as  power  is  con- 
cerned. A  line  drawn  from  the  boundary  between  Monterey  and  San 
Benito  counties  northeasterly  through  King  Cit,y,  through  Los  Banos, 
through  Merced  Falls,  and  thence  northeasterly  to  the  state  line  separates 
these  two  fields.  Almost  without  exception  the  power  companies  south 
of  this  line  are  interconnected,  and  the  power  companies  north  of  it  are 
intercounectecl  with  but  one  exception.  There  are  no  connections 
between  the  power  companies  north  and  the  companies  south  of  this  line. 

Companies  In  Pool. 

The  present  power  shortage  is  confined  to  the  power  companies  in 

the  northern  part  of  the  state.    All  of  the  following  companies  operating 

in  the  north  are  interconnected  and  are  included  in  the  power  pool:

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One  other  company,  the  California-Oregon  Power  Company,  oper- 
ating in  the  southern  part  of  Oregon  and  the  northern  part  of  Cali- 
fornia, has  a  large  block  of  power  which  is  available  for  the  power 
pool,  hut  this  company's  plant  is  not  yet  interconnected.  Construction 
work  is  now  under  way  on  an  interconnection  and  every  effort  is  being 
made  to  complete  it  by  the  first  of  October. 

Shortly  after  the  appointment  of  the  Power  Administrator  the  com- 
mittee which  had  represented  the  power  companies  at  the  conferences 
was  reorganized  on  a  permanent  basis,  and  a  survey  of  the  situation 
to  show  both  the  resources  available  and  the  probal>le  demand  was 
undertaken  by  the  Power  Administrator. 

When  the  figures  were  assembled  it  became  apparent  that,  with 
the  total  load  averaging  about  5,000,000  kilowatt-hours  per  day,  the 
resources  available  to  meet  this  load  would  be  but  4,000,000,  provided 
the  waters  in  the  storage  reservoirs  were  conserved  to  make  it  possible 
to  extend  the  draft  on  storage  water  throughout  the  entire  period 
during  which  the  power  shortage  might  be  expected. 

As  this  estimate  indicated  about  a  20  per  cent  power  shortage  and 
presupposed  100  per  cent  operating  efficiency  between  plants  which 
had  not  been  built  to  work  together,  it  showed  a  critical  situation.  Steps 
were  immediately^  taken  to  stimulate  what  might  be  called  the  produc- 
tion of  power.  The  companies  were  at  once  required  to  run  their  steam 
plants  twenty-four  hours  a  day;  efforts  were  made  to  divert  to  power 
plants  all  available  water  used  for  irrigation  and  other  purposes  which 
could  be  spared;  faulty  interconnections  were  corrected;  the  intercon- 
nection between  the  Northern  California  Power  Company  and  the 
California-Oregon  Power  Company,  by  which  electricity  generated  by 
the  latter  company  would  be  made  available  for  the  thirty  companies 
in  the  power  pool,  was  speeded  up  so  that  it  will  be  made  about  the 
first  of  October  rather  than  the  first  of  January  as  originally  planned; 
and  large  consumers  with  power  plants  of  tlieir  omu  were  required 
to  take  care  of  thoir  own  loads.  During  the  night  there  were  several 
hours  when  the  natural  stream  fiow  plants  generated  sufficient  power 
to  carry  the  lighter  load  at  that  time  without  utilizing  the  steam  plants, 
while  during  the  day  the  load  was  so  heavy  that  stream  flow  and  steam 
plants  could  not  carry  it  and  water  had  to  be  taken  from  storage.  In 
order  to  rectify  this  condition  and  to  conserve  stored  water  for  use 
later  in  the  season,  by  utilizing  the  steam  plants  to  full  capacity,  sev- 
eral large  consumers  were  required  to  transfer  their  operations  from  the 
daytime  to  the  night  hours.  In  connection  with  the  Federal  Food 
Administration,  every  irrigationist  using  an  electric  pump  was  requested 
to  do  his  pumping  as  far  as  ]3ossible  during  the  hours  when  the  load 
on  the  combined  systems  was  the  lightest. 
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Load  Factor  Lessened. 

The  power  conserved  and  saved  by  these  measures,  although  large  in 
amount,  was  relatively  small  when  compared  with  the  total  load  upon 
the  systems  of  the  combined  companies  and  it  by  no  means  filled  the 
gap  between  the  estimated  demand  and  the  power  available. 

It  was  necessary  to  take  off  some  load  at  once.  On  the  first  of  Aug- 
ust orders  reducing  the  power  consumption  of  breweries  50  per  cent, 
and  prohibiting  the  use  of  electricity  for  sign  and  display  lighting, 
external  illumination  of  buildings,  store  lighting  when  stores  are  not 
open  for  business,  and  excessive  street  lighting,  were  made  effective. 

At  the  same  time  letters  were  sent  to  the  officials  of  every  city,  county 
and  lighting  district  in  the  territory  affected,  asking  their  officials  to 
reduce  the  lighting  to  a  minimum  consistent  with  public  safety ;  street 
and  interurban  railroads  Avere  advised  of  the  situation  and  requested 
to  reduce  their  power  consumption,  to  canvass  their  various  franchise 
requirements  and  to  take  up  with  their  city  officials  the  possibility  of 
saving  power  even  at  the  expense  of  some  disruption  of  the  service ;  and 
advertisements  were  inserted  in  the  papers  by  the  power  companies, 
at  the  request  of  the  Power  Administrator,  calling  attention  to  the 
shortage  and  appealing  to  all  users  of  power  to  assist  in  protecting 
war  industries  by  conserving  their  use  of  electricity. 

It  is  impossible  to  tell  exactly  what  effect  these  various  conserva- 
tion measures  have  had,  but  in  any  event  the  increase  in  the  irrigation 
load — during  dry  years  more  water  is  needed  and  the  water  is  pumped 
against  a  greater  head — and  the  increased  consumption  of  electricity 
by  shipbuilding  and  other  war  industries  more  than  offset  any  savings 
that  were  made  and  it  became  necessary  to  take  oft'  further  load.  Orders 
were  made  to  the  cement  companies,  who  were  large  users  of  power, 
to  reduce  their  consumption  50  per  cent.  Sand,  rock  and  gravel  com- 
panies were  ordered  to  reduce  their  consumption  33^!j  per  cent,  and 
the  allotments  to  gold  dredgers  were  curtailed  33^  per  cent.  Personal 
letters  were  sent  to  all  large  users  of  power  advising  them  of  the  neces- 
sity of  reducing  their  requirements  to  a  minimum.  Street  railroads 
were  required  to  make  further  savings  by  extending  the  effective  zones 
of  skip  stops,  taking  off  service  and  eliminating  all  useless  stops. 

The  critical  stage  has  not  yet  been  passed.  Other  orders  and  meas- 
ures are  in  contemplation  and  unless  early  and  abundant  rains  relieve 
the  situation  drastic  and  far-reaching  reductions  in  power  will  have 
to  be  made.  It  is  a  sufficient  statement  of  the  gravity  of  the  case  to 
say  that  the  storage  water  will  be  substantially  exhausted  in  October, 
while  during  a  normal  year  rains  do  not  replenish  the  streams  and 
reservoirs  until  well  into  January.  Since  40  per  cent  of  the  power  is 
now  generated  from  stored  water,  with  the  present  load  and  without 
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rainfall  it  will  be  necessary  to  reduce  the  consumption  of  electricity 
40  per  cent  when  the  reservoirs  shall  have  been  depleted. 

TRANSPORTATION    RATE    INQUIRY. 

In  order  that  the  transportation  companies  might  continue  to  exer- 
cise to  the  fullest  extent  their  functions  as  war  agencies,  the  commission 
granted  application  of  the  principal  rail  carriers  to  make  a  charge  for 
switching  carload  freight  subsequent  to  initial  placing  of  car. 

On  account  of  the  enormous  demand  made  on  carriers  their  equip- 
ment and  terminal  facilities  have  been  severely  taxed.  It  was  shown 
that  a  similar  remedial  measure  applicable  to  interstate  traffic  had 
resulted  in  marked  amelioration  and  that  the  proposed  change  on 
intrastate  traffic  being  penal  in  nature  would  have  like  effect.  This 
is  not  a  merely  local  problem  but  one  of  national  importance,  our 
nation  having  entered  the  great  European  conflict  and  its  success  being 
largely  dependent  upon  the  prompt  and  efficient  service  rendered  by 
the  transportation  lines  of  the  country. 

With  the  same  thought  in  mind  the  commission  granted  the  appli- 
cation of  the  Pacific  Car  Demurrage  Bureau,  on  behalf  of  the  principal 
rail  carriers  in  the  state,  to  amend  its  car  demurrage  tariff  by  canceling 
the  rule  providing  for  additional  free  time  for  loading  or  unloading 
in  cases  of  inclement  weather  and  substituting  in  lieu  thereof  a  rule 
providing  that  no  allowance  will  be  made  on  account  of  weather  con- 
ditions. This  rule  Avill  have  the  effect  of  more  promptly  releasing 
equipment  and  thereby  contribute  to  an  increased  car  efficiency. 

WATER   AND   WAREHOUSE   RATES. 

With  the  view  to  improving  the  efficiency  of  irregularly  operated 
water  craft  upon  the  inland  waters  of  this  state,  thereby  relieving  the 
rail  facilities  to  a  corresponding  extent,  the  commission  established 
a  code  of  demurrage  rules  and  regulations  applying  to  such  vessels. 
The  commission  believes  that  a  considerable  amount  of  traffic  here- 
tofore handled  by  the  rail  carriers  may  be  moved  by  water  craft.  The 
service  rendered  by  this  class  of  transportation  facility  has  been  greatly 
impaired  in  the  past  by  absence  of  legally  enforceable  rules  governing 
detention  at  wharves.  The  demurrage  rules  established  by  the  com- 
mission will  tend  to  greatly  diminish  such  detention  and  thereby  make 
these  vessels  more  potent  factors  in  the  prosecution  of  the  great  task 
with  which  we  are  now  confronted. 

Probably  95  per  cent  of  the  warehouses  under  the  commission's  juris- 
diction store  grain  or  other  food  products  and  practically  all  of  them 
accommodate  commodities  vital  to  the  prosecution  of  the  war.  In  the 
early  part  of  the  last  fiscal  year  the  commission  sent  to  all  warehouse- 
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men  uuder  its  control  a  letter  requesting  that  further  precaution  be 
taken  to  properly  protect  and  preserve  food  products  in  storage  and 
that  the  commission  be  advised  as  to  the  steps  taken  in  pursuance  of 
such  request.  The  commission  has  also  kept  in  close  touch  with  the 
Food  Administration,  the  State  Council  of  Defense  and  other  authori- 
ties with  a  \aew  to  carefully  guarding  the  granaries  and  storehouses 
of  the  state.  In  consequence  of  instructions  from  the  local  councils  of 
defense  to  employ  extra  guards  at  their  warehouses,  a  number  of  these 
utilities  applied  to  the  commission  for  authority  to  increase  their  ware- 
house rates  to  meet  the  additional  expense,  which  was  promptly  granted. 
In  the  general  conduct  of  matters  affecting  this  department,  the  war 
and  its  requirements  have  not  been  lost  sight  of.  It  is  expected  that 
the  most  important  work  for  the  coming  fiscal  year  will  be  to  make 
studies  of  transportation  conditions  with  constructive  suggestions  for 
their  improvement,  to  the  end  that  all  the  carriers  may  be  brought  to 
the  greatest  possible  state  of  efficiency,  therein-  rendering  more  effectual 
service  in  the  conduct  of  the  war. 

ELECTRIC  POWER  AND  GAS  EMERGENCY. 

In  December,  1917,  the  commission  realized  that  if  the  best  possible 
benefit  was  to  be  derived  from  the  gas  and  electric  utilities  of  the  state, 
unity  in  thought  and  operation  must  be  accomplished.  With  this  end 
in  view,  a  systematic  investigation  was  outlined  in  order  to  determine 
what  steps  should  be  taken,  and  these  investigations  were  carried  on 
under  Cases  1175  and  1176  in  detail  as  follows: 

Case  1175. 

In  the  matter  of  the  construction  and  operation  of  gas  utilities  during 
the  emergency  created  by  the  war : 

This  proceeding  was  instituted  on  the  Railroad  Commission's  own 
motion  for  the  purpose  of  informing  itself  witli  reference  to  the  prol)- 
lems  of  California  gas  utilities,  both  as  to  the  construction  and  operation 
during  the  emergency  created  by  the  war,  and  of  thereafter  making  siicli 
orders  or  recommendations  as  might  seem  necessary  or  desirable  in  tht; 
solution  of  such  problems. 

Public  hearing  was  held  in  San  Francisco  on  December  8,  1917.  The 
final  decision  has  been  deferred  pending  a  decision  by  the  federal 
government  as  to  whether  it  desires  to  enter  into  contracts  with  any 
California  gas  companies  looking  to  the  extraction  of  toluol  from 
artificial  gas  manufactured  in  this  state.  Shoiild  the  government 
decide  to  construct  such  plants,  the  commission  pledges  itself  to  do 
everything  possible  in  the  furtherance  of  such  work. 
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Case  1176. 

In  the  matter  of  the  construction  and  operation  of  electric  utilities 
during  the  emergency  created  by  war: 

This  proceeding  was  instituted  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  the 
state  of  California  on  its  own  motion,  having  for  its  object  an  investi- 
gation of  the  construction  and  operation  of  electric  utilities,  so  as  to 
enable  it  to  determine  the  special  needs  of  these  utilities  during  the  war 
emergency,  and  in  order  to  enable  the  commission  to  render  prompt 
assistance  to  the  government,  the  utilities  and  the  public  to  the  end  that 
there  would  be  no  shortage  in  .service  on  the  part  of  the  utilities  or 
interruption  of  service  to  industries. 

A  number  of  hearings  have  been  held  in  connection  Avith  this  case, 
appearances  being  made  by  all  the  larger  electric  utilities  of  the  state 
and  by  certain  federal  authorities. 

The  first  hearing  held  December  10,  1917,  consisted  largely  of  general 
discussion  and  in  outlining  the  procedure  to  be  pursued,  and  resulted 
in  plans  being  arranged  for  co-operation  between  the  electrical  division 
of  the  commission  and  representatives  of  the  electric  utilities  and 
federal  authorities,  in  order  to  expedite  the  investigation. 

Thereafter,  pursuant  to  such  plan,  many  informal  conferences  were 
held  between  representatives  of  the  commission's  electric  division  and 
representatives  of  the  utilities,  such  informal  conferences  being  carried 
on  under  the  direction  of  F.  Emerson  Hoar,  gas  and  electrical  engineer 
of  the  commission,  and  later,  after  Mr.  Hoar  had  been  called  into  mili- 
tary service,  such  direction  was  under  Acting  Gas  and  Electrical 
Engineer  L.  S.  Ready,  with  the  co-operation  of  several  advisory  com- 
mittees of  the  electrical  utilities  of  both  the  northern  and  southern 
portions  of  the  state,  these  committees  having  been  appointed  by  JNIr. 
Hoar  as  follows :

Attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  time  was  a  very  important  factor, 
and  the  mere  willingness  to  be  of  assistance  in  the  present  war  emer- 
gency would  not  accomplish  anything.  Therefore,  the  earnest  and 
immediate  co-operation  of  each  member  of  the  two  committees,  already 
referred  to,  together  with  the  active  assistance  of  the  utilities  which 
they  represented,  was  urgently  requested. 
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Immediately  upon  the  appointment  of  the  above  committees,  a  request 
was  made  upon  each  company,  entitled: 

"Schedule  of  Data  Required  from  Electric  Utilities  for  Com- 
mission's Investigation Case  1176" 

and  requesting  data. 

Upon  receipt  of  this  information  from  the  various  companies,  a  com- 
prehensive analysis  of  the  whole  situation  was  made,  of  both  the 
northern  and  southern  answers,  paying  particular  attention  to  the  load 
condition,  density  of  load  and  run-off  and  advantages  to  be  gained  by  a 
complete  interconnecting  of  the  systems,  and  wliat  steps  could  be  taken 
to  aid  the  companies  in  financing  new  development. 

Preliminary  to  the  formal  investigation,  Mr.  Hoar,  engineer  of  the 
gas  and  electric  division  of  the  commission,  foresaw  a  shortage  of  hydro- 
electric power  throughout  the  state  and  detailed  Assistant  Engineer 
R.  M.  Vaughn  to  make  an  investigation  of  the  companies'  systems,  with 
a  vicAV  to  determining  what  steps,  if  any,  could  be  taken  to  increase  the 
hydroelectric  output  either  by  a  more  economized  use  of  the  present 
facilities  or  by  the  development  of  new  projects.  An  extensive  investi- 
gation was  made  in  the  case  of  several  of  the  companies,  and  recom- 
mendations were  made  which  have  since  been  carried  out  with  the 
desired  results. 

One  of  the  most  important  has  been  the  consummation  of  the  agree- 
ment referred  to  in  the  preceding  part  of  this  report  whereby  the  Pacific 
Gas  and  Electric  Company  is  to  purchase  from  the  Northern  companies 
a  block  of  power  delivered  at  Colusa  Corners. 

Result  of  Investigations. 
The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  more  important  investigations 
made  in  connection  with  this  work: 

California-Oregon  Power  Company. 

This  company  has  recently  installed  and  put  into  operation  a  plant 
on  the  Klamath  River  at  Copco,  Cal.,  about  nine  miles  from  the  Oregon 
state  line.  The  dam  is  of  the  arch  gravity  type  and  is  at  present  112 
feet  high  above  tail  race  water.  It  will  eventually  be  carried  up  to 
122  feet. 

The  equipment  consists  of  one  12,500-k.v.a.  generator,  based  on  40- 
degree  rise,  and  there  is  no  question  but  that  this  generator  will  carry 
12,500  kilowatts.  The  water  wheel  is  designed  for  125-feet  head.  The 
company  owns  a  second  unit  similar  to  the  one  installed,  and  has 
intended  to  install  it  in  this  plant  whenever  the  market  would  justify 
same.     A  gauging  station  is  maintained  at  the  plant  and  the  records 
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show  that  for  the  past  two  years  the  river  has  not  fallen  below  1,000 
seeond-feet.  The  government  has  granted  them  permission  to  install 
a  regulating  dam  at  Upper  Klamath  Lake,  thereby  controlling  the 
water  3  feet  above  and  below  normal  water  level.  This  would  give 
them  a  storage  of  approximately  600,000  aere-feet.  At  such  time  as 
they  install  this  regulating  dam  and  raise  the  main  dam  to  122  feet, 
they  would  have  sufficient  flow  to  justifj^  the  installation  of  the  second 
unit.  A  contract  is  signed  affecting  the  California-Oregon  Power 
Company,  the  Northern  California  Power  Company  and  the  Pacific  Gas 
and  Electric  Company,  whereby  the  California-Oregon  Power  Company 
will  extend  its  lines  to  Kennett.  and  supply  the  northern  load  of  the 
Northern  California  PoMer  Company  to  the  extent  of  8,000  kilowatts, 
releasing  an  equal  amount  of  power  on  the  Northern  California  Power 
Company's  system,  which  Avill  be  delivered  to  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Elec- 
tric Company  at  Colusa. 

North  em  California  Power  Company. 

An  investigation  of  this  system  revealed  the  fact  that,  b.y  further 
development  of  the  waters  now  owned  by  this  company,  an  additional 
6,000-kilowatt  peak  capacity  over  the  low  water  period  would  be  added 
to  the  company 's  system ;  also  by  the  purchase  of  some  additional  water 
which  is  availal)]e  and  by  the  conveying  of  this  water,  together  with 
South  Battle  Creek  water,  into  I\IcCumber  reservoir,  an  additional  6,500 
kilowatts  would  be  added  to  the  system,  making  a  grand  total  of  12,500 
kilowatt  peak  capacity  at  a  comparatively  low  cost.  As  the  present 
system  is  now  over-installed,  this  additional  capacity  would  be  handled 
with  the  purcliase  of  one  additional  4,000-horsepower  wheel, 

Xorlhi  rn  ('(ilifoniia  Power  CompdHy  (Pit  River  Project  at  Big  Bend). 

The  Northern  California  Power  Company  owns  certain  water  rights 

on  the  Pit  River  at  Big  Bend,  where  they  contemplate  the  installation 

(if  a  plant  of  100,000  horsepower.     A  synopsis  of  the  more  important 

pliysical  data  in  connection  with  this  enterprise  is  as  follows :

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The  estimated  cost  of  this  project,  including  two  steel  tower  lines  of 
two  circuits  each  into  San  Francisco,  is  approximately  $9,000,000.00. 
With  the  present  condition  of  the  labor  market,  the  plant  could  prob- 
ably be  constructed  and  ready  for  operation  within  18  months,  provided 
advantage  can  be  taken  of  the  present  working  season. 

Another  scheme  has  been  considered,  contemplating  the  development 
of  this  project  to  one-half  of  its  ultimate  capacity,  and  working  in 
conjunction  with  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  in  the  develop- 
ment of  their  project  in  this  same  vicinity.  The  main  advantage  to  be 
gained  by  this  would  be  that  the  amount  of  ditch  and  tunnel  work  that 
would  have  to  be  amortized  at  such  time  as  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric 
Company's  plant  would  be  ready  for  operation  would  be  reduced  to 
possibly  one  and  one-half  million  dollars. 

The  transmission  lines,  generators,  transformers,  and  penstocks  would 
be  used  in  connection  with  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company's 
project.  It  is  also  possible  that  the  water  wheels  might  be  used  by  the 
installation  of  new  runners  designed  for  the  higher  head. 

Of  the  three  larger  projects  in  the  northern  part  of  the  state,  namely, 
the  Feather  River  No.  5,  combined  with  Yellow  Creek ;  the  Pacific  Gas 
and  Electric  Company  Pit  River  Project ;  and  the  above  project  of  the 
Northern  California  Power  Company,  the  latter  is  probably  the  one  that 
should  be  developed  first,  in  order  to  secure  cpiick  relief  from  the  power 
shortage  which  will  prevail  throughout  1918  and  1919. 

McCloud  River  Project. 

The  Northern  California  Power  Company  owns  certain  water  rights 
on  the  McCloud  River  and  are  at  the  present  time  making  surveys  for 
the  purpose  of  determining  the  amount  of  power  available.  From  the 
investigation  made,  we  do  not  believe  that  a  power  plant  on  this  river 
would  be  justified.  A  dam  of  75-feet  height  could  be  constructed  and 
a  power  house  installed  right  below  the  dam.  With  the  low  water  of  the 
McCloud  River,  taken  at  1,150  second-feet,  this  project  would  develop 
9,000  kilowatts  at  a  cost  of  $118.00  per  kilowatt. 

An  additional  scheme  was  to  convey  the  water  from  the  dam  through 
a  concrete-lined  tunnel  2^  miles  downstream  to  secure  thereby  a  total 
head  of  136  feet.  A  total  of  17,000  kilowatts  could  be  generated  at  a 
cost  of  $162.00  per  kilowatt.  The  length  of  time  required  and  cost 
involved  makes  this  project  unattractive  at  this  time. 

Pacific  Gas  and  Electnc  Company   (Pit  River  Project). 

As  stated  above,  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  owns  water 
rights  and  contemplates  the  development  of  a  plant  in  the  same  vicinity 
as  the  Northern  California  Power  Company.  Their  intake  is  about  two 
miles  above  that  of  the  Northern  California  Power  Company,  and  their 
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outlet  would  be  about  eight  miles  below  the  power  house  of  the  Northern 
California  Power  Company.  Their  scheme  contemplates  one  continuous 
tunnel  from  intake  to  outlet,  about  8  miles  long  and  of  20-foot  bore. 
The  head  would  be  940  feet,  the  total  output  practically  doubling  that 
of  the  Northern  California  Power  Company,  namely,  190,000  horse- 
power. This  tunnel  would  have  to  be  constructed  from  the  two 
headings  only. 

The  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  has  estimated  five  years  as  the 
time  to  complete  this  work.  From  the  magnitude  of  the  project  and 
the  present  state  of  the  labor  market,  we  do  not  believe  it  could  be  done 
in  less  than  eight  years. 

Sierra  and  San  Francisco  Power  Company. 

This  company  has  plans  for  the  development  of  additional  storage 
on  the  South  Fork  of  the  Stanislaus  River,  and  contemplates  the  instal- 
lation of  the  plant  known  as  "Upper  Stanislaus"  just  above  Big  Bar. 
The  available  head  is  1,860  feet.  With  the  completion  of  Big  Dam 
reservoir,  which  will  store  approximately  16,500  acre-feet,  a  plant  of 
9,000  kilowatts  could  be  operated  at  100  per  cent  load  factor.  The 
commission  has  authorized  a  bond  issue  for  the  construction  of  this 
plant  and  has  advised  certain  other  changes  in  that  system,  namely,  the 
installation  of  an  additional  penstock  in  the  present  Stanislaus  River 
plant  to  reduce  the  pipe  losses,  and  the  enlargement  of  their  main  flume 
to  increase  the  capacity  50  second-feet,  which  changes  will  add  about 
300  kilowatts  to  present  capacity  of  the  Stanislaus  plant. 

Great  Western  Foiver  Company. 

This  company  is  interested  at  the  present  time  in  the  development  of 
what  is  known  as  "Plant  No.  5  of  the  Feather  River."  This  would 
mean  the  raising  of  the  dam  at  Big  Meadows  and  increasing  the  storage 
from  300,000  to  700,000  acre-feet.  The  conduit  line  would  consist  of 
14  miles  of  tunnels,  possibly  ten  in  number,  the  longest  of  which  is  2 
miles  long.  The  net  head  on  the  wheels  would  be  1,839  feet.  The  time 
of  completion  for  the  first  unit  would  be,  according  to  our  estimate,  in 
the  neighborhood  of  three  years  as  against  their  estimate  of  18  months. 
Thej^  contemplate  making  the  development  in  two  separate  units,  two 
tunnel  lines  each  of  10-foot  circular  cross-section  equivalent.  Their 
estimates  of  the  amount  of  power  which  could  be  developed  are  as 
follows : 

40,000  kilowatts    for $212.95  per  kilowatt 

80,000  kilowatts    for 137.11  per  kilowatt 

160,000  kilowatts    for 136,97  per  kilowatt 

200,000  kilowatts    for 142.64  per  kilowatt 

240,000  kilowatts    for 137.15  per  kilowatt 
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The  above  is  on  the  basis  of  66  per  cent  annual  load  factor  and  66 
per  cent  overall  efficiency. 

Western  States  Gas  and  Electric  Company. 

This  company  contemplates  further  development  of  the  American 
River  and  the  installation  of  a  30,000-horsepower  plant.  The  first  unit, 
however,  would  be  about  10,000  horsepower.  This  plant  would  have  to 
depend  to  a  large  extent  on  storage  of  the  stream  flow,  falling  as  low 
as  10  seeond-foet  at  certain  times  of  the  year. 

They  estimate  that,  in  order  to  justify  a  30,000-horsepower  plant, 
storage  amounting  to  93,000  acre-feet  would  be  recpiired.  This  present 
total  storage  amounts  to  approximately  20,000  acre-feet.  The  available 
gross  head  would  be  1,900  feet.  The  time  to  complete  this  plant  would 
be  about  two  years  at  a  total  cost  of  $122.00  per  horsepower. 

Southern  California  Edison  Company. 

The  Kern.  River  No.  3  development  of  the  Southern  California  Edison 
Company  is  located  on  Kern  River  in  the  counties  of  Tulare  and  Kern. 
The  essential  elements  of  this  development  will  be  a  diversion  dam;  a 
conduit  line  having  a  length  of  approximately  70,639  feet,  divided  as 
follows :

Total 70,639  feet 

a  forebay  and  spillway  at  the  lower  end  of  the  tunnel  line  and  at  the 
head  of  the  pressure  pipes;  a  power  house  Avith  its  ecpiipment  and  a 
transmission  line  to  connect  Avitli  the  present  transmission  system  50 
miles.  The  operating  head  for  the  plant  will  be  800  feet ;  the  amount 
of  water  intended  to  be  diverted  is  600  cubic  feet  per  second.  The 
intended  installed  capacity  is  30,000  kilowatts.  It  is  possible  that  this 
plant  could  be  completed  by  the  fall  of  1921. 

All  roads  and  trails  have  been  completed,  approximately  21,000  feet 
of  tunnel  have  been  driven,  and  an  electric  transmission  line  lias  l)een 
constructed  for  the  supply  of  power  for  construction  operation.  An 
analysis  of  the  hydrographic  service  since  1894  indicates  that  for  the 
entire  period  the  averagxj  annual  capacity  load  factor  woidd  be  69.2 ; 
the  average  annual  output  201,000,000  kilowatt  hours  and  the  average 
annual  capacity  23,000  kilowatts.  The  lowest  actual  flow  of  the  river 
occurred  in  1898,  amounting  to  79  second-feet. 
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Revised  estimates  of  cost  for  this  Avork  were  made  as  of  November, 
1917,  the  total  cost  being  $7,656,495.00,  of  which  approximately 
$1,000,000.00  has  been  spent. 

Southern  Sierras  Foiver  Company. 

The  Southern  Sierras  Power  Company  is  contemplating  the  installa- 
tion of  a  1,500-kilowatt  plant  on  the  Middle  Fork  of  Bishop  Creek, 
operated  under  500-foot  head.  It  also  intends  to  divert  Birch  Creek 
into  Bishop  Creek  and  install  an  additional  1,500-kilowatt  unit  in  Plant 
No.  5,  also  to  increase  the  storage  on  Rush  Creek.  The  result  of  the 
above  development  will  be  an  increase  of  3,000-kilowatt  installed 
capacity  having  a  total  annual  output  of  31,000,000  kilowatt  hours.  All 
of  this  work  has  been  recommended  by  the  commission,  and  plans  for 
financing  same  are  now  under  way. 

Lower  Pit  River  Project. 

This  project  is  located  on  the  Pit  River  about  ten  miles  above  the 
junction  of  the  Pit  River  with  the  Sacramento  River,  and  six  miles 
above  the  mouth  of  the  IMcCloud  River. 

The  location  is  known  as  Sheep  Rocks  dam  site,  and  is  a  narrow  gorge 
in  the  canyon.  The  north  l)ank  of  the  river  rises  to  a  slope  approxi- 
mately 45  degrees,  and  the  south  bank  much  steeper,  possibl.y  60  degrees 
to  a  height  of  125  feet,  then  by  a  more  gradual  irregular  slope  to  the 
top  of  the  ridge,  a  total  elevation  of  187  feet.  At  this  elevation  the 
water  would  spill  over  a  natural  rock  spillway  into  the  adjoining  draw. 

Bedrock  is  exposed  on  both  sides  of  the  river  to  the  maximum  height 
of  187  feet,  thus  affording  excellent  foundation.  The  river  is  appar- 
ently flowing  on  bedrock,  but  the  channel  has  never  been  prospected 
other  than  by  soundings. 

"With  a  dam  125  feet  in  height,  and  with  the  low  water  flow  in  the 
river  taken  at  2,810  second-feet  (the  lowest  on  record),  an  installation 
of  35,000  kilowatts  would  be  justified.  This  could  be  operative  on  a 
70  per  cent  load  factor.  The  dam  should  ultimately  be  carried  up  to 
the  full  height  of  187  feet,  thereby  developing  50,000  kilowatts  on  70 
per  cent  load  factor. 

Another  attractive  feature  in  connection  with  this  project  is  the 
transportation  facilities.  The  site  is  within  two  miles  of  the  Sacramento 
Valley  and  Eastern  Railway,  with  roadbed  graded  to  the  site.  Tem- 
porary power  for  construction  purposes  can  be  secured  from  the  Ilerault 
extension  of  Northern  California  Power  Company.  The  people  now 
controlling  the  project  are  negotiating  with  California-Oregon  Power 
Company,  and  if  such  arrangements  are  completed,  the  12,500-kilowatt 
unit  of  the  latter  company  could  be  installed  and  ready  for  operation 
by  the  first  of  the  year. 
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It  is  estimated  that  this  amount  of  power  could  be  developed  and 
sufficient  reinforcement  of  lines  of  the  Northern  California  Power  Com- 
pany could  be  made  to  deliver  this  power  to  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  at  Colusa  Corners  for  an  expenditure  of  $60.00  per  kilowatt. 

TWO  DECISIONS  OF  COMMISSION. 

The  commission  has  issued  two  decisions  in  connection  with  Case 
1176,  Decision  No.  521-1.  dealing  with  the  power  situation  in  the  southern 
part  of  the  state,  iind  recommeuded  to  the  utilities  that  they  should  take 
immediate  steps  to  finance  and  construct  additional  facilities  to  make 
certain  interconnections.  The  order  recommended  the  construction  of 
additional  plants  by  Southern  California  Edison  Company,  Southern 
Sierras  Power  Company,  and  San  Joaquin  Light  and  Power  Corpora- 
tion of  sufficient  capacity  to  meet  the  growing  demands  for  power. 

The  utilities  are  at  present  having  considerable  difficulty  in  financing 
the  developments  and  it  appears  that  federal  aid  will  be  absolutely 
necessary  to  earrj'^  out  said  developments. 

The  second  decision  in  this  case  was  issued  relative  to  the  question 
of  delivery  of  power  from  California-Oregon  Power  Company  to 
Northern  California  Po^\■er  Company  and  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric 
Company.  This  order  recommended  to  these  companies  that  contracts 
be  entered  into  for  the  delivery  of  8,000  kilowatts  at  Colusa  by  the  two 
northern  companies.  The  commission  in  the  order  also  fixed  the  rate 
for  delivery,  same  being  $30.00  per  kilowatt  at  70  per  cent  load  factor, 
plus  :3;i  mills  per  kilowatt  iiour  for  all  excess  energy. 

RIFLE   AND   PISTOL   CLUB. 

The  second  year  of  the  Rifle  and  Pistol  Club,  organized  by  the 
employees  of  the  commission  under  the  Rules  of  the  National  Board  foi* 
the  Promotion  of  Rifle  Practice  as  authorized  by  Congress  on  April  27, 
1914,  has  shown  the  great  benefits  Avhich  are  to  be  derived  from  a  club 
organized  for  this  purpose.  Ten  members  of  the  club  are  now  in  the 
Army  or  Navv,  seven  of  whom  qualified  as  expert  riflemen  and  three  as 
sharpshooters  before  entering  the  service.  New  men  are  qualifying 
each  month,  despite  the  fact  that  the  membership  has  fallen  from  80 
in  the  yeai-  1917  to  46  this  year.  This  decrease  in  membership  is  due 
largely  to  the  inroads  n)ade  l)y  the  war  upon  the  men  of  the  comnnssion. 

Indoor  target  practice  was  held  in  the  State  Armory  in  San  Fran- 
cisco during  the  past  year  for  a  period  of  ai)proximately  twenty  weeks. 
'JMie  outdoor  shooting  was  conducted  at  Port  Barry  once  a  montli  \uitil 
the  new  State  Range  at  Leona  Heights  was  completed  and  the  club  was 
given  access  to  it  in  October.  The  engineering  work  necessary  for  the 
construction  of  this  range,  which  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  state,  was 
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done  by  members  of  the  engineering  department  of  the  commission,  who 
donated  their  services. 

The  courses  fired  for  qualification  were  those  prescribed  by  the 
National  Rifle  Association  and  consist  of  prone  shooting  at  600,  500  and 
300  yards,  slow  fire ;  300  yards,  timed  fire,  prone ;  and  200  yards,  timed 
fire,  kneeling. 

The  federal  government  furnished  the  club  twelve  Krag  rifles,  .30 
caliber,  with  the  necessary  ammunition,  which  have  been  used  for  the 
outdoor  practice  along  with  five  privately  owned  Springfield  rifles. 

As  it  is  the  practice  of  the  National  Rifle  Association  to  ofl:'er  distinc- 
tive decorations  similar  to  those  issued  in  the  Army  and  Navy  for  pro- 
ficiency in  marksmanship,  manj^  of  the  members  have  received  decora- 
tions according  to  the  following  schedule,  250  points  being  the  possible 
score : 

210  points  or  better — expert  ritleman. 
190  to  209  points — sharpshooter. 
100  to  189  points — marksman. 

Fifteen  meml)ors  have  qualified  as  expert  riflemen,  nine  as  sharp- 
shooters and  eight  as  marksmen.  The  excellent  shots  developed  in  the 
club  is  shown  l)y  the  scores  made  l)y  the  following  nien :

All  of  the  above  scores  were  made  out  of  a  possible  250  points  and  fired 
under  standard  conditions. 

The  club  entered  a  ten-man  team  in  the  Civilian  Inter-Club  Gallery 
Championship  Matches  held  last  winter  and  Messrs.  Vaughan  and 
Kessing  each  received  a  National  Rifle  Association  medal  for  having 
a  score  averaging  more  than  90  per  cent  for  the  ten-weeks  shoot. 

A  Civilian  Rifle  Team  selected  from  the  various  clubs  around  the 
Bay  District  defeated  Truck  Company  "C,"  Army  Artillery  Park, 
C.  A.  C,  by  the  score  of  1,950  to  1,763.  The  commission  was  represented 
by  Messrs.  Thelen,  Vaughan  and  Johns. 

Camp  Fremont  selected  a  team  of  twelve  men  from  approximately 
10,000  soldiers  to  meet  the  above-mentioned  Civilian  Team  and  defeated 
them  by  a  fair  margin.  Messrs.  Ashworth,  Thelen  and  Vaughan 
represented  the  commission's  club.

Practically  every  commissioner  and  employee  did  many  things  to  aid 
in  speeding  np  war  work. 
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CHAPTER  V. 

COMMON  CARRIERS  AND  RATES. 

The  work  of  the  Rate  Department  may  be  classified  under  tlie  follo\\  - 
ing  divisions : 

Railroad  and  Express, 

Carriers  by  Water, 

Interurban  Auto  Stages  and  Trucks, 

"Warehouses, 

Wharves, 

which  are  discussed  in  sequence  under  their  respective  captions : 

RAILROAD  AND  EXPRESS. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30.  101 8,  3(5  formal  cases  and 
applications  have  been  disposed  of,  among  the  more  important  of  Avhich 
was  an  application  presented  on  behalf  of  most  of  the  carriers  operating 
in  this  state  to  make  a  general  increase  in  freight  rates  of  approximately 
15  per  cent. 

This  involved  several  bearings,  and  numerous  exhibits  were  filed  in 
support  of  applications.  At  the  last  hearing  the  case  was  adjourned 
to  a  subsequent  date  and  during  the  interim  applicants  withdrew  their 
request.  On  account  of  the  extreme  importance  of  this  proceeding,  it 
affecting  all  shippers  in  the  state,  both  large  and  small,  the  closest 
investigation  was  being  conducted  and  several  hundred  pages  of  tran- 
script of  testimony  had  resulted.  It  was  the  commission's  intention, 
as  usual  in  such  cases,  to  give  the  interested  public  full  opportunity  to 
express  itself  and  the  commission  to  be  put  in  possession  of  full  facts 
in  order  to  enable  it  to  render  a  fair  and  impartial  decision. 

Another  application  presented  by  the  principal  carriers  asked 
authority  to  publish  switching  ehai-ge  of  $2.50  per  car  for  switching 
carload  freight  subsequent  to  initial  placing  of  car  for  unloading.  It 
was  shown  that  the  existing  practice  of  performing  supplemental 
switching  without  additional  charge  had  the  effect  of  delaying  the 
unloading  of  equipment,  thereby  reducing  its  efficiency,  and  that  a 
corresponding  publication  applicable  to  interstate  traffic  had  resulted 
in  a  marked  improvement. 

This  case  involved  a  problem  of  national  importance,  our  nation 
having  entered  the  great  European  conflict  and  its  success  being  largely 
dependent  upon  the  prompt  and  efficient  service  rendered  by  the  trans- 
portation lines  of  the  country.  As  a  consequence  of  the  enormous 
demand  made  on  carriers,  their  equipment  and  terminal  facilities  liave 
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been  faxed  to  the  utmost  and  it  is  therefore  of  vital  importance  that 
existing  equipment  be  made  to  render  a  maximum  efficiency.  The 
commission  appreciating  this  condition,  granted  the  application  with 
the  exception  that  it  would  not  apply  to  commodities  placed  on  disposi- 
tion tracks  awaiting  governmental  inspection,  the  responsibility  in  such 
instances  not  being  properly  chargeable  to  consignees. 

Application  was  made  by  the  Northwestern  Pacific  Railroad  Company 
for  permission  to  make  general  increase  in  freight  rates  in  the  territory 
served  by  its  rails  between  San  Francisco  and  Santa  Rosa  on  the 
grounds  that  existing  rates  were  insufficient  to  yield  revenue  com- 
mensurate with  the  cost  of  operation.  Upon  investigation,  the  com- 
mission decided  that  the  increases  were  necessary,  but  not  to  the  extent 
requested  by  applicant,  and  a  modified  set  of  class  and  commodity  rates 
was  established. 

KEY   ROUTE   RATES. 

Applications  were  filed  by  the  San  Francisco  and  Oaldand  Terminal 
Railways,  known  as  the  "Key  Route,"  and  l)y  the  Southern  Pacific 
Company  for  authority  to  increase  their  one-way  and  commutation 
rates  between  San  Francisco  and  transbay  points  such  as  Oakland,  Ala- 
meda and  Berkeley ;  also  to  increase  the  rates  for  local  service  on  the 
east  side.  The  matter  was  gone  into  very  extensively,  many  exhibits 
being  filed  and  independent  investigation  made  by  the  commission. 
During  the  course  of  the  proceeding  Southern  Pacific  application  was 
withdrawn  owing  to  increases  having  been  ordered  by  the  Federal 
Director  General  of  Railroads ;  after  which  the  commission  issued  an 
interlocutory  order  in  the  Key  Route  application  permitting  it  to  make 
an  increase  equal  to  that  ordered  in  by  the  Director  Ceneral  for  its 
competitor,  pending  final  decision  on  the  application  as  a  whole. 

Complaint  was  made  by  the  Navarro  Lumber  Company  of  the  lumber 
rates  from  Navarro  to  points  on  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  and 
Santa  Fe  roads  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  and  northern  and  central 
California.  This  involved  an  interrupted  service  from  Navarro  to 
Albion,  from  which  point  the  lumber  was  transported  by  vessels  not 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  commission  to  San  Francisco,  thence  to 
interior  destinations  by  defendant  rail  carriers.  I'he  case  was  dis- 
missed on  the  ground  tliat  complainant  had  failed  to  state  a  cause  of 
action  in  which  the  commission  had  jurisdiction  to  grant  reliof. 

Another  action  filed  by  same  compJ-iinant  covered : the  ..question  of 
establishing  a  through  rail  and  water  route  and  rates  for  the  transpor- 
tation of  freight  from  points  on  the  Albion  bl'anch  of- the  Northwestern 
Pacific  to  San  P^rancisco  and  southern  Califoi-nia  ports,  which  was  also 
dismissed,  the  commission  holding  that  it  has  ..no.  authority  to  compel  a 
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railroad  company  to  operate  vessels  for  the  transportation  of  freight 
when  the  rail  carrier  is  not  at  the  present  time  engaged  in  such  ocean 
transportation. 

Of  the  more  important  unfinished  formal  matters  may  be  mentioned 
the  luml)er  rate  case  affecting  all  lumber  rates  between  points  in 
northern  and  central  California  involving  consideration  of  approxi- 
mately 100,000  rates;  this  case  has  been  submitted  on  briefs  to  be 
filed  by  interested  counsel. 

Another  very  important  case  is  that  brought  by  the  South  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  and  intervening  interests  atfecting  switch- 
ing rates  between  San  Francisco  and  South  San  Francisco. 

After  many  hearings,  at  which  a  mass  of  testimony  and  exhibits  were 
presented,  the  case  was  submitted  on  briefs  to  be  filed  by  opposing 
counsel  and  now  awaits  decision. 

The  following  instances  are  also  worthy  of  special  mention : 

Complaint  of  the  Stockton  Chamber  of  Commerce  involving  differ- 
entials in  class  rates  from  San  Francisco,  Sacramento  and  points  taking 
same  rates  via  Stockton  to  the  San  Joaquin  Valley.  This  proceeding 
is  brought  as  a  result  of  increase  in  class  rates  between  San  Francisco 
and  Stockton  in  pursuance  of  which  it  is  alleged  by  complainant  that 
a  corresponding  differential  should  be  maintained  in  the  through  rates 
from  the  opposing  shipping  centers  to  the  San  Joaquin  Valley. 

Application  on  behalf  of  the  principal  carriers  to  cancel  less  than 
carload  switching  charges  when  incidental  to  line  haul  and  to  increase 
the  charges  for  local  iuteryard  switching — these  cases  are  important  in 
that  they  involve  additional  charges  for  switching  at  practically  all 
stations  in  the  state  where  switching  is  perfoi'med.  These  applications 
are  being  held  in  abeyance  pending  the  outcome  of  other  related  matters. 

NONFEDERAL  LINE  APPLICATIONS. 

There  has  just  recently  been  filed  with  the  commission  a  number  of 
formal  applications  to  increase  passenger  fares,  among  Avhich  the 
following  appear: 

Peninsular  Railway  to  increase  interurban  fares. 
Pacific  Electric  Railway  to  increase  interurban  fares. 
San  Jose  Railway  to  increase  street  car  fares  at  San  Jose. 
Union  Traction  Company  to  increase  street  car  fares  at  Santa  Cruz. 
Stockton  Electric  Raihvay  to  increase  street  car  fares  at  Stockton. 
Fresno  Traction  Company  to  increase  street  car  fares  at  Fresno. 
San  Diego  Electric  Railway  and  Pt.  Loma   Raihvay  to  increase 
street  car  fares  at  San  Diego. 

From  present  indications  these  are  but  the  beginning  of  requests 
from  the  electric  street  and  interurban  railways  and  steam  railroads 
not  under  federal  control  to  increase  freight  and  passenger  rat<3s  to 
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enable  these  transportation  companies  to  meet  the  greatly  increased 
costs  of  operation,  and  in  cases  of  the  electric  interurban  and  steam 
railroads  to  be  placed  on  a  rate  parity  Avith  competing  federal  controlled 
roads,  thereby  enabling  the  latter  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  inerease.s 
authorized  by  the  Director  CTcneral  of  Railroads. 

INFORMAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

All  important  branch  of  work  in  this  department  is  the  handling  of 
complaints  on  the  informal  docket.  The  results  achieved  from  this 
method  of  procedure  have  been  so  satisfactory  that  instances  of  this 
kind  are  steadily  increasing.  By  this  method,  matters  may  be  infor- 
mally presented  to  carriers  and  in  frequent  instances  amicable  adjust- 
ment obtained  without  the  expense  and  inconvenience  of  a  publico 
hearing.  For  the  period  covered  by  this  report  275  informal  complaints 
were  handled  to  a  conclusion.  This  figure  does  not  include  reparation 
claims,  which,  strictly  speaking,  are  not  informal  complaints,  although 
they  are  handled  on  the  informal  docket.  In  such  cases  the  claimant 
and  carrier  agree  on  a  statement  of  facts  and  the  amount  of  reparation 
which  are  submitted  for  the  commission's  approval.  Claims  of  this 
nature  amounting  to  170  were  authorized  during  the  past  fiscal  year. 

It  is  anticipated  that  much  of  the  time  of  this  department  will  be 
occupied  in  the  consideration  of  informal  recpiests  to  increase  rates. 
The  conditions  are  such  in  many  of  these  cases  that  applications  are 
granted  informally  without  going  to  the  expense  and  inconvenience  of 
a  public  hearing.  As  an  instance  of  this,  there  have  recently  been 
authorized  applications  of  the  following  lines  to  make  a  general  increase 
of  25  per  cent  in  their  freight  rates,  similar  to  that  established  by  the 
Director  General  of  Railroads : 

Central  California  Traction  Company. 
Northern  Electric  Railway. 
Visalia  Electric  Railway. 
Pacific  Electric  Railway. 
Pacific  Steamship  Compan}-. 

Also,  application  of  the  San  Francisco,  Napa  and  Calistoga  Railway 
to  increase  passenger  fares  in  line  Avith  advance  in  fares  of  its  com- 
petitor, the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  by  authority  of  the  Director 
Ceneral. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Under  this  head  may  be  considered  requests  for  information,  quotation 
of  rates,  verification  of  charges  and  interpretation  of  tariff  rules  and 
regulations. 

Although  the  (.'onimissiun  is  not  vested  with  jurisdiction  uv(M-  loss  and 
damage  matters,  questions  of  tliis  kind  are  frequently  submitted,  like- 
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wise  inquiries  pertaining  to  interstate  traffic,  and  \n  all  cases  ihe  infor- 
mation is  furnished,  if  possible,  or  applicant  is  referred  to  the  proper 
authorities. 

Under  this  classification  may  also  be  mentioned  the  receiving,  checking 
and  filing  of  tariffs.  Applications  of  the  various  transportation  com- 
panies are  examined  to  see  that  they  comply  with  the  lawful  require- 
ments and  are  then  filed  so  as  to  be  readily  available  to  the  commission 
and  to  the  public.  It  is  Avell  to  mention  at  this  point  that  accommoda- 
tion is  provided  for  any  one  desiring  to  use  the  tariff's  and  assistance 
in  this  connection  gladly  furnished. 

In  this  department  are  also  handled  the  various  applications 
incidental  to  tariff  publication  such  as  deviations  from  the  long  and 
short  haul  provisions,  short  notice  publications  and  increases  in  rates. 
A  knowledge  of  the  extent  of  this  work  may  be  had  from  the  statement 
that  during  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  7,750  tariff  issues  were 
filed  with  the  commission  and  1,335  authorizations  issued  responsive 
to  applications  of  the  character  mentioned. 

CARRIERS  BY  WATER. 

Under  this  head  the  following  matters  are  worth}-  of  mention : 
Applications  were  filed  by  the  regular  steamer  lines  operating 
between  San  Francisco  and  points  on  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin 
rivers  and  tributary  waters,  including  intermediate  bay  landings,  for 
permission  to  make  general  increase  in  freight  rates  amounting  to 
approximately  15  per  cent.  Numerous  hearings  were  held  at  which 
many  exhibits  were  filed  and  much  verbal  testimony  taken  as  well  as 
independent  investigation  on  the  part  of  the  commission.  The  evidence 
conclusively  demonstrated  the  need  of  additional  revenue  if  these 
carriers  were  to  continue  to  perform  their  useful  purposes  and  applica- 
tion w'as  therefore  granted,  but  with  certain  modifications  and  suggestion 
on  the  part  of  the  commission  that  in  some  instances  there  was  an 
unnecessary  duplication  of  service  at  the  numerous  way  landings  and 
that  the  interested  shippers  and  carriers  confer  with  view  to  eliminating 
some  of  the  intermediate  stops. 

In  conformity  therewith  a  survey  of  the  situation  was  made  and  many 
unnecessary  way  landings  were  eliminated,  thereby  effecting  economies 
ill  operation  as  well  as  greatly  improving  the  service.  The  need  for 
such  action  will  be  readily  apparent  when  it  is  stated  that  in  addition 
to  the  regular  scheduled  landings  there  were  some  120  special  bank 
landings  on  the  Sacramento  River  south  of  Sacramento,  some  of  which 
w^ere  so  close  together  that  there  was  barely  room  left  for  the  vessels 
to  turn  around  before  reaching  the  next  landing.     As  a  result,  several 
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hours  time,  to  say  nothing  of  expense,  were  lost  on  each  trip  between 
San  Francisco  and  Sacramento. 

Effective  July  27,  1917,  the  Public  Utilities  Act  was  amended  to 
include  all  water  craft  above  a  specified  tonnage  when  operated  upon 
the  inland  Avaters  of  California.  This  resulted  in  the  immediate  addi- 
tion of  about  50  new  carriers  to  the  list  of  43  shoAm  by  the  last  annual 
report.  These,  together  with  a  few  subsequently  filing  rate  schedules, 
make  an  even  100  utilities  of  this  class  now  subject  to  the  commission's 
jurisdiction.  The  class  of  vessels  thus  included  consist  largely  of  the 
gas  schooner  type  engaged  in  bay  and  river  freighting,  frequently 
operated  by  the  owner,  assisted  by  a  crew  of  one  or  two  men.  In 
other  instances  fleets  of  a  dozen  or  more  vessels  are  controlled  by  one 
individual  or  company,  but  in  both  cases  almost  invariably  devoted  to 
irregular  or  pick-up  service  on  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco  and  its  tribu- 
tary rivers  and  waterways.  In  a  limited  way  th-e  same  class  of  service 
is  engaged  in  on  Ilumboldt  Bay  and  San  Diego  Bay  and  other  less 
conspicuous  inland  waters. 

QUESTION    OF    HAY   SCHEDULES. 

In  connection  with  this  class  of  vessels  a  formal  complaint  was  filed 
b}'  a  number  of  San  Francisco  hay  dealers  seeking  to  prevent  the  new 
public  utilities  from  establishing  aiid  filing  with  the  commission  sched- 
ules of  rates  higher  than  had  ])een  charged  at  certain  times  prior  to  the 
date  marking  the  commission's  conti'ol,  but  the  conmiission  held  that 
the  carriers  had  a  right  in  the  first  instance  to  establish  and  file  rates 
satisfactory  to  themselves,  but  that  immediately  upon  filing  such  rates 
they  became  subject  to  attack  and  investigation.  The  commission  also 
passed  upon  the  sufficiency  of  the  rates,  and  complainants  did  not  renew 
the  complaint. 

Under  the  investigation  instituted  on  its  own  motion,  in  a  separate 
proceeding,  the  commission  established  a  system  of  demurrage  rates 
and  regulations  to  govern  detention  of  such  irregularly  operated  vessels, 
which  the  carriers  were  required  to  adopt  and  lile  in  tariff  form. 

Several  applications  of  the  steamer  lines  in  regular  service  on  the 
Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  rivers  and  their  tributaries  have  becTi 
recently  presented  to  the  commission  for  permission  to  increase  their 
)-ates  and  fares  to  a  basi.s  coi-responding  to  that  ordered  by  the  Director 
General  of  Railroads  in  his  General  Order  No.  28.  Applicants  urge 
need  for  additional  revenue  to  meet  increased  operating  expenses  and 
to  provide  fair  and  reasonable  return  on  their  property  devoted  to 
public  service,  and  point  out  the  heavy  increases  recently  given  their 
employees,  together  with  other  elements  entering  into  the  operation  oP 
their  properties. 
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At  the  present  time  the  rates  of  these  water  carriers  are  limited  as  a 
maximum  to  those  of  their  rail  competitors  at  common  points  in  effect 
prior  to  the  Director  General's  Order  No.  28.  This  important  feature 
is  therefore  presented,  that  if  corresponding  increases  are  not  accorded 
the  steamer  lines,  the  federal  controlled  roads,  by  i-eason  of  tliis  un- 
favorable rate  adjustment,  Avill  not  be  able  to  take  full  advantage  of 
the  increases  authorized  by  the  Director  General.  These  applications 
will  be  shortly  set  for  hearing. 

The  commission  is  now  busily  engaged  in  handling  matters  of  this 
kind,  many  of  which  arise  in  direct  consequence  of  the  increases  given 
the  federal  controlled  carriers.  There  is  everj^  reason  to  believe  that 
most  of  its  time  in  the  immediate  future  will  be  devoted  to  like  subjects. 
"Wherever  possible,  adjustment  of  these  questions  will  be  brought  about 
informally  and  those  Avhich  can  not  be  so  disposed  of  will  be  handled 
on  the  formal  docket. 

INTERURBAN   AUTO  STAGES  AND  TRUCKS. 

On  June  30.  1917,  there  were  approxinuitely  520  passenger  tariffs 
and  50  freight  tariffs  of  auto  stage  and  truck  lines  on  file  with  this 
comnnssion,  representing  some  827  dift'erent  companies,  or  operators,  a 
number  of  the  tariff's  filed  being  issued  l:>y  associations  representing 
several  different  parties. 

During  the  year  ending  Juno  30,  1918,  there  were  filed  about  104 
passenger  tariffs  and  86  freight  tariff's,  making  a  total  of  625  passenger 
tariffs  and  136  freight  tariffs,  or  a  total  of  760  tariff's,  representing 
about  one  thousand  stage  and  truck  companies  now  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  commission. 

During  the  same  period  there  were  filed  68  applications  of  tliese 
companies  for  authority  to  publish  tariff's  on  less  than  the  required 
thirty  days'  notice,  and  42  applications  for  authority  to  increase  rates 
or  fares. 

Approximately  100  informal  complaints  relating  to  rules  and 
practices  of  auto  stage  and  truck  companies  were  received  during  this 
period  and  same  have  either  been  adjusted  or  are  in  course  of 
correspondence. 

The  statiLS  of  auto  stage  and  truck  industries  are  more  fully  reviewed 
in  this  report  by  our  service  department. 

PUBLIC  WAREHOUSES. 
Public  warehouses  subject  to  the  commission's  jurisdiction  may  be 
divided  into  two  general  classes  determined  b}^  location  Avith  reference 
to  city  or  county,  the  former  being  devoted  largely  to  the  storage  of 
general  merchandise  and  manufactured  articles  on  a  month-to-month 
basis,  while  the  latter,  or  country  warehouses,  store  such  products  of 
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the  farm,  orchard  or  other  industry  as  may  predominate  in  a  given 
locality,  such  storage  being  in  most  instances  based  upon  the  so-called 
"season"  (or  year)  applicable  to  the  products  stored  and  rates  assessed 
accordingly.  Approximately  90  per  cent  of  the  tonnage  stored  in 
country  warehouses  consists  of  grain,  beans,  rice  and  hay.  Consider- 
able cfuantities  of  potatoes,  onions,  cotton,  wool,  dried  fruits,  raisius 
and  nuts  find  their  way  into  public  comitrj^  warehouses,  as  does  also  a 
negligible  amount  of  hone,v,  garden  seeds  and  a  few  other  products. 
•  Due,  in  a  large  measure,  to  the  diversity  of  products  stored  in  country 
warehouses,  and  also  to  the  fact  that  with  one  or  two  exceptions  such 
products  are  confined  to  particular  localities,  the  commission  has  never 
undertaken  the  establishment  of  uniform  rates  and  regulations  applic- 
al)le  at  all  warehouses  in  the  state.  The  districts  and  principal 
commodities  stored  are  roughly  outlined  as  follows : 

Sacramento  Valley — Grain,  beans,   rice. 

San   Joaquin   Valley — Grain,   fruits,   raisins. 

San  Benito  anil  Salinas  valleys — Grain  and  beans. 

Imperial  Valley — Cotton  and  .sr^i'"- 

San   Kamon   and  Livermore   valleys — Hay   and  grain. 

(Joast  region — Beans  and  grain. 

Soul  hern    California — Beans. 

Northern  California — -Grain  and  wool. 

Therefore,  in  all  instances  where  petitions  have  been  filed  on  behalf 
of  coimtry  warehouses  for  authority  to  adjust  rates,  the  commission  has 
found  it  advisable  to  confine  its  decision  to  the  particular  applicant 
involved.  Whether  in  the  future  it  will  be  practicable  to  approach 
uniformity  in  the  establishment  of  rates  and  regulations  at  public 
warehouses  will  depend  upon  the  result  of  a  careful  study  of  the  rates, 
rules  and  customs  prevailing  in  the  different  sections  of  the  state. 

As  is  well  known,  California's  grain  crop  when  stored  where  it  is 
produced  is  offered  at  warehouses  almost  exclusively  in  Calcutta  bags, 
or  jute  bags  of  local  manufacture.  These  bags  have  increased  in  price 
within  the  last  two  years  from  8  and  10  cents  to  25  and  30  cents  each, 
which  fact  has  given  great  impetus  to  the  agitation  looking  to  the 
building  of  elevators  to  handle  the  state's  grain  crop,  as  is  now  almost 
universally  done  in  the  grain-producing  states  of  the  North  and  Middle 
West.  The  matter  has  been  brought  to  the  commission's  notice  for 
recommendation  as  to  feasibility  of  the  plan  under  the  present  method 
of  warehouse  control.  However,  the  1918  storage  season  is  at  hand, 
and  the  present  practice  will  be  continued  for  at  least  another  year. 
In  the  meantime,  opportunity  will  be  afforded  for  proper  investigation 
and  comparison  of  relative  advantages.  Doubtless  the  terms  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Act  would  have  to  be  somewhat  extended  in  order  to 
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cover  effectively  the  ehansfecl  service  which  the  general  use  oi'  elevation 
would  involve. 

IMPORTANCE  OF  WAREHOUSES. 

Too  much  importance  can  not  be  attached  to  public  warehouses  as 
depositories  of  the  state's  surplus  food  supply.  Growino-  or  ripenin<? 
in  the  tield,  considerable  effort  would  have  to  be  expended  by  anyone 
on  mischief  bent  in  order  to  destroy  any  considerable  amount  of  grain ; 
placed  in  a  Avarehouse,  the  same  grain  could  be  reduced  to  ashes  by  a 
simple  turn  of  the  hand.  To  meet  this  situation,  appeals  have  heen 
made  to  the  commission  by  councils  of  defense,  both  state  and  county, 
to  permit  increased  rates  to  cover  the  additional  expense  necessary  to 
employ  an  extra  guard  or  Avatchman.  The  defense  council  of  at  least 
one  county  compelled  its  warehousemen  to  employ  guards  to  protect 
the  grain  in  storage.  Such  warehousemen  as  werc^  not  a))le  to  uicet  the 
additional  expense  under  their  present  rates  applied  to  the  connnissiou 
for  relief,  Avhich  was  promptly  granted.  Other  measures  and  recom- 
mendations adopted  l)y  the  commission  to  meet  the  same  end  are  matters 
of  record. 

In  common  with  all  other  classes  of  business  dependent  upon  a  noi-mal 
supply  of  manual  labor,  Avarehousemen  soon  felt  the  effect  of  the  Avith- 
draAval  of  men  for  military  .service  and  its  supjiorting  civilian  occupa- 
tions. By  the  end  of  the  calendar  year  1017  the  cost  of  labor  and 
supplies  had  already  materially  advanced  and  continued  to  Inount 
higher,  until  the  beginning  of  the  1918  storage  season  and  date  of  this 
report,  Avhen  Avarehousemen  in  certain  localities  came  face  to  face  with 
demands  for  ,^5.00,  $6.00  and  even  $7.00  per  day  for  ordinary  labor. 
This  Avas  apparently  inevitable  oAving  to  the  high  prices  receiA-ed  by 
producers  for  products  of  the  farm  and  ranch,  and  consequent  unlimited 
wages  growers  are  AA'illing  to  pay  for  labor. 

With  few  exceptions  at  country  Avarehouses  increased  labor  cost 
ranges  from  50  per  cent  to  100  per  cent  over  that  of  1916,  Avhile  some 
of  the  supplies  required  by  Avarehousemen  have  advanced  300  per  cent 
above  previous  prices.  The  natural  consequence  of  this  situation  has 
been  a  rush  of  applications  to  the  commission  for  authority  to  increase 
storage  rates  to  meet  the  additional  costs  of  operation. 

One  hundred  applications  to  increase  rates  haA'^e  been  filed  l)y 
Avarehousemen  since  June  30.  1917,  more  than  half  of  Avhicli  Avere 
regi.stered  betAveen  jNIay  1  and  June  10,  1918.  Obviously  the  commission 
could  not  hold  public  hearings  on  all  these  applications  in  the  localities 
affected  in  time  to  pass  upon  their  merits  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the 
storage  season.  Forms  designed  to  develop  necessary  information  and 
data  Avere  prepared  and  forAvarded  to   applicants  Avith  the  vicAV  to 
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handling  these  requests  informally.  In  the  majority  of  cases  the  pro- 
posed increases  "svere  clearly  justified  under  the  showing  made,  and 
where  it  appeared  no  protests  would  result,  the  increases  were  author- 
ized without  further  investigation;  several  were  set  for  public  hearings 
and  disposed  of  in  formal  decisions ;  one  was  denied  as  not  being 
justified  under  the  informal  showing  made ;  a  few  are  pending. 

In  San  Francisco  and  some  of  the  other  large  cities  the  increased 
costs  for  warehouse  labor  Avere  not  so  rapid  nor  radical  as  in  some 
country  districts.  The  principal  storage  concerns  of  San  Francisco, 
Oakland  and  Sacramento  have  found  it  necessary  to  ask  the  commission 
for  authority  to  increase  their  rates  for  warehouse  service  to  meet  the 
demands  of  their  employees  for  a  wage  of  $4.00  per  day  of  8  hours  in 
lieu  of  $2.50  per  day  of  9  hours  paid  prior  to  1916 — an  increase  of 
60  per  cent. 

After  thorough  investigation  the  increase  was  authorized  bj^  the 
commission  to  take  effect  May  31,  1918.  A  supplemental  application 
by  the  same  warehousemen  for  a  further  increase  is  now  before  the 
commission  based  upon  additional  labor  increases  and  demands  pre- 
sented to  the  warehousemen  by  their  employees,  the  object  being  an 
eight-hour  day  with  time  and  a  half  for  overtime. 

WHARVES. 

Docks  and  wharves  located  at  San  Francisco  being  under  the  imme- 
diate control  of  a  co-ordinate  branch  of  the  state  government,  activities 
at  that  port  involving  this  class  of  utility  do  not  reach  the  records  of 
the  Railroad  Commission.  Aside  from  the  approval,  under  section  2906 
of  the  Political  Code  as  amended,  of  the  construction  of  two  new 
wharves,  renewal  of  franchise  covering  two  existing  wharves,  and  an 
authorization  to  issue  capital,  the  principal  matters  relating  to  wharves, 
which  have  come  before  the  commission,  have  to  do  with  applications 
by  an  association  of  wharfingers  at  Los  Angeles  Harbor  known  as 
the  Lumbermen's  Exchange  and  an  independent  application  by  the 
Outer  Harbor  Dock  and  Wharf  Company  located  at  the  same  place, 
requesting  an  increase  in  rates  amounting  to  approximately  50  per  cent 
over  the  present  charges.  These  applications  were  heard  on  April  26, 
1918,  but  have  not  been  finally  submitted  for  the  reason  that  applicant's 
competitors  did  not  join  in  the  application. 

INSPECTION   OF   SERVICE. 

The  Railroad  Commission  is  constantly  engaged  in  the  inspection  of 
the  service  of  common  carriers.  This  inspection  covers  such  matters 
as  (1)  sufficiency  of  railroad  equipment,  number  of  trains,  number  of 
cars  and  proper  seating  facilities  in  cars;  (2)  sufficiency  and  adequacy 
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of  depot  facilities;  (3)  location  of  new  or  abandonment  of  existing 
stations,  and  requests  for  stopping  trains;  (4)  adequate  number  of 
trains. 

Examination  is  also  made  by  the  Railroad  Commission  into  the  com- 
pliance by  carriers  with  the  provisions  of  the  "Full  Crew  Law,"  the 
"Headlight  Law,"'  the  "Train  Dispatching  Law,"  and  other  safety 
regulations,  imposed  by  statute  or  l)y  the  Railroad  Commission.  These 
questions,  involving  the  safety  of  operation  of  common  carriers,  are 
considered  separately  in  Chapter  X. 

Deficiencies  in  railroad  service  are  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  either  by  its  own  inspectors  or  by  complaint. 
After  investigation,  the  Railroad  Commission  directs  such  improve- 
ments or  extensions  in  service  as  to  it  seems  proper.  Much  is  constantly 
being  done  in  this  way  informally  to  maintain  adequate  service  by 
common  carriens.. 

TIME-TABLES. 

Thider  General  Order  No.  31  of  tlie  Railroad  Commission,  all  changes 
in  .steam  and  interurban  electric  railroad  time-tables  are  required  to  be 
filed  with  the  Railroad  Commission  and  to  be  posted  for  the  information 
of  the  public  five  days  in  advance  of  the  effective  date  of  the  proposed 
changes.  A  supplement  to  this  general  order  requires  that  in  all 
instances  where  a  reduction  in  passenger  train  service  is  contemplated, 
or  where  the  abandonment  of  any  stop  is  desired  by  the  railroad,  an 
outline  of  the  proposed  time-table  must  be  submitted  to  the  Railroad 
Commission  thirty  days  prior  to  the  proposed  effective  date  of  the 
change  and  that  the  permission  of  the  Railroad  Commission  must  be 
obtained  prior  to  making  any  reduction  in  service  or  abandoning  any 
stop. 

All  requests  for  the  reduction  of  passenger  service  or  the  abandon- 
ment of  stop.s  are  carefully  investigated  by  the  Railroad  Commission. 
In  many  instances,  due  to  an  increase  in  trains  during  certain  seasons 
to  care  for  tourist  travel  or  vacation  travel,  it  is  customary  to  reduce 
passenger  train  service  when  the  particular  travel  for  which  the  service 
was  inaugurated  no  longer  exists.  In  other  eases,  however,  permission 
to  withdraw  passenger  trains  from  service  has  been  denied  railroads, 
the  Railroad  Commission's  investigation  having  shown  that  public  con- 
venience requires  the  retention  of  the  service.  In  still  other  instances 
an  arrangement  of  the  .schedule  has  been  made,  satisfactorily  adjusting 
the  extra  .service  of  which  the  railroad  desired  to  be  relieved. 

The  Oakland.  Antioch  and  Eastern  Railway  Company  was  authorized 
to  discontinue  service  and  operation  on  the  Sacramento  Valley  Electric 
Railroad  running  from  Dixon  to  Dixon  Junction,  a  distance  of  11.8 
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miles,  which  had  been  operated  under  lease  as  a  branch  of  the  Oakland, 
Antioeh  and  Eastern  Eailroad. 

Los  Angeles  and  San  Diego  Beach  Railway  Company  was  authorized 
to  reduce  the  number  of  trains  operated  between  San  Diego  and  La 
Jolla. 

Bay  Shore  Railroad  Company,  operating  between  Ocean  Beach  and 
^Mission  Beach  in  the  city  of  San  Diego,  was  permitted  to  suspend  service 
from  November  1,  1917,  until  June  1,  1918. 

Ansel  ~Sl.  Easton,  operating  a  small  line  of  railway  in  San  Mateo 
County,  in  the  town  of  Burlingame,  and  over  private  right  of  way  in 
the  county  of  San  ]\Iateo,  commonly  known  as  Burlingame  Railway, 
was  granted  permission  to  abandon  service  and  remove  tracks  which 
had  formerly  been  operated  by  an  electric  storage  battery  car.  Pro- 
vision was  made  whereby  automobile  stage  service  was  established 
over  the  same  route. 

Mount  Tamalpais  and  Muir  Woods  Railway  was  authorized  to  dis- 
continue operation  each  year  during  the  period  from  November  1  to 
]\Iarch  1,  Application  for  permission  to  discontinue  a  local  service 
running  from  Mill  Valley  through  Blythedale  Canyon  to  the  station 
of  Lee  Street  Avas  denied ;  there  being  no  other  transportation  facilities 
available  for  the  public  living  adjacent  to  such  local  line. 

San  Jose  Railroads  were  granted  permission  to  abandon  service  on 
Ilobson  street  and  remove  tracks  and  overhead  upon  the  condition 
that  an  automobile  bus  service  would  be  established  over  the  same  route, 
making  connections  with  the  remaining  portion  of  the  street  railway 
of  applicant  and  carrying  free  transfer  privilege  to  all  points  on  the 
line  of  the  San  Jose  Railroads  to  which  a  five-cent  fare  was  charged. 

ABANDONMENT  OF  STATIONS,  TRACKS  AND  FACILITIES. 

Under  General  Order  No.  36  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  no  station, 
side  track,  spur,  stop,  facility  for  handling  freight,  platforms  and  other 
like  facilities  of  common  cnrriei's  can  be  abandoned  without  the  consent 
of  the  Railroad  Commission.  Thf  applications  of  the  carriers  for  such 
fihandonment  are  carefully  investigated  before  the  permission  to  dis- 
continue th<!  use  oL"  any  facilities  is  granted.  In  many  instances  inves- 
ligfition  shows  the  retention  of  the  facilities  is  desirable  and  necessary 
pi'operly  to  accommodate  the  shippers  and  receivers  of  freight,  in  which 
cases  the  applications  are  denied. 

Pacific;  Electric  Railway  Conij^any  was  authorized  to  abandon  a  spur 
track  at  Playa  Del  Key  Station  on  il.s  Lagoon  line  between  Playa  Del 
K'ey  and  Venice,  in  tlie  county  of  Los  Angeles. 
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Pacific  Electric  Railway  Company  was  authorized  to  abandon  a  spur 
track  at  Gaspur  Station  on  its  Long  Beach-Wilmington  line,  in  the 
county  of  Los  Angeles. 

Pacific  Electric  Railway  Company  was  authorized  to  abandon  a  por- 
tion of  its  spur  at  Motordrome  Station  on  its  Del  Rey-Redondo  line,  in 
the  county  of  Los  Angeles. 

Pacific  Electric  Railway  Company  was  authorized  to  abandon  and 
remove  a  portion  of  its  spur  track  at  Santa  Anita  Wash  on  its  Mon- 
rovia line,  in  the  county  of  Los  Angeles. 

Pacific  Electric  Railway  Company  was  authorized  to  abandon  and 
remove  a  spur  track  located  near  Alameda  avenue,  near  the  limits  of 
the  city  of  Burbank,  in  the  county  of  Los  Angeles. 

Pacific  Electric  Railway  Company  was  authorized  to  abandon  and 
remove  4062  feet  of  its  railroad  tracks  on  Ocean  avenue  in  the  city 
of  Santa  Monica,  county  of  Los  Angeles. 

Los  Ajigeles  and  San  Diego  Beach  Railway  Company  was  authorized 
to  abandon  and  remove  certain  tracks  located  on  Prospect  street  in 
La  Jolla  Park,  in  the  city  of  San  Diego. 

MISCELLANEOUS   FORMAL   SERVICE    MATTERS. 

Seaside  Park  Property  Owners'  Association  complained  against 
Pacific  Electric  Railway  Company,  desiring  that  a  twenty-minute  ser- 
vice be  given  to  a  portion  of  the  city  of  Long  Beach  known  as  Seaside 
Park,  an  investigation  showing  that  the  line  was  not  sufficiently  patron- 
ized to  warrant  the  frequent  service  requested  and  that  the  present 
service  adequately  cared  for  the  .small  amount  of  traffic  offered.  Com- 
plaint dismissed. 

Mark  E.  Hilton  et  al.  requested  an  order  of  the  commission  requiring 
the  Pacific  Electric  Railway  Company  to  stop  all  of  its  interurban 
trains  at  Florence  avenue  for  the  purpose  of  taking  on  and  discharging 
passengers  and  to  compel  reduction  of  the  speed  of  all  trains  crossing 
Florence  avenue  as  a  safety  measure.  Investigation  indicated  that 
the  service  rendered  by  the  Pacific  Electric  Railway  Company's  Watts- 
Annandale-South  Pasadena  local  line  was  of  sufficient  frequency  prop- 
erly to  serve  traffic  destined  to  or  originating  at  Florence,  and  that  the 
speed  of  interurban  trains  was  restricted  to  twenty  miles  per  hour 
crossing  Florence  avenue;  the  restriction  being  observed  by  all  motor- 
men  operating  trains  passing  over  such  crossing,  the  crossing  being 
also  protected  by  an  automatic  flagman,  and  found  to  be  not  unduly 
dangerous.    Complaint  dismissed. 

Andrew  Jackson  et  al.  petitioned  for  an  order  compelling  the  Southern 
Pacific  Company  to  construct  and  thereafter  maintain  an  agency  at  the 
town  of  Las  Flores.     Investigation  indicated  that  the  small  amount 
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of  freight  moving  to  and  from  such  point  did  not  justify  the  expendi- 
ture necessary  to  construct  and  maintain  an  agency  station,  for  the 
reason  that  an  agency  existed  at  another  station  approximately  one  and 
one-quarter  mile  distant.     Complaint  dismissed. 

Sugar  Pine  Railway  Company  petitioned  for  an  order  approving  the 
terms  of  a  certain  lease  to  the  Standard  Lumber  Company,  for  a  period 
of  fifteen  years  of  its  line  of  railway  extending  from  the  station  of 
Ealph  to  Lyons  Dam.  all  in  Tuolumne  County.  Lease  to  be  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  of  an  agreement  submitted  to  the  commission. 
Application  granted. 

Thomas  Cain,  a  citizen  of  Bodie,  Mono  County,  objected  to  the  IMono 
Lake  Eailroad  Companj^,  owned  by  the  Mono  Lake  Lumber  Company, 
being  dismantled  and  sold;  alleged  that  the  railroad  was  a  common 
carrier  and  therefore  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  commission. 
Investigation  showed  that  the  Mono  Lake  Railroad  Company  had  never 
refused  to  accept  shipments  offered  for  movement  and  had  assessed 
and  collected  charges  for  freight  service.  There  being  no  justification 
for  the  continued  operation  of  the  line  of  railway,  complaint  was  dis- 
missed and  the  operation  authorized  suspended  and  the  railroad  aban- 
doned from  Bodie  to  Mono  Mills. 

Puritas  Coffee  and  Tea  Company  made  complaint  against  The  Atchi- 
son, Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company  et  al.,  and  asked  for  a 
finding  of  the  commission  that  the  complainant  was  entitled  to  the  use 
of  a  certain  spur  track.     The  commission  found  as  follows: 

1.  "A  railroad  company  which  owns  and  operates  a  spur  track 
on  property  leased  from  private  individuals,  which  lease  provides 
that  the  railroad  company  may  use  the  spur  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  or  delivering  freight  to  other  parties  than  those  party  to 
the  lease,  provided  such  additional  business  shall  not  inconvenience 
the  second  party  other  than  is  necessarily  consistent  therewith, 
should  be  required  to  furnish  additional  service  over  such  spur  when 
it  is  shown  that  such  service  will  not  violate  the  provisions  of  the 
lease." 

2.  Investigation  sliowing  that  the  freight  business  of  complainant 
will  not  unreasonably  interfere  with  the  busine^ss  of  parties  pri- 
marily incurring  the  expense  of  such  spur,  order  made  permitting 
complainant  to  construct  a  connection  therewith,  provided  it  pays 
its  pro  rata  of  the  original  cost  thereof. 
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CHAPTER  VI. 

AUTO  STAGE  TRANSPORTATION. 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1918,  the  matter  of  full  regulation 
of  the  automobile  stages  and  trucks,  as  imposed  by  the  provisions  of 
chapter  213,  laws  of  1917,  has  been  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad 
Commission.  The  report  of  the  Railroad  Commission  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1917  (pages  69  to  79,  inclusive),  contains  a  general 
review  of  the  history  of  the  jitney  bus  and  interurban  stage  business 
and  a  full  statement  as  to  the  legislative  enactment  under  which  the 
Railroad  Commission  derives  authority  over  this  class  of  common 
carriers. 

Two  important  cases  were  initiated  by  the  Railroad  Commission  which 
affected  all  transportation  companies  of  this  character. 

ORDER  IN  CASE  NO.  1110. 
Case  No.  1110  was  a  general  investigation,  on  the  commission's  own 
motion,  of  the  fares,  rates,  classifications,  rules  and  regulations.  Public 
hearings  were  held  at  Los  Angeles  on  July  25,  1917,  and  at  San  Fran- 
cisco on  August  8,  1917,  and  at  these  hearings  practically  all  the  repre- 
sentative stage  companies  appeared.  As  a  result  of  the  evidence  obtained 
at  these  public  hearings  the  Railroad  Commission  on  November  6,  1917, 
issued  its  decision  No.  4814,  establishing  procedure  as  to  the  filing 
of  rates,  time  schedule,  the  handling  of  tickets  and  establishing  a  code 
of  safety  rules  and  operating  regulations.  The  order  in  this  proceeding, 
being  of  general  interest  to  all  engaged  or  interested  in  this  class  of 
transportation,  is  as  follows: 

ORDER. 

This  proceedius  having  been  regularly  instituted  on  the  Railroad  Commission's 
own  motion  and  hearings  having  been  had,  at  which  all  interested  parties  were 
given  an  opportunity  to  appear  and  present  evidence,  and  the  Railroad  Commission 
being  duly  advised  in  the  premises, 

It  is  hereby  ordered  as  follows : 

1.    Rates. 

Each  transportation  company  shall,  within  sixty  (60)  days  from  the  date  of 
this  oi'der,  file  with  the  Railroad  Commission,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  tariff  circular  being  issued  concurrently  herewith,  General  Order  No.  51, 
schedules  of  its  rates,  fares,  charges  and  classifications  charged  and  collected  by  it 
in  its  service  as  a  common  carrier.  Every  transportation  company  to  which  Gen- 
eral Order  No.  47  does  not  apply,  shall  file  the  rates,  fares,  charges  and  classifica- 
tions in  effect  on  August  27,  1917,  when  chapter  213,  statutes  1917,  became  effective, 
or  such  rat«s,  fares,  charges  and  classifications  as  have  since  been  lawfully  filed 
with  the  Railroad  Commission. 
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No  such  transportation  company  shall  charge,  demand,  collect  or  receive  a  greater 
or  less  or  different  compensation  for  the  transportation  of  persons  or  property,  or 
for  any  service  in  connection  therewith,  than  the  rates,  fares  and  charges  applicable 
to  such  transportation  as  specified  in  its  schedules  filed  and  in  effect  at  the  time ; 
nor  shall  any  such  transportation  company  refund  or  remit  in  any  manner  or  by 
any  device  any  portion  of  the  rates,  fares  or  charges  so  specified,  except  upon  an 
order  or  permission  from  the  commission,  nor  extend  to  any  corporation  or  person 
any  privilege  or  facility  in  the  transportation  of  passengers  or  property  except  such 
as  are  regularly  and  uniformly  extended  to  all  corporations  and  persons. 

No  transportation  company  shall,  directly  or  indirectly  issue,  give  or  tender  any 
free  ticket,  free  pass,  or  free  or  reduced  rate  transportation  except  to  its  officers, 
agents,  employees,  and  member  of  their  families  or  for  charitable  or  patriotic  pur- 
poses. 

2.  Time  Schedules. 

Every  transportation  company  shall,  within  thirty  (30)  days  from  the  date  of 
this  order,  file  with  the  Railroad  Commission  two  copies  of  a  working  time  schedule. 
Such  schedule  shall  be  typewritten  or  printed  on  good  paper  at  least  eight  and  one- 
half  by  eleven  inches  in  size.  Such  schedule  shall  show  the  name  of  the  operating 
company,  the  date  and  hour  effective,  the  time  of  arrival  and  departure  from  and  at 
all  termini,  and  time  of  departure  from  all  intermediate  points  between  termini; 
also  distance  between  all  stops  scheduled  to  be  made  either  regularly  or  on  appli- 
cation by  intending  passengers.  A  copy  of  time  schedule  shall  be  posted  at  each 
terminus  and  at  all  intermediate  stations  where  tickets  are  sold,  and  a  copy  of  such 
schedule  shall  be  in  the  p-ossession  of  each  operator  or  driver  of  any  vehicle  used 
in  the  transportation  of  passengers.  Time  schedules  as  filed  with  this  commission 
and  posted  for  the  information  of  the  public  must  be  strictly  adhered  to  in  the 
operation  of  pa.ssenger-carryiug  vehicles. 

Whenever  a  change  is  made  by  a  transportation  company  in  the  schedule  time  of 
arrival  or  departure  of  any  regular  passenger-carrying  vehicle,  such  information 
shall  be  posted  by  such  transportation  company  in  a  conspicuous  place  at  each  ter- 
minus, at  each  intermediate  point  where  an  agency  is  maintained,  and  filed  with 
this  commission  at  least  five  days  before  the  change  is  to  become  effective. 

Whenever  a  change  in  time  schedule  is  to  be  made  by  a  transportation  company 
which  will  effect  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  passenger  vehicles  operated  over  any 
scheduled  route  or  which  will  effect  a  reduction  in  the  amount  of  passenger  vehicle 
service  rendered  at  any  terminal  station  or  intermediate  stop,  such  transportation 
company  must  submit  to  the  Railroad  Commission  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  before 
the  change  is  to  become  effective  an  approximate  time  schedule  outline  showing  the 
proposed  reduction  in  service.  The  approval  of  the  commission  must  be  received 
for  such  reductions  in  service  before  such  time  schedules  are  filed  with  the  commis- 
sion as  hereinabove  provided. 

3.  Tickets. 

No  transportation  company  may  accept  for  passage  via  its  line  any  ticket  other 
than  its  own  issue,  except  it  be  a  coupon  of  a  through  joint  ticket  reading  via  its 
line  issued  by  a  connecting  carrier  or  in  case  where  optional  route  arrangements  are 
provided  for  under  the  terms  of  joint  tariffs  on  file  with  the  commission  and  in 
which  tariffs  the  line  honoring  is  shown  as  a  participating  carrier. 

No  transportation  company  may,  in  any  manner,  pay  a  commission  to  any  party 
or  person,  ticket  agent  or  ticket  agency,  for  the  sale  of  tickets,  unless  a  bona  fide 
contract  or  agreement  has  been  extended  making  such  party  the  lawful  agent  of  the 
transportation  company,  and  copy  of  such  contract  or  agreement  has  been  filed  with 
and  approved  by  the  commission  ;  party  appointed  becomes  the  agent  of  the  trans- 
portation company  and  aS'  such  will  be  held  responsible  as  its  agent.  If  any  part 
of  the  compensation  paid  by  a  transportation  company  to  such  agent  is  used  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  in   such   way   as   to   reduce   for  any   person  "the   lawful   tariff 
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charges  of  such  transpoi'tation  company  causiug  or  permitting  such  departure  from 
tariff  charges  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  set  forth  in  section  8,  chapter  213. 
statutes  1917. 

4.    Safety  Rules  and  Operating  Regulations. 

Every  transportation  company  shall,  within  thirty  (.'iO)  days  from  the  date  of 
this  order,  put  into  effect  and  comply  Mith  the  following  safety  rules  and  operating 
regulations : 

(1)  Maiiittitanie.  Every  motor  vehicle  shall  be  maintained  in  a  safe  and  sani- 
tary condition  at  all  times  and  shall  be  at  all  times  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the 
commission  and  its  duly  authorized  i-epresentatives. 

(2)  Speedometers.  Every  motor  vehicle  shall  be  equipped  with  a  standard 
speedometer  which  shall  be  maintained  in  good  working  order. 

(3)  Inside  Lights.  Every  motor  vehicle  used  in  the  transportation  of  passen- 
gers and  having  a  covered  top  or  top  up,  shall  maintain  a  light  or  lights  of  not  less 
than  two  candle  power  each  within  the  vehicle  and  so  arranged  as  to  light  up  the 
whole  of  the  interior  of  the  vehicle,  and  such  light  or  lights  shall  be  kept  constantly 
lighted  between  the  hours  of  sunset  and  sunrise  at  all  times  when  vehicle  is  occupied 
by  passengers. 

(4)  Extra  Tires.  Every- motor  vehicle  used  in  the  transportation  of  passengers 
shall  when  leaving  either  tei-minus  be  equipped  with  at  least  one  (1)  extra  service- 
able tire. 

(5)  Brakes.  Every  motor  vehicle  shall  be  equipped  with  satisfactory  brakes 
and  such  brakes  shall  at  all  times  be  maintained  in  good  condition  and  with  a  braking 
power  sufficient  to  lock  the  rear  wheels  of  said  vehicle  when  brakes  are  fully  applied 
and  vehicle  is  operated  at  a  speed  of  ten  miles  per  hour. 

(6)  Skid  Chains.  Every  luotor  vehicle  used  in  the  transportation  of  passengers 
shall  at  all  times  carry  a  set  of  skid  chains  which  shall  be  applied  to  the  rear  wheels 
whenever  necessary  to  prevent  skidding. 

(7)  Warning  Deviies  and  Fire  Protection.  Every  motor  vehicle  shall  be 
equipped  with  a  suitable  horn  or  other  similar  warning  device. 

Every  motor  vehicle  used  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  shall  be  equipped 
with  a  liquid  fire  extinguisher  of  a  design  or  type  api)roved  by  the  commission  and 
such  extinguisher  shall  be  kept  in  satisfactory  operative  condition  at  all  times. 

(8)  Age  and  Competeney  of  Drivprs  of  Motors.  Drivers  of  vehicles  shall  bo 
at  least  twenty-one  (21)  years  of  age.  of  good  moral  character,  shall  be  fully  com- 
petent to  operate  the  vehicles  under  their  charge  and  shall  hold  license  from  tlu' 
State  Motor  Vehicle  Department  as  required  by  section  24,  paragraph  (ct)  of  the 
Motor  Vehicle  Act. 

(9)  Vse  of  Intoxicating  Liquor.  No  driver  or  operator  of  any  vehicle  carry- 
ing passengers  shall  drink  any  intoxicating  liquor  during  the  time  he  is  on  duty  or 
at  any  time  use  intoxicating  liquor  to  excess. 

(10)  Vse  of  Tohaceo.  No  driver  or  operator  of  any  motor  vehicle  carrying 
passengers  shall  smoke  any  cigar,  cigarette,  tobacco  or  other  substance  in  such 
vehicle  during  the  time  he  is  driving  the  vehicle. 

(11)  No  transportation  company  owning,  controlling,  operating  or  managing 
any  motor  vehicle  used  in  the  transportation  of  persons  or  property  as  a  common 
carrier  for  compensation  shall  cause  or  call  any  driver  or  operator  of  such  motor 
vehicle  to  work  as  driver  or  operator  for  more  than  a  maximum  of  ten  (10)  hours  in 
any  twenty-four  (24)  hour  period. 

(12)  Obligation  to  Carfy  Passengers.  No  driver  or  operator  of  any  motor 
vehicle  for  passenger  transportation  shall  I'efuse  to  carry  any  person  offering  him- 
self or  herself  at  any  regular  stopping  place  for  carriage  and  who  tenders  the  regular 
fare  to  any  regular  stopping  place  on  the  route  of  said  motor  vehicle  or  between  the 
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termini  thereof  unless  at  the  time  of  such  offer  the  seats  of  said  motor  vehicle  are 
fully  occupied ;  provided,  however,  that  the  driver  or  operator  of  such  motor  vehicle 
may  refuse  transportation  to  any  person  who  is  in  an  intoxicated  condition  or  con- 
ducting himself  in  a  boisterous  or  disorderly  manner  or  is  using  profane  language. 

(13)  Overcroicding  of  Vehicles.  No  motor  vehicle  used  in  the  transportation 
of  passengers  shall  be  allowed  to  carry  more  passengers  than  the  rated  carrying 
capacity  as  filed  with  the  commission.  Drivers  and  operators  will  not  be  permitted 
to  allow  passengers  to  ride  on  the  running  boards,  fenders  or  any  other  part  of  the 
vehicle  than  the  seats  thereof. 

No  driver  or  operator  of  a  motor  vehicle  used  for  passenger  traffic  shall  permit  or 
allow  on  the  front  seat  of  such  motor  vehicle  more  passengers  than  the  seat  is 
designed  to  carry,  exclusive  of  the  driver;  or  permit  or  allow  any  passenger  to 
occupy  any  other  portion  of  said  vehicle  forward  of  the  back  of  the  driver's  seat. 

No  passenger  shall  be  allowed  to  sit  on  the  front  seat  to  the  left  of  the  driver 
if  a  left-hand  drive  motor  vehicle,  or  to  the  right  of  the  driver  if  a  right-hand  drive 
motor  vehicle. 

No  more  than  one  passenger  shall  occupy  the  front  seat  of  any  motor  vehicle  with 
a  touring  car  body,  operated  by  center  control. 

(14)  Trailers.  Except  when  specially  authorized  by  the  Railroad  Commission, 
no  motor  vehicle  used  in  the  transportation  of  passengers  shall  be  operated  or  driven 
with  any  trailer  or  other  vehicle  attached  thereto  ;  except  in  case  a  vehicle  becomes 
disabled  while  on  a  trip  and  is  unable  to  run  from  its  own  power,  such  disabled  car 
may  be  towed  to  the  nearest  point  where  repair  facilities  are  available. 

(15)  Loads  on  Running  Board.  No  motor  vehicle  used  for  the  carriage  of 
passengers  shall  be  operating,  carrying  or  transporting  any  luggage,  baggage,  pack- 
age, trunk,  crate  or  other  load  which  shall  extend  more  than  eight  inches  beyoud 
the  running  board  of  said  motor  vehicle. 

(IG)  Jurisdiction  Over  Regulations.  These  rules  and  regulations  shall  prevail 
over  and  supersede  every  county  or  municipal  rule  or  regulation  in  conflict  therewith 
but  shall  not  be  construed  to  prevail  over  or  supersede  any  other  rule  or  regulation 
lawfully  in  effect. 

PRACTICES  AND  METHODS. 

Considerable  complaint  having  been  received  relative  to  the  practice 
of  leasing  cars  and  controversies  between  drivers  of  cars  and  agencies 
by  whom  drivers  were  employed,  the  Railroad  Commission  initiated 
a  proceeding  on  its  own  motion  to  investigate  the  practices  and  methods 
of  transportation  companies  as  defined  in  chapter  213,  laws  of  1917, 
with  reference  to  the  leasing  of  transportation  equipment.  Public 
hearings  were  held  in  Los  Angeles  on  March  5,  1918,  and  in  San  Fran- 
cisco on  March  6,  1918,  and  on  April  17,  1918,  the  Railroad  Commission 
issued  its  Decision  No.  5318  in  Case  1202,  the  order  in  the  proceeding 
reading  as  follows: 

It  is  hereby  ordered  that,  effective  one  hundred  and  twenty  (120)  days  from  the 
date  of  this  order,  all  transportation  companies  as  defined  in  chapter  213,  laws  of 
1917,  shall  either  own  their  equipment  (proprietary  control  being  deemed  owner- 
ship) or  lease  such  equipment  for  a  specified  amount  on  a  trip  or  term  basis,  the 
leasing  of  equipment  not  to  include  the  services  of  a  driver  or  operator.  All 
employment  of  drivers  or  operators  of  leased  cars  shall  be  made  on  the  basis  of  a 
contract  by  which  the  driver  or  operator  shall  bear  the  relation  of  an  employee  to 
the  transportation  company  by  whom  such  operator  or  driver  is  engaged. 
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The  practice  of  leasing  equipment  or  employing  drivers  or  operators  on  the  basis 
of  compensation  on  a  percentage  basis  and  dependent  on  the  gross  rtocipts  p-er  trip 
or  for  any  period  of  time  is  hereby  prohibited  from  the  effective  date  hereof. 

It  is  further  ordered  that  the  status  of  the  Star  Auto  Stage  Association,  as  set 
forth  in  the  foregoing  opinion,  be  made  the  subject  of  further  inquiry,  investiga- 
tion and  subsequent  order  of  the  commission. 

The  commission  hereby  reserves  the  right  to  make  such  other  and  further  orders 
in  this  proceeding  as  to  it  may  appear  right  and  proper  or  as  may  be  required  in 
the  regulation  of  the  matter  of  leased  equipment  of  transportation  companies  as 
defined  by  chapter  213,  laws  of  1917. 

The  records  of  the  Railroad  Commission  shoAv  625  xja.ssenger  and  136 
freight  tariff  filings  in  effect  as  of  June  30,  1918,  representing  the 
activities  of  approximately  1,000  carriers  of  this  classification.  Two 
hundred  and  eighty-seven  tariffs  were  canceled  during  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1918,  representing  the  withdrawal  of  approximately 
250  carriers  from  the  business. 

The  regulation  of  transportation  companies  of  the  character  defined 
by  chapter  213,  laws  of  1917,  has  resulted  in  a  material  increase  in  the 
duties  of  the  commission,  as  will  be  represented  by  the  record  of  formal 
and  informal  matters  requiring  attention.

In  addition  to  the  matters  listed  under  formal  and  informal  pro- 
ceedings, many  hundreds  of  letters  requesting  information  or  advice 
have  been  handled  and  also  the  inquiries  of  the  public  and  stage 
operators  which  are  made  directly  at  the  office  of  the  commission.  The 
commission  has  through  its  service  department  inspectors,  inspected 
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over  four  hundred  stages  as  to  eoraplianee  with  the  necessary  equip- 
ment required  by  the  commission's  operating  rules  and  safety  regu- 
lations. 

The  entire  additional  Avork  placed  upon  the  commission  by  the  juris- 
diction imposed  by  the  legislature  has  been  handled  -without  any  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  employees,  and  the  regulation  of  this  class  of 
transportation  companies  is  rapidly  approaching  the  standard  required 
of  other  utilities  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  commission. 

The  drastic  reduction  in  the  number  and  frequency  of  passenger 
trains  now  operated  under  Avar  conditions,  the  diversion  of  short 
haul  freight  to  automobile  truck  lines,  the  increased  production  of 
agricultural  products  in  communities  heretofore  considered  remote 
from  transportation  service,  have  all  materially  increased  the  desire 
of  the  public  for  service  by  motor  transportation,  both  for  passengers 
and  freight,  and  it  is  apparent  that  the  work  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
in  the  regulation  of  this  class  of  common  carriers  Avill  ])e  increased  in 
future. 
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CHAPTER  VII. 

GAS  AND  ELECTRIC  DIVISION. 

The  scope  of  the  commission's  activities  has  remained  unchanged 
during  the  past  year  as  regards  gas  and  electric  utilities  of  the  state. 
There  have  been  very  few  applications  brought  before  the  commission  to 
decrease  the  rates  of  any  utilities  but,  on  the  other  hand,  the  rapidly 
rising  prices  of  labor  and  materials  of  all  kinds,  especially  fuel  oil, 
entering  into  the  construction  and  operation  of  gas  and  electric  utilities 
has  resulted  in  the  filing  of  applications  for  increase  in  rates  by  prac- 
tically every  gas  and  electric  utility  in  the  state. 

The  further  increase  in  the  price  of  fuel  oil  has  been  the  direct  cause 
of  most  of  these  applications  as  a  consequence  of  which  the  commission 
has  received  and  acted  upon  more  cases  and  applications  than  ever 
before  in  its  history.  In  addition,  the  commission  made,  upon  its  own 
motion,  an  investigation  of  the  operations  of  all  electric  utilities  (Case 
1176)  with  a  view  of  determining  what  steps,  if  any,  should  be  taken 
to  increase  the  hydroelectric  output  either  by  more  economical  use 
of  their  present  facilities  or  by  the  development  of  additional  power 
to  the  end  that  there  be  no  shortage  of  power  to  themselves  or  the 
public,  this  shortage  being  brought  about  by  the  excessive  demand 
made  upon  the  utilities  by  new  war  industries,  and  also  by  the  lack 
of  precipitation  for  the  season  1917-18.  A  similar  proceeding  to 
investigate  the  construction  and  operation  of  gas  utilities  was  also 
started.

The  above  applications  and  decisions  directly  aft'ect  practically  all 
electric  and  gas  consumers  in  the  nortliern  and  central  part  of  the 
state.  The  most  important  of  the  above  are  probably  the  decisions  ren- 
dered in  connection  with  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  Great 
Western  Power  Company  and  City  Electric  Company's  application 
for  increase.  The  increase  in  electric  revenue  alone  for  the  above- 
named  companies  amounts  to  approximately  $2,800,000.00  annually. 
A  blank<'t  inerea.so  of   10  per  cent  in   the  bills  of  state,  county  and 
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municipal  departments  for  lighting  and  power  was  authorized.  Energy 
sold  to  electric  railways  and  to  other  electric  companies  at  wholesale 
is  raised  one-tenth  of  a  cent  a  kilowatt  hour. 

The  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  alone  will  net  $2,000,000.00 
more  a  year  than  under  the  old  rates.  Increases  granted  to  the  Great 
Western  Power  and  City  Electric  Companies  will  provide  more  than 
$800,000.00  additional  revenue,  part  of  which,  however,  the  commission 
has  ordered  used  for  depreciation  reserve. 

By  the  terms  of  the  order  all  discriminations  in  rates  paid  by  con- 
sumers existing  on  account  of  competition  in  the  large  cities  and  on 
account  of  old  contract  rates  have  been  removed.  This  will  place  all 
consumers  who  have  heretofore  enjoyed  special  rates  on  a  par  with 
other  consumers,  and  in  the  future  all  consumers  will  pay  the  schedule 
rates  for  their  class  plus  the  surcharges  added  today. 

No  rate  increases  were  allowed  the  Great  Western  Power  Company 
or  the  City  Electric  Company  on  power  furnished  to  electric  railways 
or  public  utilities  at  wholesale  rates. 

The  most  important  applications  now  pending  are  those  of  the 
Southern  Sierras  Power  Company,  Sierra  and  San  Francisco  Power 
Company  and  Mount  Whitney  Power  and  Electric  Company  for  increase 
in  electric  rates  over  their  entire  systems. 

The  decisions  on  the  above  are  expected  to  be  rendered  shortly. 

SERVICE   EXTENSIONS  AND   BETTERMENTS. 

Owing  to  the  increased  cost  of  labor  and  materials  entering  into  the 
construction  of  gas  and  electric  extensions,  such  betterments  have  been 
curtailed  to  a  large  extent  over  the  preceding  year,  the  companies 
finding  it  practically  impossible  to  make  such  extensions  on  the  same 
basis  of  return  as  heretofore.  After  a  somewhat  exhaustive  investiga- 
tion into  the  conditions  as  exist  on  the  systems  of  the  Mount  Whitney 
Power  and  Electric  Company  and  the  San  Joaquin  Light  and  Power 
Corporation,  the  commission  has  determined  that  a  gross  return  of 
33^  per  cent  would  be  required  to  justify  the  extension  and  are  applying 
this  same  percentage  in  the  case  of  other  smaller  companies  whose 
operation  has  as  yet  not  been  investigated.  It  is  highly  probable, 
however,  that  in  the  near  future,  owing  to  the  further  increased  cost  of 
materials  and  higher  demands  made  by  labor,  also  increased  operating 
expenses  of  all  kinds,  that  this  figure  of  33^  per  cent  will  not  be  sufficient 
to  meet  all  requirements. 

IMPORTANT  CONSTRUCTION   WORK   DURING  THE  YEAR. 

Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company :  During  the  past  year  this  com- 
pany has  completed  a  3,750  kilowatt  plant  at  Lake  Spaulding  Dam, 
designed  to  operate  on  the  varying  head  of  the  water  in  the  reservoir. 
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They  have  also  increased  the  height  of  this  dam  from  225  to  260  feet, 
thereby  practically  doubling  the  storage  capacity.  They  have  also 
been  actively  engaged  in  the  construction  of  the  Stockton-Mission  San 
Jose  transmission  line.  This  line  is  very  necessary  to  relieve  the  voltage 
conditions  of  the  Southern  District,  and  also  will  enable  them  to  bring 
in  the  power  from  the  Northern  California  Power  Company's  system 
recently  contracted  for. 

Great  Western  Power  Company:  This  company  has  not  completed 
any  important  work  during  the  past  year.  Efforts  are  now  under  way, 
however,  to  finance  what  is  knoAvn  as  Plant  No.  5  on  the  Feather  River. 
This  plant,  when  developed  to  its  ultimate  capacity,  will  produce  240,000 
kilowatts  at  60  per  cent  load  factor  at  a  cost  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$35,000,000.00,  including  transmission  lines  into  the  Bay  District.  It 
is  not  probable  that  any  portion  of  this  work  can  be  completed  under 
three  years. 

Sierra  and  San  Francisco  Power  Company.  During  the  past  year 
this  company  has  completed  the  installation  of  a  9,000  kilowatt  steam 
turbine  in  their  North  Beach  steam  plant.  They  have  also  secured 
authorization  for  $1,000,000.00  bond  issue  to  complete  certain  develop- 
ments recommended  by  the  commission  as  follows :  Additional  pen- 
stock at  Stanislaus  to  reduce  the  present  losses  10  per  cent;  a  new 
plant  at  Upper  Stanislaus  of  9,000  kilowatt  capacity;  the  enlargement 
of  the  main  flume,  thereby  increasing  capacity  by  50  second-feet;  the 
completion  of  Big  Dam  reservoir  to  have  storage  capacity  of  16,000 
acre  feet. 

Tlie  net  result  of  these  developments  being  an  addition  of  12,000 
kilowatts  to  the  present  peak. capacity  of  the  system  and  an  additional 
output  of  78,900,000  kilowatt  hours,  representing  a  saving  of  possibly 
395,000  barrels  of  oil  annually.  The  $1,000,000.00  bond  issue  will 
cover  all  of  the  above  developments  with  the  exception  of  Big  Dam 
reservoir,  it  being  the  intention  to  cover  this  by  subsequent  bond  issue. 

^¥estern  States  Gas  and  Electric  Company :  This  company  has  made 
no  important  improvements  during  the  year.  In  connection  with  the 
case  of  the  El  Dorado  Water  Users  Association  vs.  the  Western  States 
Gas  and  Electric  Compamy,  the  company  submitted  tentative  plans  for 
additional  hydro  development  on  the  American  River,  which  develop- 
ment would  be  of  an  ultimate  capacity  of  30,000  horsepower  at  a  cost 
of  $3,500,000.00.  The  company  proposes,  however,  to  install  only 
10,000  horsepower  in  the  first  unit  at  a  cost  of  $2,50.0,000.00. 

The  decision  rendered  in  this  case  leaves  the  matter  open  for  the 
Western  States  to  proceed  with  this  development,  using  such  water 
as  will  not  be  required  by  the  irrigationists. 
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Northern  California  Poiuer  Company,  Consolidated:  This  company- 
has  increased  the  output  of  its  system  to  the  extent  of  4,000  to  6,000 
kilowatts  by  a  general  overhauling  of  its  conduits  and  waterways, 
reducing  all  leakages  and  losses  to  a  minimum,  and  has  other  plans 
for  further  developments  Avhich  will  increase  its  capacity  by  another 
6,000  kilowatts,  all  of  these  changes  being  in  accordance  with  recom- 
mendations made  by  the  gas  and  electric  division  of  the  commission 
after  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  company's  system. 

A  contract  has  been  executed  and  construction  plans  are  now  under 
way  whereby  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  will  receive  from 
the  Northern  California  Power  Company  8,000  kilowatts  at  70  per 
cent  load  factor  and  an  additional  4,000  kilowatts  on  a  50  per  cent  load 
factor  at  Colusa  Junction. 

The  Northern  California  Power  Company  in  turn  will  receive  8,000 
kilowatts  at  70  per  cent  load  factor  from  the  California-Oregon  Power 
Company  at  Kennett.  In  order  to  accomplish  this  the  California-Oregon 
Power  Company  is  required  to  Iniild  100  miles  of  G0,000-volt  line 
from  their  Copco  plant  to  Kennett  and  reinforce  the  Northern  California 
Power  Company's  transmission  line  from  Coleman  to  Colusa. 

Calif oi-nia-Oregon  Power  Company.  This  company  has  completed 
their  dam  at  Copco  and  installed  the  first  unit  of  12,500  k.  v.  a.  at  a 
total  cost  of  $2,500,(X>0.00.  A  second  unit  of  12,500  k.  v.  a.  is  on  the 
ground  ready  for  installation  whenever  a  market  justifies  the  same. 
In  accordance  with  the  agreement  above  mentioned,  the  company  will 
extend  their  lines  south  and  supply  the  Northern  California  Power 
Company  at  Kennett. 

Southern  California.  Edison  Company :  This  company  is  Avorking 
actively  on  their  Kern  No.  3  plant  which  will  have  an  ultimate  capacity 
of  30,000  kilowatts.  The  total  cost  will  be  approximately  $6,000,000.00 
and  of  this  about  $1,500,000.00  has  been  spent  in  driving  tunneLs. 
It  will  be  about  two  years  before  the  plant  can  be  completed. 

The  company  has  also  raised  its  dam  at  Huntington  Lake,  thereby 
doubling  its  reservoir  capacity.  It  has  completed  a  connection  with 
the  San  Diego  Consolidated  Gas  and  Electric  Company  through  a  5,000 
kilowatt  frequency  changing  set  and  is  proceeding  with  the  installation 
of  a  second  unit  of  similar  capacity.  It  has  also  completed  an  exten- 
sion to  Santa  Barbara,  accomplishing  a  saving  in  fuel  oil,  by  shutting- 
down  the  steam  plant  and  creating  additional  power  for  industrial 
p»n*poses.  Previous  to  this  connection,  the  steam  plant  was  loaded  to 
capacity. 

An  interconnection  through  the  San  Joaquin  Light  and  Power  Cor- 
poration and  the  Mount  Whitney  Power  and  Electric  Company  has 
been  completed  whereby  current  is  supplied  from  the  Edison  Company 's 
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Kern  River  plant  over  the  San  Joaquin  corporation 's  lines  to  Strath- 
more  at  60,000  volts,  and  stepped  down  at  this  point  to  30,000  volts  to 
connect  with  the  Mount  Wliitney  company,  the  capacity  of  this  con- 
nection being  10,500  k.  v.  a. 

Mount  Whitney  Power  and  Electric  Company:  This  company  has 
made  no  changes  on  its  system  with  the  exception  of  the  intercon- 
nection referred  to  above. 

San  Joaquin  Light  and  Power  Corporation:  This  company  has  com- 
pleted the  installation  of  its  Plant  No.  2  of  3,000-kilowatt  capacity 
and  has  also  installed  3,000-kilowatt  generator  in  the  Kern  Eiver  plant, 
replacing  the  former  units  of  1,200  kilowatt  capacity.  It  also  has  plans 
under  way  for  installation  of  a  1,000-kilowatt  generator  at  Crane  Valley 
dam  for  operation  on  the  varying  head  of  the  reservoir,  and  another 
500-kilowatt  unit  at  the  forebay  of  Plant  No.  1,  taking  advantage  of  a 
drop  of  112  feet  in  the  conduit  line. 

Southern  Sierras  Power  Company :  This  company  has  made  an  exten- 
sive overhauling  of  the  entire  transmission  line  in  order  to  better  the 
service  in  the  Imperial  Valley  and  installed  a  bank  of  transformers 
at  Bishop  to  tie  their  Nevada  line  in  with  the  Southern  Sierra  Com- 
pany's line  and  economize  in  the  use  of  water. 

The  company  has  also  installed  a  plant  at  Rush  Creek  of  10,000- 
kilowatt  capacity  and  rebuilt  the  line  from  Rush  Creek  Plant  to  Bishop, 
reducing  losses  and  enabling  it  to  tie  this  10,000-kilowatt  in  with  the 
Southern  Sierras'  system.  The  commission  has  authorized  the  financing 
and  construction  of  the  following  work:  Diversion  of  Birch  Creek 
temporary  plant  at  No.  1,  1,500  kilowatts;  installation  of  an  additional 
1, 500-kilowatt  unit  at  Plant  No.  5;  increasing  the  storage  on  Rush 
Creek  by  3,500  acre-feet. 

All  of  the  changes  will  result  in  the  addition  of  3,000-kilowatt  peak 
capacity  or  31,000,000  kilowatt  hours  annually,  representing  a  saving 
of  approximately  148,000  barrels  of  oil  at  a  cost  of  $436,920.00. 

A^an  Diego  Consolidated  Gas  and  Electric  Company :  This  company 
has  made  no  important  changes  other  than  that  of  connecting  with  the 
Southern  California  Edison  Company  referred  to  above. 

CONSOLIDATION    AND    INTERCONNECTION    OF   SYSTEMS. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  only  a  few  consolidations  of 
electric  companies : 

The  Southern  California  Edison  Company  purchased  the  Ventura 
Power  Company. 

The  Southern  Sierras  Power  Company  absorbed  the  following :  Corona 
Gas  and  Electric  Company,  Bishop  Light  and  Power  Company, 
Coaeholla  Valley  Ice  and  Electric  Company,  Holton  Power  Company. 
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There  has  also  been  worked  out  and  put  into  effect  a  very  compre- 
hensive system  of  interconnection  throughout  the  various  power  com- 
panies in  the  state  for  the  purpose  of  conservation  of  fuel  oil  and  to 
j)revent  shortage  in  power.  Certain  now  connections  have  been  made 
and  existing  facilities  have  been  improved  in  order  to  facilitate  the 
transfer  of  energy  as  follows: 

The  steam  plants  of  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  Sierra  and  San 
Francisco  Power  Company,  and  Great  Western  Power  Company  have  been 
operated  under  the  control  of  a  single  load  dispatcher  to  the  best  advantage  of 
all  concerned. 

The  Noi-thern  Califoi-uia  Power  Company  has  e.\tended  its  lines  and  connected 
with  the  Western  States  Gas  and  Electric  Company  at  Weaverville.  This  con- 
nection is  capable  of  transferring  abont  2,000  kilowatts. 

Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  Northern  California  Power  Company  and 
California  Oregon  Power  Company  have  entered  into  agreement  for  an  exchange 
of  power,  arrangements  for  which  arc  under  way.  The  capacity  of  the  transfer 
is  approximately  12,0(X)  kilowatts. 

The  I'acific  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  Sierra  and  San  Francisco  Power 
Company  and  the  Great  Western  I'ower  Company  are  interchanging  hydro- 
electric power  in  San  Francisco  through  Martin,  Bay  Shore  and  North  Beach 
stations. 

The  Southern  California  Edison  Company,  San  .Toaquiu  Light  and  Power 
Corporation  and  Mount  Whitney  I'ower  and  Electric  Company  have  a  working 
agi'eement  whereby  power  is  transferred  from  the  Edison  Company's  Kern  River 
plant  to  the  San  .Toaquin  Light  and  Power  Corporation's  60,000-volt  system 
near  Magundou  Station,  thence  delivered  to  Mount  Whitney  Power  and  Electric 
Company  at  Strathmore.     The  capacity  of  this  connection  is  10,000  kilowatts. 

The  Southern  California  Edison  Company  and  San  Diego  Consolidated  Gas 
and  Electric  Company  have  completed  a  connection  whereby  the  Southern  Cali- 
fornia Edison  Company,  by  means  of  a  frequency  changing  set  delivers  r»,000 
kilowatts  to  the  San  Diego  Consolidated  Gas  and  Electric  Company.  A  second 
r),000-kilowatt  set  will  be  installed  this  fall. 

RATE   FILING  AND   INFORMAL   MATTERS.

This  does  not  include  701  informal  complaints  not  recorded,  but 
which  were  adjusted  personally  or  by  telephone  with  the  utility  in 
question. 

On  numerous  occasions  informal  complaints  are  received,  both  written 
and  verbal,  which  are  unmerited.  These  are  usually  made  through  a 
lack  of  understanding  on  the  part  of  complainants,  who  are  generally 
satisfied  with  a  thorough  explanation. 

There  were  3,008  rate  schedules  filed,  and  it  is  the  policy  of  this 
department  to  carefully  check  each  separate  rate  sheet  before  its 
acceptance  for  filing. 

Answers  to  Inquiries.  Four  thousand  thirty-eight  have  called  at 
this  office  with  requests  for  information  in  regard  to  rate  matters, 
service  conditions,  etc.  No  record  has  been  kept  of  the  requests  by  tele- 
phone for  like  information,  nor  does  this  include  the  same  requests 
made  by  mail. 

CORRESPONDENCE  AND  MISCELLANEOUS. 

Letters  numbering  4,328  were  written  in  connection  with  informal 
complaints  requesting  information  pertaining  to  rates,  general  orders, 
decisions,  etc.  No  record  has  been  kept  of  the  great  quantity  of  rate 
contracts,  etc.,  which  have  been  checked  and  filed. 
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MUNICIPAL  GAS  AND  ELECTRIC  SYSTEMS. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  four  applications  made  by 
small  towns  requesting  the  commission  to  fix  the  value  for  condemnation 
proceedings  of  the  distributing  systems  of  the  utilities  as  follows: 

City  of  Merced,  electric  and  gas  distribution  systems. 

City  of  Oroville,  electric  and  water. 

City  of  Redding,  electric. 

City  of  Glendale,  gas. 

In  addition  to  the  above  eases,  the  city  of  Pasadena  has  discontinued 
service  from  the  city  of  Los  Angeles  municipal  system  and  has  signed 
an  agreement  with  the  Southern  California  Edison  Company.  The  city 
of  Los  Angeles,  although  it  has  sufficient  money  and  unsold  authorized 
securities  on  hand  to  enlarge  the  generating  capacity  and  thereby  mate- 
rially relieve  the  existing  shortage  and  conserve  an  immense  quantity 
of  fuel  oil,  all  of  which  would  be  directly  in  line  with  the  national  need 
at  this  critical  period,  has  refused  to  do  so  on  the  ground  of  certain  legal 
restrictions  in  their  charter  requiring  the  city  to  construct  or  acquire 
its  own  distribution  system  before  enlarging  its  generating  capacity. 

RECONSTRUCTION    OF   OVERHEAD    ELECTRIC    LINES. 

Chapter  499,  statutes  of  1911,  as  amended  by  chapter  600,  statutes 
of  1915,  provided  for  the  reconstruction  of  pole  lines  in  conformity 
with  the  standards  therein  prescribed  within  a  period  of  five  years, 
which  time  elapsed  on  April  22,  1916.  Lender  the  law  as  originally 
enacted,  no  particular  governmental  authority  was  delegated  to  admin- 
ister its  enforcement.  This  lack  of  supervision  was  removed  by  the 
amendment  whereby  the  Railroad  Commission  is  instructed  to  inspect 
all  lines  and  equipment  covered  by  the  provisions  of  the  act  and  to  see 
that  all  its  requirements  are  properly  enforced.  The  commission  is 
given  further  power  to  grant  at  its  discretion  such  additional  time  as 
appears  to  be  necessary  to  complete  the  changes  required  for  a  full 
compliance  with  the  act  and  to  order  such  further  additions  or  changes 
as  it  deems  necessary  for  the  safety  of  employees  and  the  general  public. 

Prior  to  April  22,  1916,  the  various  electric  utilities,  electric  railways, 
municipalities  and  private  concerns  affected  by  the  provisions  of  this 
statute,  known  as  the  "Safety  Act,"  were  fully  notified  by  the  com- 
mission in  regard  to  its  requirements  and  advised  that  unless  their  lines 
completely  conformed  therewith  it  would  be  necessary  for  them  to  make 
formal  application  for  permission  to  delay  completion  of  the  necessary 
changes  to  bring  their  equipment  into  full  conformity  with  the  law, 
during  such  extension  of  time  as  they  might  deem  necessary.  As  a 
consequence   53   formal   applications  were  received  from  the   various

electric  utilities,  electric  railroads  and  miinicipalities  operating  electric 
distribution  systems.  Public  hearings  were  held  in  these  matters  during 
July  and  August,  1916,  at  which  the  electrical  workers'  labor  organ- 
izations were  represented.  From  the  testimony  in  these  cases  it  became 
apparent  that,  although  most  of  the  companies  had  observed  the  stand- 
ards prescribed  where  new  work  or  reconstruction  for  other  purposes 
was  concerned,  in  many  cases  even  this  much  observation  of  the  law 
had  been  neglected.  Very  little  reconstruction  was  found  to  have  been 
done  solely  for  the  purpose  of  complying  with  the  law. 

It  also  became  apparent  that,  through  a  lack  of  understanding  of 
the  law,  many  erroneous  interpretations  had  been  placed  upon  its 
requirements,  particularly  among  the  smaller  utilities.  Obviously 
definite  instruction  to  the  engineers  of  the  utilities  was  required  and 
arrangement  was  immediately  made  for  engineers  of  our  gas  and  elec- 
tric department  to  make  personal  inspection  of  all  systems,  accompanied 
by  the  proper  representatives  thereof.  The  requirements  of  the  law 
have  been  discussed  and  illustrated  on  the  ground  and  a  significant 
benefit  to  all  parties  has  resulted.  These  inspections  continued  through- 
out the  fiscal  year  1917,  and  well  into  the  year  1918,  when  practically 
every  utility  in  the  state  had  been  visited. 

Many  of  the  smaller  companies  have  reported  their  systems  completely 
reconstructed,  and  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  law,  and 
in  a  few  instances  final  inspections  have  been  made.  In  order  to  make 
these  final  inspections  as  economically  as  possible,  it  has  not  been  the 
policy  of  the  commission,  in  general,  to  cause  such  inspection  to  be  made 
immediately  upon  receipt  of  the  report  of  compliance,  but  to  await 
the  completion  of  such  work  by  all  the  companies  in  a  given  territory, 
and  then  cover  the  group  in  one  trip  of  the  engineer. 

The  larger  companies,  as  a  result  of  the  formal  proceedings  held  in 
1916,  were  granted,  in  general,  approximately  three  years  additional 
time  within  which  to  complete  this  work.  During  the  latter  part  of 
1917  it  began  to  be  quite  generally  expressed  by  representatives  of  these 
companies  that  they  would  be  unable  to  carry  on  the  schedule  prescribed 
for  the  completion  of  the  work  on  account  of  the  abnormal  conditions 
created  by  the  war,  particular  stress  being  placed  upon  the  condition 
surrounding  la|3or  and  material. 

As  early  as  December,  1917,  formal  application  was  received  from 
one  company  for  an  order  granting  them  additional  time  of  two  years. 
Harly  in  1918  requests  for  additional  time  began  coming  in,  some  being 
informal  in  character,  otliers  formal.  Some  of  the  requests  have  been 
for  a  definite  time  extension,  while  others  have  asked  that  the  prosecu- 
tion of  the  work  be  deferred  ''until  after  the  war."     In  cases  where 
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original  proceedings  in  the  matter  were  formal,  it  has  been  necessary 
to  ask  the  companies  to  file  formal  applications.  In  the  case  of  the 
smaller  companies  where  the  matter  has  been  handled  informally  from 
the  beginning,  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the  commission  to  grant,  without 
formal  proceedings,  additional  time  where  it  has  been  shown  that  the 
company  is  acting  in  good  faith,  and  that  progress  in  the  work  has 
been  made  a  serious  burden  on  account  of  war  conditions. 

The  following  table  gives  a  list  of  the  companies  that  have  made 
formal  application  and  the  additional  time  asked  by  each :

The  present  plan  is  to  hold  two  hearings,  one  in  Los  Angeles  where 
the  southern  companies  will  be  heard,  and  one  in  San  Francisco  for 
the  northern  companies. 
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CHAPTER  VIII. 

WATER  UTILITIES. 

Water  is,  and  has  been  since  the  time  when  the  early  settlers  arrived 
in  California,  first  in  importance,  due  to  the  arid  and  semiarid  climatic 
conditions.  Without  water  the  development  of  this  state  is  impossible. 
From  the  time  w^hen  the  first  ditch  in  California  was  constructed  to 
irrigate  the  pueblo  lands  in  the  lower  San  Diego  Valley  to  the  present, 
with  its  vast  irrigation  and  water  systems,  the  ebb  and  flow  of  pros- 
perity in  this  state  has  been  almost  wholly  dependent  upon  the  available 
water  supply.  ]\Iining,  irrigation,  the  growth  of  cities  and  industries 
are  dependent  upon  having  an  adequate  and  plenteous  water  supply. 
Thus,  the  problem  of  supplying  sufficient  water  for  irrigation  and  other 
uses  stands  pre-eminent  during  the  present  season  of  extreme  drought. 
Nature  has  during  the  present  season  given  this  state  the  smallest 
quantity  of  water  of  any  year  of  record. 

That  ''food  will  win  the  war"  has  been  brought  forcibly  home  to  the 
people  of  California  and  all  have  put  forward  the  best  efforts  to  produce 
as  much  food  as  possible.  War  gardens  were  planted  and  the  acreages 
of  various  crops  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  the  normal  water 
supply  would  have  been  taxed  to  meet  the  demands.  War  industries 
sprang  up  and  have  increased  to  an  appreciable  extent  the  demands  on 
domestic  water  supply  systems.  To  meet  this  increased  need  for  water, 
the  state  found  itself  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  with  a  supply 
smaller  than  ever  before  known.  It  became  the  task  of  this  commission 
to  derive  from  the  small  available  water  supply  its  greatest  efficiency 
and,  even  further,  in  many  instances,  in  order  to  have  a  sufficient  quan- 
tity for  the  necessary  demands  of  life,  it  became  necessary  to  carefully 
conserve,  and  require  that  all  waste  and  nonessential  uses  be  discon- 
tinued. 

To  further  complicate  conditions,  the  scarcity  of  labor  and  mate- 
rials because  of  war  demands,  effectually  prevented  extensions  and 
enlargements  except  where  urgent  need  existed.  Difficulties  of  financ- 
ing during  the  war  period,  the  scarcity  of  labor  and  materials  and  their 
high  cost  and  the  necessity  of  increasing  the  supply  available  have  made 
it  necessary  for  utilities  to  apply  to  the  Railroad  Commission  for 
rate  increases. 

It  was  therefore  necessary  to  require  the  water  utilities  to  operate 
at  the  highest  efficiency  on  the  one  hand  and,  on  the  other,  in  order  that 
the  utilities  might  be  enabled  to  give  service  and  not  be  financially 
wrecked  by  war  conditions,  it  became  necessary  in  many  instances  to 
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increase  the  rates.  In  each  rate  or  service  proceeding,  detailed  inves- 
tigation was  made  into  the  records,  financial  and  operating  conditions  of 
the  company  involved,  the  expenditures  being  carefully  scrutinized  to 
determine  the  necessity  and  justness  of  the  increase,  extensions,  enlarge- 
ment of  system,  bond  issues,  etc.  In  a  number  of  instances,  applications 
for  rate  increases  were  found  unjustifiable.  Exorbitant  and  unfair 
rates  have  been  reduced  and  fair  and  reasonable  rates  established  in 
their  stead. 

HYDROELECTRIC    POWER. 

Hydroelectric  power  has  been  in  great  demand  and  the  power  situ- 
ation very  acute,  as  outlined  in  another  chapter  in  this  report.  This 
is  due  to  the  largely  increased  demands  for  war  industries  and  the 
scarcity  of  water.  The  power  shortage  directly  affects  irrigation  and 
domestic  water  supply,  because  power  companies  with  large  impounding 
reservoirs  retain  all  water  possible  to  relieve  their  shortage  and  to 
meet  the  increased  power  demands.  This  reduced  the  flow  in  streams 
and  water  users  below  the  reservoirs  suffered.  This  situation  was  met 
in  conjunction  with  the  power  director  and  all  possible  relief  afforded. 

We  find  a  situation  unparalleled  in  the  history  of  California  of  having 
a  year  of  maximum  demand  and  minimum  water  supply.  A  year  when 
every  effort  was  made  to  increase  production  for  patriotic  reasons  and 
when  nature  was  extremely  parsimonious  of  water. 

Service,  rates  and  the  financing  of  both  domestic  and  irrigation  water 
utilities  required  increased  attention  and  the  magnitude  of  the  work 
in  this  department  has  greatly  increased.  Constructive  and  progressive 
work  has  been  furthered  by  orders  and  recommendations.  In  formal 
proceedings,  extensions  and  betterments  to  service  have  been  ordered, 
careful  consideration  being  given  to  restricting  unnecessary  construction 
during  the  period  of  the  war.  Plants  in  rundown  and  unsatisfactory 
condition  have  been  improved  upon  specific  orders  requiring  betterments. 

The  hydraulic  division  of  this  commission  made  a  report  to  the  com- 
mission calling  attention  to  the  impending  shortage  of  water  for  irri- 
gation and  domestic  use  and  recommending  remedial  action.  It  was 
pointed  out  that  the  flow  to  be  anticipated  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  year  from  streams  feeding  the  Sacramento  Valley  would  be  only 
approximately  25  per  cent  of  normal.  The  Yolo  "Water  and  Power 
Company,  a  large  irrigation  water  supply  company  in  Yolo  County, 
made  provision,  through  the  action  of  the  United  States  Food  Admin- 
istration, with  the  consent  of  this  commission,  for  obtaining  an  emer- 
gency water  supply  from  Clear  Lake  by  the  installation  of  a  large 
pumping  unit.     This  enabled  the  ranchers  in  Yolo  County  to  increase 
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production  by  at  least  10,000  acres  of  rice.  The  supply  of  the  Sacra- 
mento Valley  West  Side  Canal  Company  became  so  decreased  because 
of  operating  conditions  that  it  could  not  meet  the  demands  made  upon 
it  for  the  crops  already  planted.  Investigation  was  made  and  the  com- 
pany was  ordered  to  increase  its  efficiency  of  operation,  one  of  the 
hydraulic  engineers  of  this  commission  being  placed  upon  the  system 
to  enforce  the  order  and  suggest  means  of  more  efficient  operation. 

AIDING   CROP   PRODUCTION. 

The  Great  Western  Power  Company,  owing  to  the  shortage  of  water 
for  power,  impounded  a  large  portion  of  the  flow  of  the  Feather  River 
in  its  Lake  Almanor  reservoir  and  retained  it  as  a  safety  factor  for 
the  operation  of  its  electric  plants  during  the  latter  part  of  the  season. 
The  small  quantity  of  water  flowing  in  the  Feather  Eiver  was  insuf- 
ficient to  meet  the  demands  of  irrigators  under  the  Sutter-Butte  Canal 
Company  system  and  the  system  of  the  Western  Canal  Company.  In 
conjunction  with  the  power  administrator,  arrangements  were  made 
for  discharging  a  sufficient  quantity  of  this  impounded  water  to  care 
for  the  crops  under  these  systems.  The  Sutter-Butte  Canal  Comy)any 
delivers  water  to  some  19,000  acres  of  rice  and  20,000  acres  of  general 
crops,  such  as  alfalfa,  fruits,  etc.  The  Western  Canal  Company 
delivers  water  to  some  11,000  acres  of  rice  and  2,000  acres  of  goneial 
crops.  In  this  manner  food  production  was  increased.  The  distribu- 
tion of  the  water  was  placed  under  the  control  of  a  representative 
of  this  commission,  who  also  represented  the  United  States  Food  Admin- 
istration and  the  power  director. 

The  low  flow  of  streams  caused  the  various  public  utilities  diverting 
water  from  them  to  endeavor  to  obtain  as  large  a  quantity  as  possible 
for  their  own  purposes.  In  many  instances,  power,  irrigation  and 
domestic  water  supply  utilities  clashed  as  to  the  quantity  of  water  to 
which  each  had  a  right  and  the  problem  was  presented  of  adjudicating 
between  these  rights  or  securing  the  consent  of  all  the  parties  con- 
cerned to  an  equitable  division  of  the  water.  This  situation  suggested 
to  the  hydraulic  division  the  advisability  of  so  coordinating  all  state 
agencies  that  final  action  could  be  taken  in  matters  involving  not  only 
public  utility  control  of  water  utilities  but  also  diversions  from  tlie 
streams.  It  was  suggested  "that  this  commission  take  the  initiative 
and  request  an  executive  order  creating  a  commission  or  committee  of 
qualified  state  bodies  or  officials  to  co-operate  with  the  federal  author- 
ities or  that  an  invitation  be  given  to  a  federal  official  to  he  a  member 
of  this  board  and  that  this  board  exercise  sunnuary  control  over  all 
water  supplies  of  the  state  used  to  any  extent  in  irrigation  of  crops." 
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VALUATION  WORK. 

The  tabulations  included  in  this  report  show  in  detail  the  appraisals 
made  by  the  hydraulic  division  of  the  commission.  These  appraisals 
entailed  the  taking  of  detailed  inventories,  the  compilation  of  unit  costs 
and  the  submission  of  the  appraisal  at  the  hearing  held,  together  with 
evidence  relating  to  the  essential  features  of  the  various  water  utility 
plants  involved.  Since  March,  1912,  appraisals  of  water  utility  prop- 
erties have  been  made  for  which  the  total  estimated  cost  new  was  found 
to  be  $48,914,119.00.  From  the  standpoint  of  total  property  value,  the 
railroad  properties  valued  by  the  engineering  department  of  this  com- 
mission stand  highest  and  the  water  properties  next  among  all  classes 
of  public  utilities. 

A  number  of  cities  have  acquired  the  water  utility  systems  supplying 
their  inhabitants,  or  a  portion  thereof,  with  water  for  domestic  purposes, 
which  required  that  appraisals  be  made.  Among  these  are  San  Diego, 
Los  Angeles,  Calistoga  and  Glendale. 

INFORMAL  COMPLAINTS. 

In  addition  to  the  formal  complaints  which  have  been  handled  by 
the  hydraulic  division,  a  large  number  of  informal  complaints  have 
been  cared  for,  some  of  which  required  more  attention  and  time  than 
formal  complaints.  The  work  of  handling  informal  complaints  requires 
a  very  large  proportion  of  the  time  of  the  force  of  the  hydraulic 
division.  More  than  500  complaints  and  grievances  have  been  adjusted 
in  this  manner.  These  complaints  vary  in  importance  from  the  adjust- 
ment of  very  small  bills  to  arrangements  for  improvements  to  service 
or  delivery  of  water  for  irrigation,  and  in  one  instance  involved  as 
many  as  40,000  acres  of  land.  Consumers  who  believe  that  their  bills 
are  exorbitant  may,  by  writing  a  letter  to  the  commission,  have  the 
matter  investigated  and  the  bill  adjusted.  Other  complaints  in  the 
matter  of  rates,  bills,  installations,  extensions,  cancellation  of  service, 
refunds,  rules,  regulations,  rights  of  way  and  franchises  are  taken  up 
with  utilities  and  adjusted. 

Kules  and  regulations  are  inspected  and  altered  to  conform  with  the 
orders  and  practices  of  this  commission  and  the  utility  is  required  to 
file  the  corrected  schedules,  which  are  then  permitted  to  be  put  into 
effect. 

The  work  of  the  hydraulic  division  has  very  largely  increased  during 
the  past  year  and  the  present  prospects  are  that  it  will  still  further 
materially  increase.  Numerous  service  cases  are  now  pending  before 
this  commission  and  all  indications  point  to  an  increased  number  of 
applications  for  increases  in  rates,  financing  and  transfers. 
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CHAPTER  IX. 

TELEPHONE  AND  TELEGRAPH. 

Tlie  i)ast  year  was  noted  for  a  large  number  ol;  important  proceedings 
involving  the  sale  and  transfer  of  telephone  property,  the  purpose  of 
which  in  several  cases  was  to  eliminate  duplication  of  service. 

The  terms  and  conditions  under  which  these  sales  and  transfers  are 
effected  are  prescribed  by  the  commission,  and  in  each  case  where 
duplication  existed  and  consolidation  w^as  authorized  a  considerable 
saving  in  the  cost  of  telephone  service  will  result  to  the  general  public. 

J.  L.  Bass  was  authorized  to  sell  to  D.  H.  Briggs  a  telephone  line 
extending  from  Baird  to  Delamar.  California. 

The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  was  authorized  to 
sell  to  the  United  States  Government  for  a  nominal  sum  certain  poles 
and  wires  Avithin  the  Yosemite  National  Forest. 

The  Klamath  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  was  authorized  to 
purchase  and  the  Little  Shasta  Telephone  Company,  also  known  as  the 
Montague-Butte  Valley  Telephone  Company,  to  sell  its  telephone  lines 
extending  from  Montague  to  Mount  Hebron,  California. 

Delta  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  was  authorized  to  purchase 
the  properties  and  biLsiness  of  the  New  Freeport  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company  and  to  issue  stock  in  exchange  therefor. 

San  Fernando  Valley  Home  Telephone  Company  Avas  autliorized  to 
sell  to  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  all  of  its  property 
and  franchises  in  Glendale,  Burbank.  Tropico  and  territory  adjacent 
thereto.  In  this  proceeding  it  was  proposed  to  replace  the  present  dual 
service  by  consolidating  the  properties  in  such  manner  as  to  give  service 
between  all  subscribers  of  each  consolidated  exchange  and  give  each 
subscriber  access  to  the  toll  lines  of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company  and  the  United  States  Long  Distance  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company,  where  formerly  long  distance  service  was  only  available 
to  the  subscribers  of  the  San  Fernando  Valley  Home  Telei)hone  Company 
over  the  toll  lines  of  the  United  States  Long  Distance  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  and  to  the  subscribers  of  The  Pacific  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company  over  the  toll  lines  of  The  Pacific  Company. 
Permission  was  given  to  eliminate  the  present  free  toll  service  estab- 
lished in  this  district  when  ccmipetition  existed,  which  fi-ce  toll  service 
is  not  given  in  other  localties. 

MERGER   OF  SYSTEMS. 

The  Union  Home  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Corporation  was 
authorized  to  sell  and  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company 
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to  purchase  its  property  and  franchises  in  Anaheim,  Colton,  Highlands, 
Garden  Grove,  FuUerton,  Rialto,  Santa  Ana,  San  Pedro,  Tustin,  Ven- 
tura and  Wihnington,  and  territory  adjacent  thereto;  and  The  Pacific 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  was  authorized  to  sell  to  the  Union 
Home  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Corporation  its  property  and  franchises 
in  the  cities  of  Long  Beach  and  San  Bernardino.  The  main  purpose 
of  this  proceeding  Avas  the  consolidation  of  the  various  properties  and 
the  elimination  of  the  present  dual  systems.  The  Pacific  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company  Avas  authorized  to  acquire  all  properties  of 
its  competitor  in  Orange  County,  consisting  of  the  exchanges  at  Ana- 
heim, Garden  Grove,  Fullerton,  Santa  Ana  and  Tustin,  and  tributary 
territory,  and  Avas  permitted  to  discontinue  the  free  toll  service  estab- 
lished betAveen  exchanges.  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Com- 
pany acquired  all  of  the  property  of  the  Union  Home  Telephone  and 
Telegi-aph  Corporation  in  the  San  Bernardino  district  outside  of  the 
city  of  San  Bernardino,  and  the  Union  Home  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Corporation  acquired  all  of  the  property  of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  Avithin  the  city  of  San  Bernardino.  Free  long 
distance  service  existing  betAA^een  exchanges  in  this  district  AA'ill  likcAvise 
be  a])olished.  The  Union  Home  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Corporation 
acquired  most  of  the  exchange  property  of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  in  Long  Beach,  The  Pacific  company  to  AvithdraAV 
its  exchange  service,  but  to  continue  to  furnish  long  distance  service. 
The  Pacific  company  acquired  all  of  the  property  of  the  Union  Home 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Corporation  in  Wilmington,  San  Pedro  and 
Ventura.  Long  distance  service  over  the  toll  lines  of  the  United  States 
Long  Distance  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  and  also  over  the 
lines  of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  Avill  be  avail- 
able to  all  subscribers  of  each  consolidated  exchange  where  formerly 
subscribevy  of  the  I'^nion  Hoine  Corporation  liad  access  only  to  the 
lines  of  the  United  States  Long  Distance  Company  and  subscribers  of 
The  Pacific  company  had  access  only  to  The  Pacific  company 's  toll  lines. 

FREE  TOLL  SERVICE   ELIMINATION. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  elimination  of  free  toll  service  between 
exchanges,  as  it  Avas  held  to  be  bad  practice  to  permit  free  switching 
between  logical  telephone  areas,  as  such  service  is  distinct  from  com- 
munity service,  and  that,  as  the  community  subscribers  seldom  use  the 
toll  serAnce,  they  should  not  be  obliged  to  pay  rates  sufficient  to  maintain 
tlie  same. 

Mention  Avas  also  made  in  this  proceeding  that  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission does  not  favor  competing  telephone  systems,  due  to  waste, 
inefficiency  and  the  undue  cost  of  maintaining  two  systems,  and  that  it 
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will  look  with  favorable  consideration  on  any  equitable  agreement 
toward  consolidation  of  competing  systems  with  its  resultant  improve- 
ments in  service. 

There  are  several  other  proceedings  now  pending  before  the  com- 
mission which  will  result  in  consolidation  of  the  fcAv  remaining  dual 
sA'stems  now  operating  in  California,  in  the  event  that  the  applications 
are  favorably  acted  upon.     The  proceedings  referred  to  are  as  follows: 

Bedondo.  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  to  sell  to 
the  Redondo  Home  Telephone  Company  all  property  and  franchises 
at  Redondo  Beach  and  vicinity. 

Oxnard,  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  to  sell  and 
the  Oxnard  Home  Telephone  Company  to  purchase  the  property  of  the 
former  company  at  Oxnard  and  vicinity. 

San  Diego.  San  Diego  Home  Telephone  Company  to  sell  to  The 
Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  for  the  sum  of  $650,000.00 
its  entire  property  and  franchises  in  the  cities  of  San  Diego,  El  Cajon, 
La  Mesa  and  National  City,  and  in  the  territory  tributary  thereto. 

Santa  Monica.  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegrapli  Company  to 
sell  and  the  Santa  Monica  Bay  Home  Telephone  Company  to  purchase 
the  telephone  system  and  franchises  of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  in  the  cities  of  Santa  Monica,  Venice  and  the 
territory  tributary  thereto. 

OTHER   FORMAL   PROCEEDINGS. 

Authority  to  Eslahlish  Hates.  Chetco  Southern  Telephone  Company. 
Application  dismissed  upon  failure  to  furnish  sufficient  information  to 
determine  just  and  reasonable  rates. 

Interstate  Telephone  Company.  An  agreement  iinder  ^\hich  redured 
rates  were  permitted  to  certain  rural  subscribers  having  expired,  author- 
ity was  granted  to  place  in  effect  the  established  rates  for  the  service 
involved. 

Stocks  and  Bonds.  Tulare  Home  Telephone  and  Tek'grapli  ( 'onipan v-. 
Authorized  to  execute  a  deed  of  trust  and  issue  thereundiM-  $15,000.00 
6  per  cent  bonds. 

Downey  Home  Telephone  and  Telegraph  (!ompan\'.  Anthori/ed 
to  issue  $15,000.00  par  value  of  capital  stock  and  to  use  llie  same  to 
retire  $15,000.00  face  value  of  outstanding  bonds. 

Southwestern  Home  Telephone  Company.  Auth()fi/.e<l  to  issue  olhcr 
securities  in  place  of  bonds  and  to  provide  for  paymcnl  of  floating  debt. 

Certificate  of  Public  Convenience  and  Ncccssilij.  A  certificate  of 
public  convenience  and  necessity  was  granted  to  The  I'acific  Telephone! 
and  Telegraph  Company  permitting  it  to  exercise  the  rights  conferred 
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under  franchises  authorizing  the  construction  and  operation  of  telephone 
systems  at  each  of  the  several  places,  as  follows : 

Chico  Marysville  San  Leandro 

Colton  Orange  Sausalito 

El  Paso  de  Robles  San  Rafael  Stockton 

Fullerton  Santa    Ana  Watsonville 
Hermosa  Beach 

A  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  was  also  granted  to 
Frank  Pellissier  and  E.  S.  Moore  to  exercise  the  rights  and  privileges 
obtained  under  certain  franchises  permitting  the  construction  and  oper- 
ation of  a  telephone  and  telegraph  system  iu  Mono  and  Inyo  counties. 

Discontinuance  of  Service.  H.  E.  Bigelow  Company.  Authority 
asked  to  discontinue  service  between  Cascada  and  Huntington  Lake, 
Fresno  County.  Application  dismissed  upon  applicant  arranging  for 
the  continuance  of  service  under  conditions  satisfactory  to  the  com- 
mission. 

I.  F.  Lown.  Authorized  to  discontinue  service  on  a  line  extending 
from  Monterey  to  Del  Monte  Grove,  from  which  three  subscribers  had 
been  served,  upon  written  consent  of  the  suliscribers  to  its  withdrawal. 

FORMAL   COMPLAINTS. 

E.  A.  Berry  et  at.  vs.  The  Pacific  TelepJionc  and  Telegraph  Company. 
This  was  a  matter  in  which  a  number  of  applicants  requested  telephone 
service ;  it  was  later  dismissed,  as  it  was  agreed  that  the  service  would 
be  provided. 

A.  V.  Storer  vs.  Pomona  Valley  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Union. 
This  was  a  matter  involving  the  return  of  a  service  connection  charge 
of  $3.50  which  is  required  from  all  applicants  as  a  condition  to  installing 
a  telephone  and  which  is  returnable  upon  service  being  retained  for  a 
period  of  twelve  months.  A  dispute  arose  as  to  the  return  of  this 
fjmount.  The  charge  in  tliis  case  was  properly  returnable  and  the 
utility  was  instructed  to  make  proper  refund. 

City  of  Calexico  vs.  Imperial  Telephone  Company  and  The  Pacific 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company:  It  was  alleged  that  inadequate 
and  inefficient  service  was  being  rendered.  Investigation  was  made  of 
the  equipment  and  service  by  the  commission's  engineers.  It  was 
agreed  by  the  utilities  to  install  what  is  known  as  common  battery  serv- 
ice which  would  furnish  a  greatly  improved  service.  It  was  also  ordered 
that  the  utilities  take  immediate  steps  to  correct  and  overcome  delays 
found  to  be  prevalent  in  answering  subscribers  calls. 

Miles  P.  Lane  et  al.  vs.  Santa  Barbara  Telephone  Company. 
Complaint  was  made  with  regard  to  the  rates  and  it  was  also  alleged 
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that  service  was  unsatisfactory.  The  rates  concerning  which  complaint 
had  been  made  were  found  to  be  not  unreasonable  or  excessive.  The 
utility  was  ordered,  however,  to  take  such  steps  as  would  satisfactorily 
imi)rove  the  service  of  complainants. 

/.  0.  Mclntire  et  al.  vs.  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company.  Application  for  service  was  made  by  a  number  of  farmers 
residing  along  the  Kings  River  between  Hanford  in  Kings  County  and 
tlie  towns  of  Laton  and  Riverdale  in  Fresno  County,  who  asked  that 
service  be  furnished  from  the  Hanford  exchange.  This  was  refused  by 
the  company  for  the  alleged  reason  that  some  of  the  applicants  were 
located  outside  of  the  area  in  which  Hanford  service  is  furnished.  It 
was  held  that  a  telephone  company  is  justified  in  drawing  district 
lines  between  two  different  exchange  areas  and  in  refusing  to  serve  a 
.subscriber  out  of  a  particular  exchange  when  such  subscriber's  resi- 
dence or  place  of  biLsiness  is  located  in  the  area  served  by  another 
exchange.  In  this  case  it  was  held  that  twenty-four  hour  service  should 
be  established  (Sundays  and  holidays  excepted)  when  it  shall  have 
connected  to  its  Laton  exchange  eighty  or  more  subscribers,  but  in 
doing  so  it  should  not  be  considered  as  establishing  a  precedent  in 
extending  the  hours  of  service  at  other  exchanges  similar  in  number  of 
subscribers,  as  conditions  may  not  be  such  as  to  justify  the  additional 
expense  incident  thereto. 

Emily  Mackey  et  al.  vs.  California  TelepJione  and  Light  Company. 
The  utility  in  this  ease  refused  to  install  service  to  five  applicants 
residing  within  two  miles  of  the  utility's  established  lines  without  the 
applicants  assiuning  the  greater  part  of  the  cost  for  providing  the 
service. 

It  was  held  not  unreasonable  to  require  a  telephone  utility  to  extend, 
at  its  own  expense,  service  to  some  five  prospective  consumers  when 
the  cost  of  such  extension  was  approximately  $478.45  with  an  annual 
exchange  revenue  of  $105.00  and  a  total  operating  expense,  including 
depreciation,  of  $76.92. 

The  utility  was  directed  to  install  service  within  thirty  days,  providing 
that  each  applicant  would  agree  to  take  continuous  service  for  a  period 
of  two  years. 

SAFETY   LAWS. 

The  provisions  of  chapter  499,  laws  of  1911,  as  amended  by  chapter 
600,  laws  of  1915,  regulate  the  placing,  erection,  use  and  maintenance 
of  electric  poles,  wires,  cables  and  appliances  and  require  the  completion 
of  the  work  within  five  years.  This  work  is  progressing  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 
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This  act  provides  that  extensions  of  time  may  be  granted  when  it  is 
shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  commission  that  the  provisions  of  the 
act  can  not  be  complied  with  within  the  given  time.  Extensions  of  time 
were  granted  to  the  following  companies  after  sufficient  reasons  had 
l)een  shown  to  exist  for  the  noncompliance  within  the  time  specified :

COMPLAINTS  AND   INFORMAL   MATTERS. 

Informal  Complaints.  There  were  filed  duirng  the  year  just  past 
473  informal  complaints,  all  of  which  were  handled  by  correspondence ; 
181  of  these  complaints  involved  adjustment  of  rates  and  292  involved 
adjustment  of  service.  Satisfactory  adjustment  has  been  made  of  431 
of  the  above  complaints,  and  42  were  still  pending  on  July  1,  1918. 

There  were  11  complaints  involving  disputed  bills  and  which  involved 
a  total  of  $91.70.  This  amount  was  deposited  with  the  commission 
pending  investigation,  and  after  a  final  adjustment  of  the  controversies 
payment  of  $69.30  of  the  amount  was  made  to  the  utilities  and  $22.40 
was  returned  to  the  consumers. 

Numerous  inquiries  are  also  received  from  the  general  public  either 
])y  personal  call  or  by  telephone  regarding  the  rates,  rules  and  practices 
of  the  telephone  and  telegraph  utilities,  and  the  information  required 
is  readily  furnished  from  the  records  available  for  this  purpose. 

Informal  Orders.  There  were  71  informal  orders  granted  to  telephone 
and  telegraph  utilities  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1918,  for  the 
following  purposes:

Informal  orders  are  granted  when  the  authority  of  tlie  commission 
is  immediately  required  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  new  toll  stations 
and  local  exchanges,  new  rates  or  for  changes  in  existing  rates  and  the 
necessity  for  doing  so  is  apparent.

OTHER   MATTERS   PENDING. 

A  number  of  companies  have  informally  taken  up  with  the  commission 
by  correspondence  the  question  of  increase  in  rates  and  in  some  instances 
are  preparing  to  file  formal  applications  at  an  early  date  for  the  neces- 
sary authority. 

Several  companies  have  also  taken  up  with  the  commission  by  cor- 
respondence the  matter  of  disposing  of  their  telephone  property,  and 
have  advised  that  it  is  their  intention  to  shortly  file  formal  application 
for  the  necessary  authority  to  do  so. 
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CHAPTER  X. 
GRADE  CROSSINGS  AND  SAFETY. 

The  safety  of  railroad  grade  crossings  is,  perhaps,  the  most  important 
single  item  in  the  commission  s  entire  "safety  first"  campaign.  Refer- 
ence to  the  special  investigation  made  by  the  engineering  department 
looking  towards  greater  safety  at  grade  crossings  has  been  made  here- 
tofore but  it  should  be  here  stated  in  addition  that  in  1916  the  com- 
mission instituted,  on  its  own  motion,  a  state-wide  investigation  into 
the  grade  crossing  situation  with  the  view  to  the  ulimate  abolition  of 
the  most  dangerous  if  not  all  of  the  grade  cro,%sings  in  the  state. 

In  January,  1916,  a  bulletin  was  printed  Avhieh  reviewed  briefly 
the  grade  crossing  problem  in  California;  discussed  the  steps  it  was 
possible  to  take  to  render  conditions  safer;  outlined  what  the  commis- 
sion proposed  to  do  and  concluded  with  a  general  statement  as  to  what 
others  could  do  to  help  in  the  work.  This  program  was  sent  to  the 
members  of  every  board  of  supervisors  in  the  state,  the  State  Highway 
Commission,  representatives  of  the  larger  cities,  such  county  commis- 
sioners as  are  charged  with  the  construction  of  new  roads,  secretaries 
of  automobile  clubs,  chambers  of  commerce,  other  civic  organizations 
and  the  officials  of  railroads.  A  number  of  hearings  were  held  by  the 
commission  and  a  careful  program  was  finall.y  worked  out  which  is,  at 
this  time,  still  in  the  process  of  being  accomplished. 

During  the  past  year  the  commission's  engineering  department  has 
continued  its  investigations  and  has  examined  approximately  80  per 
cent  of  the  crossings  in  the  state.  This  has  been  chiefly  confined  to  the 
more  populous  districts,  namely,  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin 
valleys,  the  Baj^  Region  and  southern  California.  The  sparsely  settled, 
mountainous  and  desert  districts  are  yet  to  be  completed. 

The  value  of  this  program  is  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  after  the 
federal  government  had  taken  over  the  railroads  it  has  not  interfered 
with  the  carrying  out  of  this  program,  but  is  in  sympathy  with  its 
continuance,  provided  large  capital  expenditures  are  not  incurred  dur- 
ing the  war.  The  magnitude  and  consequence  of  this  investigation  will 
be  understood  when  it  is  remembered  that  there  are  between  10,000  and 
13,000  grade  crossings  in  the  state  and  that  over  1,500  accidents  occurred 
at  these  crossings  within  48  months,  as  shown  in  the  following  table :

RAILROAD   OPERATION. 

The  Railroad  Commission  maintains  a  service  department  whose  duty 
it  is  to  investigate  and  report,  among  other  things,  upon  the  safety 

of  railroad  operation  and  the  accidents  caused  by  operation;  and  to 
report  and  make  recommendations  for  the  betterment  of  all  other 
conditions  which  it  finds  to  be  unsafe  or  deficient. 
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Among  the  more  important  things  undertaken  by  the  service  depart- 
ment may  be  mentioned  the  inspection  of  dispatching  methods,  estab- 
lishing standard  and  uniform  methods  of  operation  and  requiring  the 
railroads  to  examine  properly  the  qualifications  and  physical  fitness 
of  employees  of  the  train  and  engine  service.  In  the  inspection  of 
dispatching  methods  many  unsafe  practices  have  been  found  and  recti- 
fied; and  by  establishing  standard  and  uniform  methods  of  operation 
the  smaller  roads  have  been  required  to  operate  their  lines  in  accord- 
ance with  standard  rules  and  methods  which  have  been  found  to  be 
safe  by  other  companies.  The  work  of  this  department  in  requiring 
carriers  to  examine  their  employees  properly  was  brought  about  in 
the  first  instance  bj^  the  discovery  that  several  of  the  smaller  carriers 
in  the  state  were  in  the  habit  of  using,  in  their  train  and  engine  serv- 
ice, employees  who  were  without  experience  along  these  lines.  At  the 
present  time  all  the  smaller  roads  are  required  to  conduct  an  examination 
of  their  employees.  The  work  of  the  department  along  this  line  includes 
the  observance  of  the  requirements  of  chapter  168  of  the  laws  of  1916, 
which  has  been  previously  mentioned. 

CLEARANCES. 

The  matter  of  industrial  clearances  has  continued  to  receive  attention 
in  connection  with  other  inspection  work  and  a  considerable  number 
of  clearances  have  been  adjusted  to  the  standards  prescribed  by  the 
commission  under  General  Order  No.  26. 

As  new  constructions  are  erected  and  as  repair  and  renewal  work  is 
prosecuted  by  the  railroads  inadequate  clearances  are  materially  lessened, 
resulting  in  elimination  of  hazard  of  accident  to  trainmen  and  others. 

ACCIDENT  INVESTIGATION. 
Every  train  accident,  resulting  in  the  loss  of  life  or  of  serious  injury 
to  passengers  or  employees,  is  investigated  by  the  commission.  When 
a  fatal  accident  occurs  companies'  investigations  and  coroners'  inquests 
are  generally  attended  and  inspections  are  made  upon  the  ground,  so 
the  report  of  the  commission 's  inspectors  contains  all  information  which 
is  available  regarding  the  accident.  Upon  receipt  of  these  reports  such 
orders  or  recommendations  are  issued  by  the  commission  as  appear  to 
be  necessary  in  the  circumstances.  These  inspections  cover  not  only 
the  accidents  due  to  conditions  which  may  indicate  unsafe  operation,  but 
they  include  also  grade  crossing  accidents.  As  a  result  of  the  latter 
investigations  the  railroads  have  been  required  to  afford  additional  pro- 
tection at  grade  crossings  which  have  been  found  to  be  unsafe. 
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TABLE  SHOWING  RAILROAD  ACCIDENTS. 

Appended  to  this  chapter  are  six  tables,  showing  statistical  data 
accumulated  by  the  Eailroad  Commission  from  accident  reports.  Table 
1  is  a  summary  of  accidents  occurring  in  connection  with  operation  of 
locomotives  or  cars  on  steam  railroads.  Table  2  is  a  recapitulation  of 
accidents  occurring  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  locomotives 
and  cars  on  steam  railroads.  Table  3  is  a  summary  of  accidents  occur- 
ring in  connection  with  operation  of  locomotives  and  cars  on  electric 
railroads.  Table  4  is  a  recapitulation  of  accidents  occurring  in  con- 
nection with  the  operation  of  locomotives  and  cars  on  electric  railroads. 
Table  5  is  a  recapitulation  of  industrial  accidents  on  steam  and  electric 
railroads,  same  arising  from  causes  other  than  the  operation  of  cars 
or  locomotives. 

Accidents  to  persons  resulting  in  immediate  death,  or  in  death  within 
twenty-four  hours  from  the  time  the  accident  occurred,  are  reported 
in  the  column  headed  ''Killed."  All  other  accidents  to  persons, 
including  those  resulting  in  death  of  person  injured  after  an  interval 
of  more  than  twenty-four  hours  from  the  time  the  accident  occurred, 
are,  with  certain  exceptions  noted  below,  reported  in  the  column 
headed  ''Injured." 

Accidents  are  not  required  to  be  reported  if  they  do  not  cause  either 
death  or  injury  to  any  person  or  damage  to  property  in  excess  of  $150.00, 
including  cost  of  clearing  wrecks. 

All  kinds  of  accidents  to  passengers  are  reported. 

The  statistics  appearing  under  the  caption  "Passengers"  include  all 
ordinary  passengers;  passengers  traveling  on  freight  trains;  persons 
who  are  customarily  carried  on  trains  under  special  arrangements,  such 
as  postal  clerks  and  express  messengers,  emploj^ees  on  Pullman  ears, 
newsboys,  live  stock  attendants,  and  men  in  charge  of  freight. 

Table  6  is  a  comparative  accident  record  for  the  past  six  fiscal  years, 
and  is  divided  into  the  various  classes  of  persons  involved,  and  covers 
accidents  due  to  the  operation  of  locomotives  and  cars.  The  number  of 
persons  killed  and  injured  in  grade  crossing  accidents  is  also  sho\vn.

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CHAPTER  XI. 

ISSUE  OF  SECURITIES. 

JURISDICTION. 

The  jurisdiction  of  the  Eailroad  Commission  over  the  issue  of  stock, 
bonds,  notes  and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  payable  at  periods  of 
more  than  twelve  months  after  date  is  defined  by  section  52  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Act  and  chapter  213,  approved  May  10,  1917,  of  the 
statutes  of  1917. 

On  ]Mareh  21,  1918,  President  Wilson  signed  the  so-called  Federal 
Railroad  Control  Bill.  The  issue  of  securities  by  railroads  coming 
under  the  Federal  Control  Act  is  vested  exclusively  in  the  federal 
government.  Those  railroads  operating  in  California  which  come  under 
the  Federal  Control  Act  need  not  apply  to  the  Railroad  Commission  for 
authority  to  issue  securities.  Section  7  of  the  Federal  Railroad  Control 
Act  reads  in  part  as  follows: 

"That  for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  requisite  for  maturiug  obligations 
or  for  other  legal  and  proper  expenditures,  or  for  reorganizing  railroads  in 
receivership,  carriers  may,  during  the  period  of  federal  control,  issue  such  bonds, 
notes,  equipment  trust  certificates,  stock,  and  othor  forms  of  securities,  secured 
or  unsecured  by  mortgage,  as  the  President  may  first  approve  as  consistent  with 
the  public  interest." 

Section  15  of  the  act  reads: 

"That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  amend,  repeal,  impair,  or 
afPect  the  existing  laws  or  powers  of  the  states  in  relation  to  taxation  or  the 
lawful  police  regulations  of  the  several  states,  except  wherein  such  laws,  powers, 
or  regulations  may  affect  the  transportation  of  troops,  war  materials,  govern- 
ment supplies,  or  the  i.ssue  of  stocks  and  bonds." 

The  Railroad  Commission  recognizing  that  its  jurisdiction  is  limited 
to  California,  has  advocated  upon  more  than  one  occasion  the  enactment 
of  federal  legislation  regulating  the  issue  of  securities  by  interstate 
carriers.  In  passing  upon  an  application  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Com- 
pany for  authority  to  issue  $55,000,000.00  of  5  per  cent  twenty-year 
convertible  bonds,  the  commission  said: 

"It  is  impossible  for  this  commission,  acting  within  the  jurisdiction  of  one 
state,  to  investigate  or  supervise  completely,  the  issuance  of  securities  by  a 
corporation  such  as  applicant  operating  through  and  between  five  separate 
states  of  the  Union  where  the  lien  of  the  securities  extends  over  all  of  its 
property  and  the  expenditures  are  to  be  scattered  over  its  entire  system.  The 
best  that  can  be  done  is  to  conclude  generally  whether  the  proposed  bonds  are 
reasonable  in  amount,  reasonably  secure  as  to  payment  of  principal  and  interest, 
and  that  the  proceeds  are  to  be  used  for  proper  purposes." 
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From  March  23,  1912,  to  June  30,  1918,  the  Railroad  Commission 
passed  upon  applications  for  authority  to  issue  stock,  bonds,  equipment 
trust  certificates  and  notes  involvino  the  sum  of  $952,502,566.23.  This 
amount  consists  of  the  following':

From  March  23,  1912,  to  Jnne  30,  1918,  the  Railroad  Commission 
passed  on  884  applications  relating  to  the  issue  of  securities.  Only  17 
applications  during  this  period  were  filed  by  the  Southern  Pacific, 
Western  Pacific,  and  Los  Angeles  and  Salt  Lake,  three  interstate  carriers 
coming  nnder  the  Federal  Railroad  Control  Act.  The  Atchison,  Topeka 
&  Santa  Fe  Railroad  has  never  applied  to  the  Railroad  Commission  of 
California  for  authority  to  issue  securities,  though  it  has  expended 
several  million  dollars  in  California  for  the  construction  of  improve- 
ments to  its  system  and  the  extension  of  its  lines.  The  17  applications 
involved,  however,  $264,983,000,  or  27.8  per  cent  of  the  total  amount 
covered  in  the  884  applications. 

The  work  of  the  Railroad  Commission  in  connection  with  an  applica- 
tion for  authority  to  issue  securities  can  not  be  judged  by  the  amount 
of  securities  sought  to  ho  issued,  but  is  dependent  upon  a  variety  of 
factors,  such  as  the  financial  condition  of  the  applicant,  the  nature  of 
its  capitalization,  its  revenues  and  expenses,  the  title  to  its  properties, 
and  the  attitude  of  the  management  to  the  public. 

ISSUE  DURING  THE  WAR  EMERGENCY. 

The  Railroad  Commission  heartily  endorses  the  federal  policy  looking 
toward  the  curtailment  of  public  utility  expenditures  and  the  limitation 
of  such  expenditures  to  serve  industries  engaged  in  war  activities.  In 
passing  upon  an  application  of  Pacifie  Gas  and  Electric  Company  for 
authority  to  issue  $3,000,000.00  of  bonds,  the  commission  in  its  Decision 
No.  5096,  dated  February  4,  1918,  says : 

"It  is  a  matter  of  common  kno\\ledi;e  that  many  public  utilities  as  well  as 
other  enterprises  will  have  considerable  difficulty  in  financing'  new  construction 
during  the  war.  The  general  w(>lfare  requires  that  our  electric  utilities,  which 
play  so  vital  a  part  in  the  nation's  efficiency,  shall  in  so  far  as  possible  conserve 
their  finances  so  that  they  may  more  readily  be  able  to  secure  such  funds  as 
are  imperatively  needed  to  increase  their  production  and  maintain  their 
efficiency.  Expenditures  which  otherwise  might  be  considered  desirable,  though 
not  immediately  necessary,  should  be  deferred  in  favor  of  expenditures  most 
urgently  necessary  at  the  moment  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  these  utilities 
to  help  win  the  war.  Furthermore,  at  a  time  when  the  cost  of  materials  and 
money  is  abnormally  high,  It  is  in  the  interest  of  both  the  utility  and  its  patrons 
that  oil  work  not  clearly  now  necessary  be  deferred.  This  situation  requires 
an  analysis  of  proposed  large  expenditures,  from  a  different  point  of  view 
than  was  the  case  before  the  war." 
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ISSUES  FOR  THE  YEAR. 

From  Jnl}^  1,  1917,  to  June  30,  1918,  the  Railroad  Commission  has 
passed  on  $78,699,601.45  of  stocks,  bonds  and  notes  as  compared  with 
$102,818,085.09  during  the  preceding  year.  The  amounts  consist  of 
the  following:

REFERENCE  TO   DECISIONS. 

The  decisions  of  the  Railroad  Commission  are  published  from  time 
to  time  in  the  volumes  entitled  ''Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  of  California."  In  this  report  attention  is  called  to  a 
few  of  the  principles  announced  by  the  commission  in  some  of  its 
decisions. 
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(A)  Investment  by  Promoters.  In  Application  No.  3001,  the 
Pacific  Public  Service  Corporation  asked  the  Railroad  Commission  to 
declare  that  public  convenience  and  necessity  requires  and  will  require 
the  construction  of  a  gas  plant  to  serve  the  city  of  Healdsburg,  Sonoma 
County,  and  the  city  of  Ukiah,  ]\rendoeino  County,  and  the  intervening 
territory.  The  financial  plan  of  the  company  as  outlined  to  the  com- 
mission indicated  that  those  interested  in  promoting  this  utility  contem- 
plated financing  the  construction  entirely  through  the  issue  of  bonds. 
Upon  investigation  the  commission  found  that  the  success  of  the  proposed 
public  utility  was  doubtful.  Commissioner  Loveland  in  Avriting  the 
decision  of  the  commission  says  in  part: 

"Public  couveuience  and  necessity  does  not  and  can  not  require  that  private 
capital  engage  in  a  new  public  utility  enterprise  which  is  foredoomed  to  failure, 
nor  can  the  public  reasonably  expect  the  use,  except  possibly  during  time  of 
national  emergency,  of  private  property  and  capital  without  compensation.  On 
the  other  hand,  if  public  spirited  or  charitably  inclined  individuals  or  groups 
of  individuals  desire  unselfishly  to  devote  their  own  wealth  to  the  public  good, 
this  commission,  as  a  public  body,  would  be  the  last  to  criticise  such  action. 

"\Miile,  as  I  have  already  indicated,  there  is  considerable  doubt  as  to  the 
practicability  of  the  enterprise,  I  have  no  desire  _  to  prevent  applicant  from 
carrying  out  its  proposed  development,  provided  the  promoters  of  the  enterprise 
feel  confident  of  its  success  and  are  willing  to  demonstrate  such  confidence  by 
investing  at  least  .$200,000.00  of  their  own  money.  The  testimony  does  not 
indicate  that  they  intended  to  invest  any  of  their  own  funds." 

(B)  Issue  of  Securities  by  Auto  Bus  Companies.  In  authorizing 
the  issue  of  securities  by  transportation  companies  as  defined  by  chapter 
213,  approved  May  10,  1917,  of  the  statutes  of  1917,  the  commission 
has  without  exception  required  that  the  companies  desiring  to  issue 
securities  refrain  from  issuing  such  securities  until  they  have  obtained 
all  necessary  permits  and  franchises  from  cities  and  counties  in  and 
through  which  they  intend  to  operate. 

(C)  Advising  Investors.  The  Railroad  Commission  has  consistently 
adhered  to  the  policy  that  it  can  not  and  should  not  advise  investors  of 
the  value  of  public  utility  securities.  The  commission  has  freely  fur- 
nished financial  statements  of  public  utilities  to  those  seeking  informa- 
tion in  regard  to  the  value  of  public  utility  securities.  Commissioner 
Edgerton  in  a  decision  of  November  13,  1917,  relating  to  the  issue  of 
stocks  and  bonds  of  the  Clear  Lake  Railroad  Company,  referring  to  the 
matter  of  advising  investors,  says : 

"The  interest  of  the  commission  goes  primarily  to  the  amount  of  stock  and 
bonds  to  be  issued  to  finance  the  construction  of  this  road.  It  is  not  within  the 
province  of  the  commission  to  advise  investors.  In  this  instance,  J.  B.  Rogers, 
interested  in  the  financing  of  Clear  Lake  Railroad  Company,  informs  the  com- 
mission that  the  subscribers  for  cumulative  participating  bonds  have  full  knowl- 
edge of  the  financial  plans  of  applicant.  We  may,  therefore,  assume  that  the 
subscribers  realize  that  the  10  per  cent  paid  on  their  subscriptions  within  thirty 
days  after  the  road  is  completed  will  in  effect  be  used  to  reimburse  the  con- 
tractor in  part  for  liis  construction  expenditures." 
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(D)  Capitalization  of  Purchase  Price.  Commissioner  Gordon  in 
Decision  No.  5316,  dated  April  16,  1918,  authorizing  The  Pacific  Tele- 
phone and  Telegraph  Company  to  purchase  the  telephone  properties  of 
the  San  Fernando  Valley  Home  Telephone  Company,  referring  to  the 
matter  of  capitalizing  the  purchase  price  of  these  properties,  says  in 
part : 

"From  Mr.  Shaw's  statemeut  it  appears  to  me  that  the  Pacific  company 
i-egards  tlie  proix'rties  of  the  San  Fernando  company  in  the  nature  of  materials 
and  supplies.  In  salvaging  the  properties  all  the  labor  costs,  as  reported  by 
the  engineers,  is  lost.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  some  of  the  property  v;ill  be  found 
to  be  in  such  a  condition  that  it  can  not  be  used  elsewhere,  while  other  property 
can  only  be  used  after  relatively  lai'ge  amounts  have  been  expended  on  it  for 
repairs  and  alterations.  In  view  of  this  situation,  I  believe  that  the  Pacific 
company  should  capitalize  only  such  part  of  the  purchase  price  as  may  represent 
the  reasonable  value  of  the  property,  considered  from  the  point  of  view  of 
materials  and  supplies  in  the  storeroom.  So  that  the  commisi^ion  may  be 
advised  what  use  is  being  made  of  the  property  of  the  San  Fernando  company. 
I  believe  that  the  Pacific  company  should  from  time  to  time  file  with  the  com- 
mission statements  showing  the  progress  made  in  reconstructing  its  telephone 
system  in  Glendale,  Burbank  and  vicinity,  the  use,  if  any.  that  is  being  made 
of  the  properties  acquired  from  the  San  Fernando  company,  the  removal  of 
said  properties,  the  cost  of  the  removal  and  the  reasonable  value  of  the  prop- 
erties removed  in  the  Pacific  company's  storeroom." 

(E)  Expensive  Financing  Compensated  by  Immediate  Construc- 
tion of  Plant.  In  its  decision  of  July  19,  1917  (written  hy  Commis- 
sioner Edgerton),  authorizing  Southern  California  Edison  Company  to 
issue  $10,000,000.00  of  t\vo-3'ear  6  per  cent  bonds,  the  commission  called 
the  company's  attention  to  the  fact  that  if  these  bonds  were  sold  at  95.62 
the  moncj'  would  cost  the  company  approximately  8.4  per  cent.  Refer- 
ring to  the  high  cost  of  money,  the  commission  in  its  decision  says : 

"Applicant  insists  that  this  is  an  abnormally  high  price  for  it  to  pay  for 
money  and  that  this  price  in  no  wise  measures  or  sets  the  standard  for  the 
credit  of  this  company.  Representatives  of  applicant  make  a  convincing  show- 
ing that  the  condition  of  the  financial  market  at  the  present  time  is  such  that 
it  is  diflicult  to  sell  high-class  securities  of  any  kind,  and  impossible  to  sell  such 
securities  o.\cept  they  are  made  attractive  both  as  to  price  and  security.  Further- 
more, applicaiit  urges  that  while  the  charges  for  this  particular  money  are  high, 
nevertheless  when  tliese  charges  are  averaged  with  the  total  cost  of  money  to 
applicant  the  result  makes  a  very  favorable  showing." 

In  the  same  deci.sion  the  commission  referring  to  tlie  need  of  addi- 
tional hydroelectric  facilities  says: 

"Applicant  has  made  a  very  convincing  showing  that  the  use  of  a  part  of 
the  pi'oceeds  of  these  bonds,  proposed  to  be  sold,  for  increasing  production  of 
electric  energy  of  its  hydroelectric  plant  on  Big  Greek  will  result  in  a  saving 
which  will  more  than  offset  the  price  being  paid  for  the  money  about  to  be 
obtained.  We  are  shown  that  because  of  the  increasing  business  of  appli- 
cant, accompanied  by  the  increasing  cost  of  oil  necessary  in  the  production  of 
electricity  by  steam,  that  the  production  of  electric  energy  through  the  hydro- 
electric plants  Mould  result  in  a  saving,  if  market  cost  of  oil  is  considered,  of 
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approximately  $700,000.00  per  year,  or  if  the  price  now  paid  by  applicant  under 
contract  is  considered,  the  saving  will  be  approximately  $350,000.00  per  year. 
Furthermore,  unless  money  is  obtained  immediately,  the  present  organization 
for  additions  to  plant  at  Big  Creek  must  be  abandoned  with  a  consequent  serious 
loss  or  increase  of  the  final  expense  of  such  additions." 

Kef  erring  further  to  the  high  cost  of  money,  the  commission  says : 

"From  the  showing  made  herein,  it  is  apparent  that  the  high  price  being 
paid  for  this  money  by  applicant  is  due  entirely  to  the  abnormal  condition  of 
the  money  market  and  while  ordinarily  it  would  be  wise  to  wait  until  this 
abnormal  condition  had  passed,  I  do  not  see  how  applicant  can  avoid  its  imme- 
diate necessities  for  money.  Furthermore,  with  a  part  of  the  money  obtained 
a  saving  will  be  made  in  the  vigorous  prosecution  of  the  Big  Creek  hydro- 
electric development  and  the  substitution  of  this  power  for  steam  generated 
power  which  will  more  than  offset  the  difference  between  a  normal  price  and 
the  price  here  being  paid  for  this  money." 

(F)  Benefits  of  Consolidation.  The  Railroad  Commission  author- 
ized the  Sierra  and  San  Francisco  Power  Company  to  purchase  through 
the  issue  of  bonds  the  operative  public  utility  properties  of  the  Yosemite 
Power  Company  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $460,000.00.  In  its  decision 
of  September  5,  1917  (Avritten  by  Commissioner  Devlin),  authorizing 
the  transfer  of  the  properties,  the  commission,  referring  to  the  possible 
economies  resulting  from  the  consolidation  of  the  Yosemite  Power 
Company  properties  with  those  of  the  Sierra  and  San  Francisco  Power 
Company,  says  in  part : 

"The  Yosemite  Power  Company  desires  to  transfer  the  property  because 
of  its  difficulty  in  obtaining  at  this  time  funds  to  extend  its  lines  and  develop 
new  business.  The  public  will  be  benefited  by  the  transfer  of  this  property 
inasmuch  as  the  purchasing  company  will  be  able  to  extend  its  lines  more  freely 
and  is  willing  to  make  effective  its  rates  now  charged  for  general  power  and 
lighting  service  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley." 

(6)  Re-Financing  Public  Utilities.  In  its  decision  of  May  25, 
1918,  the  Railroad  Commission  authorized  the  issue  of  $5,500,000.00  of 
5  per  cent  twenty-year  first  mortgage  bonds  and  $5,200,000.00  of  capital 
stock  for  the  purpose  of  re-financing  the  so-called  Northern  Electric 
Railway  properties.  The  properties  frequently  referred  to  as  the 
Northern  Electric  consisted  of  the  properties  of  the  Chico  Electric  Rail- 
way, Northern  Electric  Companj^  Northern  Electric  Railway  Company, 
Sacramento  and  "Woodland  Railroad  Company,  Northern  Electric  Rail- 
way— Marysville  and  Colusa  Branch,  and  Sacramento  Terminal  Com- 
pany. These  properties  were  sold  under  foreclosure  sale  on  J\ray  28, 
1918.  Some  of  the  properties  had  been  under  the  control  and  in  the 
possession  of  John  R.  Coghlan,  receiver,  since  October,  1914;  others 
since  March,  1915.     In  authorizing  the  issue  of  securities  to  re-finance 
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the  railway  properties  the  eonimission  took  the  position  that  the  prop- 
erties of  the  various  corporations  should  be  consolidated  into  a  single 
system  and  that  the  new  corporation  acquiring  the  properties  should 
issue  only  such  an  amount  of  fixed  interest-bearing  securities  as  would 
reasonably  assure  the  financial  success  of  the  new  corporation.  Through 
the  consolidation  of  the  properties  the  fixed  interest-bearing  obligations 
were  reduced  from  approximately  $14,600,000.00  to  $5,500,000.00,  the 
interest  on  part  of  the  $5,500,000.00  not  becoming  a  fixed  charge  until 
1919  or  subsequent  thereto. 
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APPENDIX. 


COURT  PROCEEDINGS. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  court  proceedings  decided  during 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1918,  aud  the  proceedings  which 
remained  undecided  on  that  date: 

CASES  PENDING  ON  JUNE  30,  1918. 

1.  East  Side  Canal  and  Irrigation  Company  vs.  Railroad  Com- 

missi&n,  California  Supreme  Court  No.  S.  F.  7139. 

This  is  a  proceeding  filed  on  September  24,  1914,  to  review  a  decision 
of  the  Railroad  Commission  prescribing  the  rates  to  be  charged  for 
water  supplied  by  East  Side  Canal  and  Irrigation  Company  (Vol.  4, 
Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  597). 
The  canal  company  claims  that  it  is  not  a  public  utility  subject  to  regu- 
lation. The  company,  however,  in  compliance  with  the  Railroad 
Commission's  order,  put  into  eifeet  upon  its  system  the  reduced  rates 
prescribed  by  the  Railroad  Commission,  and  has  not  pressed  the  pro- 
ceeding before  the  Supreme  Court. 

2.  J.  C.  Allen  et  al.  vs.  liailroad  Commission,  California  Supreme 

Court  No.  L.  A.  5025. 

This  is  a  proceeding  brought  by  tlic  consu)iiers  of  Lake  Hemet  Water 
Company  to  review  an  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission  (Vol.  11, 
Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  617) 
prescribing  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  water  supplied  by  Lake  Hemet 
Water  Company. 

The  consumers  claim  that  by  virtue  of  certain  existing  contracts 
between  themselves  and  the  companj^  the  water  furnished  them  is  not 
supplied  as  a  public  utility  service,  and  that  the  Railroad  Connnission 
has  no  jurisdiction  to  prescribe  the  rates  therefor. 

On  December  31,  1917,  the  Supreme  Court  rendered  a  decision  annul- 
ling the  order  of  the  Railroad  Connnission.  The  Railroad  Commission, 
on  January  19,  1918,  filed  a  petition  for  rehearing  which  was  granted, 
the  previous  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  lieing  vacated.  The  fiinil 
decision  has  not  vet  l)een  ren<lered. 
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3.  Producers  Transportation  Company  vs.  Railroad  Commission, 

in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States. 
In  this  case  a  writ  of  error  was  sued  out  on  February  14,  1918,  by 
Producers    Transportation    Company   to   review   the    decision    of   the 
Supreme  Court  of  California  (Vol.  54,  Cal.  Dec.  583),  mentioned  in 
this  summary  as  No.  7,  under  "Cases  Decided." 

4.  H.  R.  Atwood  vs.  Richland  Realty  Company  et  al.,  California 

Supreme  Court  No.  L.  A.  5617. 

This  is  an  appeal  from  a  judgment  of  nonsuit  rendered  by  the 
Superior  Court  of  San  Diego  County  in  a  proceeding  in  which  H.  R. 
Atwood  sought  to  quiet  title  to  certain  public  utility  property  in  San 
Diego  County,  as  to  which  property  the  owners  thereof  had  previously 
made  application  to  the  Railroad  Commission,  under  section  51  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Act,  for  authority  to  transfer  the  property  to  said 
Atwood.  The  commission  granted  authority  under  certain  conditions, 
with  which  there  was  never  any  compliance. 

The  contention  of  the  Railroad  Commi.ssion,  which  intervened  in  this 
proceeding,  is  that  the  absence  of  a  showing  that  authority  has  been 
granted  by  the  Railroad  Commission  to  transfer  the  property  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  section  51  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  and 
that  the  conditions  under  which  such  authority  has  been  granted  have 
been  complied  with,  insufficient  facts  are  stated  to  constitute  a  quiet- 
title  proceedings. 

5.  Napa  Valley  Electric  Company  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  in 

Equity  No.  396,  in  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States, 
Northern  District  of  California,  Second  Division. 

In  this  proceeding  Napa  Valley  Electric  Company  asks  that  the 
Federal  Court  declare  invalid  an  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
(Vol.  4,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California, 
1061)  prescribing  the  rate  at  which  electric  energy  shall  be  supplied  by 
Napa  Valley  Electric  Company  to  Calistoga  Electric  Company  on  the 
ground  that  the  rate  for  this  service  has  been  made  a  matter  of  contract 
between  the  two  "wholesaling  utilities,  and  is  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  commission. 

The  Railroad  Commission  filed  a  demurrer  in  this  proceeding  claiming, 
first,  that  the  matter  is  res  judicata,  having  already  once  been  sent 
to  the  Supreme  Court  of  California,  and,  second,  that  the  contract 
rates  in  question  are  not  beyond  the  power  of  the  state  to  regulate. 
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COURT  CASES   DECIDED. 

6.  Loretta  B.  Hart  vs.  Bailroad  Commission,  California  Supreme 

Court  No.  S.  F.  8780. 

In  this  proceeding  the  Supreme  Court  denied  a  petition  for  a  Avrit 
prohibiting  the  Railroad  Commission  from  proceeding  to  hear  and 
determine  an  application  pending  before  it  to  fix  the  damages  to  be 
paid  to  petitioner  for  injury  to  her  property  as  a  result  of  the  con- 
struction of  a  railroad  subway  crossing. 

7.  Producers  Transportation  Company  vs.  Ilailroad  Conunissivn, 

California    Supreme    Court    No.    L.    A.    4234.    decided   on 
November  37,  1917. 

This  proceeding  was  brought  to  review  the  decision  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  finding  that  Producers  Transportation  Company  is  a  com- 
mon carrier  and  public  utility  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad 
Commission,  and  directing  that  said  company  file  ^xith.  the  Railroad 
Commission  its  schedule  of  rates,  rules  and  regulations  governing  the 
transportation  of  oil  (Vol.  5,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  of  California.  990;  Vol.  6,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  of  California,  391). 

The  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  which  is  reported  in  Vol.  54, 
California  Decisions,  583,  affirms  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad 
Commission. 

Producers  Transportation  Company  has  sued  out  a  \\  rit  of  error  to 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  to  review  this  decision  of  the 
California  Supreme  Court  (No.  3  under  "Cases  Pending"). 

8.  Associated  Pipe  Line  Company  et  al.  vs.  Railroad  Commission, 

California  Supreme  Court  Nos.  S.  P.  7376,  7377. 

These  proceedings  were  brought  to  review  the  order  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  referred  to  in  the  preceding  case,  in  so  far  as  the  same 
applied  to  Associated  Pipe  Line  Company  and  Associated  Oil  Company. 
The  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  reported  in  Vol.  54,  California 
Decisions,  588,  annuls  the  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission  in  so  far  as 
applicable  to  these  two  companies. 

9.  Railroad  Commission  of  California  vs.  Tlie  Alvhison,  Topcka 

and  Santa  Fe   Railway  Company,   Sui)rcni('   Court   of  the 
United  Stat(;s,  October  Tei-m,  191(1. 

This  proceeding  is  a  writ  of  error  sued  out  l)y  th(!  K'ailroad  Commissiou 
for  a  review  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  tin;  United  States  of  the  decision 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  California  annulling  the  order  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  (Vol.  8,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commissiou 
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of  California,  74),  directing  The  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Rail- 
way Company  to  construct  and  maintain  in  operation  a  rail  connection 
between  Temecula  in  Riverside  County,  and  Fallbrook  in  San  Diego 
County. 

On  January  21,  1918,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
dismissed  this  proceeding  for  lack  of  jurisdiction. 

10.  E.  Clemens  Horst  Co.  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  California 
Supreme  Court  No.  S.  F.  8440,  decided  on  July  31,  1917. 

In  this  case  the  Supreme  Court  denied  a  petition  to  review  the  order 
of  the  Railroad  Commission  (Vol.  13,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Rail- 
road Commission  of  California,  417)  directing  Southern  Pacific  Com- 
pany to  proceed  with  the  collection  of  certain  demurrage  charges  due 
from  the  petitioners.
